The Brahmo Samaj is, or at any rate aspires to be, 
a community of souls guided by Divine inspira- 
tion, helping one another by counsel attd co-operation 
d'nd rejoicing in the worship and service of the Lord. 
Though often sorely tried by temptations and tribula- 
tions, we have, during the year under* notice, enjoyed 
in no small degree the grace and inspiration of the 
Divine Being. In spite of our many failures and 
shortcomings, we feel deeply grateful for the 
blessings He has showered upon us. . We feel that the 
Brahmo Samaj is the Lord’s own church and that He 
will lead it to final triumph and success. May we, by 
our trustful obedience to His will, keep the door of His 
inspiration ever operr ! With this humble prayer we 
proceed to lay before our brethren and sisters the fol- 
Icywing record of the little work which Lord has en- 
abled us to dojdurin^ the year just closing. . , 
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In Memory of Oat Departed Friends : 

Since we met here last year, some veteran workers 
and promising members of our church have passed 
away. The most keenly felt has been the loss sustained 
by the death of Babu Madhusudan Sen, who for many 
years served the S. B, Samaj in various capacities with 
great ^enthusiasm ; the lesson of his pious life will 
remain a priceless legacy to us. 

After a protracted illness of several years, Mrs. A. 
M. Bose left this world in April last. She was a zealous 
co-adjutor of her illustrious husband in his noble labours 
for the Brahmo Samaj and for the country. Her death 
has left a void in the ranks of the great lady-workers 
of the country in the cause of Indian women. 

Another loss has been the removal of Babu Nava 
Gopal Dutta from his field of activity in Sylhet. He 
was a quiet worker, who zealously maintained the prin- 
ciples of Brahmoism. 

By the death of Mrs. Kumudini Das. the Samaj ha~, 
lost an educated lady and an esteemed member. She 
was once one of the Assistant Secretaries of the S. . B. 
Samaj, and for several yeans' a member of its General 
and Executive Committees. 

Babu Ajit Kumar Chakravarti was snatched away 
from our midst, when the year was closing. He was a 
promising young man possessed of considerable literary 
talents and imbued with liberal ideas. His premature 
death is deeply mourned by his numerous friends and 
admirers. 

Dr. Bepinbehari Sarkar of Darjeeling, though not a 
member of our Samaj, was a valued worker in its cause, 
and deeply esteemed by all who knew him, for his un- 
ostentatious piety. 

The Revd. Bhai Umanath Gupta, a veteran Mis- 
sionary of the New Dispensation Church, and a co- 
worker of the late Brahmanauda Keshub Chandra Sen, 
has passed away at a ripe old age. With him has 
broken the link between the old generation of Brahmo 
workers and the new. 


The Sadharan Brahmo Samaj was established in 
1878, with the object of propagating the principles of 
Brahmoism, uniting under a common organisation, ^11 
Individuals and congregations hol<jing these principles. 
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and conducting all the business of the church on con- 
stitutional lives : 

Including 39 new members enrolled during the year 
under review, the Samaj had on the 3*st Dec. last, 1186 
members in the list ; besides these, there is a large num- 
ber of men and women here and abroad, who, though 
not members of the Samaj, are in sympathy with its 
aims and objects. 49 of the Brahmo Samajes ip India' 
are either associated with or affiliated to our church ; 
besides these, there are some theistic bodies, both in 
this country and outside of it, that are holding forth 
nearly the same principles and doing almost the same 
work as the Sadharan Brahmo Samaj. 

The General Committee which is the governing 
body of the Samaj had as its members during the 
year, 25 representatives of moffusil Samajes, 65 mem- 
bers elected from among the members of the S. B. 
Samaj, and 6 office-bearers. 

The last Annual meeting of the S. B. Samaj was 
held on the 21st January 1918, when the present Gen- 
eral Committee was formed and the office-bearers were 
elected. At a special meeting of the General Com- 
mittee held on the 5th February 1918, the present 
Executive Committee was formed and a plan of work 
for the new year was adopted. 

There were during the year, 6 meetings of the- 
General Committee and 46 of the Executive Commit- 
tee. 


Genefal Stffvey. 

•> The year that has just closed was a period of great 
^suffering, all the world over. What with the ravages 
of the war and what with the visitation of the influenza 
epidemic, men have sunk in dark despair. Our com- 
munity has also had no small portion in the prevailing 
distress, and it has paid a heavy toll of mortality to 
the fell disease that has been raging all over the 
country for the last 6 months and more. We offer our 
heart-felt condolence to the many bereaved families 
heavy-laden with sorrow. 

For some time past, efforts have been made to 
carry on more vigorously our mission work in the 
Bombay and Madras Presidencies. During the year 
ujider notice, Mr. Sudhir Chandra ‘Banerji, one of our 
workers, was posted in the Westefn Presidency, where 
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he, in, cooperation with our Bombay friends, has been 
propagating the principles of Brahmoism in various 
ways ; another worker, Mr. Subbukrishnaya, has been 
energetically working in the Madras Presidency ; he 
will soon be joined by Mr. Devendra Nath Mitra, B.A., 
who has now been relieved of his work in connection 
with the cloth distress in Bengal. 

The Mission operations, in the Khasi Hills, of the 
British "and Forei<>n Unitarian Association of England, 
have since April last been placed under our manage- 
naent. 

Since September last, the Samaj has been doing an 
important philanthropic work. The prevailing high 
price of cloth having caused acute distress to the poor 
people of the Province, a fund has been started for the 
purpose of giving them some relief. In response to the 
appeal made by Dr. P. K. ACharya, Secretary of the 
Samaj, donations in money and cloth have been receiv- 
ed from many kind-hearted ladies and gentlemen, to 
whom our best thanks are due. Special mention should 
be made here of the liberal donations of the late Lord 
Bishop of Calcutta and of the Bishop of Chota Nagpur 
who sent for the purpose Rs. 1500 and Rs.. 1000 res- 
pectively to our esteemed friend Mr. Ramananda 
Chatterji. Mr. Chatterji has made over the sums to 
the relief fund started by our Samaj. 

The Seva Section of the Sadhanasram has been 
doing very useful work among the backward classes 
of people in the several districts of Bengal. It has now 
under its management no fewer than 250 schools, and 
has succeeded in securing a capital grant of Rs. 5000 
and a recurring annual grant of Rs. 3000 from the 
locals Government. The most prominent worker in this, 
fiald is our esteemed friend, Rai Sahib Rajmohan Das, 
who deserves our best thanks for his self-denying 
labours. 

A Iong«felt want has been removed by the institution 
of a daily evening service in the Samaj Mandir ; it 
is followed by readings from scriptures and, conversa- 
tion, on religious subjects, and is attended by a fairly 
increasing number of devout souls and earnest in- 
quirers. 

The removal of the City College Ip its new buildings 
in Amherst Street since January last, has effected a 
great improvement* in respect of accommodation. 
This will,, it is hoped, enable the authorities of the

institution to develop it in some very useful directions. 
A Faculty of Theology has lately been added to the 
College and it is in contemplation to open in connection 
with it a department for the training of teachers. 

During the year under report, the newly built 
pucca mandirs of the Deoghur and Rangoon Brahmo 
Samajes were consecrated, 

4 of our workers who have been connected jvith the 
Samaj for many years and serving it with devotion 
and zeal, have offered themselves for formal ordination 
as missionaries; their applications are now under 
consideration. 

The East Bengal Brahmo Conference met at Comilla 
in October last, under the presidency of our revered 
.friend, Pandit Sitanath Tattvabhushan ; many Brahmo 
ladies and gentlemen from different parts of Bengal 
and Assam attended it. 


Mission Work. 

All the activities of the Samaj aim at propagating 
the principles of Brahmoism. It, therefore, attaches 
great importance to mission work. The agencies 
employed for the purpose are (i) the 8 ordained 
missionaries, 9 workers of the Sadhanasram and 62 
members of the Sevakmandali ; (2) the two organs of 
the Samaj — one a fortnightly in Bengali, another a 
weekly in English ; (3) the several institutions affiliated 
to the Samaj, such as the congregations in Calcutta 
and other places, the Sadhanasram, the Students’ 
Weekly Service, the Sangat, the Theological Insti- 
tution &c. 

The Samaj has a vast field of work before It, but 
its resources are extremely poor ; we want more men 
and more money, to meet the growing demands. It is 
however satisfactory to note that inspite of these 
shortcomings, the Samaj succeeded during the year 
in carrying far and wide in the country the light' 
of liberal religion. Our missionaries and workers 
visited parts of Bombay, Madras, the Punjab, the 
United Provinces, Behar, Orissa, Chotanagpur, Burma, 
Bengal and Assam, propagating, wherever they went[ 
the principles of IBrahmoism in various ways. A 
detailed account of the work done by the missionaries 
^s given below : — 
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He has long been very ill and towards the close 
of the year his condition became 
Pandit Sivanath alarming. We are sincerely thank- 
Sastri. l-jjj QqJ Almighty for the recovery 

of our most revered brother. Though protracted 
illness has disabled him from participating in 
any active movement of the Samaj, his inspiring 
presence in our midst hns been a source ofgreat strength 
to us. ’Whenever he felt strong enough, he took 
part in the ministerial work of our Church. 

Inspite of continued ill health he has never spared 
himself in the service of the Samaj. 

Pandit I^ava wip conducted occasionally service 

in the IVIandir, officiated as minister 
in some domestic ceremonies and visited Brahmo 
families. 

He took part in the celebration of the Maghotsav in 
Calcutta, where he conducted occa- 
Babu Nilmany sionally the weekly service of the 
Chakravarti. Sadharan Brahmo Samaj ; acted as 
minister in some domestic cere- 
monies and conducted divine service in a few families 
andin a Students’ boarding house ; he went to Harinavi 
and Bankura to take part in the anniversaries of the 
local Samajes, took part in various meetings and pre- 
sided at a conference held in connection with the 
monthly utsav of the Sadhanasram. 

During his stay in Darjeeling in September and 
October last, he conducted weekly service of the local 
Brahmo Samaj and acted as minister in some domestic 
ceremonies ; at Gauhati he delivered in English a lectur(^ 
at the Ram Mohan Roy anniversary meeting ; while 
at Shillong he conducted service in different Brahmo 
Samajes in Bengali and Khasi ; visited Cherrapunji, 
Laitkynsew and Nongiri, Gauhati, Tezpur, Monai and 
Borjuli in Assam, where he conducted divine service and 
delivered addresses. 

Continued illness prevented him from going about 
on preaching work. For a consider- 
Babu Abinash able part of the year he was at 
Chandra Mazumdar. Solan, where he conducted weekly 
divine service, distiibuted medicines 
and was engaged in translating the Sikh scripture into 
Bengali ; while at Lahore, he conducted the weekly 
service of the Sadharan Brahmo Samaj Lahore, of the 
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Brahmo Sadhanasram and in many domestic ceremo- 
nies. He took part in the Maghotsav of the Lahore 
S. B. Samaj and of the Punjab Brahmo Samaj, addres- 
sed some of the public meetings of the Lahore Temper- 
ance Society and conducted service on several days in 
the sanctuary of the Boarding House attached to the 
Dayal Singh College, Lahore. 

From January 1918 till the middle of February 
• following, he was Superintendent of 

BabuGurudas the Brahmo Sadhanasram where he 

Chakravarti. generally conducted the daily service 
and took part mi other functions of 
the Asram. After the Maghotsava he spent about a 
week in a garden with the workers of the Asram, He 
took part in the Maghotsava of the Calcutta S. B. 
Samaj and of the Bhowanipore Sammilan Samaj. He 
acted as minister in several domestic ceremonies and 
held prayer meetings at some private houses. 

He removed to Dacca in the month of May. and 
since then has been working there as minister of the 
East Bengal Brahmo Samaj. There he every day con- 
ducted the morning service, and almost on all 
Sundays the evening service, at the Mandir. He 
presided every week at the three Sangats*^ 
one for ladies, another for young men and a third for 
the general public, lie also presided at the meetings of 
the friend’s union — an association for Brahmo boys. 
As the President of the Students' Weekly Service, he 
delivered lectures and presided at meetings organised 
,in this connection. He acted as minister in several 
domestic ceremonies, held prayer meetings at private 
houses, received visitors and inquirers, held correspon- 
dence in religious and cognate subjects, which took up 
much of his time every day. Almost every Friday he 
went to Narayangunj to conduct the weekly service at 
the local Mandir. He visited Chittagong, Comilla, 
Mvmensing, Netrokona. Kisoregunj, where he conduct- 
ed service, delivered lectures and did other works.' 

He contributed articles to, the ‘Sevak* and the 
‘Tatt vakaum ud i.* 

He worked as a member of the Orphanage Commit- 
tee and in connection with the E. B. Institution ; he 
occasionally visited the school and addressed its stu- 
dents and teachers. 
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He visited Kumarkhali, Narayangunj, Munshigunj, 
Dacca, Kaoride, Mymensing, Netra- 
Babu Kashi Chandra kona, Kishoreganj, Agartala Coinil- 
Ghosal. la, Cuttack, Balasore, Bhadrak, 

Khandapara, Rupsa and Baripada ; 
at these places he delivered lectures and conducted 
divine service. He took part in the Maghotsav of the 
Calcutta.S- K. Sapaaj and delivered a short address at 
the anniversary meeting of the Sangat. 

He conducted divine service in the S. B. Samaj- 
Mandir occasionally and officiated as 
Babu Sasibhusan' minister in some domestic services and 
Bose. anusthans ; visited the following 

places, where he conducted divine 
service, delivered -lectures and preached our religion in 
other ways : — Goalia Chak, Mograhat, Burdwan, Ram- 

purhat, Nalhati, Chinsura, Bagnan, Kumarkhali, Santi- 
pur, Contai and Kalna ; published in Bengali a book 
named {Lives of Saints^ vol. I). 

During the greater part of the year he was 
Superintendent of the Sadhan- 

Babu Hem ashram and in that connection 

Chandra Sarkar had to stay in Calcutta. Besides 

looking after the Sadhanashram 
he worked in connection with the Calcutta congra- 
gation and the Sunday Moral Training School. 
He visited many Brahmo families and had to 
conduct divine service on many occasions. He 
had to devote considerable time to the work of 
the several committees and sub committees of which he 
was Secretary. Early in tha year hp went to Burma* 
in connection with the consecration of the new Mandir 
of the Rangoon Brahmo Samaj, whence he visited 
Maynys. He also went out on a mission tour lasting 
about two months in Southern India, in the course of 
which he visited Berhampur, I’ithapuram, Cocanada, 
Rajahmundry, Ellore, Madrad, Bargalore, Calicut, and 
Mangalore. ^ In Bengal he visited Krishnagar, Murshi- 
dabad and Farid pur. 

He was at Calcutta till may last. On account of ill- 
ness he could not go about for pre- 
Kaliprasana Basu aching. Since his return to Tilli, his 
f(on probation). native place, he has conducted divine 
service almost every Sunday ; he 
once visited ^Manickganja. 
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Sevakamattdali . 

The number of ordained missionaries being inade- 
quate, the lay members of the Samaj who often have 
to do its mission and other works have been organised 
into a body under the name of the Sevaka Mandali since 
1903. During the year under report there were 62 mem- 
bers of the Mandali, who as in the. previous year 
worked at different centres — Agra, Patiala, Chittagong, 
Dehradun, Raigunj, Comilla, Barisal, Dacca, Benares, 
Giridih, Deoghur, Hazaribagh, Shillong, Mymensing, 
Dinajpur, Faridpur, Khasi Hills, Baranagore, Cuttack, 
Bankipur, Mangalore, Bombay, Lahore, Lucknow, 
Indore and Calcutta; they conducted divine service, 
delivered addresses, held conversational meetings, visit- 
ed families, wrote books, edited our papers and con- 
tributed articles to them and worked in connection with 
the several institutions of the Samaj. 

Of the members of the Sevakamandali, the following 
, gentlemen, who devoted their whole time to the service of 
the Samaj, deserve special mention : — 

He wrote a series of lectures on the “Theism of the 
Upanishads” for the Theological 
Pandit Sitanath Society, a tract on the “Funda- 

Tattvabhushan. jjjgjj-tal Principles of Brahmoism’^’ 
for the Samaj, three sketches of the life and teach- 
ings of Maharshi Devendranath Thakur, Brahma- 
nanda Kesavchandra Sen and Rev. Bhai Pratap- 
chandra Mazumdar, for a Madras publisher, and 
several articles for the Indian Messenger. He pre- 
sided at the East Bengal Brahmo Conference 
hAd at Comilla.. He conducted service and 
■flelivered addresses on many occasions in the 
Sadharan Brahmo Samaj Mandir, the Bhowani- 
pur Brahmo Sammilan Samaj and the Bhowani- 
pur Adi Brahmo Samaj. He taught classes in 
the Philosophy of Theism, the Upanishads, the 
Bhagavadgita and the Sanskrit language in con 
nection with the Sadhanasram and the Faculty of 
Theology in the City College. He conducted many 
of the weekday services in the Mandir of the S. B. 
Samaj and spoke and gave readings in many of the 
conversation meetings following these services. He 
conducted many family services on the occasion of 
domestic anustbans and visited many Brahmo fami- 
liA. He visited Chittagong and Comilla, visiting 
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Brahmo families, conducting family services and con- 
versing with Brahmos in both the places. 

In the first part of the year under report, he was 
at Dacca as the minister of the 
Babu Bhabasindhu East Bengal Brahmo Samaj, and 
as such had to conduct the weekly 
divine service and take part in the celebration of 
the Maghotsav there. After the Maghotsav he left 
Dacca. He visited Minapore, Murshidabad, Kakina, 
Kungpore, Bogra, Dinajpore, Raigunj, Giridih and 
Baidyanath. During his stay at Calcutta, he con- 
ducted divine service on some occasions in the S. B. 
Samaj Prayer Hall, Bhowauipore Sammilan Samaj, 
Sadhanasram and the Devalaya ; took part in the 
Sangat regularly, and in the daily evening service 
and conversational meetings held in the Mandir ; 
officiated as minister in some domestic cere- 
monies ; sang hymns on several occasions in con- 
nection with the weekly divine service in the S. B. 
Samaj and in different families, He delivered a 
lecture in the S. B. Samaj Hall on the occasion of 
the anniversary of the death of Babu Rajnarain 
Bose. 

For the greater part of the year he worked in the Bombay 
Presidency, where he visited a few 
Babu Sudhirchadra p’aces in the Deccan, Guzrat and central 
Banerjee. India may public associations and help- 

ed in organising religious confertnccs 
at Bijapur and various other places. He conducteil divine 
service in the Bombay Prarihana Samaj and in other Samajes 
in the Presidency, dehverc-d lectures in jmblic meetings held 
under the auspices of the Widow Remarriage Assoi iation, led 
conver-ational meetings, conducted divine service in sopie 
families and wrote several articles for maga/.ines 

He also officiated in several domestic functions, 
such as marriage, sradha and namakaran. He 
initiated a young graduate into Brahmoism, con- 
ducted two relimous classes on the Life of Maharshi 
Devendranath for some time, organised a daily 
prayer meeting in the Bombay Prarthana Mandir 
and started a new Congregation at Vaso in the 
Gawekar’s dominion. 

SadliaiiasilfAiii. 

As Babu Gurudas Chakrava^ti had to go to Dacca 
early in the year, Babu H'enicbandra Sarkar was ap. 
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pointed Superintendent of the Sadhanashratn. Babu 
Debendranath Mitra B. A., who returned from England after 
a course of training in the Manchester College, Oxford, 
devoted himself Early in the year to the service of 
the Hrahmo Samaj in connection with the Sadhan- 
ashram. He and Babu Benodebehari Roy were or- 
dained as workers of the Sadhanashram in August 
last. Four young men, one from the Punjab, two from 
Bombay and one from the Madras Presidency came early 
in the year to be trained as workers of the Brahmo 
Samaj. Later in the year two other young men joined 
the Sadhanashram for the same purpose. Classes were 
held regularly for giving them instruction in philosophy, 
some of the scriptures, and in the Sanskrit and Bengali 
languages. They also attended the lectures delivered 
under the Faculty of Theology in the City College. 
Besides these, facilities were given to them for the study 
of History and Literature under the direction of the 
Superintendent, Pandit Sitanath Tattwabhushan greatly 
helping in this work. Two of these young men, Lala 
Prakashlal, B.A., B.T., and Mr. Sivaprasad were, towards 
the end of the year, accepted as candidate-workers and 
sent out for mission work. 

The workers and candidate workers of the Sadhan- 
ashram, and a few helpers carried on mission work in 
various parts of India. A new branch of the Ashram 
was opened at Madras in October last, with Mr. E. 
Subbu Krishnayah as its Superintendent ; he has been 
working earnestly to further the cause of the Brahmo 
Samaj in Southern India. Mr. J, V. Narayan, a can- 
didate-worker of the Sadhanashram, has carried on a 

S gorous propaganda with encouraging results in the 
anjam district of the Madras Presidency. Babu 
Baradaprasanna Roy, in spite of ill-health, carried on 
an extensive mission tour in East Bengal and Assam. 

In Calcutta the members of the Ashram served the 
Samaj in various ways to the best of their 
abilities. They conducted on many occasions divine 
service in the Mandir, several Brahmo families and 
some neighbouring Samajes, helped in the work of the 
institutions under the Samaj, and re idered assistance to 
Brahmo families in their distress as far as they could. 
There were divine service, readings from sciptures, 
sankirtans, and prayers in the Ashram every day, morn- 
ing and evening. On the first Sunday of every English 
«onth, there was a special utsav of the Sadhanashram.

Many Brahmo friends joined in these devotional 
exercises and thus rendered great service to the Ashram, 
besides relieving its temporal needs, by liberal contribu 
tions under the providence of God. 

Dur ng the year the Sadhatiashram maintained 
three branches at I^ahore, Dac^a and Madras. Bhai 
Sitaram was in charge of the Lahore Branch ; 
with a few helpers he has carried on the work 
with exemplary devotion. The Lahore Sadhatiashram 
conducted a Students’ Lodge in which there were 
about 20 students under the supervision of the 
Superintendent. The weekly divine service of the 
Lahore Sadharan Brahmo Samaj was conducted in 
the ashram. The Lahore Sadhatiashram continued 
to conduct a fortnightly in Urdu, called the 
Brahmo Pracharak, in spite of increasing financial 
strain consequent on the high price of paper. The 
workers conducted service in the Lahore Sadharan 
Brahmo Samaj, and the Punjab, Rowalpindi and Sialkot 
Brahmo Samajes. 

The Dacca Sadhanashram has been strengthend 
during the year by the return of Babu Gurudas 
ChaUravarti to Dacca. Divine service and devotional 
meetings were held daily in the Prayer Hall of the 
East Bengal Brahmo Samaj. 

The Madras Branch was opened on the 20th Oct. 
last, when there was a divitie service in the Prayer 
Hall of the Southern India Brahmo Samaj and a social 
gathering in the afternoon, in which most of the local 
Brahmos heartily joined. Divine service has been 
held almost daily ever since. A monthly utsav 
was organised at the beginning of every English 
month. Under the au'^pices of the Sadhanashram, 
Mr. C. F. Andrews delivered a lecture on '‘the Joy 
of the presence of God ’ and Prof Raju on “the 
Eternal Christ.” A young man from the Godavari 
district has joined the Asram with the intention of 
devoting himself to the .service of the Samaj. The 
Southern India Br-<hmo Samaj has kindly agreed 
to place a small house belonging to it at the disposal 
of the Sadhanashram. 

Sadhahashram Seva Section — The Sadhanashram 
has a Seva or philanthropic section. It has a Widows* 
Home at Dacca. The work of the Home was conducted 
by a local committee of which Mrs. P. K. Bose was the 
Secretary and Mrs. Cliinmoyee Das Superintendent. 
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Babu Monoranjan Mitra, the Treasurer, worked very 
vi£?orously and with the liberal contribution of the 
generous public has been able to place the finance of the 
Home on a satisfactory basis, in spite of considerable 
increase in expenditure. 

Another institution under the Sadhanashram Seva 
Section is an orphanage at Shillong, called the Seba- 
shram, which was founded and is now being conducted 
by Babu Manmathanath Das, a candidate-woiker of 
the Sadhanashram. The Sebashram is open to boys 
of all classes, irrespective of creed or caste and is main- 
tained by voluntary gifts. There were seventeen 
boys of various ages in the Ashram during the year. 
Some of them were sent to the local High School, of 
whom one will sit for the ensuing matriculation ex- 
amination, and the rest aie receiving elementary educa- 
tion in the orphanage itself. Efforts were made to give 
the boys some technical training. Some of the boys 
have learnt Carpentry, by which they are able to earn 
some money. Towards the close of the year, a b^in- 
•ning was made in teaching them Weaving also. 

The third institution is the Society for the Improve- 
ment of the Backward clas.ses in Bengal and Assam. 
Its work was carried on by a representative committeeof 
which the Right Hon’ble Sir S. 1 ’. Sinha was the Pre- 
sident and Babu Hemchandra Sarkar and Rai Saliib 
Rajmohan Das Secretaries during the year. Babu 
Hari Narayan Sen, one of the workers of the Sadban- 
ashram entirely devoted himself to the work. The 
work of the Society greatly expanded during the 
year through the exertions of Rai Saheb Rajmohan Das 
anjl Babu Hari Narayan Sen. About too new schools 
,\jjere started during the year, making a total of 
nearly 250 schools in the districts of Jessore, 24 
Perganas, Hugli, Howrah, Khulna, Nadia. Burdwan, 
Birbhum, Faridpur, Barisal, Noakhali, Tippera, Dacca 
and Mymen.singh. Of these one is a Middle English 
School and the rest are Primary. 

The Government of Bengal has recently sanctioned 
a recurring grant of Rs. 3000 a year and a non recurring 
grant of Rs. 5000. The total income during the year 
from donations and subscriptions was Rs. 4069* 12-9 and 
total expenditure Rs. 4136-5-3. 

The Sadhanasram also maintains a High School at 
I^nkipur, called the Rammohan Roy Seminary, under 
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the guidance of Babu Satis Chandra Chakravarti M.A., 
one of the workers of the Sadhanashram, who is its 
Headmaster and Secretary ; it has attained a high 
degree of efficiency and popularity. The number of 
boys at the close of the year was 310, and Thirty four 
boys appeared at the Matriculation examination in 1918 
of whom 25 passed, ii in the first division, 10 in the 
second and 4 in the third. Four of these won Govern- 
ment scholarships. 


He was at Giridili during the greater part of (he year 
, where he conducted divine .service 

' at the local Brahmo Samaj and in 

many Brahmo families. On account 
of advanced age and phi sical infirmities he could not 
travel much, but he visited Allahabad, Henares, Banki- 
pur and a few other places during the year. 


The services of Babu Barodaprasanna Ray were 
placed at the disposal of the East 
Babu Br^aprasanna j^etigal Brahmo Samaj during the 
year. The greater part of the year 
he was in East Bengal and Assam, where he vi.sited 
Narainganj. Tangail, Haghil, Fingua, Mymensingh, 
Kaoraid, Kakinia, Dhubd, Ganhati, Goalpara, Tezpiir, 
Dibrugarh, Sylhet. Coomilla, Chittagong, Bejgaon. He 
also rendered valuable service to the East Bengal 
Brahmo Samaj as its .Asst. Minister, in which capacity 
he had to spend considerable time at Dacca. 


He was at Giridih during the greater part of the year, 
where he conducted divine .service 
Babu Amnia Lai delivered lectures in the local 

“P Brahmo Mandir, officiated a.s minis- 

ter in domestic ceremonies, and conducted the Moral 
Training School for children. He .spent about two 
months in ( alcutta where he conducted divine service 
in the Sadhanasram and in some Brahmo families. He 
visited Hugh, Asansol, Deoghur and Ranchi where he 
delivered lectufes and conducted divine service. 


He was in charge of the Ram Mohan Ray Seminary 
of Bftnkipur. Besides working as 
Babu Satisebandra Headmaster and Secretary he 
a ravar 1. conducted the weekly service of the 
local Sadharan Brahmo Samaj and officiated as Minister 
in domestic ceremonies. 
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He worked in the Madras Presidency with his head- 
quarters at Rajamundry during the 
Mr. E. Subbu earlier part of the year, and latterly at 
Knshnia. Madras. He visited Cuttack, Arka, 

Berhampore, Mandar.sa, Barwa, Vizianagram, Pitha- 
puram, Coconada, Rajamundry. Narsapur, Masult- 
patam, Cuddalore, Madanapalli, Vayalpandu, Pungavur, 
Narayanapuram. Chittoor, Dhowleshwaram. For about . 
two months he had to work as the Superintendent of 
the Pithapur Raja\s Orphanage at Coconada. He tran- 
slated Pandit S. N. Sastri’s Griha Dharma into 
Telugu. 

He was the resident Minister of the Barisal Brahmo 
Samaj, in which connection, besides 
Ba^ Monomolnn conducting weekly divine service, 
la-ravarti. deliver lectures, hold con- 

versational meetings, conduct the Moral Training School 
for children, and conduct divine service in many domes- 
tic ceremonies. He was also editor and manager of 
the Bra^nnavadt, a Bengali monthly. He visited 
Khulna, Patuakhali and Dacca. He also paid a visit 
to Calcutta where he conducted divine service in the 
Mandir, Sadhanashram .Bhowanipore Brahmo Samaj 
and a few Brahmo families. 


He was in charge of the Lahore Branch of theSadhan- 
• e- , . ashram. At Lahore he conducted 
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divine service in the Punjab Brahmo 
Samaj. Lahore Sadharan Brahmo Samaj, Dayal Singh 
College, Sadhanashram Student’s Lodge and in Brahmo 
fijmilies. He was the editor and manager of the 
»Brahma Pracharnk, an Urdu fortnightly. He also did 
some relief work at the time of the Influenza epi- 
demic at Lahore. At the invitation of the Bombay 
Prarthana Samaj he paid a visit to Bombay to take 
part in the anniversary of the Bombay Prarthana 
Samaj. He also visited Chivvinda, Jullandhor, Sohn, 
Kasauli, Delhi and Ferozper.

existing schools and established new 
ones, in the districts of Dacca, *Mymensingb, Jeseore, 
■Woakhali, Tippera, Backergunje and Birbhwm, 
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Assisted the Superintendent in the general manage- 
ment of the Calcutta Sadhanashram, 
Babu De^vendra Nath classes for the candidates for 

‘ mission work, conducted divine 

service in the Sadhanashram and Bhowanipore Brahmo 
Samaj. He visited Burdwan, Rampurhat, Nalhati, 
Murshidabad, Krishnagar, Dhubri, Gaiiripore, Rajshahi 
. where he delivered lectures, conducted divine service 
and held conversational meetings. 

Babu Benode Worked in connection with the Kashi 
Behary Roy. Hjjls Mission. 

Worked in connection with the Depressed Classes 
Mr V. R. Shinde Mission. He visited many places and 
wherever he went he tried to further 
the cause of the Brahmo Somaj to the best of his 
abilities. 

Worked mainly in the district of Ganjam with his 
headquarters at Berhampote. He 
Jj.y paid frequent visits to Arka, Rawal- 

(candi ate-wor-ei.) i^onda, Boiruni, Digupudi, Xaupada, 

Chatrapur, Kallicota, Ichapore, Sompota, Barwa, 
Mandarsa, Tekkali, Parlakimedi, Sosanum, Gola- 
bandha and Gopalpur. He helped in founding new 
Samajes at Arka, Sompeta, Tekkali, and Mandarsa and 
revived Samajes at Ichapur and Boiruni, took part 
in the anniversary celebration of Pal-isa and Barwa 
Samajes. He also organised a young Theists’ confer- 
ence at Mandasa which was attended by Theists from 
all parts of the district and also from Coconada. Out- 
side Ganjam he visited Coconada, Pithapuram, -Madras, 
Khurda, Cuttack, Khargpur, Sakchi. He contributed 
articles to some religious papers and published a pam- 
phlet on sacrifice and salvation. 

Worked under the Andhra Brahmo Mandali in the 
Godavari, Krishna and Gumtee dis- 
tricts, where he visitetl thirty sta- 
t e per). tions, some more than once. He 

revived Samajes which had been closed, started new 
ones at Bhimadole, Gudivada, Kavalavaram, Kaikaram, 
and Narsapur. He preached in a number of mass meet- 
ings, delivered lectures and conducted divine service on 
many occasions. During the latter part of the year he 
gave regular religious and moral instructions to the 
students of the Viresalingam Theistic High School 
of Rajamundry. 
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K&asi Hilis Mission* 

The Khasi Hills Mission which is now in the 29th 
year of its existence was, throughout the year, under the 
charge of Babu Binode Bihari Roy. There are 18 places 
of worship for the members of the Brahmo Samajes 
in the Khasi Hills. Homeopathic medicines were distri* 
buted by the mission to patients from different . places 
and arrangements have been made for ' the distri* 
bution of allopathic medicines from two centres ; during 
the first quarter, the mission maintained 9 primary 
schools ; but the number was reduced to six at the end 
of the second quarter, owing to the illness of the 
teachers, the destruction of two mandirs by earthquake 
and our inability to cope with the well -organised 
Christian schools j though the number of schools now 
has risen to seven, the numerical strength of some of 
them has greatly fallen off. Almost all the Brahmo 
Samajes of the hills duly celebrated the Maghotsab 
and observed the death anniversary of Raja Ram 
• Mohan Roy and the foundation day of the Mission. 
The annual conferences of Lumparing and Cherra were 
held respectively in Septemper and November. The 
conference of the four Samajes at Nongwar, Lait, 
Sassarat and Nongkroh were held in December, 1917. 

Two new converts and some other persons will 
soon be initiated into Brahmoism. The mission has 
suffered a great loss owing to the death of five of its 
members during the year under report. There were 
three Brahmo marriages, two of which have been 
registered under Act III of 1872, The mandir of Non- 
grijm Samaj which was severely damaged has been 
repaired and the mandir at Lait which was totally des- 
troyed is under construction again. 

The following are the names of the Brahmo Samajes 
in the hills with the institutions connected therewith 

1. The Mawblei Brahmo Samaj : — Its attached 
institutions are the Sangat, the Pathsala, the women’s 
meeting, the family prayer meeting, the dispensary and 
the Shelter for patients. 

2. The Nongrim Brahmo Samaj : — Its attached 
institution is the school (though it has not been in exis- 
tence since May, 18). 

3. The Jwa Braemo Samaj The attached 
iivStltution is the school. 

3 
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4. Xhe Mawsmai Brahmo Samaj ; — institution 
is the school. 

The above Samajes and institutions were under the 
charge of Babu Rohini Kanto Roy, and Ka Philimon 
helped by the teachers during the first half of the year, 
but during the latter half, under Babus Rohini Kanto 
and Sharomoni Roy. 

6. The Mawlong Brahmo Samaj : — institutions 
are the school, the sangat and the dispenaary. 

7. The Nongdoh Brahmo Samaj : — has no mandir 
of its own. 

These were placed under U Estlin Roberts for the 
1st half of the year but after his resignation in June 
last no worker could be had there in his place ; so the 
work could not be conducted properly by the members. 

8. Laitkyasew Brahmo Samaj : — institutions arethe 
school, the sangat, womens meeting and the dispensary. 

9. Sohsarat Brahmo Samaj : — It has no mandir 
of its own. 

10. Nongkroh Brahmo Samaj Ithas no mandir 
of its own. 

11. Nongwar Brahmo Samaj : -the institution is 
the sangat. 

These four .Samajes with the institutions attached 
thereto were for the most part of the year under ther 
charge of Babu Sarjomoni Roy who was occasionally 
helped by Babu Kihori Roy, a casual worker. 

12. Mawkhar Brahmo Samaj : - institution school 
(has not been in existence since April 1918). 

13. The Lumparing Brahmo Samaj ; — Its 
institutions are the Sangat, the family prayer meeting 
and the school. 

The.se were all looked after by U. Sundar with the 
help, of the teacher U. Shin and by Babu Manmatha- 
nath Das and his assistant U. Oniwell. 

14. Mostoh Brahmo Samaj ; — Its Institutions are 
the Sangat, and the women’s meeting. The affairs are 
managed by the local members. 

15. The Dishong Brahmo Samaj The mandir 
is under reconstruction and the Sunday services were 
conducted by the local members. 

16. The Sohlap Brahmo Samaj its institutions 
are the women’s meeting and the Sunday .services were 
conducted by U Join Manik, It has no mandir. , 
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17. The Nongjrl Brahmo Satnaj : — Its attached 
ihstitutions are the school, the dispensary and the wo- 
men’s meetings. 

The affairs of the Samaj are managed by Babu 
Aswatthama Roy. 

18. The Lyngkhom Brahmo Samaj : — It has no 
mandir ; the prayer meetings are held in the house of a 
member. 


Calcutta Congregaton. 

The Anniversary of the Congregation was 
celebrated on the 23rd Jannuary, carresponding to 
the 10th Magh, when Pandit Navadwip Chandra 
Das conducted divine service in the morning and 
evening service was conducted by Babu Nilmany 
Chakravertty.

^ Divine Service was held regularly in the Mandir on 
Sundays, both iu the morning and in the evening. The 
attendance in the evening service was very large and a 
number of worshippers had to go away for want of 
accommodation. 

On the otcasion of the death Anniversary of Raja 
Rammohan Roy a special divine seVvice was conducted 
iff the Mandir by Pandit Navadwip Chandra Das. A 
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special divine service was also held one Sunday (the 
28 July) in memory of the iate Babu Madhu Sudhan 
Sen ; Pandit Navadwipchandra Das acted as minister. 

A thanksgiving service was held on the 17th No- 
vember at the conclusion of the War ; Babu Lalit 
Mohan Das conducted the devotional portion and Dr. 
P. K, Acharji preached a special sermon on the occa- 
sion. . 

The congregation organised special services on the 
Bengali New Year’s day and during the Bhadrotshab. 

A daily evening service followed by readings and 
conversation on religious subjects, has been regularly 
held in the Mandir since the 27 May last. It is attend- 
ed by a fairly increasing number of ladies and gentle- 
men who seem to be greatly benefited by it. 

The ministers of the congregation met once a 
month in conference, in which they discussed matters 
pertaining to their duties as ministers, such as visiting 
Brahmo families, the introduction of family prayers 
and various subjects connected with the welfare of the 
congregation. Babu Hem Chandra Sarker was the 
Secretary of the conference. 

As in other years, some of our ministers visited 
several Brahmo families, inquired into their temporal 
and spiritual welfare, conducted family service and 
tried to help them in various ways. Prominent among 
those who discharged this duty were Pandit N. C. 
Das, Pandit S. N. Tattvabhusan and Babu Hem 
Chandra Sarker. 

The work of the Brahmo Samaj Library and Read- 
ing Room under the management of the congregation 
gation went on as usual. The Bnanciat condition .of 
the library is not satisfactory. It is in urgent need 
of reorganisalW and improvement. Our thanks are 
due to the Calcutta Corporation for the annua! grant 
of Rs. 75 to the Library. 

The Baranegore Workingmen '• Miaeion- 

The Mission is maintained out of the interest of the 
fimd placed in the hands of the Executive Committee 
of the S. B. Samaj, by Mr. Sasipada Banerjce, in the 
year 1903, (in two Government Promissory Notes, nos. 
078298 and 078300 of 1854 S3, of the face value of Rs. 
iOcx> each, subsequently converted into one of Rs. 
3000 , No. 02 1 5 50 of 1879) for preaching "practice* 
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religion and morality” among the workingmen at 
Baranagore. 

Babus Sasithusan Bose (Missionary S. B. Samaj), 
Devendranath Mitra, Rajani Kanta De, Amrita Kumar 
Dutta, Dhanapati Das, Troilokyanath Dutta and Satis 
Chondra Das visited the place during the year and 
conducted divine service and gave readings from* the 
*Brahma Dharma.’ 

The workingmen, most of whom are weavers, were 
in great distress during the year, for high prices of cloth 
and thread and latterly on 'account of the outbreak of 
Influenza epidemic. Tlie S. B. Samaj gave the poor 
people occasional help with money and cloth. 


Publications. 

The publications of the Samaj contribute largely to 
our mission work, as they help us to carry its message 
far and wide. The official organs of the Samaj are the 
.Indian Messenger, an English weekly, and the Tattva- 
koumudi, a Bengali fortnightly ; during the year 
under report Babu Pratul Chandra Som edited 
the former and Babu Barada Kanta Bose the 
latter ; both these papers had to be conducted last 
year at a heavy deficit, owing chiefly to the abnormal rise in the 
price of paper. Besides these two, the Sevak.o, a monthly 
magazine of the East Bengal Brahmo Conference, the Brahmo 
badi of Barisal, the Brahmo-Pracharak of Lahore, the Dharma 
sadhan of Coconada, Humanity of Madras, and the Subodh 
Patrika of Bombay, all owned and conducted by some mem- 
btrs of the Samaj li.ave rendered valuable services to our 
cayse. Thanks of the Samaj arc due to the proprietors and 
^itors of these papers. 

The cost of printing and paper having risen very high on 
account of the War, our publication department could not do 
much work during tlie year. Since January lyiS, the Samaj has 

published only a books— written by Prof. Rajani 

Kanta Guha (half the cost of the book has been paid by the 
author), and the Fundamental Principles of Brabmoism by 
Pandit Sitanatb Tattvabhusau. The total saleproceeds of 
our publications were Rs.ssy-ii-fi for the year. Besides 
these, some members of our church have brought out 
several books that are calculated to further the cause of Hberat 
religion ; of these, the Autobiography of Pandit Siva Sastri, 
Rammoban Roy and Modern India -by Babu Raroananda 
Chatterjee, Japji in Bengalee by Babu Abinash Chandra 
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Mazumdar, and by Babu Sasibhusan Bose, de- 

serve special mention. 

Affiliated Institutions- 

The Sangat met in the Samaj Man dir almost every 
Tuesday, The subjects discussed were 
Sangat Sabha’ various, — devotional, practical, social 
and philosophical. — devotional and practical subjects 
being given the pre eminence. For the last eight months, 
since the institution of a week-day evening service in the 
Mandir followed by conversation on religious subjects, 
the Sangat luay be said to have merged in or rather 
expanded into these daily conversational meetings. Be- 
sides being a meeting place for our workers and other 
zealous members of the Samaj, they afford an oppor- 
tunity to our m inisters and missionaries to meet in- 
quirers and answer their queries.

During the year under review, the usual program 
of work was carried on regularly till the I'uja vacation. 
As all the Calcutta colleges remained closer! during 
November and December on account of the influenza 
epidemic, the public meetings of the Serv ice could not 
then be held. 

In addition to lectures by members of the S, B. 
Samaj, adrlrcsses by Mrs. Sarojini .Naidu. Rev. William 
Paton of the World Student (Christian Movement an<l 
Sir Rabindranath Tagore (on two different occasion^,) 
may be specially noted. ^ 

Two special rilsavs were organised last year. The 
Maghotsav anniversary arhiress on "'rhe Burden of 
Youth” was fielivered by Prof. Prasanta (.'bandra 
Mahalanobis. During the Fr.ster I’tsav, a special 
divine service wa.s conducted by Pandit Sivanath Sastri 
in the morning and a special lecture was delivered by 
Prof. Rajani Kanta Guha iu the evening. 

Three social gai/tcrini^s were organised, u hich were 
much appreciated by the members. A special confe- 
rence of members met on the 17th of September, 1918 
at the invitation of I'rof, S. C. Mahalanobis, the I’resi- 
dent of the Service ; it was very largely attended. 
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special efforts were made during this session to re- 
vi/e interest in discussion meetings. The discussion on 
“Religion and Literature” was opened by Miss Santa 
Chatterji b.a., and the subject for a second enquiry 
meeting was "Religion and Science.” 

As in previous years, there were several memorial 
meetings organised by the Service. 

Prof. S. C. M^halanobis was President and Prof. 
Kalidas Nag m.a., and Mr. Sudhindranarayan Ray m.a,, 
acted as secretary successively during the year. At 
the last annual meeting, Mr. Sukumar Ray it.sc. was 
elected Vice President and Prof. P. C. Mahalanabis 
B.sc. B.A., Secretary of the institution. 

In addition to the annual meeting, there were alto* 
gether three special General meetings of the Service. 
The Executive Committe’e met i 6 times during the 
year. 

The Service has now 240 members, several of whom 
are ladies. 87 new members were elected during 1918, 
as against 31 In 1917.

City College. 

The City School was founded in 1879. F.A. classes 
were opened in 18S1 and B.A. classes in 1884. Both 
the School and Collegje belong to a Society registered 
under Act XXI of i86o, the name of which has been 
changed from the “City College Institution” to “the 
Brahmo Samaj Education Society.” The manage-

Courses OF Study. 

The College prepares student.s for the B.A. ExaiQi- 
nation in English (Pass and Honours) Sanskrit (Pass 
and Honours), Mathematics (Pass and Honours), Philo- 
sophy (Pass and Honours) Persian, History and Politi* 
cal Philosophy ; for ^hc B. Sc. Examinations, in Mathe- 
matics (Pass and Honours), Physics and Chemistry^ 
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and for the Intermediate Examinations in Arts and 
S'lience, in English, Sanskrit, Persian, Logic, History, 
Mathematics, Chemistry and Physics. 

Pkesent Staff. 

The present staff consists of 19 professors, 6 lec- 
turers, 8 tutors, 6 demonstrator's, 3 examiners of 
papers, a laboratory assistant, a librarian, 6 clerks 
and a caretaker. 

Numerical Strength. 

On the 31st December, 1918, the number of stu- 
dents on the rolls was 1G87, including a girl, against 
1657 in the previous year ; of these 584 took up 
the I. A. course, 299 the I. Sc., 715 were reading 
for the B.A. degree, and 89 for the B.Sc. 

University Examination Results. 

349 students were sent up for the i.a. Examina- 
nation, of whom 42 passed in the first, 114 in the 
second, 30 in the third division, and lc5 in one 
subject. 139 were sent up for the i.sc. Examination, 
of whom lOO pas.sed, 5G were placed in the 1st, 38 in 
the 2nd, and 0 in the 3rd division. 

For the n..v. degree there were .392 candidates, of 
whom 161 passed, — 16 with lUmours, (1 with 1st 
class, 1.5 with 2nd class) and 17 with distinction. 
21 students appeared at the n.sc. examination, of 
whom 8 passed ; of these 5 pas.«e«l with distinction. 

Scholarships and FKKESTruENTsniPS. 

For the benefit of the needy students, there are 
two “Anandamohan Bose” scholarships — one of the 
vidue of Ks. U) and another of Rs. 5, a “Satyendra 
Akohan Bose” scholarship of the value of Rs. 10, and 
about 50 frcc-studcntships. 

To make the quarterly and annual eraminations 
attractive, 10 scholarships are .awarded on the 
results of these examinations. 

Poor meritorious students are taught free of 
charge both in the school .and in the college. On the 
recommendation of the Executive Cotumittee of the 
Sadharan Brahmo Samaj, 10 Brahmo students are 
taught free. About 5 p.c. of the students .are free. 

There is a Charity Fund contributed to by the 
professors and students, from which frec-student- 
ships and occasional help in othet shapes are given 
tQ,the poor students. 

4 
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Games axd Sports. 

Students of the college arc encouraged to join the 
Foot Ball Club attached to the college. During the 
year under report the club won a trophy which was 
contested by some European and Military teams. 

Arrangements will soon be made to set up in the 
spacious compound of the college and hostel, tennis 
courts, hand-ball courts, volley courts and a gym- 
nasium to a6ford facilities to students and boarders 
for physical exercises. 

Improvements. 

1. Laboratories. The Physical and Chemical 
laboratories have been fitted up and arc now in 
working order. Their capacitj' has been doubled and 
150 students can take up the n.sc. course now as 
against i 5 students in previous years. 

2. The Library now occupies 2 connected rooms 
covering a floor space of al)out 15GU sq. ft. The 
catalogue of books has been printed. .Arrangements 
have been made for 50 studente to carr^' on their 
studies quietly in the library. 

3. Another important feature has been the in- 
troduction of a Faculty of Theology. Principal 
Herambacbandra .Maitra, Pandit Sit:inath Tattwa- 
bhushan and two professors of the college have 
undertaken the teaching work. About 50 students 
joined the cla.sses. 

4. The CoUcffc Hostel was opened in July 1918 ; 
there are about 180 boarders in it. It has been 
named Kamnudian Roy Hostel. Everj' Sunday 
morning Divin.") Service is h«-ld, conducted mainly by 
the Principal. Two out of the 3 Superintendents are 
members of the Sadharan Hrahmo Saniaj. 

5. Addresses tn stufk nts. Addresses are*^ fre- 
quently given 1)y the I^riiicipal or stunc Brrihnu) 'pro- 
fessors tQ the .students in tin* spacious liall of the 
college. The work alter long vacations begins with 
a divine service ; special service is also hedd on the 
anniversary day.

To meet the expenses of the construction of the 
building, the Society has incurred a debt of Rs. 
1,83,400 and will have to spend another sum of

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tractors in the course of the next 3 years. The 
elBforts of the Brahmo Sjininj Education Society to 
raise funds lor the building have been greatly ham- 
pered for the three yeirs l)y the war. Now that the 
war has, by the tjrace of God, come to an end, lei us 
hope that our efforts to place the collc'^e on a secure 
footing will meet with greater success, 

City Collegiate School. 

The School lias been removed to the Old College 
premises and the classes are now ccmfortablj- ac- 
commodated in spacious rooms fitted with electric fans 

It has endeaeavourcd all along not simply t<i qua- 
lify students for the university examination, but also 
to impart wholesome moral education to them. Tlie 
aim of the institution ever since its foundation, has 
been the harmonious dcvelojiment of tlie variou.s 
faculties of the piq)!!-. ; every effort is made b)' the staff 
to inculcate moral pr'nci[)!es into our b:)ys and to keep 
them, as much as p js.sible, fiaim the path of evil. 
Hours have been set apart f <r moial trai.’iing in each 
class and suitable tc'xt banks have been prescribed fi r 
the purpose. The- Union, a society attached to the 

school, arifl Ashabahini (Han J i f I lope.i met on .S ttur- 
d.iys. The Headmaster and some Senior .\s-itant 
teachers generaiis' presided on such occasions and tlie 
boys usually discus-ed such subjec ts as help the forma- 
tion of character. 

The day’s worlc in the das, commences witli a pray- 
er in which both the students ami the teachers j 'in. 

The teachers met in conference several times during 
the year, in .sfiitc of the Influcn/a epidemic, .ind di.scus- 
sed various subjects connectcil with tlie internal a(^.ni- 
ni.stration of tlic school, methods of teaching, courses bf 
study etc.

On the 3 t.st Hoc. iqi8 there were O51 students on 
the roll.s agahnst 570 on the corrcsfionding dafe of tltc 
preceding year. In sjute of fhi.s substatitial increase in 
numerical .strength, the school was not sclfsufijxirting 
as it had to pay a houscaent of Rs. 3fio a month to the 
Brahmo Samaj Education Society. The deficit was 
met from the College funds.

In the beginning of the 
year, liabu Mano Kanjan Banerjee, h.A., formerly Joint 
Head Master, was contiimcd a.s Headmaster on the 
retirement v)f Habu Giris Chandra Chakraborty, B.A, 
after a long service of 33 years. Babu ALinash Chandra 
Eahiri, n A. was, in accordance with this arrangement, 
also confirmed as Joint Headmaster. 

Examination Results. 

The results of the school at the Matriculation 
Examination were highly satisfactory. Out of 79 stu- 
dents who sat for the Examination. 71 passed — 47 in 
the First, 19 in the Second and.

•sion. 
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Income and Exrenditure. 

The income of the school from fees &c., during the 
year under report, was Rs. 2003(.>-i o, the disbursements 
being Rs, 19918-12-0. Some big repairs which had to 
be undertaken owing to the damages done to the 
school buildings by tlie last earthquake, entailed rather 
a heavy strain on the finances of the school. 

IMPKOVEMENTS. 

Moral training based mainly on selected books 
was systematically given to the boys, provision being 
made for it in the usual routine of class work. Another 
noticeable improvement was a general increase to the 
pay of nearly all the teachers and tlie clerk by an 
allotment of Rs. 816-0 o in the budget for the year. 
Alongside of this, Babus Giris Chandra Chakraborty 
and Amar Chand Chandra Datta to whose unwearied 
labours and tactful organisation the success and reputa- 
tion of the school had been very largely due were 
allowed .some pensions in addition to bonuses specially 
granted in recognition of their long past services. 

Visits. 

During the year under review, the school was 
visited by the Second Inspector of Schools, the Divi- 
sional Inspector of Schools and lastly by His Excel- 
lency the Governor of Bengal, who all expressed 
general satisfaction at what they saw.

The institution was established in May ISS^, by 
some members of the Sadharan Hrahmo Samaj and 
is now under the control of a Mnnagiti]^ Committee

(Secretary). The Committee held nine rocetings 
doling the year. 

The aim of the institution is to combine reltgioot 
and moral training with secnlar instmetion.*’ to at 
to help in forming •the character of our girls and 
tarn them into happy and oiefitt memhert of todety. 
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Curriculum. Besides the regular course of studies 
op to the Matriculation, standard of the Calcutta 
University, arrangements were made to teach First- 
aid and Nursing, for which certificates were granted 
by the St. John Ambulance Association. 

The teaching staff consisted of 14 teachers, of 
whom 6 were graduates and one music teacher. 

Mrs. Pryambada Devi b.a., continued her services 
to the school as an honorary teacher. • 

The number of pupils on the rolls, on the 31st 
of December was 289 against 258 of the previous 
year. Of these, 171 were children of orthodox Hindu 
parents, 1 Mahomedan and five Christians. One ^rl 
belonged to the Punjab. 

Ten girls were sent up to the Matriculation 
Examination, of whom five were successful and they 
were all placed in the first division. 

Two girls secured Government Scholarships of 
Ks. 15 each and two were awarded the Kripamayi 
and Brahmamayi Scholarships. 

The teachers held occasional conferences to con- 
sider questions of internal administration, examina- 
tions, needlework, religious and moral training. 

The Boarding Department is under the charge 
of the Lady Superintendent, assisted by all tEc 
resident teachers, who take good care of the girls, 
the bigger girls acting in their turn as care-takers 
of the smaller ones. Both morning and evening, 
divine service is held in the hostel.

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This school was started on the 16th January 
1911. It has, therefore, just 
entered upon the ninth year of its 
* life. It was opened by some Brahmo 
ladies and gentlemen of this town ; but they were 
helped by many people belonging to the Hindu and 
Christian Communities. In 1914 the school was 
formallymade over to the Sadharan Brahmo Samaj 
of Calcutta. 

On the 31st of December last, there were 65 girls 
on the rolls of the school. Of these, 35 were Hindus, 
29 were Brahmos and one was a Christian. Out of 
the total number on the rolls of the school, 23 girls 
or 35 per cent, are domiciled residents of this Pro- 
vince. Out of 7 girls sent up for the next Matric 
Examination, no fewer than 6 are thus domiciled. 

There were 34 girls in the attached Hostel. 
The pupils living in the Hostel mostly come from 
places outside Giridih. The majority come from 
Bengal, 7 from Assam, 2 from the U. P. and 2 
from Burma (these two are of pure Behari paren- 
tage now settled at Rangoon.) 

The Hostel is also under, the Head Mistress, who 
lives with the boarders and is assisted by a lady 
Superintendent and a matron. Every morning 
divine service is held in the Hostel, conducted by one 
of the resident teachers. 

There are 9 teachers including the pandit or 
Sanskrit teacher, who is the only male member in 
the teaching staff. He is a Hindu. Of the remaing 
teachers, two are Christians and the rest Brahmos. 

It is gratifying to note that Babu Taraknath Roy 
Chaudhury, zemindar of Jalabari in the district^^of 
Barisal, who is now a resident of this town, has 
generously come forward with a donation of Rupees 
ten thousand tovvards the building fund of the 
school, on condition that the school should be 
named after his wife. The offer has been thankfully 
accepted by the authorities of the school. The 
Managing Committee has proposed that the name 
should be changed with effect from the 1st of April 
next. 

Mr. M. N. Dutt of Giridih has generously offered 
to pay Rs. 22 a month to meet the entire deficit on 
the school side, l^ut the Hostel continues to work 
at a deficit of about Rs. 70 a month. 

The liabilities of the school to the end of the year 
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amounted to about Rs. 1000 ; out of this amount 
the Director of Public Instruction has kindly ofifered 
to pay a little over Rs. 400, provided it can imme* 
diately raise the balance. 

Between 1913 to 1917 the school sent up 23 girls 
to the Matric Examination of the Calcutta Uni- 
versity, of whom 22 were successful, 18 ^irls passed 
in the 1st division and 4 in the 2nd division. In 
the year 1917, out of the three special Scholarships 
for girls in this Province, the students from this 
School carried ofi two. In 1918 four girls were sent 
up to the first Matric Bxnmination of the Patna 
University, of whom two passed in the 1st division 
and the other 2 in the 2nd division. One of the 
girls, Miss Sunilima Chakerverty stood 4th in order 
of merit in the general list of successful candidates. 

The school is managed through a committee con- 
sisting of five nominees of the Sadharan Brahma 
Samaj, two representatives of the teaching staff and 
two members coopted by the above seven. 

During the year under report Babu Joginndra 
•Nath Sarkar resigned his membership owing to his 
continued absence from the town. He was connected 
with the school from the first and took a very deep 
interest in its welfare. Babu Ram Lall Bannerjee 
resigned his secretaryship, but he still continues 
on the committee as a member and is ever ready to 
give them the benefit of his long experience and 
sound judgment. Since the retirement of Mr. 
Banerjea, Mr. D. N. Mukherjee, m.a., has been the 
Secretary of the school. 

Thanks of the committee are due to Mr. P. C. 
Mahalanobis for awarding a silver medal to the 
school for good conduct, to Mr. M. E. Chatterji for 
ahother silver medal awarded for singing. One prize 
in Sanskrit has been offered by Miss Chakerverty, 
the girl who at the last Matric Examination achiev- 
ed marked distinction. Thanks are also due to Dr. 
S. C. Bagchi, Bar-at-Law, for a scholarship of ten 
rupees a month to one of the gfirls. 

Thank are due to Drs. Joganand Roy and Srish 
Chandra Bose for their free medical attendance at 
the hostel in times of sickness. 

Among the High Schools not directly manoged by the 
Sadharan Brahmo Samaj are the- -^nkipur Rammohan Roy 
Seminary (under the Sadhanasram), the East Bengal Insti- 
tution of Dacca, the National school ari*d the Jatramoban Sen 
school in Chittagong, the Town School at Cuttack, and the 
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Viresaligratn H. E. school at Rajamundry ; these are all 
conducted by the members of our Samaj, whose example 
and teaching help greatly the diffusion of liberal ideas among 
the youths placed under their charge. 

Among tl»e middle schools managed by the members of 
tbe Samaj, the following deserve special mention : — ( r) The 
Baniban Girls’ School in the district of Howrah, (2) the 
Contai Girls’ School in the district of Midiiapur (.^) tlie 
Rangoon Girls’ School in Burma (4) the Rammohan Ray 
Girls’ School at Lahore (5) the Maliat m.e. School in Jessore 
and (6) the Berash Sivanath School in Dacca The 2 last 
named schools aie for backward classes of people. 

There are a few primary Schools in the Khasi Hills under 
our mission, about 250 and primary Schools in the several 
districts or Bengal managed l)y the Seva section of the Sadhan- 
asram, a primary school for boys and girls at Bogra managed 
by the local Brahmo Samaj, and the 2 Ragged Schools 
under the Southern India Brahmo Samaj at Madras and 
the Orphanage at Coconada. There are also many night 
schools in various parts of the country, conducted by the 
members of our church. 

The Brahmo Samaj Hostel for Girl Students. 

The Institution has, in its fourth year of exis- 
tence, continued its useful work under the manage- 
ment of a committee consisting of the Hon’ble Sir 
Nilratan Sarkar, Dr. P. K. Acharji, Pandit Sitanath 
Tattwabhusan, Prof. ParesnathSen and the Secre- 
tary — Prof. S. C. Mahalanobis. The following 
ladies were on the Visiting Committee Lady 
Chaudhury, Mrs. K. N. Roy, Lady Bose, Lady 
Sarkar, Mrs. S. R. Das, Mrs. Kshirodebashini Mitra 
and Mrs. S. C. Mahalanobis. 

The hostel is intended for college girls, an^^at 
present twenty six boarders (including two post- 
graduate students) live here. The year under re- 
view has been rather uneventful as regards social 
activities, as most of the boarders stayed away from 
the hostel during the last quarter on account of the 
Influenza epidemic in Calcutta. 

Mr._ Lalitraohan Das very kindly conducted week- 
ly Divine Service in the hostel, throughout the year. 
Mrs. B. K. Basu worked very efficiently as Lady 
Superintendent of the Jj os tel. Mrs. Indumati Datta 
and Miss Provabati Majumdar successively officiat- 
ed with much acceptance, during the absence on leave, 
of the Lady Superintendent. Valuable services have 
been rendered to the institution by Dr. Sailendrankth 
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Gupta in way of medical attendance. Mrs. S. C. 
Mahalanobis and Mr. Ramananda Chatterjee made 
kind gifts of books and periodicals to the Hostel 
Library and Reading Room. The Officiating Director 
of Public Instruction very kindly made a special grant 
of Rs. i6o for certain improvements in the hostel. For 
this act of kindness the Managing Committee is very 
grateful to the Hon’ble Mr. VV. C. Wordsworth. . 

The best thanks of the Samaj are due to the ladies 
and gentlemen who have kindly helped the institution 
in various ways.

The Charity Fund helps in its humble way the 
-ri - r.u„ ■. V A poor and the needy, without any 
^ distinction of creed or religion. 

There are some Trust Funds in the hands of the Samaj, 
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erest of which is .set apart for this purpose. 
But the fund is mainly supported by donations received 
on the occasion of domestic cermonies, though there 
are a few regular subscribtions also. A number of 
widows, students, poor families and blind persons 
were given monthly and occasional help out of it. 
The receipts during the year amounted to Rs, 353-3-3 
which with the balance of Rs 370-12-10 of the previous 
year made up a total of Rs. 724-0- 1, and the expen- 
diture was Rs. 277-1-6 ; the balance in hand was Rs, 
446-14-7 at the close of the year. Babu Baradakanta 
Basu was the Secretary. 

A ^few Bhahmo families and individuals received 
... ^ r, u out of this fund, which was 

famiw Relief FuSr managed by a sub committee with 

Lady Sarkar as its Secretary. 

Besides the above, there are a few permanant funds 
amounting altogether to Rs. 1367-100 held in trust 
by the Samaj, the interest of which is devoted to 
Charitable purposes, in accordance with the terms laid 
down by the donors. A statement of these funds 
will be found in the Accounts. 


Besides the stipends given to poor students out of 
„ , . ... the charity and other funds at the 

Education Chanties, ^igpog^l of the Samaj, a large num- 
ber of scholarships and free studentships is awarded 
every year by the authorities of our educational 
•institutions. 


The City College, Calcutta, granted about 50 free 
studentships to its poor students; there were some free- 
students in the school Department also. 

Severel members of our Church are engaged in social 
c- • service in various ways at different 

Social S.,„ce. of the country; The Orpha- 

nages at Dacca and Shilong, the Depressed cla.sses 
mission at Calcutta, Poona, Mangalore and some other 
places, are conducted chiefly by the members our Samaj. 


A number of Brahmo doctors in Calcutta and other 

Medical Relief. rendered free medical help to 

the poor, irrespective of caste and 
creed. Babu Benode Behari Ray who is now in charge 
of our mission in the Khasi Hills has been utilising his. 
knowledge of medical science to the best advantage. Be- 
sides these trained medical men there are many amobg 
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us who devoted part of their time to the ministration of 
the sick. The names of the venerable Pandit Bhuban 
mohan Kar of Dinajpur, Babu Abinashchandra 
Mazumdar of Lahore, Babu Maheshchanhra Ghose of 
Hazaribagh and Babu Sasibhusan Mitra of Faridpur, 
deserve special mention.

(4) The “Svarnaprava Bose Fund’' of Rs. 700, created by 
Mr. S. M. Bose and his brotheis in memory of their mother, 
the late Mrs. A. M. Bose. The interest of the money will go 
to the Mission Fund. 

(5) The “Dr. R. C. Nag Fund” of Rs. 200, created by 
Mrs. R. C. Nag in memory of her husband, the late Dr. R. C. 
Nag. The proceeds of the fund have to be spent in helping 
poor widows. 

(6) The “Mohit Kumar Dutta Fund^’ of Rs. 300 created 
by Mr. ‘^reenath Dutta in memory of his son, the .late ^r. 

The interest of the money will go to 
the Charity Fund.

The proceedings began with a short divine service 
conducted by Principal Herambachandra Maitra. 

Assistant Secretary, Mr. Uarakanta Bose, read 
the Annual Report and Mr. Annadachran Sen, the 
audited accounts of the Samaj. 

Mr. G. B. Trivedi of Bombay proposed and Mr. 
Jagannath Kapur of Lahore seconded that the 
Report and the Accounts be adopted with such 
additions and alterations as may be deemed neces> 
sary. 

Some suggestions were then made in connection 
with the Report and Accunts. 

Mr. Probhat Chandra Ganguli proposed 

(i) That the rental derived from the land recently 
acquired from Dr. Mrigendralal Mitra be shown 
. under a separate head and • tjien credited to the 
General Fund” (accepted by the Secretary) 
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^ii) “That nothing be added in the Appendices 
which ^ has not been sanctioned by an authoritative 
Committee of the S. B. Samaj.” (Accepted by the 
Secretary) 

Mr. Probhatchandra Ganguli proposed and Mr. 
P. K. Roy Choudhury seconded that the adoption 
of the accounts be postponed till Resolution jf^o. V 
in the Agenda of the Annual meeting be disposed 
of • (Lost). 

Mr. Prasant Chandra Mahalanobis proposed 
and Mr. Prabhat Chandra Ganguli seconded that 
the following extract from the Report of the 
Students’ Weekly Service be inserted : — 

“The late Pundit Bejoy Krishna Goswami, the 
late Mr. Ananda Mohan Bose, and the venerable 
Pandit Sivanath Sastri were prominent among the 
early workers. ' In those days the Service was “pre- 
eminently useful in stimulating enquiry in many 
rninds and in giving an impetus to the cause of so- 
cial reform” “[Annual Report of the S. B. Samaj 
1881]. In 1882 the formulated objects of the insti- 
tution were “(1) to stimulate religious enquiry ('2*) 
to induce thoughtfulness and earnestness of charac- 
ter, (3) to create interest in questions of social re- 
form and progress” [Annual Report of the S. B. 
Samaj, 1882] (Lost) 

Mr. Sukumar Ray proposed and Mr. Amiyakumar 
Sen seconded “that the whole of the report of the 
S. W. Service, as submitted by that institution, be 
incorporated” (Lost) 

Mr. Sukumar^ Ray proposed and Mr. Pravat 
chandra Ganguli seconded “that the Report of the 
S.. W. Service as incorporated, being misleading, be 
altogether omitted.” (Lost). 

The original motion was then put to the vote 
and carried. 

The President then delivered the following ad- 
dress 

Thou art our Father. Like a father do Thou 
teach us true wisdom. We bend low in (reverence 
before Thee. Save us from delusion and sin ; forsake 
us not. 

O God, our Father, forgive us our trespasses and 
send us that which is for our good. 

Thou art the Cause and Source of all goodness and 
happiness. Thou &.rt Goodness itself and more than 
good. We bow down to Thee. 
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Brothers and sisters, we have assembled here 
to consider some momentous questions regarding 
our beloved Samaj. United in prayer and in speech, 
let your minds apprehend alike — alike in council 
and in prayer, alike in feelings and in thought, be ye 
one in your desires ; and may your minds be 
drawn together to bear with one another. 

I am glad to notice that many of our brothers 
and sisters of the Panjab, Bombay and Madras 
have travelled long . distances t6 attend the 
Maghotsav and have done so at considerable 
personal sacrifice. In the name of the Brahmo 
Samaj, I ofler them a most hearty and cordial 
welcome. 

The year 1918 was a year of sorrow and pain, 
of deep and grave anxiety. The death of Babu 
Madhusudan Sen, who was one of our ministers, of 
Sriraati Svarnaprabha Bose, wife of our late 
illustrious leader, Mr. Ananda Mohan Bose, of Mrs. 
Kumudini Das, the late Lady Principal of the 
Bethune College, of the quiet and erudite Dr. 
Bipinbehari Sarkar, son-in-law of Pandit Sivanath 
Shastri, of Babu Nabagopal Datta, an enthusiastic 
Brahmo worker of Sylhet, of Sreeman Ajitkumar 
Chakravarti, the biographer of Maharshi Devendra- 
nath Tagore, of Bhai Umanath Gupta, the old 
missionary of the Brahmo Samaj of India, has 
created a void which it will be difficult to fill. 
Besides Mrs. Kumudini Das, death has taken away 
three other lady graduates and a number of men 
and women of our Samaj. Some of them have been 
cut off in the prime of life. To the bereaved families 
I say “The soul, immortal as its Sire, shall never 
die.” 

May the dead come near and say 
“Death means not perishing, 

Cherish us in your thougts,, for by that cherishing 
Shall severed links be welded by and by. 

God reigns on high, whatever is, is best.” 

Two good and true men, though not of our Samaj, 
have recently passed away from our midst : I allude 
to the death of Sir Gurudas Banerji and of the Lord 
Bishop of Calcutta. In their, difierent spheres they 
were men of sterling integrity and dauntless public 
spirit ; and we remember with gratitude the part 
they played in the up-lift of this country. 

God be thanked that after four long and weary 
..years, the sanguinary world- war has at last come 
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to an end. It has devastated flourishing towns 
and smiling villages, has brought desolation to 
thousands of happy homes, has killed two crores of 
our fellow-beings and has made millions of women 
and children homeless and helpless. The Branmo 
Samaj stands for peace and good-will among men. 
The Brahmo Samaj upholds the principles of the 
fatherhood of God and the brotherhood of men. Ours 
is the Religion ol love ; God is in every man and wo- 
man. When people will realise this all the world 
over, then and then only will war be made impossible. 
Leagues, compacts and treaties may check militarism 
for a while, they will not bring liberty and happiness. 

The year that is just past has been a year of 
great revolutionary changes. There have been 
several events which are interesting as indicating the 
forward movement of thought. By far the most 
remarkable of these are the proposal to establish a 
League of Nations, which, it is hoped by statesmen, 
will abolish war and establish the reign of Right 
and Justice all over the world, the recognition 
of the right of self-determination of small nations,, 
the enfranchisement of the women of England, 
the prohibition of liquor trafiic in America, and, 
last, the Reform Proposals of Mr. Montagu and 
Lord Chelmsford. Though 1 cannot say that 1 
agree in all matters with the authors of these reform 
proposals, yet there is no doubt that they indicate 
a move in the right direction. 

The Sadharan Brahmo Samaj is no provincial 
organisation. Bombay, Madras, the Punjab, Burma 
and Assam all can equally claim it as their own. 1 Is 
sphere oi activities extend all over India. In 
Decembar, 1 917, Brahmos of the difiernt provinces 
met together in a Conference at the Sadharan 
Brahmo Samaj Prayer Hall under the presidency of 
Dr. P.K. Ray, when the all- India Mission Committee 
was formed. Seven youngmen from Bombay, 
Madras and the Punjab came to Calcutta imme- 
diately after, to be trained as missionaries. Some of 
them have returned to their difierent fields of work, 
and some are stilt in Calcutta nnder training. Babu 
Sudhir Chandra Banerji was sent to Bomboy to 
work in co-operation with the Prarthana Samaj. 
Messrs. J. V. Narayan and Subbukrishnya were 
sent to Madras. There is a branch of the Sadhan- 
asram at Lahore, Babu Sitaram is its indefatigable 
worker. Babu Binod Behari Ray has beenlivinj with 
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hia good wife in the Khasi Hills and endeavouring 
to propagate the principles of the Brahmo Dharma 
among the sincere and earnest inhabitants of the 
place. Thus it will be seen that the activities of the 
Sadharan Brahmo Samaj are not confined to Bengal. 

Our missonaries, though many of them afre old 
and invalid, visited Bombay, Madras, the Punjab 
the United Provinces, the Central Provinces, Behar, 
Assam, Orsssa and Burma. Thus there is no lack of 
enthusiasm ; what stands in our way is bhe shortness 
of funds and the paucity of workers. I am glad to 
be able to inform you in this connection that four 
educated and earnest youngmen have applied to the 
Samaj to be accepted as missionaries. I hope that by 
this accession of strength it will be possible for the 
Samaj to extend its field of work. 

We are poor in literature. The two notable books 
published during the year are the autobiography of 
our revered minister, Pandit Sivanath Shastri, and a 
life of the late Babu Shibchandra Deb, one of the 
founders of the Sadharan Brahmo Samaj The 
•books are living pictures of the society and religion 
of Bengal as they were in the nineteenth century. 
Every one who is interested in the progress of the 
country will peruse them to his profit. They enable 
us to form some idea of the changes which have been 
wrought in social, educational and religious matters 
within the last hundred years. 

During the year just closed, owing to the very 
high price of cloth, there was great distress throu- 
ghout Bengal, to relieve which our Samaj collected 
about Rupees 4000 to purchase cloth with. Rai 
Sahib Raj Mohan Das with his usual self-sacrificing 
zeal offered his services and was deputed to distri- 
bute cloths to those men and women in different 
parts of the country who were in want. In this con- 
nection I most gratefully mention the names of the 
late lamented Lord Bishop of Calcutta, the kind- 
hearted Bishop of Chotanagpur and that generous 
helper of the Brahmo Samaj, . Babu Bhupatinath 
Basu, whose contributions made it possible for 
our Samaj to help the needy and the poor. 

1 must heartily thank the Seva Section of the 
Sadhanasram for the splendid work it has done 
during the year. It has maintained, through God’s> 
grace, an orphanage at Shillong ; Babu Manmatha- 
nath Das is the life and soul* of the institution. 
Arnother of its work deserves prominent mention. 
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The Society for the Improvement of the Backward 
Classes, founded by the Seva Section, has established 
in difierent districts of Bengal, more than 250 schools, 
and raised Rs.3000 for their maintenance. The Gov- 
ernment of Bengal has granted Ks. 3000 per annum 
and a capital grant of Rs. 5000. When a good 
work is undertaken by earnest and self-sacrificing 
workers, God always blesses it with success. 
Kai Sahib Raj Mohan Das after retiring from 
Government service has made the cause of the 
“backward classes” his own, and God has been 
abundantly rewarding his labours. 

The Brahmo Samaj was the pioneer in ‘the field of 
female education in this province. It still holds that 
position. In matters of education, it does not recog- 
nise the distinction of sex. The soul is neither male 
nor female. If for the intellectual development of 
man, study of classics. Mathematics and Science is 
necessary, it is equally so for the intellectual develop- 
ment of woman. Of late, I am sorry to notice, there 
has been in this country, a growing feeling against 
the higher education of women. Men themselves 
educated in British Universities, living in European 
style, feeling ashamed to speak and write in verna- 
cular, admonish women against aspiring after higher 
education and desire them to devote themselves to 
domestic duties and to remain satisfied with ele- 
mentary education. Such a feeling should nohow be 
encouraged to the prejudice of liberal culture which 
is essential both for men and women. 1 am glad to 
say that the institutions managed by the members 
of the Brahmo and the Prarthana Samajes— the 
Brahmo Balika Sikshalaya, the Chotanagpur Girls’ 
School, the Contai Girls’ School, the Rammohan Roy 
Girls’ Schools in Bombay and Lahore, are prosperous 
institutions. 

The establishment of a Theological Faculty in 
connection with the City College is another important 
event of the last year. It is yet in a nebulous state 
but it is expected that in years to come it will be a 
centre of theological studies* of future Brahmo 
teachers and missionaries. The Brahmo Samaj is 
proud of the City College— it is one of the best and 
largest educational institutions in India. 

Critics are not wanting who would maintain 
that the mission of the Brahmo Samaj has failed. 
To these my answer is an emphatic No. The 
Brahmo Saiuaj h^s indeed made saints of 8iuners>~ 
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converting the worldly-minded into self-sacrificing, 
the ignorant and degraded into wise, pure and self- 
respecting men. It has brought to man the joy of 
worship and the privilege of communion with the 
Highest. After this, can it be said that the mission 
of the Brahmo Samaj has not been a success ? 

The Brahmo Samaj has worked wonders in the 
past and it is sure to do so in the future also— only 
worship God, I beseech you, in private every day. 
worship Him with all the members of the family and 
whole heartedly with the congregation. In one 
sense the Brahmo Samaj may be said to have not 
been able to do what was expected of it. It has 
not attracted perhaps as many to its fold as it 
might have done. But there is no cause for losing 
heart over it. The reasons are many. For one, 
Brahmoism is the religion of harmony. It demands 
harmony between life and principle. In India it is no 
easy matter to give up caste-distintion ; here traders 
cheat customers, low-paid officials take bribe, men 
•of many professions are frankly under the delusion 
that honest dealings are not possible, so a large 
number of people cannot possibly join the Samaj. 
The Brahmo Samaj demands that men should M 
true to their conscience. But we can rouse the sleep- 
ing conscience. If the Brahmos be of one mind, 
more sacrificing for the cause of the Brahmo Dharma 
and a little less worldly-minded, the people will be 
attracted by their devout life and sweetness of 
character. 

Brothers and sisters, I now most solemnly 
draw your attention to the most vital subject 
concerning our Samaj. The Brahmo Samaj was 
founded lor the purpose of wbrshipping God with 
follow-believers, worshipping Him with the members 
of one’s own family and in the sanctuary of one’s 
own soul. The tendency of the age is excessive 
devotion to worldly affairs. People are so engrossed 
in their worldly concerns that they have little time 
for thought on matters pertaining to spirit. Now 
it is high time to awake out of sleep. Worship is 
life, it is the backbone of the social system. If it is 
neglected, the Brahmo Samaj will consist of dj^ad 
bones. It will not be able to influence the general 
life of the country, “A house* without , fatfiny- 
worship has neither foundation nor covcnng,*' 
9 
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“Religion is fire which keeps man alive and which 
goes ottt if not coinmanicated.” 

We should remember that “Nothing exposes 
religion more to the reproach of its opponents than 
the worldliness and hard-beartedness of the profes- 
sors of it.” I therefore ask you to worship our 
Fattier everyday with the members of the family, to 
make it a point to attend congregational worship, 
and to spend alone at least some time every day in 
adoration and contemplation. 

Brothers and sisters, in conclusion I beg you 
always to remember that the object of the Brahmo 
Samaj is to create a new type of men and women 
who will see God our Father manifested in the 
temple and in the workshop, in the soul and in the 
body ; who will fight with a stout heart, unfailing 
zeal and unsophisticated conscienee, the battle of 
emancipation from religious and social degradation. 
Ifi that is to be accomplished, more unity 
and solidarity, more prayer and piety, more devout 
life and character, are needed. May our merciful^ 
Father grant our prayer.

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KULES FOR THE ASSOCIATION OP MOPUSSIL 

SAMAJES WITH THE SADHAKAN BRAHMO 

SAMAJ. 

1. THE Associated Samajes shall be divided into 
groups and each group shall be placed in charge of 
some one of the missionaries or mission workers of the 
S. B. Samaj, with a view to establish personal relation- 
ship with and to ensure special personal suprintendence 
over, the Samajes forming his group. 

2. Such missionaries and mission-workers shall visit 
the Samajes placed under their charge at least once a 
year, provided there be no difficulty as to the 
passage- money. 

3. The Associated Samajes shall have .the first 
claim for getting missionary aid on anniversary and 
other occasions. Those who are in charge of the 
Samajes will make necessary arrangements for such aid. 

4. The report of the Associated Samajes shall be 
incorporated in the Annual Rfeport of the Sadharan 
Brahmo Samaj. 

5. The Associated Samajes shall have each to pay 
at least Rs. 6 a year to the Mission Fiwid of the 
Sadharan Brahmo Samaj as a token of their sympathy 
with its work. 

6 . The Aasociated Samajes ^hall receive free of 
charge a copy of the Indian Messengey and of the 
Tatiwakou mudi. 

7. Arrangements shall be made for keeping up 
correspondence with the office-bearers and other 
members of the Associated Samajes. 

8. The Associated Samajes shall send in a list of 
their members to the Sadharan Brahmo Samaj.

BANGALORE CANTONMENT BRAHMO SAMAJ. 

It was established about 50 years ago. It is 
affiliated to the Calcutta Sadharan Brahmo Samaj 
and managed by a Committee of 10 members 
including three office-bearers, viz., a Secretary, an 
Assistant Secretary and a Treasurer, who are elected 
annually by the general body of members. Its 
Mandir was erected by Dharmaratnakara Rai 
Bahadur Arcot Naray^^asawmy Mudaliar in 1896. 
The Samaj has under its management the Subedar 
Major Appavu Pillay’s Girls’ School in Blackpalli. 

There were during the year 57 members mostly 
sympathisers, of whom one was a lady. Weekly 
Divine Service was conducted throughout the year 
on Sundays, the average attendance at which was 
about ten. Special services were also held in the 
houses of certain members in connection with some 
domestic ceremonies. The Samaj joined the Civic 
and Social Progress Association in the celebration 
of the anniversary of the death of Raja Ram Mohan 
Roy.

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BARISAL BRAHMOSAMAJ. 

The Barisal Brahtho Samaj was established in 
June, 1861, by some young men; it had the 
support of a few educated- gentlemen of the town 
and passed its first few years without any 'fixed 
place for worship. Its lifelong minister, the late 
Babu Girish Chandra Mazumdar, Secretary, the late 
Babu Sarvanauda Das and President the late Babu 
Durga Mobon Das joined it later on ; through their 
energy and benevolence a site was secured for a 
pacca Mandir which was consecrated on the 1st 
Nov. 1865. A trust-deed was registered and trus- 
tees appointed in du^ course. The building has subse- 
quently been extended and it can now accommodate 
about 500 persons. Another pacca building for a 
library and an asram has lately been erected within 
the same compound ; but for want of funds it has 
not been completed yet. 

Weekly Divine Service was held every Sunday, 
both in the morning and evening. Babu Kalimohan 
• Das was elected minister for the year and Babus Man- 
mohan Chakravarty, Satyananda Das, Manmatha 
Mohan Das and Rai Sahib Hafa Kisore Biswas 
were his assistants. Besides the Brahmos, the con- 
gregation consists largely of non Brahmo gentlemen 
of the town . The Brahmo Samaj has the advantage 
of having a whole time missionary in the person of 
Babu Monomohan Chakravarty. The Sadharan 
Brahmo Samaj has largely contributed to the fund 
for his maintenance. Besides his many-sided acti- 
vities in connection with the local institutions he 
visited the Brahmo Samajes at Khulna, Patuakhali, 
Narayangunj, Dacca, Comilla, Calcutta and 
Bhowanipur during the year, and served them in 
various capacities. 

The General Committee of the Samaj met once op 
the 25th January, 1918, when the annual report and 
accounts were adopted in the presence of a large 
number of sympathisers, some of whom expressed 
their appreciation for the works done.The adjourned 
ineeting was held on the 28th January, when 
the ministers and office-bearers were elected and an 
executive committee formed, for the year 1918. 

The executive committee had 8 sittings during 
the year. ^

short History. 

In 1828, the Brahmo Samaj was founded in 
Calcutta, in 1846 ( 1253 B. S. ) organised efforts 
were, for the first time, made to establish a Brahmo 
Samaj at Dacca, and arrangements were made here 
for holding regular weekly Divine Service on 
Sundays. But it was not till 1864 that the Bast 
Bengal Brahmo Samaj was founded, as it now is, 
as a Theistic Church. 

Constitution. 

The Manageinent of the Samaj is vested in a 
Committee consisting of seven members elected 
every year at the Annual General meeting. Their 
action is subject to the control of the seven Trustees 
who are elected for life. 

Building Property, &c. 

The present spacious Church Building was erected 
in 1869 by subscriptions raised from Brahmos 
and their friends. The Prayer Hall has been fur- 
nished with necessary furniture and fitted with 
electric light and fans. Besides the Prayer Hall, the 
two road side buildings, the Ram Mohan Ray 
Library, and the Mission House are among the 
Samaj properties. 

Kaj Chandra Mission House. 

There is a two-storied Mission House attached to 
the Samaj ; it was built at the cost of -the late Babu 
Pratap Chandra Das in memory of his father, the late 
Babu Raj Chandra Das of Banglabazar, Dacca, who 
has also made a provision of Rs. 25 a year in his 
will for the up-keep of the building. 
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Ram Mohan Roy Library and Reading RxIom. 

The Samaj has a Library called the Ram Mohan 
Roy Library, which possesses a pretty large number 
of useful books principally on Philosophy, Theology, 
Biography, Travels, Hi^ory, and General Literature. 
The Library Building was erected in the year 1909 
at a cost of Rs. 11000, of which Rai Saheb Ratna- 
mani' Gupta of Dacca contributed Rs.- 5000, Seth 
Damobar Das of Bombay Rs. 1000 and H. H. 
The Maharaja of Tippera Rs. 1000. 

During the year under report the Hon’ble Babu 
Brajendra Kisore Roy Chaudhary, Zaminder of 
Gauripur, District Mymensingh, contributed Rs. 500 
to the Library fund for purchasing books and 
furniture. 


The East Bengal Institution. 

The East Bengal Institution, a High English 
School for boys in the town, was started year 
before last by the East Bengal Brahmo Samaj. 
Babu Revati Mohan Das, an old member of the* 
Samaj, and his nephew Babu Hrishikes Das 
kindly placed Rs. 10,000 at the disposal of 
the Executive Committee for the purpose of 
starting and maintaining it. It had G09 pupils on 
the rolls at the end of the year under report against 
606 of the previous year. The average monthly 
expenditure of the school is about Rs. 1300. The 
cost is met entirely from fee-receipts. The work 
of the school is conducted by a stafi of twenty- 
three teachers, of whom 8 are graduates including 
one M.A., one M. Sc., one B.A.,B.T. and five B.A’s. The 
school is held in the house No. 2, Sadar Ghat Road. 
It has already been recognised by the Syndicate of 
the Calcutta University. The school sent up 28 
boys to the Matriculation Examination last year, 
of whom 19 passed, 6 being placed in the first 
division. One boy obtained a Junior scholarship of 
Rs. 15 a month. 

Ministers and Mission Work. 

Rev. Bhabasindhu Datta was the resident 
minister. He was assisted in his work by Babus 
Surendrasasi Gupta, Barada Prasanna Roy and 
a few elderly 'members, viz., Babus Satish 
Chandra Ghosh, Mathuranath Guha, Sris Chandra 
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Roy.’B.A,, Bankabihari Kar, and Rajani Kanta 
Sarkar. Rev. Gurudas Chakravarty, Babus Mano- 
ranjan Banerjee, b.a., Kali Prasanna Bose, and 
Krishna Kumar Mittra, b.a. visited Dacca, during 
the year and conducted Divine Service in the 
Mandir. 

Divine Service. 

Divine service is held every Sunday .morniag and 
evening ; over two hundred gentlemen and ladies 
attend the evening service. Morning service is also 
held on week days.

Three Festivals (Utsavs) took place during the 
year under report (1) The Maghotsav, extending 
from 1st to 16th Magh, (2) an Utsar on the occasion

Agrahayan. 

Almost every Tuesday evening the elderly persons 
of the congregation meet in the Prayer Hall lor 
discussing questions relating to spiritual iife ; this 
is followed by kirtan. 

Chhatra Samaj. 

The East Bengal Students’ Weekly Service is 
an institution in which addresses are delivered and 
discussions held on Saturdays. It is managed by a 
committee. 

Sunday Moral Training Class. 

With the object of imparting moral and reKgious 
instructions to Brahmo boys and girls of tender age, 
a class is held every Sunday morning in the Prayer 
Hall. It is managed by some ladies assisted by a 
few Brahmo workers. 

Mahila Samiti. 

Brahmo Ladies have got an association called 
the Mahila Samiti. The object of the Samiti is to 
promote intellectual and spiritual welfare of the 
ladies. It held during the year meetings at the 
Samaj Hall, Ram Mohan Ray. Library, and in the 
Kayetuli Devalaya.

Mr. P. K. Bose, Bar-at-law was elected 
Representative of the Bast Bengal Brahmo Samaj, 
to sit on the General Committee of the Sadharan 
Brahmo Samaj, Calcutta, for 1918.

The year under report has seen a change of 
Secr;ptaty to the Samaj.

This was a favourite sloka of our revered leader and 
minister, Pandit Sivanath Sastri, whose departure from 
this world is the chief event in the life of our Samaj 
during the year just closed, an event which has so deeply 
affected our thoughts and feelings during the last few 
months. It embodies also the faith that should guide 
every religious body like the Brahmo Samaj. In our 
own small way we, as such a body, have tried to work in 
the spirit of this faith, during the year, and the Lord has 
protected us and brought us help, sympathy and success, 
according to the measure of our faith and reliance on 
His mercy. With hearts filled with gratitude for all that 
we have received, and with contrition for all our 
shortcomings, we proceed to record the little work 
which, under God’s blessings, we have been able tp dp 
during the year. 
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In Memory of the Departed. 

la opening the year’s record, it is our first and most 
sacred duty, to notice the death of those of our friends 
and fellow-believers whom God in His wisdom has called 
away from their field of work here. Their noble struggle 
in the cause of truth and purity, their devotion and piety, 
their self-sacrificing zeal in the service of our Samaj, will 
for ever remain an inspiration to generations to come. 
First and foremost comes to our minds the name 
of our most beloved and revered leader and minister, 
the late Pandit Sivanath Sastri. After a protracted 
illness, he passed away on the 30th of September 
last, surrounded by his numerous friends and fellow- 
believers. I^y his demise, the Samaj has sustained 
an irreparable loss, a loss which is universally mourned 
here and abroad. He was one of the founders of tfic 
Sadharan llrahmo Samaj, and most of the institutions 
attached to it owe their origin to him, lie was promi- 
nently connected with most of the activities for the 
political, social and moral uplift of the country. As to 
his services to the firahmo Samaj, it may be said without 
exaggeration that he dedicated himself to it with a 
devotion and singleness of purpose rarely to be met with. 
His sound scholarship, high literary attainments, purity 
of life, sweetness of nature, breadth of views, devotion to 
duty, strength of character, love of humanity, and faith 
in God, made him a true leader of men. That he has 
draw n to the Brahmo Samaj hundreds of our country- 
men by bis life and piety, as well as by his eloquent 
speeches and graceful writings, goes without saying. 

Th** cause of liberal religion has sustained a severe 
loss by the death of Rao Bahadur K. Veerasalingam 
Pantalu Garu, who was a great Telugu literateur, an 
ardent social reformer, and a devoted Brahmo. His 
labours extending over half a century have left a lasting 
and beneficial effect on the social and religious life of 
Southern India. 

By the death of Babu Jadunath Chakra vartti, at one 
time a missionary of the Brahmo Samaj of India, we have 
lost one of the founders of the S. B._ Samaj, and for many 
years a minister of our congregation. He took a warm 
interest in our cause even after he had been incapacitated 
for active work owing to physical infirmity. ' 

Babu Gurugovinda Chakravartti of Mymensingh at 
one time preached the message of our church with earn- 
estness and vigour. 

An experienced teacher and a well-known Bengali 
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writer, Babu Amar Chandra Dutta was an earnest and 
energetic worker at Mymensingli, where he identitied 
himself with almost all kinds of beneficent activities. 

In the death of Mr. V- N. Sivaya, Burma has lost an 
earnest and veteran Brahmo, who helped very largely in 
furthering the cause of our church. 

Babu jatramohan Sen passed away at Calcutta early 
in November last, after a long life of usefulness. His 
activities were mostly centred in Chittagong, where he 
was a universally esteemed leader and a great support tor; 
the cause of the Jirahmo Samaj. 

By the death of Mr. Ananda Mohan Datta, our Samaj 
has lost one of its oldest members. He was an experien- 
ced and devoted teacher, and a man of simple and unas- 
suming habits. 

A Mathematician of rare acumen, a man of straight- 
forward character and unostentatious piety, Babu 
Kalimohan Ghosh devoted the latter days of his life to 
the work of the Brahmo Samaj in his own village of 
Kahaparah in Farid pur, where he has built a Brahma 
Mandir. 

•The Revd. Bhai Brajagopal Ncogy, a devoted miss- 
ionary of the New Dispensation Church, died in August, 
last. By his selfless services to the sick and the distressed 
and untiring missionary activity, he was a tower of 
strength to the cause which he served so long; although 
a Missionary of the Brahmo Samaj of India, he embraced 
many opportunities of co-operating with us. 

Mrs. Labanyaprabha Sarkar, who died on the 22nd 
of November last, was one of the founders of our Sunday 
School at Calcutta and one of its teachers. She by her 
literary contributions has rendered valuable services to the 
cause of the Brahmo Samaj, and was a true helpmate to 
her husband, our Missionary, Babu Hemchandra Sarkar. 


The Sadharan Brahmo Samaj was established in the 
year 1H78, with the object of propagating the principles 
of Brahmoism. uniting under a common organisation all 
individuals and congregations holding these principles, 
and conducting all the business of the church on consti- 
tutional lines. 

The total number of members on the list, including 
those elected during the year, stood at 1215, on the 31st 
December last. Besides these, there is a large number of 
men and women here and abroad, who are in sympathy 
with the aims and objects of our Samaj. Forty-nine of the 
Brahmo Samajes in India are either associated with or 
affiliated to our thurch ; besides these, there are some 
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bodies both in India and outside of it, that are holding 
forth nearly the same principles, and doing almost the 
same work as the Sadbaran Brahmo Samaj. 

The General Committee which is the governing body 
of the Samaj, had as its members during the year 18 
Representatives of the mofussil Samajes, 65 members 
elected from among the members of the S. B. Samaj, and 
6 office-bearers. 

The last annual meeting of the Samaj was held on the 
23rd January, 1919, when the present General Committee 
was formed and the. office-bearers were elected. At a 
special meeting of the General Committee held on the 5th 
February, 1919, the present Executive Committee was 
formed, and a plan of work for the new year adopted. 

There were during the year, 7 meetings of the General, 
and 54 of the Executive Committee. 

General Survey. 

The year under review, like its predecessor, was a 
period of great suffering. Though the great world-war 
is happily now at an end, its after-effects in the shape of 
shortage of food materials and consequent high prices, 
coupled with the distress caused by the terrible cyclone 
in the easterndistrictsof Bengal, have continued to be felt 
heavily by our community, in common with the people 
of the country. Death too has been busy in carrying 
away among others, our most beloved missionary and 
leader, and thereby leaving us distinctly poorer. We 
offer our heart-felt condolences to the many bereaved 
families. 

Some of our missionaries and workers have, as in the 
previous year, carried on their activities in several parts 
of India. Mr. Sudhirebandra Banerjee, for instance, 
worked in Bombay, Messrs. Subbukrishnaya, and 
Debendranath Mittra in Madras. Mr. Debendranath 
Mitra also visited some of the mission centres of 
the British and Foreign Unitarian Association in the 
Khasi Hills, which are now under our management. 
Babu Manmathanath Das was placed in charge of our 
mission in the Khasi Hills on the retiral of Babu Benode 
Behan Ray. 

It is gratifying to note that there has been an acces- 
sion to the number of our mission workers in the person 
of Babu Abinash Chandra Lahiri. b.a. 

Our Samaj organised during the year, relief operations 
to carry help to the needy, who were severely affected 
by scarcity of food and cloth, and hard hit by the ravages 
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of the Cyclone. The generous response which the country 
made to the appeal of our Secretary, enabled us to do this 
work • in the Districts of Bankura, Barisal, Dacca, 
Khulna, Farid pur. Mymensing in Bengal ; and the 
Prarthana Samaj of Bombay organised relief work in 
Hyderabad in iJeccan and in Calicut. 

The daily evening service in the Samaj Mandir 
followed by readings from scriptures and conversation on 
religious topics, instituted year before last, has been 
continued under our esteemed friend Pandit Sitanath 
Tattvabhusan. It has been greatly appreciated and 
attended by increasing numbers. 

A happy feature of the year’s activities is the 
formation of an Association of our Brahmo ladies at 
Calcutta, for the purpose of participating more actively 
in the work of the Samaj. At present they meet 
fortnightly at the houses of the members, and hold 
divine service and conversation on religious subjects. 

The Chotanagpur Girls’ High School at Giridih, which 
has been doing excellent work under our control lor over 
5 years, is now passing through a serious crisis. It is a 
matter of great doubt whether in the present circum- 
stances the Samaj will be able to continue further the 
management of this institution. 

The Kasi Hills Mission has also been passing through 
troublous times of late ; but the Executive Committee of 
the Sadbaran Brahmo Samaj fully conscious of their 
responsibility, have been trying their best to set matters 
right. 

The All-India Theistic Conference met at Amritsar 
during the last Christmas holidays. 

The East Bengal Brahmo Conference had a very 
successful session at Sylhet in October last, under the 
presidency of our revered brother, Principal Heramba- 
chandra Maitra. Many of our friends from difierent parts 
of Bengal and Assam attended it. 

We note with pleasure the gift to the Samaj from our 
friend Babu Maliesh Chandra Ghosh of Hazaribagh of 
his valuable collection of books worth about Ks. 8000. 
The library has been permitted by the Executive ^ Com- 
mittee to remain in the custody of the donor at his own 
request during his life-time. 

Mission work. 

The mission operations, which are rightly considered 
the most vital work of the Samaj, were carried on to the 
best of our abilities during the year. The agencies at 
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present in existence for the purpose arc : I. (a) ordained 
missionaries who number 8, (b) 9 workers of the Sadhan- 
ashram (c) 62 members of the Sevakamandali ; II the two 
organs of the Saraaj — the Tattwakaumudi, a fortnightly 
in Bengali, and the Indian Messenger, an English weekly ; 
III the institutions affiliated to the Samaj — (a) the congre- 
gations at Calcutta and other places, (b) the Sadhan- 
ashram (c) the Students’ Weekly Service, (d) the Sangat, 
(e) the Theological Institution, ( f) the Sunday Moral 
Training schools &c. 

Although the Samaj has a vast field of work before it, 
its operations extending all over India and Burma, we 
have to note with regret that our resources both in men 
and money are limited ;more workers and larger funds are 
needed to meet the demands coming in from all quarters. 
We arc, however, thankful to God that inspite of our short- 
comings, which are many and great, we have been enabled 
under His mercy to carry His message to the different 
parts of the country. Our missionaries and workers have 
been in Bombay, Madras, the Punjab, the United Provin- 
ces, Behar, Orissa, Chotanagpur, Assam, Burma and 
Bengal. A detailed account of the works done by some 
of them during the year is given below : — 

In spite of continued ill health he took prominent part 
in connection with various utsavs and 
p^dit Navadwip celebrations including the Maghtosav, 
Chandra as. Bhadrotsav, the New Year’s and 

Foundation day celebrations and the memorial services 
of the late Pandit Sivanath Sastri and also of Rajah 
Rammohun Roy. He also occasionally, conducted weekly 
Divine Service in the Prayer Hall as well as the daily 
service in the Sadhanashram and visited Brahmo families, 
acted as minister in domestic ceremonies. He visited 
Baniban, Chittagong and Cuttack. 


He took part in the Maghotsav celebrations by help- 
„ ^ , ing in the singing of hymns and Kri- 

Gho* hal.^'” tans, delivering an address during 
the anniversary of the Sangat Sabha, 
and conducting divine service on one occasion. From 


March to June he was on a mission tour visiting 
the following places conducting divine service, singing 
hymns and delivering lectures Kushthea, Dacca, 
Kaoraid, Mymemsing, Narundi, Gauhati, Dibrugarh, 
Tairpur, Kacharigaon, Bongaon, Goalpara, Dhubri, 
and Faridpur. He was invited to perform a Sradh cere- 
mony at Purneah where he also conducted divine service 
in Brahmo families. He took part in the anniversary 
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celebration of the Kumarkliali and Rajshahi hrahmo 
Samajes. While at Calcutta he conducted divine service in 
the Prayer Hall ol the Samaj, in the Bhawanipur Sam- 
railani Samaj, in the Sadhnashram as well as in 
several Brahmo families. He also delivered two lectures 
in connection with the Students’ Weekly Service and 
conducted the spiritual training class of the Sadhan- 
ashram, besides contributing many articles on religious 
subjects to our papers and taking part in religious 
discussions. 

Most of the time during the year he was ill at his

monies. He visited Burdwan, Ram- 
purhat, Contai, Bonomali Chatta, Bhowanichak, 
Chandiveth, Marishdaha, Belia, Santipur, Kalna and 
other places. 

He took part in the celebration of the Maghotsav in 
^ Calcutta, conductig divine service in the 
Babu Nil- Mandir one evening. He also conducted 
krab'arti!^ weekly service in the S. B. Samaj Prayer Hall 
and acted as minister in some domestic cere- 


monies. He joined the utsav of the Harinabhi Brahmo 
Samaj where he conducted divine service and expounded 
texts from religious books. He visited Midnapur and 
Bankura in connection with the anniversary utsavs of 
the local Samajes where he delivered lectures and con- 
ducted divine service. He visited Ranchi where he deli- 


vered a lecture and conducted divine service in the local 


Samaj Mandir. He also conducted divine service in 
families both in Dorunda and Ranchi proper. He visited 
Sylhet twice and conducted divine service both in the 
Mandir and in families, acted as minister in domestic 
ceremonies, presided at the Raja Rammohun Roy anni- 
versary meeting and took part in the East Bengal 
Brahmo Conference. He visited Shillong where he con- 
ducted divine service both in the Samaj and in families. 
He visited, Sheila, Mowstoh, Nongwar, Mawlong, 
Nongjri, Wahlong and Cherrapunjee in the Khasi Hills 
and took part in the celebration of the Utsays at 
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Mawstoh, Nongjri, Wahlong and Cherrapunjee. He 
initiated 13 persons into Brahmoism during the 
year, one at Midnapur and 12 in the Khasi Hills, 
and distributed Homoeopathic medicines to patients. 


He worked during the year at Dacca as minister of 
the East Bengal Brahmo Samaj, 
Baba Garadas conducting divine service in the Mandir 
c a ravar . almost every Sunday morning and 

evening, taking part in the Sangat every Tuesday, and 
also in the work of the Sunday School. He acted as 
President of the Students’ Weekly Service, and delivered 


lectures in this connection. He also presided at the 
Students’ Sangat held every Thursday evening, and at 
the Ladies’ Sangat on alternate Wednesdays. He acted 


as minister at family prayer meetings and in domestic 
ceremonies and visited families and received visitors. 


He generally conducted the weekly service held in the 
Brahma Mandir at Narayanganj and took part in its 
anniversary utsav. He took part in the Maghotsav, 
New Year’s Day utsav, the foundation-day utsav of the 
East Bengal Brahmo Samaj, and also in the utsav of the 
Students’ Weekly Service, when he initiated a youngman 
into Brahmoism. He visited Mymensingh, Kaoraid. 
Comilla, Calcutta, Sylhet, Badarpur, Gauhati, Uhubri 
and Chittagong, some of these places more than once, 
and tried to preach the message of the Brahmo Samaj in 
various ways. He took part in the meetings held in 
memory of Raja Kammohun Roy, Keshub Chunder Sen 
and Pandit Sivanath Sastri. His efforts were mainly 
directed towards the formation of a spiritual brother- 
hood, which is the greatest need of the Brahmo Samaj, 
and also for the establishment of regular family prayers. 


He was in charge of the Sadhanashram during the 
year. Besides looking after the 
^bu Hem Chandra management of the Ashram and 
Sarkar. conducting its usual devotional func- 

tions, he conducted classes regularly for the candidates 
under training for mission work and had to carry on 
large correspondence with workers and friends in the 
modussil. On account of failing health he could not 
undertake any long mission tour, but he went to 
Murshidabad, Contai and Kakina to take part in the 
anniversary Utsavs of the local Samajes. He also visited 
Jalpaiguri and Darjeeling Samajes. He worked as the 
Secretary of the Famine Relief Sub-Committee, All-India 
Brahmo Mission Committee and Sadhanashram Seya- 


Section, 
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Sevakmandali. 

On the principle that every one of us has to do 
something for the cause of our Samaj, we welcome the 
services of every member. It is with a view to this, as 
well as to supplement the work of the missionaries who 
are so few in number, that the Sevakamandali has been 
orgainsed since 1903. During the jrear under review the 
62 members of the Sevakmandali worked, as in the 
previous year, at Bombay, Madras, Lahore, Lucknow 
Agra, Mangalore, Benares, Patiala, Chittagong, 
Dehradun, Raigunj, Dinajpur, Comilla, Barisal, Dacca, 
Faridpur, Giridih, Deoghur, Hazaribagh, Shillong, 
Mymensing, Khasi Hills, Cuttack, Bankipur, Indore, 
Baranagorc, Calcutta, Rangoon and other plates. They 
conducted Divine Service, delivered addresses, held 
conversational meetings, visited families, wrote books, 
edited our papers, contributed articles to them and 
worked in connection with the several institutions of the 
Samaj . 

Of the members of the Sevakamandali, the following 
gehtlemen, who have devoted their whole time to the 
service of the Samaj, deserve special mention 

He contributed many articles to the Indian Messenger 
and the Tattvakaumadi, and wrote a 
Pandit sitanath sketch in English of the life and teach- 
Tattvabliushan. Qf Pandit Sivanath Sastri which 

has come out as a Maghotsav publication. He delivered 
public addresses in connection with the Theological 
Society, the Students’ Weekly Service, the Bbadrotsar, 
and the Anniversary Utsav and the Uhowanipur Adi 
Brahmo Samaj and class lectures in the Sadhanasram and 
in the Theological Faculty of the City College. He conduc- 
ted the Sunday evening service occasionally and the week 
day evening service in the Sadharan Brahmo Samaj 
Madir almost daily, spoke, some times giving readings 
from the Sastras, at almost all the conversational meet- 
ings following the latter. He also conducted service on 
some occasions at the Brahmo Sammilan Samaj at 
Bhowanipur, officiated as minister in many domestic 
anusthans and visited several families every month. He 
acted as the Secretary of the Ministers’ meeting and the 
Samajic Sub-Committee. He met numerous inquirers at 
hofne andcorresponded with many who made inquiries 
by letters on social and religious subjects. 

In the first part of the year he took active part in the 
Moghotshav celebrated by the S. B. Samaj, delivered

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a lecture and sang hymns in connection with the 
Anniversary of the S. B. Samaj ; visited 
Babu Bhabasindhu Bhagalpore, Konnagar, Burdwan, Contai 
Datta and three of its villages, Brahmanberia 

Agartala, Rahapara (Faridpur), Bejgaon (Bikrampur) 
and Chittagong on various occasions. He also conducted 
divine service in the Sadhanashram and Bhowanipore 
Sanmilan Samaj and in the S. B. Samaj, sang hymns in 
the weekly divine service on several occasions; visited 
some families and conducted service and sang hymns in 
several domestic ceremonies ; held kathakata meetings 
in some families in Calcutta and in the mofussil. For 
the last four months of the year under report he was on 
leave and was engfiged in writing the biography of one of 
the founders of the Sadharan hrahmo Samaj.

Most of the time during the year he was occupied in 
doing famine relief work started by 
him under the auspices of the Bombay 
Frarthana Samaj. He started four 
centres at (1) Ahmednagar (Deccan) (2) Petlad (Guzerat) 
Anereli and (4) Uhari (Kathiawar). In the last place he 
started a l^oor House, where aljout 3000 persons w\:re 
fed, clothed and housed. 'I'here were arrangements for 
daily religious instruction and kirtan in the Poor House, 
besides nearly 1000 persons were supplied with food and 
clothing. This relief work lasted more than six months 
— March to September. In connection with this famine 
relief work he vi.sited almost the whole of Kathiawar, a 
portion of Guzerat and some parts of Ahmednagar. In 
all these places he tried to carry the message of the 
B''ahmo Samaj. Everywhere he received sympathetic 
response, and willing co-operation from the local public. 
Besides doing the famine relief work he was able to 
visit Bombay, Poona, Telegaon and places associated 
with the great Marhatta Saint— Tukaram. -He also 
visited Indore, Baroda, Vaso, Sojitra, Ahmedabad, Rajkot 
Dwarka, Junagad, Provas, Jeypur, Agra, Giridih 
Newadah and Gaya. He also officiated in marriage, Srarf// 
and other domestic ceremonies. He contributed arti- 
cles to the columns of the Subodh Patrika, the Tattwa- 
kaumadi and other papers. He started two new con- 
gregations in Ahmednagar and consolidated the work 
of the congregation at Vaso started last year. 


Sadhanasharm. 

The record of the humble work of the Sadhanashram 
for the year has been overcast with gloom by the death 
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of its founder, I’andit Sivanatli Sastri. In the 
year 1892, Pandit Sastri, having felt the need of a 
closely united brotherhood for the mission work of the 
Brahmo Samaj, established the Brahmo Sadhanashram 
and ever since nursed it with the devotion and solicitude 
of a mother. He had been its Superintendent till 1911, 
when owing to failing health he was compelled to resign 
the responsible charge of the Ashram, but continued to 
watch its work with unabated interest. Though, during 
the last one or two years, he could not take an active 
part in the ordinary work of the Ashram, his counsel 
and guidance were always available and were of inestim- 
able value. His death is an irreparable loss to the 
Institution. 

During the year under report Babu Hem Chandra , 
Sarkar was in charge of the Sadhanashram. Besides the 
Ashram in Calcutta three Branch Ashrams were main- 
tained at Lahore, Dacca, and Madras. The very import- 
ant work of training future missionaries and workers 
has devolved on the Sadhanashram. liesides providing 
opportunities for devotional exercises, regular classes in 
philosophy, different scriptures and Brahmo literature, 
wore held, and the students were also helped in the 
study of history, general literature, Bengali, Sanskrit 
and English according to their needs. Altogether there 
were seven candidates under training during the year. 
One of them, Mr. Lakshman R. Gar u has been sent for 
further study to the Meadville Theological School of 
the United States, America. .Mr. Gajanon Chitnis has 
gone to Bombay to begin work and Mr. j\I. Rammurti 
has been working in the Madras Presidency, 

The members of the Sadhanashram in Calcutta helped 
in the work of the various institutions of the Sadharan 
Brahmo Samaj in Calcutta and also in its mission work 
in different parts of the country according to their 
opportunities. Devotional meetings were held regularly 
in the Ashram every morning and evening on week days. 
Every Wednesday evening a Sankirtan was organised 
in which many Brahmo friends joined. On the first 
Sunday of every English month, a monthly Utsab was 
held, in connection with which open air lectures in 
public squares and kirtans were arranged. The inmates 
of the Sadhanashram rendered help to Brahmo families 
in Calcutta to the best of their abilities. 

The Lahore Branch was in charge of BhaiSitaram, who 
as usual worked with exemplary devotion. His hands 
have been considerably strengthened by the accession of 
Bhai Prakash Lal,B.A.,B.T., who was at Lahore during the 
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greater part of the year. They were helped in their work 
by some of the local Helpers. The members of the Ashram 
conducted divine service in the Punjab hrahmo Samaj, 
the Lahore Sadharan Erahmo samaj, and in Brahmo 
families. The Punjab Sadhanashram published a fort- 
nightly Urdu journal called the Brahma Pracharak, and 
maintained a students’ Lodge. The members of the 
Ashram visited on mission work Solon, Delhi, Karnal, 
Jammu, Sialkot, Chivinda, Rawalpindi, Peshawar, 
Mianwali, Ferozpur, Gugera, Okara, Bama, Dera Budhal. 

The Madras Branch of the Sadhanashram, which 
was started towards the close of the year 1918, has 
worked vigorously with encouraging results. Divine 
service was held every morning in the Ashram and a montly 
■ utsav was held at the beginning of almost every English 
month. There were special divine services in commemora- 
tion of the anniversaries of the birth of Mahammad, 
Jesus and Keshub Chandra Sen and of the death of 
Rammohun Roy. The sradh of Pandit Sivanath 
Sastri was performed on the 12th Nov. Two prayer 
unions have been started in George Town and Purus- 
wakim,both of which held weekly divine service regularly 
on Saturdays and Sundays respectively. An organisation 
for youngmen under the name of The Youngmen’s 
Brotherhood has been started. A Night School for 
Panchamas called the Veeresalingam Night School has 
been started at Perumbur. Principal Herambachandra 
Maitra’s pamphlet on “Work and Worship’’ was pub- 
lished and distributed free. The Raja of Pithapuram 
with his usual generosity and interest in the work of the 
Brahmo Samaj, made a grant of Rs. 400 towards the 
expenses of the Ashram for the year. 

The Sadhanashram Seva Section. 

The various philanthropic activities of the Sadhana- 
shram have been organised into a separate department or 
section under the name of the Sadhanashram Seva 
Section, which has been duly registerd. During the year 
under report, there were two institutions under it, 
viz, the Dacca Widows’ Home, and the Society for the Im- 
provement ofthc Backward classes. 

The work of the Dacca Widows’ Home was conducted 
by a local committee of which Mrs. P. K. Bose was 
Secretary. Mrs. Chinmoyee Das was the Superintendent 
of the Home, and she was helped by two lady teachers 
in the work of teaching ; there were fourteen widows in 
the Home during the year. The Bengal Government 
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helped the Home with a monthly grant of Rs 77. The 
Committee worked with great earnestness and succeeded 
in effecting considerable improvement in the Home during 
the year, for which they are entitled to our best thanks. 

The Society tor the Improvement of the Backward 
Classes is worked by a Managing Committee of which Lord 
Sinha was the President, and Rai Sahib Raj Mohan Das 
Secretary during the year. It has received a recurring 
grant of Rs 3000 a year and a non-recurring capital 
grant of Rs. 5000 from the Govt, of Bengal. Several pub- 
lic bodies and private individuals also helped the Society 
with munificent donations and subscriptions. The total 
income for the financial year 1918-1919 was Rs 13645- 
15 as, and total expenditure Rs. 7201-3-8. The number of 
schools at the close of the financial year was 231 with an 
aggregate of 8120 pupils, of whom 1453 were girls.

He was in the Calcutta Ashram, assisting in its manage- 
, raent. He conducted divine service in the 
Vrasanna Ray. Ashram, Brahma Mandir and Brahmo 
families. 


He was in charge of the Bankipur Ram Mohun Ray 
, Seminary as its Secretary and Head 
^^^'chakravarti.'^^ master. He conducted divine service 
in the local congregation and acted as 
minister in Brahmo families. ■

Giridih for about nine months, when he 
conducted the weekly divine service of 
the local -Sadharan Hrahmo Samaj, 
delivered lectures occasionally, ofiici- 


ated as minister in domestic ceremonies in many Brahmo 
families, and gave instruction to the children of the 
Sunday School. He visited Madhupur, Deoghur, Asansol, 
Ranchi, Cuttack, Mayurbhanja and Baniban on mission 
work during the year. While in Calcutta he conducted 
divine service in the Sadhaiiashram. 
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With the consent of the Ashram authorities he hai 
Babu Hemendra chiefly occupied with his own 

Nath Oatta. private work during the two previous 
years, and resumed the work of the 
badhanashram this year. He helped in the Cyclone 
relief work, and the work of the Depressed Classes 
Mission. 


He was in charge of the Madras branch of the 
Mr. E. Subbu- - Sadhanashram. He visited Aska in 
krishnaya. January, when he delivered four or five 
lectures in the local Town Hall and 
conducted service in the Aska Prarthana Samaj twice. 
He visited Aska again in April, when he delivered two 
addresses, one in conneetion with the anniversary of the 
Samaj and the other in connection with the Ganjam 
District Theistic Conference. He also joined the anniver- 
sary celebrations of the Hyderabad Deccan Brahmo 
Samaj in the month of April. He visited Berhampore, 
where he performed a Kathakata on the life of Sitdama. 
and also visited Pithapuram, Rajahmundry and Coca- 
nada. He visited Bangalore Cantonment and City Samajes 
in the mdHth of September, where he conducted 
service and gave a Kathakata performance. He visited 
also Cuddalore and performed a Namakaran ceremony, 
besides conducting two other Namakaranas, one at 
Madras and the other at Aska. He visited Guntur also. 
Much of his time was taken up by the Sadhan- 
Ashram work in the city of Madras. Besides conducting 
daily service in the Ashram and arranging for the 
monthly Utsav and other special services, he organised a 
youngmen’s brotherhood, started a Night School for the 
Panchamas, and was responsible for the management of 
the Brahmo Samaj Reading Room. He in company 
with other youngmen organised a campaign 
of street preaching against the untouchability of 
the Panchamas. He visited a number of Brahmo 
families in the Andhradesa, took part in the Brahmo 
Gathering held at Kadiam during the Christmas week. 


lie worked in connection with the Society for the Im- 

BabuHariNarayan Backward classes. 

Sen, During the first part of the year he 

worked with his head-quarters in Cal- 
cutta, when he inspected the schools of the Society in the 
Districts of the 24-Parganas and Jessore, managed the 
office of the Society, and collected subscriptions. In April he 
was transferred to Berash, one of the important centres of 
the Society, and since then has been working with Berash 
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as his head-quarters, inspecting the schools of the Society 
in the Tangail and Manikganj Sub-Divisions, and establish- 
ing new schools. At Berash he gave moral and religious 
instruction to the students of the local Sivanath M. E. 
School, held devotional and conversational meetings for 
the villagers. He worked strenuously for the benefit of 
the backward classes of the neighbourhood and his work 
has been much appreciated. He also helped in the cyclone 
relief work of the East Bengal Brahmo Samaj. While in 
Calcutta he conducted divine service in the Sadhan- 
ashram occasionally. 

His work at diarisal consisted of divine service, ser- 
mon, and singing hymns on Sundays in 
BabU(Monomohun local Mandir, at weekl;^ meetings 

a avar . domestic ceremonies in several 

families, at the Maghotsav, the Bhadrotsab, &c., and at 
the sittings of the BrahmikS, Samaj (b) lectures, over 
twenty-five in number, in connection with the various 
utsavs, the Student’s Weekly Service, and many other 
local associations, (c) editing the “Brahmabadi.” 
He also worked at Calcutta, Dacca, Mymensing, 
Narayanganj, Patuakhali, Bagerhat, Khulna Kotali- 
para ( in Faridpur ), and Barthi ( in Bakerganj ). 
At Calcutta he took part in the Sradh ceremony of 
Pandit Sivanath Sastri, performed by the Sadharan 
Brahmo Samaj. He visited Dacca twice, conducting 
divine service, delivering lectures and making himself 
useful in various other ways. At Bagerhat and Kotali- 
para he distributed rice and clotu on behalf of the Brahmo 
Samaj to the Cyclone-stricken people, and also held 
divine service and Kirtans. He also conducted divine 
service and Kirtans and delivered lectures at Narayan- 
ganj, Patuakhali. Khulna, Barthi and Mymensingh. 

He assisted the Superintendent in the general manage- 


ment of the Calcutta Sadhanasram, 
classes for the candidates for 
Nath itra. mission work, conducted divine service 

in the Mandir and Sadhanashram, and took part in the 
Maghotsav celebrations. Early in February, he went to 
Madras where he conducted divine service in the Southern 
India Brahmo Samaj, Sadhanashram. and in families, and 
delivered addresses in public meetings. He was sent to 
Bankura to supervise the famine relief operations of the 
Sadharan Brahmo Samaj, in which connection he visited 
many villages, in the district In November, he 
went to visit the Unitarian Mission centres in the 
Khasi and Jaintia Hills. He officiated as ministe in 
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domestic ceremonies and visited Bagnan, Bankura, 
Dhulian, Gauhati, Illahiganj, Jowai. Kalna, Mawpdong, 
Mawphitkon, Murshidabad, Santipore, Sylhet, Shillong, 
and Vellore, where he conducted divine service, delivered 
addresses and held conversational meetings.

most beloved and revered minister. Pandit Sivanath 
Sastri on the afternoon of Tuesday, the SOth September 
last. Besides his other invaluable services to the Brahmo 
Samaj and the country, Pandit Sastri’s long ministry of 
the Calcutta^ Congregation of the Samaj, ever since its 
foundation, in which he had the chief part,, is a record of 
most able and inspiring work which resulted in the 
change and uplifting of thousands of hearts and in a 
steady ^owth of the numerical strength of the Congrega- 
tion. His eloquence, his earnestness, his power of arousing 
the spiritual susceptibilities of people of all grades of 
culture and his concern for the spiritual as well as the 
temporal good of the members of the Congregation were 
unsurpassed in the history of spiritual ministration. 
The Committee pray most devoutly tjiat his spirit may 
ever work in the life of the Congregation as a quickening 
and elevating power and that the departed soul may 
enjoy rest in the bosom of our Heavenly Father.” 

The work of the Library and Reading Room went on 
as usual and our thanks are due to the Calcutta Cor- 
poration for the annual grant of Rs. 75. 

The S. B. Samaj performed the Sradh ceremony of 
Pandit Sivanath Sastri in the Prayer Hall on Sunday, Nov. 
2. There was divine service at 8 a.m. conducted by Pandit 
Navad wip Chandra Das ; after which Mrs. Hemlata Sarkar, 
the deceased’s daughter, read a feeling account of her 
father. There was a meeting in the afternoon in which 
several speakers dwelt on the many-sided greatness of the 
departed minister and after the evening service, the minister 
preached a sermon on the life of our lamented leader. The 
Executive Committee sent a circular letter to the Brahmo 
Samajes all over India requesting them to arrange to 
hold a memorial service in their respective churches on 
the same day (Nov. 2) and if possible at the same hour.

Publications. 

As the publications of the Samaj are a notable part of 
our mission work, helping us to carry its message far 
and wide, great importance is necessarily attached to 
them. The official organs of the Samaj are the Indian 
Messenger, an English weekly, and the Tattvakaitmvdi, 
a Bengali fortnightly ; the former was edited hr Babu 
Pratulchandra Som and the latter by Babu Baradakanta 
Bose, during the year. Both these papers, as is inevitable in 
the case of propagandist organs, had to be conducted at a 
heavy deficit ; abnormal rise in the price of paper and print- 
ing materials had no small share in adding to our difficul- 
ties ; it is earnestly hoped that their Church papers will 
be more largely subscribed by the members of our Samaj, 
and their subscriptions should be paid more regularly. 

Besides the above two, there were other papers all owned 
and conducted by some members of our Samaj, which have 
also greatly contributed towards the propagation of 
the principles of our church in diflerent parts of the coun- 
try. Our thanks are due to the editors and proprietors of 
the Serak, a monthly magazine of the East Bengal Brahmo 
Conference, the Brahmabadi of Barisal, the lirahmapra- 
ebarak of Lahore, the Dbarwasadhan of Coconada 
and the Suhodb Patrikn of Bombay, 


Affiliated Institutions. 

The Sangat met regularly every week in the Prayer Hall 
mainly for the discussion of devotional 
The Sangat subjects. Since last year it has been 

practically merged into the daily con- 
versational meetings held in the evening, five days in the 
week. • Thus the scope and usefulness of the Sangat have 
been greatly extended. 

The Students’ Weekly Service celebrates its forty-first 
anniversary this year. It was started 
stndenti’ Weekly the 27th of April, 187tf, for promot- 

‘ ing religious culture among the present 

generation of students (Annual Report, S. B. Samaj, 
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1879). In those days the Serviee was “pre-eminently use- 
ful in stimulating religious enquiry in many minds and 
in giving an impetus to the eause of social reforms.” 

Since its foundation it has passed through various 
stages of growth and progress. For the first 20 years, 
discussion meetings used to be regularly organised, in 
which there were discussions on a very wide range of 
social and religious questions. The Service was re- 
modelled in J 896, and greater emphasis began to be laid 
on Theological studies and questions of religious culture. 

The institution was reorganised in 1902, and again in 
1904, since when Temperance work has become an inte- 
gral part of the activities of the Service. Prayer meetings 
and divine service, social gatherings and conversaziones 
and conferences have all along figured largely in the plan 
of the work. 

During the year under review, there were 9 discussion 
meetings and 19 lectures (shown in Appendix A). 

Social gatherings were organised, which were much 
appreciated by the members. Special efforts were made 
during this session to revive interest in discussion meet- 
ing§. As in previous years, there were several memorial 
meetings organised by the Service. In addition to the 
Annual meeting, there were 2 special general meetings 
of the Service. 

The Executive Committee met 11 times during the year. 
The Service haS now 292 members, several of whom are 
ladies. 46 new members were elected during 1»19. 

Office JBearers— At the Annual meeting held on 28th July, 
:he following office-bearers were elected for so long as the 
new constitution did not come into force. I'he new 
constitution was approved by the General Committee of 
the S. B. Samaj and a new election was made in December.

The new Form of Application for Membership, adopted 
by the S. W. S. on the 4th of Jan. 1919, was approved by 
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the Executive Committee of the S. B. Samaj and also by 
its General Committee in April last. Thus a long stand- 
ing difficulty has finally been settled in a manner satis- 
factory to all. 

The amended constitution received the sanction of the 
General Committee of the S. B. Samaj. The Executive 
Committee of the Service has earnestly taken up the 
work of reorganisation which is proceeding satisfac- 
torily. 

Fraternities An important feature of the amended 
constitution is the organisation of various fraternities. 
Three fraternities have already been constituted viz. 
social, devotional and educational. The sociol fraternity 
met once before the Puja Vacation and a plan of work 
was drawn up. In connection with the Educational 
fraternity 2 Study Circles have already been started, one 
for the study of Sociology and its application to modern 
Indian conditions under the guidance of Babu Bijoy 
Chandra Majumdar and another for the study of the 
works of Sir Rabindra Nath Tagore. Arrangements 
have been made for a fortnightly class on Emerson to be 
conducted by Principal H. C. Maitra. Arrangements 
have also been made for starting the work of a devotion- 
al fraternity which will meet every week. A Temperance 
fraternity will be started soon. 

Permanent Fund. A permanent fund was created in 
August last. It is satisfactory to noft that the total 
amount now stands at Rs. 900 invested in Government 
securities. In this connection our best thanks are due to 
Babu Sudhir Ch. Sen for his donation of Rs. 100 and also 
to our venerable friend, Sevavrata Sasipada Banerji, for a 
G. P. note of the face value of Rs. 600. 

The Late Venerable Pandit Siva Nath Sastri 

The S. W. S. has suffered an irreparable loss by the 
passing away of its beloved founder and leader the 
venerable Pandit S. N. Sastri. Under the auspices of the 
S. W. S. a special memorial meeting was held on Monday , 
the 3rd November, at the Prayer Hall of the Samaj, 
presided over by Sir P. C. Ray. 

At a general meeting of the S. W. S., held on the 6th 
December, 1919, the following resolution of condolence 
was passed, all present standing 

“Resolved that the S. W. S. deems it its sacred duty 
to place on record with all reverence and solemnity its 
profound sorrow at the passing away of its beloved 
founder and leader, the venerable Pandit Sivanath Sastri. 
A gifted poet and seeker of truth, a devoted worker and 
faithful servant of God, he lived an inspiring life of selfless 
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service which will live and be cherished in the grateful 
memory of generations to come.” 

The Students’ Weekly Service would best justify its 
existence by ministering to the growing needs of the 
younger generation, specially of the Brahmo Samaj, and 
we have every hope that by utilising to the best 
advantage the growing spirit of earnestness and respon- 
sibility amongst its members, the tradition of the Service 
will be fully maintained- 

The Sunday Moral Training School was founded 
The Sunday Moral about 40 years ago by Pandit Siva- 
Training School. nath Sastri, with the help of a few 
ladies, for the moral and religious edu- 
cation of brahmo children. The death, during the year, 
of Pandit Sivanath Sastri and of Mrs. Labanyaprabha 
Sarkar, has made it distinctly poorer. Among the 
founders and first teachers of the institution, she alone 
worked without interruption. In the midst of these and 
many other difficulties, the school was carried on 
throughout the year in the Brahmo Girls’ School. There 
were 110 boys and girls on the rolls, at the close of the 
year. Miss Mrinmoyee Sen, m.a. Miss Hiranmoyee Sen, 
B.A., Miss Hemlata Sen, b.a.. Miss Sakuntala Rao, b.a.. 
Miss Pratibha Ray, b.a.. Miss Mira Chatterjee, Babus 
Mathuranath Nandi, Lalit Mohan Das, Bepin Hehari 
Chakravarti and Hemchandra Sarkar, worked as 
teachers. Under the auspices of the School a Memorial 
meeting in honour of Mrs. Labanyaprabha Sarkar was 
held in the Mary Carpenter Hall, with Mrs. Kamini Roy 
in the chair. 


Educational WorK. 

Diffusion of knowledge, which is considered by the 
Brahmo Samaj as an important and sacred work, has 
been carried on zealously since its foundation, by means 
of schools and colle^^es for boys and girls of all classes of 
people. Many of our members, both ladies and gentle 
men, hav^ devoted themselves to the cause of education 
and made it their life’s vocation. Of the educational in- 
stitutions directly under the control of the Samaj, the 
following have sent in their annual reports

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Staff. 

The total strength of the College staff in May 1919 
consisted of eighteen Professors, 6ve Lecturers, one 
Moulvi, eight Tutors (permanent 4, temporary 4*) Seven 
Demonstrators, three Paper Examiners, a Librarian 
and an assistant Librarian. The office staff consisted 
of a Head Clerk, a Cashier, three Clerks, one Typist and 
a Care-taker. 

Dr. Hiralal Haidar has been serving, the college as 
Honorary Professor for the last four years. 

Freestudentships and Scholarships. 

One hundred and eleven students were granted free 
and half-free studentships. The pecuniary assistance 
given to students in the form of concessions regarding 
fees amounted to Rs 5112. There are three scholar- 
ships, founded by the sons of the late Mr. A.M. Bose, 
and by the late Mr. H. Bose, the total donations 
amounting to Rs. 6,400. Ten more scholarships are 
given by the college on the results of the quarterly and 
annual examinations. 

Charity Fund. 

There is a Charity Fund attached to the college, for 
the benefit of poor students, which is contributed to 
mainly by the members of the staff. Some members of the 
Council contributed Ks. 64 to it during the last session. 

Religious and Moral Instruction. 

(1) Divine Service was conducted every Sunday, 
except during vacations, at the Rammohan Ray Hostel, 
by the Principal or some other member of the staflf or 
of the Council. 

(2) Lectures on moral and religious subjects were 
occasionally delivered in the College Hall by the members 
of the staff, and an address was given by Sir Narayan 
Chandavarkar. 


Theological Faculty. 

In connection with the College a Theological Faculty 
was started during the last session. The opening address 
was given by the Principal, at which some eminent mem- 
bers of the Samaj were present. It was intended that the 
Theological Faculty should provide instruction in Theo- 
logy, not only for the students of the College, but 
also for young men preparing themselves for the mission 
work of the Brahmo Samaj. Regular clasps ^ tte 
Bhagavadgita and the Upanishads were held by Pandit 
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Sitauath Tattwabhushan and Prof. Satischandra 
Chatterjee. 

Old Boys’ Association. 

An old Boys’ Association was established during the 
year. There was a Re-union of Old Boys at the College 
on the 18th April last. Short addresses were given % 
the Principal and by some of the gentlemen present. 

Provident Fitnd. 

The amount standing to the credit of the Provident 
Fund on 31st May, 1019 was Rs. 34,084!-14-7. The. 
College .has to contribute Rs. 179-12-0 monthly to the 
Fund. 


Residence of Sti;dents. 

Out of 1708 students in the last session, 372 lived 
with parents, 149 in non-collegiate hostels, 383 in attached 
messes, 56 in licensed messes and 748 with recognised 
guardians. The Rammohan Ray Hostel was opened in July 
1918. One hundred and eighty students were accommo- 
dated in the hostel. Two houses were rented for the 
residence of students by the College, and one by ' the 
University. Six Supdts. and an Inspector were appointed 
for these hostels and messes. There are also four hostels 
for Mahomedan students. 


Physical Exercises. 

Last year under the able management of Mr. S. C. 
Mitra, Secretary to the Football club, our boys won the 
Kali^hat Cup against the military team of the St. 
Xaviers College. In the present session we hope to be 
able to make the following arrangements for the physical 
exercise of our boys : 

(1) Fooball teams. (2) Tug of war, (3) Tennis, bas- 
ket ball and volley ball courts. (4) simple gymnastics ; 
(5) Rowing and if possible (6) Hockey.

City Collegiate Sohool. 

The affairs of the School department— now accom- 
modated in the spacious old College Building— are 
directly mangged by a Sub Committee consivsting of 5 
members, working under the College Council. 

The School has all along endeavoured not simply to 
qualify students for the University Examination, but also 
to impart wholesome moral instruction to them. Hours 
have been set apart for moral training in each class and 
suitable textbooks have been prescribed for the purpose. 
The City Union, a society attached to the school and the 
Ashabahini (the Band of Hope) meet on Saturdays. The 
day’s work in class commences with a prayer in which 
both the teacher and the students join. 

Certain special features have been introduced into the 
school since the commencement of the session that has 
just come to a close— e.g., the holding of English conversa- 
tion clavSses for two hours daily by a European lady 
teacher. Drill and Carpentry Classes, besides regular 
lessons in Drawing and Music. _ A poor fund has also 
been started for helpit^ poor meritorious boys. 

The instructive staff consisting of 29 teachers, mostly 
Brahmos, met in conference several times during the year 
and discussed various subjects relating to the improve, 
ment of the School. 

4 
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The numerical strength, on the 31st December last 
was 627 against 651 on the corresponding date of the 
preceding year. The all-round enhancement of the fee- 
rates — ranging at present from Re. 1-8 in the lowest to 
Rs. 4 in the first four classes— has improved the financial 
position of the school to some extent. 

38 boys sat for the matriculation examination, of 
whom 34 passed— 23 in the first division, 10 in the second 
divisibn and 1 jn the third division. One boy got a Govt. 
Junior Scholarship of Rs. 10. 

City Collegiate School, Mymenslngh 
Branch. 

The total number of boys on the rolls, on the 31st 
December, was 785 against 821 in the previous year. 
Owing to the establishment of two new schools in the 
town as well as of many in the District, the number of 
pupils has gone down in every school at Mymensingh. 

The school had 30 teachers on its staff. Babu 
Avinash Chandra Lahiri, n.A., having been called away 
for mission work, Babu Aparna Charan Bhattacharji, 
M.A., was appointed Joint Head Master in February. 
Babu Ajitkumaf Panerji, b.t., was another new arrival 
The appointment of these two energetic Brahmo young 
men, which makes the number of Brahmo teachers 5, is 
calculated to be of much help in conducting the school 
on the lines indicated by the original promoters. 

The most lamentable event during the year was the 
sudden death of Babu Amar Chandra Datta, who was 
one of the founders of the school and one of its energetic 
and devoted teachers and supporters. 

86 students appeared at the last Matriculation Exam- 
ination, of whom 55 passed, 34 in the First Division, 
1 securing a third grade scholarship. 

The school was visited by the Divisional Inspector of 
Schools, the Assistant Director of Public Instruction 
for Muhammadan Education, the Hon. Maharajadhiraj 
Bahadur^ of Burdwan, and the Hon. Sir Devaprasad 
Sarvadhikari. The visitors expressed general satisfac- 
tion at what they saw, and testified to the importance 
of the school. 

The Brahmo Ballka Sikshalaya. 

. This school was established in May, 1890, by some 
members of the Sadharan Brahmo Samaj, and is now 
under the control of a Managin/^ Committee annually 
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appointed by the Executive Committee of the Samaj. 
The Committee during the year under report consisted 
of:— Sir K. G. Gupta, Principal Heramba Chandra 
Maitra, Prof. Pareshnath Sen, Dr. P. K. Acharji, Prof. 
S. C. Mahalanobis Mr. Harakanta Bose (up to April 
26th) Mr. S. M. Bose (from April 27th) the Lady 
Principal, Miss. Hembala Sen (Lady Supdt.) and Lady 
Bose, Secretary (up to October) Mrs. S. C. Mukherjee, 
Secretary(from October.) 

The aim of the institution is to combine religious and 
moral training with secular instruction, so as to help in 
forming the character of our girls and turn them into 
useful members of society. 


Besides the usual courses of lectures, steps were taken 
to teach Hygiene to the girls in the 
Curnculam. Higher Classes. Our thanks are due 

to Dr. G. Bhatra, Deputy Sanitary Commissioner of 
Bengal, who kindly delivered a course of 12 profusely 
illustrated lectures, which were of great use to the 
students. 

The staff consisted of 16 teachers, of whom 7 were 
graduates and one Music teacher. Mrs. Rajkumari Das, 
M.A., who resumed charge of the school in January after 
her return frm England with^ a Teacher’s Diploma, 
having been appointed to the Indian Educational Service, 
Miss Swarnalata Das, b.a., was appointed to succeed 
her. Miss Das, too, has been sent to England to 
secure a Diploma in Teaching and Miss Basanti Mitra, 
B.A. is now officiating as Lady Principal. 

There were 305 students on the rolls, at the close of 
the session, (as against 333, in the previous year) 
including 2 Mahomedans, 10 Christians, 1 K-hasia and 
1 from Burma. Twelve girls appeared at the last 
Matriculation Examination, all of whom passed- 
8 in the First and 1 in the Second Division. 


Three girls obtained Government scholarships, one 
of the first) one of the second and one ut the third grade. 

The Girl Guide movement has been introduced 
the school in a modified form to suit Indian girls. Mrs. 
E. M. Patton kindly took charge of this work. 

The school is in receipt of a monthly gjant of 
Rs. 650 from Government. The Municipal ° • 

1600 a year just covers the rates charged by the Corpo- 
ration The institution is in urgent need of additional 
accommodation for the hostel and classes owmg to its 
gradual expansion.

Among the High Schools conducted by the members of 
our Samaj, though not directly managed by it, special 
mention may be made of the Rommohan Roy Seminary 
at Bankipur. the East Bengal Institution of Dacca, the 
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Town School at Cuttack and the Yccreshalingum II, E. 
School at Rajahmundry. 

The following Middle Schools may also be specially 
mentioned The Baniban Girls’ School in the district 
of Howrah, the Contai Girls’ School in the district 
of Midnapore, the Rangoon Girls’ School in Burma, 
the Ram Mohan Ray Girls’ School in Lahore, the 
Maliat M. E. School in Jessore, and the Berash Sivanath 
School in Dacca. The two last named are lor the 'back 
ward classes of people. 

Besides the primary schools conducted by the Seva 
Section of the Sadhanashram, in several districts of 
Bengal and those under the Khasi Hills Mission, there 
are one primary school at Bogra managed by the local . 
Brahmo Samaj, 2 ragged schools under the Southern 
India Brahmo Samaj at Madras, and the Orphanage 
' at Cocanada. There are also many night schools con- 
ducted by the members of our Church in various parts 
of the country. 


Philanthropic Work. 

During the year under report, 7 blind persons, 10 
nu f r nri widows, 6 students (including 3 girls) 

^ “ ' and 5 poor families received monthly 

and 6 persons occasional help from the Fund .The receipts 
from suberiptions and donations and interest on perma- 
nent funds were Rs. 347-15-8 and the disbursements Rs. 
346-13-9, leaving a balance in hand of Rs. 1-1-11, 
which, with that of the previous year, amounts to 
Rs. 448-0-6. 

A few Brahmo families and individuals received help 
Indigent Br.-ihmo out of this fund which was managed 
I'amilies’ Relief by a sub-committec with Babu Hem 
Chandra Sarkar as Secretary. 

Besides the above there are a few permanent funds 
amounting altogether to Rs. 5512-10-4, the interest 
of which is devoted to charitable purposes in accordance 
with the terms laid down by the donors. 

Over and above the help given to poor students out of 
our Charity and other funds, a large 
number of concessions and scholar- 
ships is awarded every year by our 
various educational institutions. 

' Several members of our Church have devoted them- 
selves to social service in various 
Social Service. forms ; some of them are prominently 

associated with t such institutions as the Social Service 


Educational 

Charities. 
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League of Bengal, the Orphanages in different parts 
of the country, the Depressed Classes Mission in 
and outside Bengal and the Temperance organisations all 
over the country. To name only a few — Mr. V. R. 
Sbinde of Bombay, Dr. D. JN. Maitra and Rai Shaheb 
Raj Mohan Das of Bengal have been prominently asso- 
ciated with this work. Mention has elsewhere been made 
of the part taken by the members of our Samaj in the 
work of Famine and Cyclone Relief. 


Medical Relief. 


A number of L’rahmo medical men at Calcutta and in 
other places has rendered free medical 
help to the poor of all commupities 
Many members of our Samaj, though not trained doctors, 
have regularly given part of their time to aflfording relief 
to the sick. 


Miscellaneous. 


Besides the Maghotsav, three other utsavs, namely 
those in connection with (1) the Bengali New Year’s 
Day, (2) the Foundation day of the S, B. Samaj in 
Jaitstha and (3) the day on which the public worship of 
the one true God was inaugurated by Raja Rammohan 
Kay in the month of fihadra, were duly celebrated, as in 
previous years. 


The aniverssary of the death of Raja Rammohan Ray 
was celebrated on the 27th September. 
Ram Mohan Ray jjj morning Divine Service was con- 
emona ee mR. ducted by Pandit Navadwip Chandra 
Das in the Prayer Hall of the S. B. Samaj, and in the 
evening a public meeting was held in the Hall of the City 
College School under the presidency of Sir P. C. Ray. 
There was another meeting on this occasion at Calcutta, 
organised by the authorities of the Rammohun Library 
and Reading Room. The anniversary of the death of 
Raja Rammohan Ray was observed in several other 
places in the country,

Finance. 

The financial condition of the S. B. Samaj will appear 
from the Statement of Accounts given in the Appendix. 
At the close of the year, the total amount held in trust 
by the Samaj was Rs. 217421-3-3 and the balance in 
hand Rs. 510238-10-4 ; besides this, the Samaj has nearly 
Rs. 21000 invested In land. 
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Our I)cst thanks arc due to Messrs Suryakuiuar 
Chatterji and Bibhutibhusan Sarkar, who kindly audited 
the accounts of the Samaj for the last year.

(iv) Educational for organisation of extension 
lectures, night-schools, working-men’s institutes, and 
study circles. 

In addition to the above four, other Fraternities may 
be organised by the Committee of the S. W. Service, with 
the sanction of the Executive Committee, S. B. Samaj. 

Membership of the Fraternities will be restricted to 
members of the S. W. Service. Each Fraternity will 
consist of not less than 20 such members. It will elect 
one Assistant Secretary and one representative to the 
Committee, (from among its own members,) at least one 
of whom will be an auusthanic Brahmo. It will make 
arrangements for the election of its members and also 
for its own work without contravening any of the rules 
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of the S. W. S. and subject to the vetoing power of the 
S. W. S. 

3. The S. W. S. will have the power to make arrange- 
ments for the publication of pamphlets etc., and also of 
periodicals for the propagation of its Ideals. 

4. The S. W. S. will have the power to organise 
social parties, picnics, etc, for closer union among the 
members.

Read the following letter No. 24 dated Ranchi, 

the 4th July, 1919 from Mr. G. Fawcus, Director of 
Public Instruction, Bihar and Orissa, to the Secretary, 
S. B. Samaj. 

In acknowledging receipt of your letter of June 13th 
1 have the honour to state that I have to-day had the 
pleasure of discussing the affairs of the Giridh Girls’ High 
5chool with the present Secretary of the school. 

2. The Samaj will no doubt agree with me that, so 
long as the school is' controlled by one denomination, 
it IS hardly reasonable that Government should pay 
the full cost minus the fee income, as it does in the 
case of many undenominational schools. It would 
seem to be reasonable in such cases that a considerable 
part of the cost should be met from the funds of the 
denomination controlling the school. This, however, 
is not the present case with the school at Giridih. 
Not only has the amount which the Samaj has been 
able to contribute to the school during the past 
years been comparatively small (I understand that it is 
considerably less than Rs. 100 a month), but the school 
is actually in debt, jt seems to me^ therefore, that if the 
Samaj wishes to retain the management of the school 
and to continue to receive a large Government grant it 
should in fairness be required to find a considerably 
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larger sum every month than it has hitherto contributed. 
If, however, the Samaj cannot undertake to do this, I 
would suggest that they should make the school over to 
a local committee of which the Sub-divisional Officer of 
Giridih should be ex-officio President.- The first members 
of that committee might be chosen by the Sub-divisional 
Officer in such a way that notjnorc than five, including 
teachers or other ex-olficio members, should be members 
of arty one denomination. It an arrangement of this 
kind is reached, I shall be happy to give the school a 
grant once more. Its success at examinations in the 
past makes me reluctant to take any action which might 
lead to its disappearance. 

3. I may add that if the constitution of the committee 
were framed as you propose, i.e., if half the members 
of the committee were nominated by the Samaj, while 
the other members might or might not be Brahmos, 
I could scarcely regard the school as being other 
than denominational. It would almost inevitably be 
the case that at least one of. the members not 
nominated by the Samaj would belong to the Brahmo 
comjiiunity, while frequently both of the teathers on the 
commmittee might belong to that community. In this 
way the Brahmo community would have a clear majority 
on the committee.

His presence amongst his fellow-believers as ^n embodiment 
of unflinching devotion to truth and the spirit of self-sacrifice 
inspired by it, of zeal in the service of humanity and. of the 
peace and. strength derived from loyal worship, was a source of 
inspiration to them amidst the trials and struggles of. life. 
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Nearly all the institutions of the Samaj owed their origin 
and, in an incalculable measure, their usefulness, to him. He 
carried the message of the Brahmo Samaj to the most distant 
corners of India, and also to England. As a man of letters 
he has enriched the literature of his country, and the hymno- 
logy of the Brahmo Samaj, by varied contributions of endur- 
ing value.

Mr. Harakanta Bose, Asst. Secretary, presented the 
Annual Report and Accounts of the Samaj for the year 
1919. 

Mr. Lalit Mohan Das, m.a. proposed and Mr. Govinda 
Chandra Datta seconded that the Report be adopted 
with such additions and alterations as may be deemed 
necessary. 

The following suggestions were then made in connec- 
tion with the Report : — 

(i) Mr. Prabhat Chandra Ganguli pointed out that 

there was no Account given of ehe Brahmo Samaj 
Hducatioii Society nor were the names and number of 
its members mentioned ; he suggested that these should 
be supplied ; he also wanted to have the Accounts of 
the Brahmo Balika Shikshalaya incorported iu the 
Report. ’ (accepted) 

(ii) Prol. Nirmal Kumar Sidhanta, M.A , wanted to 

have the details of the City College Building Fund shown 
iu the Report. (accepted) 

(iii) Mr. S. N. Haidar suggested that proper and 
intelligible Accounts of the City Collegiate School should 
be presented and such Accounts should be circulated 
among the members at least two days before the meeting. 

(accepted) 

(iv) Babu Manmathanath Das wanted that the state- 
ment to the effect that the Shilong Sevasram was an 
institution under the Sadhauasraui be deleted, (accepted)

(v) Then Mr. Ami^^akumar Sen m.a., proposed and 

Mr.\ Nirmal Kumar Sidhanta, m.a., seconded that the 
Accounts of the City College Building Fund, the Brahmo 
Balika Shikshalaya, and the membership of the Brahmo 
Samaj Bducation Society be incorporated in the 
Report. (accepted) 

(vi) Mr. Prafulla Kumar Ray, b.sc. wanted that an 

account of the Chotanagpur Girls’ School, Giridih, as 
as well as that of other institutions and workers, 
not received up to that date, be incoporated, when 
received. (accepted) 

(vii) Mr. Hem Chandra Sarkar proposed that the 

clause* beginning with “But we have exception” 

under the he^lding “Theological Faculty” in the report 
of the City College, be omitted. (accepted) 

The Report was then formally adopted. 

Then Mr. S. M. Bose proposed and Mr. A. C. Ray 
seconded that the Accounts be adopted with the 
Auditors’ remarks. 

Mr. P. K. Ray Chaudhuri moved an amendment to 
the efiect that the Accounts be adopted without the 
Auditor’s remarks. .Mr. V. G. Yaidya seconded ' the 
amendment. The amendment was acceped by the original 
mover, which thus then became the substantive proposal. 

Mr. Pravat Chandra Ganguli proposed and IMr. Amiya 
Kumar Sen .seconded that the Accounts be passed with 
the Auditors’ remarks. 

Mr.. Sukumar Day moved the amendment that the 
following be added to the original motion “anl the 
auditors’ remarks be forwarded to the Executive Com- 
mittee for necessary action (accepted by the original 
mover Mr. S. IM. Bose). The substantive motion then 
stoc^ thus — That the Accounts be passed without the 
Auditors’ remarks, and that the remarks be forwarded 
to the Executive Committee for necessary action. 

The substantive proposal of Mr. S. M. Bose and tlie 
amendment ot Mr. Prabhatchandra Ganguly were then 
put to the vote, and the former was carried and the lat- 
ter lost. 

Mr. G. B. Trivedi of Bombay moved and Bhai Sitaram 
of the Punjab seconded that the following resolution of 
indolence passed both by the Executive and the General

of their most beloved and revered leader. Pandit Siva- 
nath bastri, one ol the lounders of the Brahmo Samaj 
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who, more than any other person helped, under Provi- 
dence, to mould the life of the Samaj, and to make it the 
instrument of serving the noble cause of Brahmoism. 
Ilis presence amongst his fellow-believers as an embodi- 
ment of uuflinching devotion to truth and the spirit of 
self-sacrifice inspired by it, of zeal in the service of human- 
ity, and of the peace and strength derived from loyal 
worship, was a source of inspiration to them amidst the 
trials and struggles of life. Nearly all the institutions of 
the Samaj owe their origin and, in an inealculable 
measure, their usefulness, to him. lie carried the mes- 
sage of the Brahmo Samaj to the most distant corners of 
India, and also to England. As a man of letters he has 
enriched the literature of his country, and the hymnology 
of the Brahmo Samaj, by varied contributions of endur- 
ing value. His magnetic personality and inspiring elo- 
quence operated as powerful forces in drawing hundreds 
to the fold of the Brahmo Samaj. He was in ardent 
sympathy with the aspirations of his countrymen for 
social and political advancement, and was one of the 
founders of the Indian Association. His home was 
always a refuge to helpless widows and orphans. His 
earthly career may be fitly summed up in the words that 
“he was ever willing to spend and be spent” in the service 
of God and humanity.

Sisters and Brothers, 

On beholf of the Sadharan Btahmo Samaj, I welcome 
you cordially to the Annual meeting of the Samaj. 
Bombay, Madras and the Panjab have sent their devout 
sons and daughters to rejoice with us during this 
spiritual festival. Many a seeker after truth has come 
to make the Maghotsav a success. I thank them all, 
from the bottom of my heart. « - 

Since we met last, a year ago, we have sufiered great 
and irreparable loss in the death of some of our most 
earnest and devout workers. We have lost our beloved 
leader Pandit Sivanath Sastri. He was the last of the 
band of the good and true men who founded the 
Sadharan Brahmo Samaj. His great and towenng

personality was for more than 40 years a source of 
inspiration to the men and women of our country. We 
deeply mourn his loss, but our mourning would be a 
mockery if we did not learn from him the great lesson 
of his life — unswerving faith and complete self-surrender 
to the will of his Maker. 

We have to mourn also the loss of Babujadunath 
Chakravarti at one time a missionary of the Brahmo 
Samaj of India, but who left that Church during the 
man-worship controversy. When the Sadharan Brahtno 
Samaj was founded he j oined it and became one of its 
active members. 

We have suflFered another great loss in the death of 
Rao Bahadur K. Yiresalingam Pantalu Garu of the 
Madras Presidency. He was a devout Brahmo social 
reformer, an inspiring writer and one of the makers of 
Telugu public life. 

By the death of Sreemati Labanyaprava Sarker we 
have lost a good writer and teacher and an energetic 
worker of the Sunday Moral Training School. 

We have suffered another great loss in the death of 
Babu Jatra Mohan Sen of Chittagang, who was a pillar 
of strength to our Samaj there. 

The death of Babu Amar Chandra Uatta, an elegant 
writer, a fluent speaker and an indefatigable worker, of 
Babu Guru Govinda Chakravarti who devoted the best 
part of his life to preaching Brahmoism among the rural 
population of Mymensiug and Pabna districts, of Mr. V. 
Nama Sivaya of Rangoon, of Babu Kalimohan Ghosh of 
Kahapara in Faridpur and of Babu Ananda Mohan 
Datta, a veteran teacher of Barisal, has left a void in the 
life of our Samaj. Death has snatched away many ladies 
-and gentlemen, boys and girls, from the bosom of their 
disconsolate parents, friends and relations. We pray 
with them. Such are the heavy losses which our com- 
munity have suflered during the year. 

In the death of Babu Brajagopal Niogy, a missionary 
of the Brahmo Samaj of India we have lost a friend and 
the Church a good worker. 

' A new spirit is moving on the face of the earth. The 
dreams of yesterday are becoming the facts of to-day. 

‘ India has moved at a quicker pace than it ever moved 
before. A new era has dawned. The Reform Act will 
change the old order of things. Providence has used 
brother Satyendra Prasanna Sinha, a member of the 
Sadharan Brahmo Samaj, as one of His principal instru- 
ments in ushering it in for the good of our people. 

At this critical time the Brahmo Samaj has a duty 
to. perform. The Reform Act has given us»certain rights 
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and privileges ; but who will bear the burden, unices 
there arise a band of honest, , disinterested, dutiful and 
selfless men and womsn to make the Act a success ? 
The Brohmos should now come forward and following 
the great examples of Ram Mohan Roy, Ananda Mohan 
Bose, Dwarakanath Ganguli and Sivanath Sastri, inspire 
a spirit of mutual sympathy, mutual consideration and 
mutual sacrifice if we really desire national well-being. 

The intellectual giants who are at the same time moral 
cowards are numerous. Their number is growing more and 
more. The educational and religious systems are responsible 
for this abnormal state of things. The old religions are decay- 
ing. During the last 50 years there have arisen a few religi- 
ous reformers. The followers of one gave their sole attention 
to social reform and the spread of education. The followers 
of the others have devoted themselves to philanthropic works. 
Siritual worship, from which life flows, is neglected. The 
Hrahmo Samaj stands for spiritual worship of the one God. 
Social reform, educational propaganda, moral regeneration, 
and philanthoropic activity are the natural outcome of spiri- 
tual worship. I therefore most humbly beseech the members 
of^ the Brahno Samaj to give more emphasis in the coming 
year to congregational worship and individual direct com- 
munion with the Light and Life of our soul. If this is 
neglected death will be the sure consequence. I therefore 
with great respect and love ask the missionaries and ministers, 
preachers and teachers, ofiice-bearers and members to show 
by their example that our corporate and individual spiritual 
life depends on congregational, family and individual worship. 

The religion of the Brahmo Samaj is universal. It bears 
witness to the truth of Fatherhood of God and Brotherhood 
of man. This is the solution of all the great world-problems. 
'Fhe League of Nations is based on self-interest, the League 
of Religions is mostly Christian, the Declaration of the 
Independence of Spirits is not founded on a secure basis. 
'Fhey will not solve the problem of the strong against- the 
weak nations, capital against labour, men against women, edu- 
cacation against ignorance, the rich against the poor. An 
abiding faith in and a burning passion for a personal God 
who is the Father of Humanity is the one thing needful to 
end all .struggle and strife. ^ 

Beloved sisters and brothers, these are the works before 
us. A strong missionary propaganda is necessary. A solid, 
band of workers is required. Let us be of one mind. Let 
love and respect unite us all, old and young, men and women, 
to fulfil the great purpose for which God in His wisdom 
established the Brahmo Samaj in tfiis country.

Mission Press for 1919, an adequate Reserve Fund be 
created for the Press, the amount to be fixed by the 
Executive Committee.’’ 

The resolution was declared adopted. 

8. Mr. Prabhat Chandra Ganguli proposed and Mr. 
Sukumar Roy seconded 

(iv) That a committee consisting of seven members 
be appointed to devise ways and means for securing 
greater co-ordination and co-operatian between the S. B. 
Samaj and Samajes in fraternal sympathy with it, and 
a more eftective organisation of our mission activities ; 
that the Committee be requested to submit their report 
and recommendations, if possible, before the end of 
March, 1920. 

Mr. Prasanta Chandra Mahalanobis moved an amend- 
ment, which being accepted by the mover, the resolution 
as amended stood thus 

“That a Committee be appointed by the Executive 
Committee to devise ways and means for securing 
greater co-ordination and co-operation between the S. B. 
Samaj and the Samajes in fraternal sympathy with it, and 
for further organisation oif our Mission activities ; that 
the Committee be requested to submit their report and 
recommendations, if possible, before the end of March, 
1920. 

The resolution was declared lost. 

9. Mr. Prabhat Chandra Ganguly proposed and Mr.

The proceedings of the Adjourned Annual Meeting of the 
Sadharan Brahmo Samaj, held in the City College, on 3nd 
February, 1920 (Continued). 

Mr. Prabhatchandra Ganguli asked the following 
questions, to which the appended replies were given by Mr. 
Prasantachandra Mahalanobis, Assistant Secretary : — 

Question, i. (a) Is it a fact that properties belonging 
to the .Saidpur Brahmo Samaj have been sold out ? 

(b) Has the buyer any impression that he has got a legal 
title by such tran.saction ? 

(c) Has the S. B. Samaj given any legal title by such a 
sale ? 

- (d) Is the Executive Committee competent to sale ? 

Answer. “The Saidpur Brahmo Samaj was established 
on the loth. August, 1878) by Babu Chandicharan Sen, late 
Minister of North Bengal B. S. and some of its members” 
(Collet’s Year Book, 1882) a kutcha building was erected at 
first. Later on a pucca building was erected by Babu 
Krishnadayal Ray and some other members of the Sadharan 
Brahmo Samaj. About four years ago Babu Barada Prasatina 
Ray was deputed by the S. B. Samaj to enquire into the 
condition of the Samaj. He called a public meeting of the 
local Brahmos and sympathisers. It was then decided that 
efforts should be made to renew the weekly divine service. 
At the same time the then Magistrate of Rangpur, after an 
official enquiry held that the building was the property of the 
Brahmo Samaj. 

Unfortunately it was not possible to hold regular weekly 
service, and gradually the building fell out of repair ; finally a 
local gentleman began to use it as his private property. 

In 1919, the Executive Committee sold the building for 
Rs. 175, the amount being credited to the General Fund. 

Q. I (e) Is the Secretary aware of the fact that Saidpur 
and Siliguri Brahmo Samajes are together with Jalpaiguri 
Brahmo Samaj, part and parcel of North Bengal Brahmo 
Samaj ? 

A. I (e) No. As far as is known, Saidpur and Siliguri 
are not part and parcel of the North Bengal Bengal Brahmo 
Samaj. 

Q. 1 (f) Is the Secretary aware of the fact that it was 
established by Babu Chandicharan Sen at the instance of 
North Bengal Brahmo Samaj ? 

A. I (f) See above. 

Q. I (g) Is the Secretary aware of the fact that there 
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were duly elected trustees of the said North Bengal .Brahmo 
Samaj ? 

A. I (g) Yes. 

Q. I (h) Is the Secretary aware of the fact that only the 
trustees and on their neglecting to do their duty, or in their 
absence, the General Committee of the S. B. Samaj only, are- 
competent authority to transact such a sale ? 

A. I (h) Yes. 

Q. I (i) If so, will he state the reasons that led to the 
departure from the directions given in the trust-deed ? 

Q. I (j) Are such sales in contravention of the trusts 
deed valid ? 

A. I (i), (i) There has not been any departure, since 
the Saidpur D. .S. was not a part and parcel of the North 
Bengal Brahmo Samaj. 

Q. I (k) How has the money realised been utilized ? 

A. I (k) Credited to the General Fund. 

Q. 2. Has the Secretary any information to give as to 
the present position of the Burdwan and Chaibassa Brahmo 
Samajes? Who are in charge of the properties of the 
Burdwan and Chaibassa Brahmo Samajes ? Who are . in 
possession of the said properties ? Have the Brahmo Samajes 
any legal title to the said properties ? 

A. 2 (a) The Land Acquisition Collector has acquired 
the property of the Burdwan B. S. for a Medical School to be 
opened by Government. 

(b) The Chaibassa Brahmo Samaj has a Trust-deed and 
also some Trustees, one of them being Babu Krishnakumar 
Mitra. 

Q. 3. Is the Secretary keeping record of members re- 
signing or otherwise ceasing to be members.

Has the Sadharan 
Brahmo Samaj duly attested copies of trust-deeds in its 
custody ? 

Was any effort made to secure such copies ? 

. A. 8. Laid on the table. 

(b) In some cases Trust-deeds are in the custody of the 
S. B. Samaj. 

(c) Yes, some effort has been made to collect informa- 
tion. 

Q. 9. Under whose custody the properties belonging to 
the Khasi Hills mission rest ? Has the Sadharan Brahmo 
Samaj made a proper schedule of such properties ? If ‘So, 
will the Secretary lay on the table a copy of such a schedule ? 

A. 9. (a) The Missionary in change of the Khasi Hill is 
in charge of the properties.

BANGALORE CANTONMENT BRAHMO SAMAJ. 


The Samaj was established on the 2nd September 
1866. It is associated with the Sadharan Brahmo Samaj 
of Calcutta and managed by a Committee of ten 
members, including three office-bearers, viz., the Secretary, 
the Assistant Secretary and the Treasurer, who are 
elected annually by the general body of members. The 
Mandir was erected in 1896 by Rai Bahadur Dharma- 
ratnakara Arcot Narayanasawniy Mudaliar and made 
over in 1907 to the custody and care of five members of 
the Samaj who were appointed Trustees for the purpose. 
The Samaj has a small Library attached to it and has 
under its management the Subedar Ifajor Appavoo 
Pillay’s Girls’ School which is conducted as a free school.

There were during the year, 57 members mostly 
sympathisers, of whom one was a lady. Divine service 
was regularly held every Sunday, and the attendance at 
these weekly congregations was fair. In memorium 
services were held in connection with the deaths of 
Pandit Sivanatha Sastri and Mrs. Labanyaprabha 
Sarkar of Calcutta, Raq Bahadur K. Viresalingam 
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Pantalu of Rajatnundry, and Mr. M. Moonesawmy 
Naidu and MrV Mahalakshi 1 ai Narain Singh of 
Bangalore. Special services were also held in the Samaj 
Hall on the birth of a son and heir to His Highness 
the Yuvaraja of Mysore, on the conclusion of the 
Armistice with Germany, and during the Peace Celebra- 
tions ; and in the houses of certain members in connec- 
tion with domestic ceremonies. A harikatha perform- 
ance by Mr. E. Subbukrishnaiya and some lectures by 
Messrs. Hem Chandra Sarkar and Tahilram Leilaram 
were given in the Samaj Hall. An “At Home” was given 
to Sir Narayan and Lady Chandavarkar ; and several 
monthly social gatherings were held in the Samaj 
compound during the year. The eighty-sixth anniver- 
sary of the death of Raja Ram Mohun Roy was cele- 
brated on the 27th September, 1919, in the Samaj Hall 
when Mr. K. Shankaranarayana Rao (Government Ad- 
vocate) of the Theosophical Society, addressed the 
meeting along with others. 

The following ladies and gentlemen visited the Samaj 
during the year Sir Narayan and Lady Chandavarkar 
from Bombay, Mr. and Mrs. Hemchandra Sarkar from 
Calcutta, Mr. and Mrs. Subbukrishniya and Mr. K. Vai- 
kunta Kao from Madras, Mr. V. R. Shinde from Poona, 
Mr. Tahilram Leilaram from Hyderabad (Scinde) and 
Mr. Shrinivasa Rao from Guntur. 

During their stay in Bangalore, Sir Narayan Chandra- 
varkar and Messrs. Sarkar, Shinde, Vaikunta Rao, 
Tahilram and Subbukrishnaiya conducted the weekly 
service. 

With a view to facilitate the performance of inter- 
caste and widow marriages in these parts of the 
country, steps were taken for the introduction of the 
Special Marriage Act together with the Indian Divorce 
Act as well as the Hindu widow Remarriage Act into 
the Civil and iVlillitary Station of Bangalore ; and the 
application of these Acts to the said station was sanc- 
tioned by the Government of India on the 4th Novem- 
ber, 1919. An appeal was also issued for the collection 
of funds towards the construction of subsidiary build- 
ings in the Samaj compound to provide accommodation 
for social gatherings, a free-reading room, quarters for 
a Missionary or resident worker, etc., in order to develop 
the activities and usefulness of the Samaj. The buildings 
would form a suitable memorial to the late Rao Bahadur 
K. Viresalingam Pantalu of Rajamnndry, the great 
pioneer of Social Reform in Southern India.

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The Girls’ School made further progress during the 
year. There were 5 classes with Three teachers and 112 
pupils on the rolls, the average attendance being 77. 
In order to reclaim the ground in front of the building 
as a garden or play ground, the construction of a com- 
pound w’all at a cost of Rs. 500 has been undertaken. 
A prize distribution to the pupils was held on the 4 th 
October 1919, under the presidency of Mr. Hemchandra 
Sarkar, when the prizes were given away by Mrs. 
Sarkar.

BANRURA BRAHMO SAMAJ. 

The Samaj had 5 members at the beginning of the year. 
Messrs. Ramananda Chatterji and Tripurari De are res- 
pectively Secretary and Assistant Secretary of the 
Samaj ; Babusjitendra Kumar Biswas, (Munsif,Bankurah,) 
Baranashi Chatterji, Pareshnath Ray, Bipulchandra 
Ghosh Baradaprasad Ray, (Retired Sub-Judge,) Adinath 
Chatteiji and Nilmony Charavarti, (Missionary of the 
S. B. Samaj,) Debendranath Mitra, ij.a., of Calcutta, 
Viswanath Kar (Editor, “Utkal Sahitya,” Cuttack) 
and Tripurari De conducted Divine Service in the Prayer 
Hall, during the year. The Maghotsav was duly celebra- 
ted. The anniversary of the Bankura Brahrao Samaj was 
celebrated in the Samaj Mandir.

BARIS A L BRAHMO SAMAf. 

Some energetic young men from the Bast Bengal 
Brahmo Samaj (Dacca) imbued with liberal ideas, came 
to Brisal for different purposes. The 3 ' used to meet to- 
gether for prayer, and the Brahmo Samaj of Barisal grow 
out of the prayer meetings in the year 1801. This 
young institution had the support oi a few educated 
men of the town, but in the first few years of its exis- 
tence without any fixed place for worship, and facing 
not a little persecution from different quarters. 

The late Babus Girishchandra Majumder, Sarbananda 
Das, Durgamohan Dns, JngabandhuLahaanda few others 
formed thcmsclvcd into a regular committee for the Samaj. 
The first named three gentlemen were elected its Minister. 
Secretary and President respectively. Through their 
energy, a site was secured through the benevolence of the 
late Babu Chandicharan Rai Choudhury, Zerainder, and a 
pucca building was built thereon, which was consecrated 
on the 1st November, 1865. A Trust-deed was prepared 
in due course. The building has subseciuently been 
extended and improved, specially through the energy of 
the late Babu Rakhalchandra Roy Choudhury who was 
in sympathy with the Samaj from its beginning. Another 
pucca building for a Library and Asram has lately been 
constructed adjoining the Mandir ; but for want of funds 
its progress towards completion was a long time stopp- 
cd. It is gratifying however that Mr. S. R. Das, Bar-at- 
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law of C^alcutta has been pleased to coatribute the funds 
necessary for its completion, of which. Rs, 1000 was 
received during the year. 

Weekly divine service was held every Sunday both 
morning and evening, which was conducted by minister 
Babu Kalimohon Das assisted by Babus Manomohan 
Chakravarty, Satyananda Das, and Rai Shabeb Hara- 
kisore Biswas, The congregation consists of Brahmos 
and Non-Brahmo sympathisers of the- town, some of 
whom are members of the Saraaj, 

The Sadharan Brahmo Saniai kindly contributed 
Rs. 25 per month, in aid of the local mission fund, and 
Babu Monomohon Chackravarty, the whole-time 
missionary, visited Dacca, Mymensingh, Narainganj, 
Khulna, Patuakhali, Bagerhat and Calcutta, during the 
year, on mission work. 

Besides working in connection with the institutions 
of the local Brahmo Samaj, he visited many villages, 
being deputed by the Sadharan Brahmo Samaj to ad- 
minister relief to the people affected by the Cyclone, 
He went to Bagerhat and Kotalipara and distributed 
about Rs. 1500 among the distressed people ; there he 
also held prayer meetings. 

The General Committee met once, on the 28th Janu- 
ary 1919 ; which was adjourned to the 9th February 
1919; after the annual report and accounts had been read 
and passed, the election of ministers, office-bearers and 
members of the Executive C ommittee for the year took 
place at the adjourned meeting. 

The Executive meeting had onlj eight sittings during 
the year, in one of which a resolution expressing condo-

BAST BENGAL BRAHMO SAMAJ, 

Life Trustees— Dr. P. K. Ray, d.sc. Sir Krishnagobinda 
Gupta, K.c.s.i. Srijuts Bhubanmohan Sen, b.a. Satish 
Chandra Ghose, Mathuranath Guha, Rebatimohan Das, 
and Dr. Nepalchandra Ray, l.m.s.

In 1846 (1253 B. S.) organised efforts were, for the 
first time, made to establish a Brahmo Samaj at Dacca, 
and arrangements were made for holding regular weekly 
divine service on Sundays. But it was not till 1864 that 
the East Bengal Brahmo Samaj was founded, as it is now, 
as a Theistic Church. 

The management ot the Samaj is vested in a managing 
committee consisting of seven members elected every year 
at the annual general meeting. Their action is subject to 
the control of seven Trustees who are elected for life. 

The present spacious Church Building was erected in 
1869 by subscriptions raised from Brahmos and 
their friends. The Prayer Hall has been furnished with 
necessary furniture and fitted with electrie light and fans. 
The Samaj has a large compound in the front, where a 
garden has been laid out. Besides the Prayer hall, the 
two road-side buildings, the Rammohun Ray Libray, and 
the Mission House are among the Samaj properties. 

There is a two-storied Mission House attached to the 
Samaj, and built at the cost of the late Babu Prata^- 
chandra Das in memory of his father the late Babu Rm- 
chandra Das of Bangalbazar, Dacca, who has also made 
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a provision of Rs. 25 a year in his Will for the up-keep 
of the building. The Samaj has a Libray called the 
“Rammohun Koy Library” which possesses a pretty 
large number of useful books principally on Philo- 
sophy, Theology, Biography, Travels, History, and 
Literature. The Library Building was erected in 
the year 1909 at a cost of Rs. 11,000 of which Rai 
Saheb Ratnamani Gupta of Dacca contributed Rs. 
5000, Seth Damodar Das of Bombay Rs. 1000 and H. H. 
The Maharaja of Tippera Rs. 1,000. The East 
Bengal Istitution, a High English School for boys, was 
started in January 1916 in the town, by the East Bengal 
Brahmo Samaj. Babu Revatimohan Das, an old member 
of the Samaj, and his nephew Babu Hrishikes Das kindly 
placed Rs. 10000 (ten thousand) at the disposal of the 
Executive Committee for the purpose of starting and 
maintaining it. It had 558 names on the rolls at the 
end of the year under report. 

Babu Gurudas Chakravarti was the permanent resi- 
dent minister. He was assisted in his work by Babu 
Barada Prasanna Roy and by a few elderly members, 
viz., Babus Satishchandra Ghosh, Mathura Nath Guha, 
Sris Chandra Roy, u.a., Bankabihari Kar, and Rajani- 
kanta Sarkar. Rev Manmohan Chakrabarty, visited 
Dacca during the year and conducted Divine service in 
the Mandir. Divine service is held every Sunday morning 
and evening. Over two hundred gentlemen and ladies 
attend the evening service. Morning service is also held 
on week days. 

Three Festivals {Utsabs) took place during the year 
under report (1) The Maghotsab, extending from 1st 
to 16th Magh, (2) Utsab on the occasion of the Bengali 
New year, and the Year-End, and (3) Anniversary of the 
foundation of the East Bengal Brahmo Samaj from 21st 
to 23rd. Agrahayan. 

San^at Sab ha : — Almost every Tuesday evening the 
elderly members of the congregation meet in the Prayer 
Hall for the discussion of questions relating to spiritual 
life which is followed by kirtan. 

Chbatra Samaj .--i-The East Bengal Students’ Weekly 
Service. — It is an institution mainlv composed of students 
at which addresses are delivered and discussions held on 
Saturdays. It is managed by a committeee. 

Sunday Moral Training Class .•—With the object of 
imparting moral and religious instructions to Brahmo 
boys and girls of tender age, a class is held every Sunday 
morning in the Prayer Hall. It is managed by- some ladies 
assisted by a few Brahmo workers. 
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Mabila Samaj Brahmo Ladies have got an associa- 
tion called the Mahila Samiti. The object of the Samiti 
is to promote intellectual and spiritual welfare of the 
ladies.

It has a pucca Mandir 
of its own. It was contracted and a registered trust 
Deed of the samaj executed on 17th December 1890 (3rd 
Poush 1297 B. S.) through the devoted efforts of Lt. Col. 
D. Bose, M.D. Babu Bhubanmohan Sen, b.a, and others. 
The Samaj is affiliated to the Sadharan Brahmo Samaj 
of Calcutta, It has some shares in the local Loan office 
which yield an income generally sufficient for the upkeep 
of the Samaj.

HAZARIBAGU BRAHMO SAMAJ 

The Hazaribagh Brahmo Samaj was established on 
the 30th March 1867, with Baba Jadunath Mukherji 
(afterwards Rai Bahadur) as Secretary. A plot of land 
measuring about 3 bighas (standard) was secured for 
the Samaj on the 1st of April, 1867 and a building was 
constructed in the same year. The land with the build- 
ing was vested in a body of trustees by a deed duly 
registered on June 2, 1893. At present the following 
lady and gentlemen are the trustees :

KAKINA BRAHMA SAMAJ. 

Thh Kakina Brahma Samaj was established on the 
12th Baishakh 1275 B. S. The Late Raja Mahimaranjan 
Roy of pious memory was the heart and soul of the 
Samaj. To his munifieence we owe the pucca Mandir 
which was completed in 1293 B. S. The Raja also 
bestowed two Jotes on permanent right for the upkeep 
and maintanance of the Somaj. The local Chhatra 
Samaj Hall— one of the finest houses at Kakina was 
erected in 1296 B S. There is a small house of corru- 
gated iron attached to the Mandir. 

The first batch of our workers left us on the 
fourth January. We lost our oldest member Dr. Dwarka- 
nath De. The death of the dowager Rani of Kakina has 
made another void in onr midst. 

Weekly Services were held every Sunday morning.

KOXNAGORE BRAHMO SAMAJ,

KUMARKUALl BRAHMO SAMAJ. 

The Kumarkhali Brahmo Samaj was established on 
the 30th Ashar 1255 B.S. by the late Maharshi Devendra 
Nath Tagore. He was pleased to send from Calcutta 
one Pandit Doyal Chandra Shiroraani as its minister. 
It has a pacca Mandir of its own in the heart of the 
town, built in the year 1278 I3.S. by the late members 
Srijuts Kamdhan Majumder, Tarackgovinda Maitra, 
Haranchandra Sarkar and Jadaychandra Kundu. 

There are 12 members in the list, and a few sympathi- 
sers. Divine service was held throughout the year 
every Sunday morning, and conducted by the Secretary, 
Sjs. Dwarkanath Pramanik, and Radharaman Saha, an 
old member. 

There were special services ou the following occa- 
sion : 

(i) The Bengalee and English New year’s days. 

(ii) In memory of Raja Rammohun Roy, the founder of 
the Brahmo Samaj and of Maharsi Devendra Nath 
Tagore.

The Samaj has a Jote (^landed property) gifted by the 
late Babu Joggeswar Kundu a member of the Samaj, and 
its income is Ks. 30 per annum. The interest of the 
Permanent fund of Rs. 100 created by the late Srimati 
Annadamoyi Dasi is spent during the anniversary in 
giving away cloth to the needy. There is another 
fund of Rs. 100 under the head “Library” yielding an 
interest of Rs. 4V^ cent per annum. 

The Samaj is associated with the Sadharan Brahmo 
Samaj, Calcutta. 

It has a library consisting of about 125 English and 
Bengali religious books. Most of the English books were 
sent by the Unitarian Society.

RANGOON BRAHMO SAMqJ 

The Rangoon Brahmo Samaj was founded in the year 
1902. under the name of the “Rangoon Brahmo Samiti.” 
In course of time, this name was changed to Rangoon 
Brahmo Samaj. Since January 1918, the Samaj has got 
a pucca building of its own with a spacious Prayer Hall 
and a two-storied building attached to it. 

The total cost of the buildings was about Rs. 16,000, 
of which only about 10,244 was collected at the comple- 
tion of the buildings.

It has a Mandir of its own in the heart of the 
town on a piece of land, the generous gift of a respectable 
local Zemindar ( Babu Banka Behari Das on behalf of 
bis minor sons & Babus Banowari Lai Das and Hcmendra 
Nath Das ). The newly erected Mandir is a pucca 
building with corrugated Iron roof. 

Divine Service was held regularly every Sunday 
evening. Special Divine Services were held in connection 
with the death Anniversaries of Raja Ram Mohon Roy, 
Moharshi Devendra Nath Tagore and Revd. Prakash 
Chandra Roy, and in connection with the Adya Sradh 
ceremony of the late Venerable Pandit Sivanath Sastri 
and the Peace Celebration on the termination of the 
Great European War. 

Special Divine Services were held in the houses of 
difierent members on special domestic occasions, and in 
the Mandir on the first death-Anniversary of our revered 
friend Babu Nava Gopal Dutta and the Adya Sradh 
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ceremony of Babu Bharfc Chandra Chowdhuri, members 
of the local Brohmo Samaj.

Friends from the Punjab, Patna, Dinajpore, 
Calcutta and other places and some twelve Khasia gentF- 
men also joined ; various topics regarding the welfare of 
the Brahmo Samaj were discussed. The meetings were 
largely attended. A marked feature of this year’s session 
was the active participation of the ladies and the Ladies’ 
Art exhibition held under their auspices. 

Babu Krishnakumar Mitra delivered an interesting 

lecture in Bengali on T Besides 

his striking presidential speech, Babu Herambachandra 
Maitra delivered two addresses to the youngmen of the 
town. 

By the grace of God this session of the Conference was 
a signal success. 

(2) Dr. Rabindranath’s Visit — On the invitation of 
the Brahmo Samaj Dr. Rabindranath Tagore visited 
Sylhet on his way back to Calcutta from Shillong. He 
stayed here for three days only. His presence created an 
immense enthusiasm in the town among all sects and 
communities. He delivered a highly instructive sermon 
before a huge gathering assembled in the Mandir on the 
evening of the 5th November, 1919 and spoke to the 
ladies on the 6th afternoon in reply to an address pre- 
sented to him on behalf of the Mahila Samity. On the 
7th November morning he performed the Namkaran 
ceremony of the grandson of Babu Govindanarayan 
Sinha Majnmdar, Secretary to the Brahmo Samaj.

(5) Prayer and dependence on God and a constant reali- 
sation of His presence, are the means of attaining spiritual 
growth. 

(6) No created object is to be worshipped as God, nor is 
any person or book to be considered as infallible and the 
sole means of salvation ,* but truth is to be reverently ac- 
cepted from all scriptures and from the teachings of all 
persons without distinction of creed or country. 

(7) The Fatherhood of God, the Brotherhood of man and 
kindness to all living beings are the essence of true religion. 

(8) God rewards virtue, and punishes sin. JHis punish- 
ments are remedial and not eternal. 

(9) Cessation from sin accOinpanied^by sincere repentance 
is the only atonement for it ■; and unitm with God in wisdom 
goodness and holiness is true salvation.

Since we met last year, death has removed from 
amongst us some of our beloved and respected friends 
and fellow-believers, and their memory naturally comes 
to us to-day. Prominent among them occurs to our mind 
the name of Pandit Bhuvanmohan Kar of Dinajpur. 
His saintly life and unostentatious charity endeared him 
to every one who came in contact with him. He had 
chosen Dinajpur as the field of his quiet work. There he 
was universally loved and respected. He was a member 
of the Sadharan Brahmo Samaj as well as of its General 
Committee for many years. His fiiemory will be ever 
cherished by the Brahmo public with love and affection. 

By the death of Miss Subala Sarkar, the Samaj has 
lost a zealous worker for the. Sunday Moral Training 
School of which she was for some time the Secretary and 
for many years a teacher. 

Babu Deviprasanna Kay Chaudhuri was for many 
years a prominent worker in many spheres of activity, 
social, philanthropic and literary. His death is a great 
loss to the country. He was at one time a zealous 
worker of the Samaj. 


General Survey. 

The Sadharan Brahmo Samaj was established in the 
year 1878, with the object of propagating the principles 
of Brahmoism, uniting under a common organisation all 
individuals and congregations holding these principles, 
and conducting all the business of the church on . consti- 
tutional lines 

The total number of members on the list, including 
those elected during the year, stood at llOi, on the 31st 
December last. Besides these, there is a large number of 
ladies and gentlemen, here and abroad, who are in sym- 
pathy with the aims and objects of our Samaj. Forty-nine 
of the Brahmo Samaje^ in India are either associated 
with or aflfiliated to our churc'h ; besides these, there are 
some bodies both in India and outside of it, that are 
holding forth neprly the same principles, and doing 
almost the same work as the Sadharan Brahmo Samaj. 

The General Committee which is the governing body 
of the Samaj, had as its members during the year 16 
Representatives of the mofussil Samajes, 65 members 
elected from among the members of the S. B. Samaj, and 
7 office-bearers. 

The last annual meeting of the^amaj was held on the 
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23rd January, 1920, when the present General Com tuittee 
was formed and the office-bearers were elected. At a 
special meeting of the General Committee held on the 5th 
February, 1920, the present Executive Committee was 
formed, and a plan of work for the new year adopted. 

There were during the year, 8 meetings of the General, 
and 44) meetings of the Executive Committee. 

The year that is just closed, was, like several before it, 
a time of hardship and trouble. High prices conse- 
quent upon the economic ruin caused by the devastating 
world -war continue to make the life of the average man 
cheerless and hard. Death too has levied its usual toll on 
our community. We oficr our sincerest condolences to the 
many bereaved families of pur community. 

Some of our missionaries and workers have, as in pre- 
vious years, carried on their activities in several parts 
of India. Mr. Sudhir Chandra Baneiji, for instance, 
worked in Bombay ; Messrs. Subbukrishnaya, and Deben- 
dranath Mitra in Madras. Babu Manmathanath Das 
was in charge of our mission in the Khasi Hills. 

Of the activities of our Samaj during the year that is 
just over, special mention should be made "of the eflforts 
to perpetuate the memory of our lamented and revered 
leader and minister the late Pandit Sivanath Sastri. A 
stong Committee has been formed composed of represent- 
ative men from the different parts of India, and up to 
now very promising response has been received to their 
appeal lor funds from all quarters. The Committee 
are now in a position to commence operations on the pro- 
posed memorial which will take the shape of 

1. A Public Library and a Reading Room conducted 
and administered by the Executive Committee of the 
Sadharan Brahmo Samaj or their nominee or nominees. 

2. A Hall where the Trustees of the Shadharan 
Brahmo Samaj for the time being resident in Calcutta 
at the request of the Executive Committee of the Samaj 
may, at their discretion, allow lectures to be delivered, 
social or other gatherings to be held and all subjects to 
be discussed in a liberal spirit. 

3. A suite of rooms and a sanctuary where the 
Executive Committee of, the Sadharan Brahmo Samaj 
may permit missionaries of the said Samaj and Members 
of the institution of the said Samaj known as the 
Sadhanasram to reside and hold a daily worship of G<m 
in the manner laid down in the Deed of Trust of the said 
SAmaj dated the 21st day of July 1880. 

4. A number of rooms where the Executive Cota* 
mittec of the Sadharan Brahmo Samaj may permit 
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visitors to Calcutta who are either Brahmos or in 
sympathy with the Brahmo Samaj to reside and 

5. Such other purposes as may be determined from 
time to time by the said Trustees without in any manner 
interfering with the purposes hereinbefore mentioned. 

The ceremony of laying the foundation of the memor- 
ial buildings has been fixed to take place during this 
Maghotsav. 

The daily evening service in the Samaj Mandir follow- 
ed by readings from scriptures and conversation on reli- 
gious topics, instituted three years ago, has been con- 
tinued under our esteemed friend, Pandit Sitanath 
Tattvabhusan. Its popularity is evidenced by the 
increasing numbers it is attracting. 

The association of our Brahmo ladies at Calcutta for 
the purpose of participating more actively in the work 
of the Samaj, continued to meet fortnightly at the houses 
of the members and to hold divine service and conversa- 
tion on religious subjects. 

The management of the Chotanagpur Girls’ High 
School at Girdih, which had been doing very useful work, 
had to be given up from the commencement of the year 
under review owing to the unsympathetic attitude of the 
Education Department of Behar and Orissa and to other 
unfavourable circumstances. 

Our mission in the Khasi Hills is still passing through 
a serious crisis. The Executive Committee sent two repre- 
sentatives, Babus Annadacharan Sen and Lalitmohan 
Das, to the Khasi Hills during the last summer in 
order to enquire into the condition and prospects of the 
Khasi Hills Mission and to persuade those who had 
ceceded from the Mission to join it again. They sub- 
mitted a most interesting report embodying many valu- 
able suggestions, all of which have been accepted by the 
Committfe. But our efforts towards setting matters 
right have, we regret to record, so far met with little 
successr. 

The mission work of the Brahmo Samaj is the most 
important of its activities. But though the work is im- 
portant and the field extensive, the workers are few ; and 
many of them are getting past services owing to 
indisposition or old age. The recent serious and pro- 
tracted illness of Babu Kasichandra Ghosal, from which 
he has only partially recovered, has practically confined 
liiin to bed. Others, again, owing to old age are not as 
vigprotts as they were. We are, therefore, particularly 
happy to be able to announce an addition to the number 
of our ordained missionaries in the person of Babu 
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Bbabasiudhtt Datta, who had for several years been a 
worker of the Samaj, and whose ordination during the 
last Bhadrotsav is a notable event of the year. 

It is gratifying to note that there has been an 
accession to the number of our mission workers. The 
Executive Committee have been able to utilize the 
services of the following gentlemen as mission workers 
Mr. Sivaprasad ( Calicut ), Mr. Mahendra Pattanaik 
(Madras), Mr. G. Y. Chitnis (Bombay) and Pandit Nir- 
mal Chand (Lahore). 

The acute and wide spread scarcity prevaling in Orissa 
called for relief and our Samaj did not fail to respond to 
the call. ^ We deputed Babu Sudhirchandra Baneiji, one of 
our mission workers, to open a relief centre at Satpara 
near Lake Chilka in the district of Puri. He was latterly 
assisted by Babu ' Mahendra Pattanaik, and to- 
gether they did good work there in relieving the suffer- 
ings of the distressed people. The Samaj spent about 
Rs. 6500 out of its Famine Fund for the purpose. The 
balance in our Famine Fund after this expenditure 
is Rs. 398-4-8. As famine is no rare occurrence in our 
poor country, which may be said to be at present always 
perilously on the verge of it owing to the prevailing high 
prices, we take this opportunity to earnestly appeal to 
th6 members and sympathisers of our Samaj to contri- 
bute liberally to this Fund, so that the Samaj may not 
be found unprepared to meet any sudden emergency of 
this nature. We received about Rs. 3400 _ by our 
last appeal. We hope to receive, as on all previous occa- 
sions, a speedy and generous response to this appeal also. 

Babu Priyanath Bhattacharya has informed the Exe- 
cutive Committee that according to' the last Will and 
Testament of his father, the late Pandit Sivanath Sastri, 
the proprietary right in the following books by Pandit

The annual gathering of the East Bengal Brahmo 
Conference met last year at Mymensigh under the presi- 
dency of our revered brothers Babus Sasibhusan Datta 
and Krisbnakumar Mitra* There was a go^ muster 
of delegates from different parts of East Bengal and. 
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Assam. Altogether the Conference had a very successful 
session. 


Mission Work. 

Great importance is very rightly attached to the 
mission operations ot the Saniaj, which is its vital work. 
The agencies at present employed for this purpose are. — 
I. (a) ordained missionaries whose number at present 
is 9, (b) 13 workers of the Sadhanasram, (c) 58 mem- 

bers of the Sevakmandali ; II. The two organs of the 
Samaj — The Tattwakaumudi, a Bengali fortnightly, and 
The Indian Messenger, an English weekly ; III. The insti- 
tutions affiliated to the Samaj— (a) The congregations at 
Calcutta and other places, (b) The Sadhanasram, (c) the 
Students’ Weekly Service, (d) The Sangat, (e) The Theo- 
logical Institution, (f) The Sunday Moral Training 
School, 


The field of work before us is indeed vexy vast — our 
operations extending all over India and even Burma. 
We wish they could be carried further and our message 
could be suitably and more effectively delivered to other 
parts of the world. But we have to acknowledge with 
great regret that our resources both in men and money 
are not only limited but quite inadequate. At the end 
of every year we are overcome with a sense of “the little 
done and the undone vast”. For the last few years our 
insistent cry has been, ‘larger funds and more workers.’ 
We are finding it more and more difficult to meet the 
demands from all quarters with the resources at out com- 
mand. We beg leave to invite the particular attention 
of the Brahmo public to the desirability and 
necessity of organising our mission work on a larger and 
more generous scale. We are, however, thankful to God 
for His mercy in enabling us, in spite of our many short- 
comings and disabilities, to carry His message to the 
different parts of the country. Our missionaries and 
workers have visited Bombay, Madras, the Punjab, the 
United Provinces, Behar, Orissa, Chotanagpur, Assam, 
and Burma, besides the several parts of Bengal.' An 
account of the work done by some of them is given in 
detail below. 


Pandit Navadwip Chandra Das— Although prevented 

Pandit Navadwip protracted ill health 

Chandra Das from undertaking any mission work 

outside Calcutta, he has during the 
year done much valuable work at the headquarters. He 
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took part in the Maghotsav celebrations of the Sadharan 
Brahmo Samaj, as well as the Bengali New Year’s Day 
celebration, conducted the Sunday service in the Prayer 
Hall and the daily service at the Sadhanasram oa many 
occasions, acted as minister in a large number of family 
prayer meetings and domestic ceremonies and visited a 
number of families. 

Babu Sasibhusan Bose — He conducted the weekly divine 

Babu Sasibhusan Orphanage and acted as 

Bose minister in some domestic ceremonies. 

He visited every month, during the 
first quarter, Santipur and Kalna where, he conducted 
divine service, held discussions on religious subjects and 
made arrangements for the spiritual and sanitary im- 
provement of the people by means of public lectures. He is 
now engaged in writing the biograply of a religious 
man. He visited a few Brahmo families and acted as 
minister in connection with some domestic ceremonies. 
He went to Kumarkhali and took part in the utsav 
of the local samaj. He also visited Santipur where, 
he conducted divine service and preached the principles 
of the Brahmo Samaj. 


Babu Nilmani Chakravarti— While in Calcutta, during 
the first quarter, he officiated as 
Baba Niimani minister in some domestic ceremonies 
la ravar i. Brahmo families, conducted weekly 

divine service once at the Sadharan Brahmo Samaj 
Prayer Hall and once at the Sangat and delivered a 
lecture on ‘’Raja Ram Mohun Roy and Universal Reli- 
gion” in connection with the last Maghotsav. He went 
to Kakina to take part in the local Maghotsav, where 
he conducted divine service on various occasions, deli- 
vered a lecture on the ‘Path to Spiritual Endeavour” 
and expounded passages from religious books. He took 
part in the celebration of the anniversary of the founda- 
tion of the Harinabhi Brahmo Samaj. At Bogra he con- 
ducted divine service on different occasions and delivered 
two! lectures in connection with the Utsav of the local 
Brahmo Samaj. He conducted divine service also in some 
families and presided at the distribution of prizes to the 
girls of the school attached to the local Brahmo Samaj. 
At Faridpur he took part in the Utsav of the local 
Brahmo Samaj, delivering lectures and conducting divine 
service. While staying in the Khasi Hills for a month 
and a half during the second quarter, he took part in the 
anniversary of the Shelia Brahmo Samaj and visited 
Shelia also on another occasion. He conducted divine 
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service, delivered sermons and an address there. He 
visited Nongjiri where he conducted divine service, gave 
an address and initiated a woman into Brahmoism. He 
conducted divine service and distributed medicines whilst 
at Cherrapunji. At Shillong he conducted divine service 
at the Khasi Hills Brahmo Samaj. He went to Darjeeling 
for a change where he conducted the weekly service on 
Sunday. He has latterly been in popr health and living 
at Shiuong and Cherrapunji. 

Babu Gurudas Chakravarti as the Resident Minister of 
^ JO.-. Brahmo Samaj conducted 

Babu Gurudas Chakra- regularly the congregational service 

'■ of the Samaj on Sundays. He also 

conducted the service held every morning in the Mandir. 
He visited families and held prayer meetings in private 
houses and also acted as minister in domestic ceremonies. 
He acted as the Editor of the Sevak (Patrika) and regu- 
larly contributed to it. As President of the local 
Students’ Weekly Service, he presided over its meetings 
and delivered lectures. He regularly prayed with the 
Sunday School students and teachers, and taught a 
class there. He presided at the Students’ Sangat 
and Mahila Sangat and prayed with them. He also 
took part in other works of the Samaj, received 
visitors and carried on extensive correspondence 
which took up much of his time ; he regularly 
went to Narayanganj and conducted service on Friday 
evening in the local Samaj Mandir. He took part 
in the anniversary celebration of the local Samaj and 
also in the Kesabchandra Sen memorial meeting. 
During the Maghotsav, he conducted devine service 
and delivered lectures at Dacca and then went to 
Calcutta where he took part in the Utsava, conduct- 
ing service in the Sadharan Brahmo Samaj Prayer 
Hall, at the Bhowanipur Sammilan Brahmo Samaj 
and in the* Sadhanasram. He delivered one lecture 
in connection with the Students’ Weekly Service and held 
prayer meetings at private houses and took part in the 
deliberations of the Asram and the Samaj. He went to 
Mjrmensingh in April and stayed there for a week. He 
delivered a lecture, conducted divine service in the Mandir, 
taught in the Sunday school, presided at meetings at 
private houses. He went to Calcutta twice and stayed 
there for a fortnight. He conducted service at the 
Sadharan Brahmo Samaj ' Mandir, in the Asram and 
private houses. Prom the 3rd week of June to the 3rd 
week of July he was confined to bed on account of an 
attack of fever. He took part in tlie Bhadrotsava and in 
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the anniversary of the Students’ Weekly Sesvice. He 
again went to Mymensingh and took part in the Bast 
Bengal Brahmo Conference. Then he visited Comilla, 
Chittagong and Kaoraid doing mission work. With his 
feeble health he was doing all he could for the Dacca 
congregation. Besides these he took part in the manage* 
ment of some philanthropic institutions. 

Babu Kasi Chandra Ghosal — During the Ma^hotsay at 
Baba Kasi Chandra Calcutta he conducted divine service 
Ghosal delivered a lecture at the anm* 

yersary of the Sangat, occasionally con- 
ducted divine service at the Sadhanasram and in one 
of its monthly Utsavs. He took part in the Sangat 
and in the daily evening service held in the Prayer Hall. 
He officiated as rpinister in a number of domestic 
ceremonies and in some family prayer meetings. Early in 
January he was sent to Rajshahi to take part in the 
anniversary celebrations of the Boalia Brahmo Sathaj, 
and in March he went out on a mission tour and visited 
B^rhampur, Kusthea and Kumarkhali, He took part in 
the anniversary celebration of the Paridpur Brahmo 
Samaj in the early part of April when, besides conducting 
divine service and delivering lectures, he held a discussion 
with the students of the schools and the college on religi- 
ous topics. He went from there to Assam but came to 
Kakina to take part in the anniversary celebrations of 
the Kakina Brahmo Samaj. He went back to Assam 
and visited Dhubri, Gauhati, Dibrugar and Tejpur 
conducting divine service, delivering lectures and holding 
religious discussions. Soon after his return from the 
mission tour in Assam he was attacked with apoplexy.' 
We are glad to be able to say that he has been slowly 
progressing towards recovery. 

Babu Hemchandra Sarkar — he was in charge of the 
Sadhanasram and in that connection 
Baba Hemchandra be during the greater part of 

Sarkar. year, in Calcutta, where besides . 

looking alter the work of the Sadhanasram, he tried to 
make himself useful to the work of the Sadharan Brahmo 
Samaj. He conducted divine service, held classes for the 
Sadhanartbis and visited Brahmo families. He went on a 
mission tour to Southern India for over nearly three i 
months in the course of which he visited Berhampore, 
Vizag%patam, Pithapuram, Cocanada, Rajahmundry, 
Bezwada, Madras, Tinnevely, Anasthanam, PuthMally, 
Aleppi, Calicut and Mangalore. He also visited Kama, 
Murshidabad and Cuttack in the course of the year.

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A considerable part of his time and attention was 
occupied by the work of the Sivanath Memorial Scheme. 
He spent about two months at Kurseong, for the 
benefit of his health, when he conducted a weekly public 
divine service.

Wherever he went he 
conducted divine service, sang hymns, delivered speeches, 
held katbakata meetings and visited Brahmo families.

Khasi Hills Brahmo Mission. 

There present 12 Samajesin the difierent parts of 
the Khasi Hills. Five workers of whom 3 are permanent 
and 2 temporary, worked in difierent centres of the 
Mission. They conducted divine service, worked as 
teachers in schools managed by the mission and' distri* 
bated medicine to the sick. There are 9 lower primary 
schools conducted by the mission, of which 4 were started 
during the year under report. 

Babus Lalitmohan Das and Annadacharan Sen were 
deputed by the S. B. Samaj to study the condition of the 
Mission as has been mentioned before. They visited 
almost all the centres, held prayer meetings, delivered 
lectures and came in contact with the workers and 
members of the Brahmo Samajes by which the 
mission was highly benefited. Mrs, Sarada Manjari 
Datta on her way to Shillong from the Eastern Bengal 
Conference visited some of the Samajes and did some 
mission work among the members of the Brahmo Samajes 
which also was much appreciated, 


Sevakmandali. 

Every member of our community should corfsider him- 
self a lay worker and must do what he can for the 
furtherance of the cause of our Church. The Samaj 
welcomes the services of every one of its members. It is 
for this reason as well as for supplementing the work of 
the missionaries who are so few in number, that the lay 
members of the Samaj doing mission and other work 
have been organised under ,the name of the Sevakman- 
dali since 1903. During the year under report there were 
58 members of the Mandali who worked, as in previous 
years, at different centres : — Agra, Bankipur, Baranagore, 
Barisal, Burma, Bombay, Calcutta, Chittagong, Cqmilla, 
Cuttack, Dacca, Deoghar, Dehradun, Dinajpur, Faridpur, 
Giridih, Hazaribagh, Khasi Hills, Indore, Lahore, 
Lucknow, Madras, Mangalore, Mymensingh, Patiala, 
Kaigunge, Rangoon, and other places. They conducted 
divine service, delivered addresses, held conversational 
meetings, visited families, wrote books, edited papers, 
contributed articles to them and worked in connection 
with the several institutions of the Samaj. 

Special mention' should be made of the work of the 
following members of the Sevakmandali who have devot- 
ed their whole time to the service of the Samaj

Family Services : — Officiated in 30 domestic 
ceremonies.

Babu Sudhir Chandra Banerjee — During the first quarter 
Babu Sudhirchandra he conducted divine service in the Brah- 
Banerjee. mo Samajes at Calcutta, Bhawanipur, 

Bombay, Ahmedabad and Vaso. 

He delivered lectures in Calcutta in connection with the 
Devalaya, and in Bombay, and Nadiad. 

He made arrangements for starting a Released Prisoners’ 
Aid Society in Ahmedabad and a Widows’ Home at Dakor, 
a great place of pilgrimage in Gujrat. 

He has contributed some articles to magazines, and is 
now engaged in doing some literary work. 

During the second quarter most of his time was spent 
in mission tours in the Deccan, part of which being spent 
at Pandharpur, where he was deputed by the Managing 
Committee of the i. ^mbay Prarthana Samaj to supervise the 
management for a certain period. He was able to visit the 
following places in connection with his mission |our: (i) 
Poona, (2) Hyderabad., (3) Pandharpur and (4) Ahmedna- 
gar. At Poona he delivered two lectures, one in the Hari 
Mandir (Prarthana Samaj) Hall and another in the Bengali 
Club premises. The subject of the first lecture was the 
“Present Situation and the Brahmo Movement” and that of 
the second was “Bengalees as Sojourners in other Lands.* In 
Hyderabad (Deccan) he officiated in the Namkaran ceremony 
of two children, delivered two lectures — one on the “Ideal 
of the Brahmo Samaj*’, and the other on the “Religion of the 
Upanishads”, conducted service in connection with the 
anniversary, joined the members in their several conferences 
regarding the welfare of the Samaj, visited almost all the 
members of the Samaj and talked with many of them on 
our ideal of leading .a holy life. He visited Ahinednagore— 
conducted service one day in the Mandir and initiated into 
Brahmoism 5 gentlemen of the place, presided over a meet- 
ing ifi the Mission Hall where Prof. Jog of the Fergusson 
College was the speaker, presided over another meeting of 
the Depressed classes, where Prof. Chiplunkar of Prof. 
Karve’s University and Mr. Bapat of the Deccan Education 
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Society were the speakers, spoke also at a Depressed Classes 
school, along with Messrs. Bapat and J. N. Vaidya. At 
Pandharpur besides supervising the management he conduct- 
ed service also at times. Besides the above, he conducted 
service in the Bombay Prarthana Samaj, in an ordinary 
family service in the house of Mr. G, B. Trivedi on the 
occasion of his son’s going to England for study, and 
organized a friendly gathering for weekly prayer service in a 
friend's house. In Ahmedabad he conducted service in the 
Samaj on two Sundays and initiated a young student into 
Biahmoism on one of these days and organized a Saturday 
Bhagabat Geeta class and a Bhajan Mandali in the Mandir, 
a Sunday School for children on Sundays and family services 
on week days. Some of his time was also spent in working 
out the. details for starting a Released Prisoners’ Aid Society 
— a beginning of which work was made in March last. He 
was during the third and fourth quarters working in connec- 
tion with the Famine Relief at Satpara in the district 
of Puri as has been mentioned elsewhere. He returned late 
in December ill from strain and worry from his work. 

Sadhanasram. 

Inspite of various difficulties and discouragements the 
Brahmo Sadhanasram has, by the grace of God, been 
able to render considerable service to the cause of the 
Brahmo Samaj during the year. Early in the year most 
of the workers assembled at the headquarters in Calcutta 
on the occasion of the Maghotsav and spent a short time 
together in spiritual fellowship and conference about the 
new year’s work. Babu Satis Chandra Cbakravarti has 
permanently removed to Calcutta since the beginning of 
the year where he has been working as the Minister of 
the Bhowanipore Sammillan Samaj. Babu Hemendranath 
Datta also has permanently settled in Calcutta. Both of 
them have been helping in the work of the Asram. Babu 
Srirang Vehari Lai has been appointed Headmaster of 
the Rammohun Roy Seminary at Bankipore in the place 
of Babu Satis Chandra Chakravarti. The Rammohun 
Roy Seminary, a High School for boys, now affiliated 
to the Patna University, worked fairly satisfactorily 
during the year. A congregation associated with the 
Sadharan Brahmo Samaj was maintained and met 
regularly for divine service in the premises of the Ram- 
mohun Roy Seminary. Besides the work at Bankij^ur 
centre, three Branch Asrams were maintained dunng 
the year at Lahore, Dacca and Madras ; a detailed 
account of the Branch Asrams will be found below. 
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Besides the regular Branch Asrams, permanent centres 
of work have been opened in Ganjam and Travancore 
from where good work has been done in the neighbouring 
places. Soon after the Maghotsav, Mr. Mahendra 
Pattanaik and Mr. Sivaprasad, who had been accepted 
as Candidate Workers on the 12th Magh last, were sent 
to work in Madras Presidency. Mr. Pattanaik worked 
in connection with the Madras Branch of the Sadhan- 
asram for a few months and was afterwards trans- 
ferred to Ganjam, w'here he worked with Berhampur as 
his headquarters. Mr. Sivaprasad after two years’ 
sojourn in Northern India returned to the West Coast 
early in the year and has been working enthusiastically 
in Malabar and Travancore. As the result of his labours 
the nucleus of'three promising Brahmo Samajes has been 
formed at Anasthanam, Pathupally and Mangaj[am in 
middle Travancore. Already thirty-three persons have 
been initiated into Brahmo Dharma and the foundation 


stone of a Brahmo Mandir has been laid at Anasthanam. 
The outlook in Travancore is very encouraging. ,Mr. 
R. Balkrishna Rao who had been working in the Ganjam 
District with much appreciation for the last few years 
removed to Vizagapatam about the middle of the last 
year as there were no workers in that district. He has 
already been able to form a Prarthana Samaj at Vizaga- 
patam City. Weekly service is being held regularly there 
and the average attendance has risen steadily to from 
10 to about 30. A Theistic Library and Reading Room 
called the Sivanath Library has recently been 
opened. Mr. Balkrishna Rao has also been visiting the 
neighbouring towns, and Vizagapatam promises to be 
no less fruitful a soil for our cause than the neighbouring 
districts. Mr. G. Y. Chitnis, who had been in the 
Sadhanasram for some time, has been working in 
Bombay. Besides teaching in the school of the Bombay 
Prarthana Samaj he tried to advance our cause in various 
ways. Mr. Lakshman R. Garu who was sent to the Mead- 
ville Theological School, America, in August, 1 919, conti- 
nued to make good progress there. Mr. Hariprasad. ot 
Ahinedabad, who was in the Asram under traimng for 
some time, returned to his native place early in we year 
and has been trying to further the cause of the Brahmo

hymns, prayer and meditation. There was a special 
Sankirtan on Wednesday evenings, in which many 
friends joined. On Saturday evenings, open air meetings 
with Sankirtan and addresses were held in the pnblie 
squares of Calcutta throughout the year. 

The Lahore Branch. 

The Lahore Branch of the Sadhanasram, whieh had 
been started with a view to further the cause of the 
Brahmo Samaj in the Punjab and Sindh, has been 
gradually weakened by the passing away, one by one, 
of the workers who joined it at the beginning. Bhai Sita- 
ram, with an exemplary devotion, has, however, still kept 
the firg burning. The Lahore Asram has a. building of its 
own with a spacious hall and a suite if rooms. As there are 
not^ many workers in residence now, the rooms are being 
utilised as a hostel for students. During the year Bhai 
Raiqkishen, Lala Prakas Lai, besides Bhai Sitaram, lived 
in the Asram during different periods. Weekly Divine 
Service was held in the Asram. The Brahma Praebarak, 
the Urdu fortnightly journal, which was being conducted 
by the Lahore Sadhanasram for many years past 
had to be discontinued in the course of the year for want 
of workers. As in previous years, the Lahore Branch 
could still supervise the work of the existing Brahmo 
Samajes in the Punjab and Beluchisthan and organise 
missionary visits to several places in those provinces. 

Dacca Sadhanasram* 

Babu Gurudas Chakravarti was in charge of the Dacca 
Sadhanasram. Babu Abinashchandra Lahiri, a helper 
of the Sadhanasram, assisted in its work. During the 
year under report Babu Hari Narayan Sen removed to 
Dacca, and has been a source of much strength. Divine 
service was held every morning in the East Bengal 
Brahmo Samaj Mandir. 

Madras Sadhanasram. 

The branch of the Sadhanashram that had been 
started at Madras in 1919 was continued throughout 
the year under report. Mr. E. Subbukrishnaya remained 
in charge of it. Babu Debendranath Mitra was also 
at Madras during the greater part of the year. Mr. 
Mahendra Pattanaik was in the Madras Asram during 
the earlier part of the year. The Asram did not, however, 
make commensurate progress. Divine service was 
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conducted daily, though it had to be discontinued when 
all the_ workers happened to be away. The workers 
helped in the work olF the Southern India Brahmo Samaj. 
Some work was done among students. Several mission 
tours in difierent parts of the Presidency were organised 
during the year. 

Sadhanasram, Seva-seotlon. 

The Seva-section (the philanthropic department) of the 
Sadhanasram, which is registered under Act !XXI of 
1860 as a charitable organisation and is managed by a 
governing body, had two institutions under it during the 
year, viz. the Dacca Hindu Widows’ Home and the Society 
for the Improvement of the Backward Classes, Bengal and 
Assam. Both the institutions made satisfactory progress 
during the year. The Dacca Widows’ Home has been 
removed to a larger house in order to provide accommoda- 
tion for the increasing number of applicants and to open 
a technical department. There were nineteen widows in 
the home at the close of the year, two of whom joined 
the Senior Vernacular Training class attached to the Bden 
H.E. School for girls, and the rest received education in the 
Home School. The Government of Bengal has increased 
the grant to the Home School to Rs. 150 from Rs. 77 a 
month, besides an additional grant of Rs 30 a month for 
the hostel. As soon as funds permit a technical depart- 
ment will be opened. The management of the Home is 
vested in a committee consisting of twelve ladies and 
gentlemen with Mrs. P. K. Bose as Secretary. The 
Home has been fortunate in securing the services of Mrs. 
Chinmoyee Das as Superintendent and of Miss Santilata 
Bose, who besides teaching in the Home School, looks after 
the management of the Home. 

The Society for the Improvement of the Backward 
Classes, Dacca and Assam, made steady progress during 
the year. At the close of the financial year there were 329 
schools under the Society with a total of 11,195 pupils 
of whom 2,760 were girls. The Society has been able to 
extend its work to Dhubri and Maulavi Bai^r in Assam. 
It has got its schools in 14 districts in Bengal viz., Hughli, 
Khulna, Howrah, Nadia, 24-Perganas, Burdwan, Jessore, 
Birbhum, Tipperah, Noakhali, Barisal, Dacca, Mymen- 
singh and Paridpur. 

Babu Hari Narayan Sen, one of the Workers of the 
Sadhanasram, who has devoted himself to the work of 
the amelioration of the condition of the backwazd 
classes, laboured indefatigably throughout the year, 

3 
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Besides visiting the schools of the Society, he organised 
meetings, delivered addresses, held conferences and in 
various other ways furthered the object of the Society. 
Rai Sahib Raj Mohun Das continued to be the Secretary 
of the Society and carried on its work with his usual 
devotion and earnestness. The total receipts during year 
were Rs. 17,032-12-6 and total expenditure Rs.lO, 095-0-3. 

Babu Adinath Chatterjee stayed at Giridih during the 
year, where he often acted as minister 
ChatSe? in the (Sunday) weekly divine service 

and during the utsavs of the local SamaJ 
— such as the Bengali New Year’s Day utsay, the Bbadrot- 
sav, the utsav on the last day of the year, the annivers- 
ary of the consecration of the local mandir, and the 
annual utsav of the Samaj. He took part in the discus- 
sion of the Students’ Weekly Service, addressed its meet- 
ings, visited Brahmo families and conducted divine service 
in family prayer meetings as well as in many domestic 
ceremonies. He held divine service almost regularly parti- 
cularly in threfe families. He contributed articles to the 
Tattwakaumudi and worked in connection with the re- 
vision of the Sangit, 


Babu Barada Prasanna Roy was in Calcutta during the 
_ , _ , „ greater part of the year, where he con-

families. He delivered addresses at the open air meetings 
in the public squares of Calcutta almost every week 
throughout the year and helped in the work of the 
Sadhanasram in various ways.. He paid a visit to Ram- 
purhat to take part in the anniversary of the local 
Samaj and also visited Bhagalpur and Nalhati where he 
conducted divine service and performed Katbakata. On 
account of the infirmities of old age, he could not go much 
out of Calcutta, but made himself useful to the Brahmo 
Samaj in Calcutta to the best of his abilities. 

Babu Satischandra Chakravarti took charge of the 
B u c X- .. A Bhawanipore Sammilan Brahmo 
Samaj in the beginning of the year as 
its resident responsible Minister and 
worked earnestly in that capacity throughout the year. 
Besides conducting divine service in the Bhawanipore 
Mandir almost every week and in many families on 
occasions of domestic ceremonies, he organised a Students’ 
Weekly Service and a Sunday Moral Training School at 
Bhawanipore. He also conducted divine service in the 
Calcutta Prayer Hall of the Sadharan Brahmo Samaj and 
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in the Calcutta Sadhanasram. He revised and prepared 
for press the second edition of the Autobiography of 
Pandit Sivanath Sastri. 


Babu Amritalal Gupta — For four months of the year he

conducted divine service in families and in domestic cere- 


monies. He stayed for a month and a half at Contai,

and held religious discussion in many families. He also 
stayed at Banamalichatta, a village in Contai, where 
he conducted divine service and delivered addresses.

Babu Harinarayan Sen worked in connection with the 
Society for the Improvement of the 
Backward Classes throughout the year. 
During the earlier part of the year he 
had his headquarters at Berash, but subsequently he re- 
moved to Dacca. During the greater part of the year he 
had to tour in the interior of Dacca, M^mensingh, and 
other districts, inspecting schools, organising conferences 
and meetings, giving addresses, conducting.divine service 
and sankirtan and helping and encouraging the backward 
communities in various other ways. While at Dacca he 
conducted flivine service and at Berash he gave fhoral 
instruction to the students of the Sivanath M. E. School. 

Mr. Sivaprasad worked in Malabar and Travancore

^ ■ where he visited many places, includ-

Mr. R. Balkrishna Rao worked under the auspices of 
the Andhra Brahmo Mandali in the 
Ganjam and Yizagapatam districts of 
Madras Presidency. During the first 
half of the year hi^ headquarter was at Berhampore ; 
subsequently he removed to Vizagapatam, where he has 
been able to organise a Samaj. Besides paying missionary 
visits to the important towns in the Ganjam and Vizaga- 
patam districts, he visited about fifty villages in the two

Besides distributing doles 
of rice and cloths amongst the famine-stricken, he held 
kirtan at Satpara every Wednesday with the villagers 
and inspected the surrotlnding villages with Sudhir Babu 
to study the condition of the people. He also 'with the 
assistance and encouragement of Sudhir Babu picked up 
orphans from different places of the famine-stricken area 
and worked for them. Thus in the Relief Field he strenu- 
ously worked from 5th October to the end of November. 
Relief work over, he came to Cuttack with the orphans 
and was in charge of them. He induced Mr. and Mrs. 
Kshetra Mohan Sahu of Golabandha, Ganjam, to devote 
theiy life to this orphanage work and gave them the 
charge of the orphanage and went out to collect the 
promised subscriptions for Sivanath Memorial fund from 
Ganjam and Cuttack.

Divine Service— Divine service was, by the Grace of God, 
held in the Mandir on every Sunday , morning and evening, 
throughout the year, besides special services held on the 
occasion of the Bengali New year, the Bhadrotsab and 
the anniversaries of the passing away of Pandit Sivanath 
Sastri, Raja Rammohun Roy and Pandit Bhuban- 
mohan Kar. Besides the above, there has also been a 
daily short service with conversation on devotional 
matters .in the Mandir every evening. 

Liffbts and fans . — The electric lights and fans in the 
Mandir have at a repairing cost of about Rs. 150 been for 
the present placed, it is hoped, on a fairly satisfactory 
footing. What is now most wanted in this connection 
for the Pbrafort of the Congregation is about 3 new fans. 

The Organ— It has not been found possible for want 
of funds either to thoroughly repair the organ or to pur- 
chase a new one. 

The Catpets (GaiicAas)— Though urgently needed, 
their renewal has not yet been practicable owing to the 
very high prices at present demanded for such material. 
Cotton sheets for spreading over the old carpets are all 
that has been found possible to provide for the comfort 
of those using the carpets. 

Special Donations— k donation of Rs. 60 each from 
Mrs. M. M. Bose and Mrs. Sarojmohan Bose, for which 
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the congregation is very grateful, has been of great help 
in its present condition of necessity. 

Members— The number of members on the roll of the 
Congregation on 31st December last was 301. 

library — Except that the benches have been repaired, 
nothing has this year been added to the Library in the 
way of furniture. Books to the value of Ks. 42-4-0 
have been recently jjurchased for the Library, while of 
the Rs. 75, the Municipal grant for 1919-20, Ks. 65-1-0 
were spent on books, the remainder being spent on 
periodicals and magazines. Some more books, not 
locally available, have also been ordered from abroad 
through Messrs, Newman & Co., but these have not 
arrived yet. As for the Municipal grant ofRs. 75 for 
1920-21, it has been applied for. The thanks of the Con- 
gregation are due to the* Calcutta Corporation for this 
grant. 

Income and Expenditure . — The receipts from 1st 
January to 31st December, 1920 are Rs. 1312-10-0, and 
Expenditure Rs. 1166-13-6, while the debts are —

Baranagore Working Men’s Mission. 


This Mission was organised by Mr. Sasipada Banerjee 
, and it is maintained out of the inter- 

Rs. 1000 each, subsequently convert- 


ed into one of Rs. 2000) placed in the hands of the 
Executive Committee by Mr. Banerji in the year 1903, for 
preaching “practical religion and morality” among the 
workingmen of Baranagore. The work of the Mission 
is being continued with energy an4. Lay workers have 
visited the place frequently. The workingmen have 
been in great distress since the beginning of the war 
in Europe and many of them have gone away to difier- 
ent places in search of employment, which has reduced 
the number of those who attended the Service. From 
July 1920, Mr. Anathkrishna Seal has undertaken the 
work of visiting the place regularly almost every week 
and it is hoped there will soon be an improvement in tlfe- 
Service. 
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Lay Workers’ Mission— Suburban Seotion. 

This society was orgainsed on the 17th July, 1917,

of the society, attempt is being made to visit Barnagore 
every week and Mr. Anath Krishna Seal has undertaken 
the work for the year. Mr. Amrita Kumar Datta has 
also been trying to visit Harinavi more frequently. 
Mention should be made how Mr. Surjya Kumar 
Chatterjee in his old age ( he is bordering on 80 ) and 
broken health, has always been trying to help the work 
of the mission at Harinavi. 

Publications. 


As the publications of the Samaj are a notable part of 
our mission work, helping us to carry its message far 
and wide, great importance is necessarily attached to 
tkem. The official organs of the Samaj are the Indian 
Messenger, an English weekly, and the Tattvakaumudi, 
a Bengali fortnightly ; the former was edited by Babu 
Pratulchandra Som and the latter by Babu Baradakanta 
Bose, during the year. Both these papers, as is inevitable in 
the case of propagandist organs, had to be conducted at a 
heavy deficit; abnormal rise in the price of paper and print- 
ing materials had no small share in adding to our difficul- 
ties ; it is earnestly hoped that their Church papers will 
be more largely subscribed by the members of our Samaj, 
and their subscriptions should be paid more regularly. 
Besides the above two, there were otheh papers all owned 
and conducted by some members of our Samaj, which have 
also greatly contributed towards the propagation of 
the principles of our church in different parts of the coun- 
try. Our thanks are due to the editors and proprietors of 
the Sevak, a monthly magazine of the East Bengal Brahmo 
Conference, the Brahmobadi of Barisal, the Dharmasadhan 
of Cocanada and the Subodb Patrika of Bombay.. 

Affiliated Institutions. 


The Sangat met in the Mandir every Tuesday and

chiefly devotional and practical. In 
a manner it has expanded into*the weekday service and 
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conversation meetings, which were held regularly. On 
the completion of the second year of the commencement 
of this service, an utsav was held on the 27th May last. 
Pandit Sitanath Tattvabhushan and Dr. P. K. Achaiji 
conducted service in the morning and evening respectively 
and Babu Krishna Kumar Mitra presided at a conference 
on “Sadhan” held in the afternoon. Babus Abinash 
Chandra Banerji, Lalitkumar Chakravarti and Barada- 
prasanna Kay spoke on the occasion. 


The Students’ 

The Students’ Week- 
ly Service. 


Weekly Swrvice celebrates its 42nd 
anniversary this year. It was started 
on the 27th of April 1879 by the late 
Pandit Sivanath Sastri and Mr. Ananda 


Mohan Bose for promoting religious culture among the 
present generation of Students (Vide Annual Report, 
S- B. Samaj, 1879). Since its foundation it 
passed through various stages of growth and pro- 
gress. For the first two years, discussion meet- 
ings used to be regularly organised in which 
social and religious questions of a very wide range 
were discussed. The Service was remodelled in 1895, 
greater emphasis began to be laid on theological 
studies and questidns of religious culture. The institu- 
tion was reorganised in 1902 and again in 1904, since 
when temperance work has become an integral part ©f 
the activities of the Service. Prayer meetings and 
divine services, social gatherings, conversations and 
conferences have all along figured largely in the plan 
of its work. 


General work oi the Service .‘r-During the year under 
review there were lectures and discussion meetings. 
Social gatherings were also organized, which were muah 
appreciated by the members. Special efforts were made 
during this session to revive interest in discussion meet- 
ings. As in previous years there were several memorial 
meetings organised by the Service. The Executive Com- 
mittee met 12 times during the year. The Service has now 
340 members. The 41st Anniversary of the S. W. S. was 
celebrated on Saturday, the 31st. January, 1920. The 
morning was devoted to divint service conducted by Mr. 
Satishchandra Chakravarti. At noon a conference was 
held under the presidency of Mr. Bijoychadra Mazumdar, 
in which several ladies and gentlemen took part. In the 
evening Sir P. C. Ray delivered a lecture on the Past 
and Present” in Bengali. . . .

The Fraternities — In accordance with the new constitu- 
tion of the S. W. S. four Fraternities— Devotional, Social, 
Educational and Temperance— have been organised : 

(1) The Devotional Fraternity— was in the charge of 
Mr. Amal Kumar Siddhanta. It met regularly once a 
week, except during the holidays. The works of Raja 
Bammohun Ray were regularly studied and interesting 
discussions on various religious topics were held. 

(2) The Social Fraternity— was in change of Mr. 
Asoke Chatterji. 

(3) The Educational Fraternity— Mr. Amiya Kumar 
Sen was in charge of this Fraternity at firstr' He was 
succeeded by Mr. Satish Sen. The Fraternity organised 
two study circles— on literature and sociology — each 
meeting once a week at 210-2, Cornwallis Street. The 
attendance was large and regular and the members took 
keen interest, throughout the year, in the work done. 
Prof. B. C. Majumdar, Dr. Seal and Mr. Kshitimohan 
Sen ampng others, kindly encouraged the members by 
their frequent presence, and took active part in the dis- 
cussions. In the eaJflier part of the year. Prof. B. C. 
Majumdar held regular- classes on Sociology and 
towards the latter part, Dr. Seal gave highly interesting 
and instructive discourses on the evolution of art and 
literature, socialism in ancient India, the message of 
Rammohun in relation to human progress etc. Mr. 
Kshitimohan Sen gave an interesting account of the 
religious movements in mediaeval India, The members 
regularly studied the works of Rabindranath Tagore 
with great interest and profit and discussed his message 
to mankind and contributions to modern thought and 
spiritual movements. Besides this, the members oceasion- 
ally wrote papers on various topics which were read and 
discussed. 

(4) The Temperance Fraternity — has been recently 
started. Mr. Jnananjan Neogi has been put in charge 
of it. 

On the whole the work of the Fraternities has been

Educational Work. 

Diffusion of knowledge, which is considered by the 
Brahmo Samaj as an important and sacred work, has 
been carried on zealously since its foundation, by mean^ 
of schools and colleges for boys and girls of all classes of 
people. Many of our members, both ladies and gentle- 
men, have devoted, themselves to the cause of educatiou 
and made it their life’s vocation. Of the educational in- 
stitutions directly under the control of the Samaj, the 
following have sent in their annual reports 

City College. 

Short History. 

The City School was founded in 1879. F. A. classes 
were opened in 1881, and B.a. classes in 1884'. Both the 
School and College belong to a Society registered under 
Act XXI of 1860 ; the name of the Society has been chang-; 
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ed from the “City College Institution” to the *‘Brahmo 
Samaj Education Society.” The management of the 
institution is vested in a Council consisting of the

Courses of study. 

The College prepares students for the b.a. Examina- 
tion in English ( Pass and Honours), Sanskrit (Pass and' 
Honours), Philosophy (Pass and Honours), Persian, His- 
tory and Political Philosophy ; for the B.Sc. Examina- 
tion, in Mathemetics (Pass and Honours), Physics and 
Chemistry *, and for the Intermediate Examinations in 
Arts and Science, in English, Sanskrit, Persian, Logic, 
History, Mathematics, Chemistry and Physics. 

Numerical Strength. 

The number of students on the rolls, on the 31st. 
August, 1920, was 1860. 


Staff. 

The total strength of the College staff in September, 
1920 consisted of Twenty-one Professors, aiaf Lecturers, 
X)ne . Moulvi, five Tutors, Seven Demonstrators, a 
Librarian and an assistant Librarian. The office staff 
consisted of a Head Clerk, a Cashier, three Clerks, one 
Typist and a Caretaker. 

Dr. Hiralal Haidar has been serving the College as 
Honorary Professor for the last five years. 
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Free Studentships and Scholarships. 

One hundred and eleven students were granted free 
and half-free studentships. The pecuniary assistance 
given to students in the form of concessions regarding 
fees amounted to about Rs. 5000 a year. There are three 
scholarships, founded by the sons of the late Mr. 
A.M. Bose, and by the late Mr. H. Bose, the tortil 
donations amounting to Rs. 6,400. Ten more, scholar- 
ships are given by the college on the results of the 
quarterly and annual examinations. 

Charity Fund. 

There, is a Charity Fund attached to the college for 
the benefit of the poor students, which is contributed to 
mainly by the members of the staff. Some members of the 
Council contributed Rs. 99 to it during the last session. 

Religious and Moral Instruction. 

(1) Divine Service was conducted every Sunday, 
except during vacations, at the Rammohan Ray Hostel, 
by the Principal or some other member of the staff or 
of the Council. 

(2) Lectures on moral and religious subjects were 
occasionally delivered in the College Hall by the members 
of the staff. 


Theological Faculty. 

In connection with the College a Theological Faculty 
was started two years ago. It was intended that 
the Theological Faculty should provide instruction 
in Theology, not only for the students of the College, but 
also for young men preparing themselves for the mission 
work of the Brahmo Samaj. Regular classes on the 
Bhagavadgita and the Upanishads were held by Pandit 
Sitanath Tattwabhushan and Prof. Satischandra 
Chatterjee. 

Provident Fund. 

The amount standing to the credit of the Provident 
Fund on 31st May, 1920 was Rs. 45,319-1-7. The 
College has to contribute Rs. 267-3-6 monthly to the 
Fund. 


Some work done by the Students of the 
♦ City Colllegb. 

Students ofthe City College are conducting a Night 
School where sons of poor people get their educati^. 
During the last Tamluk flood about, 50 students of the 
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College went to Tamluk to relieve the distress of the 
suflFerers from the flood. The students have contributed 
Rs 100 to the Yikrampur Relief Fund and Rs 70 to the 
Tamluk Fund.

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City College School, Calcutta. 

The affairs of the School department are directly 
managed by a Sub-Committee consisting of 5 members, 
working under the College Council. 

The School has all along endeavoured not simply to 
qualify students for the University Examination, but also 
to impart wholesome moral instruction to them. Hours 
have been set apart for moral training in each class and 
suitable text-books have been prescribed for the purpose. 
.The City Union, a society attached to the school and the 
Ashabahini (the Band of Hope) meet on Saturdays. The 
day’s work in class commences with a prayer in which 
both the teacher and the students join. 

Certain special features have been introduced into the 
school since its removal to the old college building— e.g., 
the holding of English conversation classes for two 

hours daily by a European lady* teacher. Drill and 
Drawing classes, besides regular lessons in Music. A 
Poor Fund has also been started for helping poor 
meritorious boys. 

The instructive staff consisting of 29 teachers, mostly 
Brahmos, met in conference several times during the year 
and discussed various subjects relating to the improve- 
ment of the School. 

The numerical strength on the 31st December 1^^ 
was 614, against 627 on the corresponding date of the , 
preceding year. 

43 boys sat for the Matriculation Examination, of 
whom 39 passed— 14 in the first division, 20 m the 
second division and 5 in the third division. One boy got a 
Government. Junior Scholarship of Rs. 10.

Brahmo Balfka Sikshalaya. 

This school was established in May 1890, by some 
members of the S. B. Samaj and is now under the control of 
a Managing Committeee annually appointed by the 
Executive Committee of the Samaj. The Committee 
during the year under report consisted of ; — Lady Bose, 
Principal H. C. Maitra, Dr.- P. K. Acharji, Prof. S. C. 
Mahalanobis, Babu Paresnath Sen, Mr. S. M. Bose, the 
Lady Principal, Miss Charulata Sen and Mrs. S. C. 
Mukerjee, Secretary. 

The aim of the institution is to combine religious and 
moral training with secular instruction so as to help in 
forming the character of our girls and turn them into useful 
members of society. 

Besides the usual courses of lectures^ steps were taken 
to teach Hygiene to the girls in the Higher classes. Our 
thanks are due to Dr. Jyotiprakas Sarkar, who kindly 
delivered a course of lectures, to Mrs. Pearson for four 
lectures on Child Nursing and to Mrs. Stewart and her 
assistant for lectures on First Aid. 

The staff consisted of 14 teachers, of whom 7 were 
graduates and one Music teacher. 

There were 330 students on the rolls at the close of the 
session ( as against 305 in the previous year ), including 
I Mahomedan, 12 Christians, i Khasia and one from 
Burma. Fourteen girls appeared at the last Matriculation 
Examination, all of whom passed — ii in the First, and 3 
in the Second Division. 

Six girls obtained Government scholarships, one of the 
second and five of the third grade. 

The Girl Guide movement has been introduced into the 
School in a modified form to suit Indian girls. Miss Kitty 
Guha, B.A.. B.T., kindly took charge of this work, 
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The School is in receipt of a monthly grant of Rs. 650 
from Government and the Municipal grant of Rs. 1600 a 
year just covers the rates charged by the Corporation. The 
institution is in urgent need of additional accommodation 
for the hostel and classes owing to its gradual expansion.

A training class for preparing candidates for the Verna- 
cular Teachership Examination was opened in January, 
1920. Fourteen girls appeared at the last annual examina- 
tions, 9 for Senior Certificate, and 5 for the Junior, 
Three of these candidates failed. Of the successful ones, 
8 passed ^ the Senior Certificate Examination and 3 the 
Junior. Three of the Senior Class were placed in class I, 
orie with Distinction, and 5 in class II ; of the Junior 
passes, all the three'^ were placed in class II. The staff 
consisted of one Lady Principal — B, T., and one Assistant 
Mistress. A teacher of hand work was taken in temporarily 
for three months. No tuition fees are charged. The Govern- 
ment made an equipment grant of Rs. 1000 and a monthly 
grant of Rs. 500. 


Brahmo Boys’ School. 

The Brahmo Boys’ Boarding and Day School has com- 
pleted the 17th year of its existence. 

There wei% 205 boys on the rolls of the School, on

Of 
them 23 were Brahmos and the rest Hindus. There were ' 
6 Madrasi and 2 Khasi boys.

only were Brahmos. The Headmaster is also the resident 
Superintendent of the hostel. 

14 boys were sent up for the Matriculation Examina- 
tion.

One boy secured a Junior 
scholarship of Rs. 10. 

The school enjoys a grant-in-aid of Rs. 14 0 a month 
from the Government, Rs. 125 for the 
school and Rs, 15 lor the hostel.

Auditors’ report. 

1. We have found cases of discrepancies between the vouchers 
and the entries in the Registers and cash balance and their 
details. In our opinion the Cash Book, vouchers and other 
Registers ought to be a little more carefully written up 
and a little more carefully checked by the office-bearers. The 
discrepancies have however, all been correted in course of 
audit. From the nature of some of the discrepancies it appears 
that the daily Cash balances in hand were not regularly re- 
conciled. This should invariabl 3 jp^e done. 

2. The accounts of books ibx sale were not kept properly. 
There should be a stock Account of Books to show receipt, issue 
and balance. At present the stock account is kept only for 
Brahmo Sangit. That was verified^ and 9 copies of the book were 
found short. 

3. The following points noticed by the auditors for 1919 aUd 
discussed in the Annual 'meeting of the year have not been 
attended to : 

(a) The last part of item no. 3.— “Steps should be taken 
to realise the amount lying outstanding for a long time on Book 
Account. It is understood that a sum of not less than Rs. 300 
is lying unrealised since 1913. 

(b) The item no. 4. The details of Balances under ‘Deposits* 
and Advances did not agree with the figures shown on the 
Balance sheet. Such descripancies are very irregular. The causes 
should be carefully enquired into and necessary adjustments 
made during the current year to get them re-conciled. Amounts 
lying in the Deposit account since 1916 for which no claim is 
likely to be preferred should be written off to the General Fund 
with special sanction of the Executive Committee instead of 
unnecessarily increasing the balance. Amounts received for the 
purpose of creating permanent Funds and lying in deposit 
accounts for a long time should be transferred to that Fund 
without further delay. 

4. As a result of the auditors’ remarks on items no. 7. of 1919 
the sum of Rs. 200 was realised from Dr. M. L. Mitra as rent 
of his stable, but there is no account to show what balance is 
still due. It is understood that a monthly rent of Rs. 25 is 
re-coverable from the Calcutta Congregration for using the hall 
as Brahmo Samaj Library. But no amount is traceable to have 
been realised, nor is there any account to show the amount as 
out-standing. 

This is regrettable. 

5. The Trust Fund Securities were verified and found to be 
correct. It is gratifying to note that some of the securities here- 
to-fore in Government papers have been turned into stock 
certificates*

6. The Balance sheet has been compiled from the Books o 
the S. B. Samaj, but we cannot certify its correctness until — 

(a) The balances shown on the Balance Sheet against the 
heads Deposits and Advances are verified by details in the 
Registers. The necessity of having it done has been emphasised 
upon for the last two years but unfortunately to very little 
purpose. As a consequence of this a sum of Rupees 12 as per 
voucher dated 31st March 1920 was paid to the Superintendent 
of the Sadhanasram twice without being detected until the 
payee voluntarily returned the amount stating that it was a 
double payment. 

This state of things cannot be stopped until the balances are 
made to reconcile with the details. 

(b) The accounts of the ^limine and the Cyclone Funds 
showing the receipts and disbursements supported by the 
vouchers are submitted to show how the balances returned have 
been arrived at. A few notes supplied as accounts of the 
famine fund are quite inadequate . 

A complete statement showing the amounts outstanding under 
different heads at the end of the year should be prepared just 
after the 31st of December every year and submitted to the 
auditors.

(P'aridpur), Mr. Rohinikanta Roy, (Wablong), Mr. Mano- 
ranjan Banerji, n a., (Myraensingh). 

It was then announced that a special meeting of the 
General Committee would be held on February 10, 1921 
to elect the Executive Committe of the year. 

The next item for the consideration was the resolu- 
tion of the Executive Committee regarding the election 
of Dr. Rabindra Narh Tagore as Honorary member of 
the Samaj. 

The Secretary then read in this regard the recommenda- 
tion of the Executive Committee dated 9th December 1921 
as well as their resolution of the 6th January 1921, and 
on behalf of the executive Committe withdrew the resolu- 
tion of the 9th December recommending the election of Dr. 
R. N. Tagore. 

The President now explained that on a previous 
occasion a resolution was withdrawn by a member 
after having given notice of it, and permitted the 
Secretary to withdraw the resolution of the 9th December 
last. 

But the President afterwards withdrew his ruling on 
the following suggestion by Mr. N. C. Sen being adopted 
by the meeting that the consideration of item No. 4 
in the agenda ( i.e. re, the election ot Dr. Rabindra Nath 
Tagore ) be postponed for one month to enable the 
Secretary to take legal opinion from Messrs. S. R.' Dass, 
I. B. Sen, N. C. Sen, Kunja behary Biswas, Narendra- 
nath Bose, S. N. Haidar and P. Rai Chowdhury, op 
all the legal (luestions involved in this matter, for the. 
consideration and discussion of the members of the 
Somaj. 

The meeting was then adjourned to Saturday, the 26th 
Feb. 1921 at 6-30 i». m. 

The Second adjourned annual meeting of the S. B. 
Somaj was held in the Prayer Hall of the Somaj on Satur- 
day, the 26th February 1921, at 6-30 r. m. 

Mr. K. K, Mitra was in the chair. 

Mr. S. K. Dass read the following, report of the Law- 
yers Committee 

Being of opinion that it will not be to the best interest 
of the Samaj that the disputes which have been referred 
to us should be decided on technical legal grounds, we 
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suggested to those who appeared before us as representing 
the Executive Committee and those who have challenged 
their action that the question whether Dr. Rabindra Nath 
Tagore should or should not be elected an Honorary 
member of the Samaj should be referred to each and every 
member of the Samaj resident in India, whose name now 
appears in the Register of Members ; that in the 
meantime the Executive Committee should withdraw 
their resolution of the 6th Januray conditionally on 
this report being accepted by the members at the 
adjourned annual meeting fixed for, the 26th February 
1921. And that the meeting fixed for the 26th February 
be adjourned to the 9th April or to such other date 
as may be agreed upon at that meeting. The votes 
recorded on such referendum by mofussil members and 
town members who are absent from town or are ill 
are to be taken as votes of such members at such adjourn- 
ed meeting, the rest of the members will have to attend 
the meeting if they wish to record their votes. Should 
the majority of such votes be against such election 
the agenda 4, 5&6 are to be dropped and Dr. R.N, Tagore 
is to be taken as not elected. But if the majority be in 
favour of such election then Dr. K. N. Tagore is to be 
taken as elected. 

As the said representatives agreed that our sugges- 
tion was a good solution of the disputes, we do not 
think it necessary to decide any of the legal { ques- 
tions referred to us and we accordingly do not decide 
any of them. 

If this solution falls through and is not accepted 
by the members at the meeting of the Sad ha ran 
Brahmo Samaj fixed for the 26th inst, then all questions 
will stand in the position in which they were before the 
last adjournment. 

The following resolution of the Executive Committee 
of Feb. 25, 1921 was also read 

That the Executive committe accept the suggestion 
of Messrs. Kunja Hehary Biswas, m.a.h.l., S. R. Dass, Bar- 
at Law, Narendranath Bose, m.a.h.l., I. B. Sen, m.a.b.l., 
Bar-at Law, S. N. Haider, Bar-at Law, N. C. Sen, Bar-at 
Law and P. Kay Chowdhury, Bar-at Law that the ques- 
tion whether Dr. Rabindra Nath Tagore should or should 
not be elected as Honorary Member of the Sadharan 
Brahmo Samaj be referred to each and everv member of 
the Samaj. Resol ve4 further that the Resolution dated the 
6tb January, 1S21 withdrawing their recommendation 
dated the 9th December 1920 becancelled conditionally on 
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the suggestion of the said gentlemen being accepted by the 
members at the meetin^^of the 26th February. Should 
the members refuse to accept the suggestion made by the 
said gentlemen at the adjourned annual meeting fixed for 
the 26th February, then thi^ resolution is to be treated as 
a nullity. 

Mr. Prasanta Chandra Mahalauobis then formally 
moved the following resolution 

On the Keport of the Committee appointed at the last 
meeting and with a yiew to avoid any discussion on the 
disputes which were referred to them, resolved, that the 
suggestions contained in the said report be adopted and 
that the meeting do stand adjourned till such date as may 
be fixed at this meeting. 

Mr. Lalit Mohan Dass, m.a. seconded the resolution. 

On the question of the date of the adjourned meeting 
•being taken up for discussion Mr. P. C, Mahalanobis pro- 
posed and Mr. P. Kai Chowdhury seconded that the ad- 
journed meeting be held on the 19th March 1921. 

Mr. R. K, Guha moved an amendment that the meet- 
ing be held on the 9th April 1921. The amendment was 
lost and the resolution of Air. P. C. Mahalanobis for hold- 
ing the adjourned meeting on Saturday the 19th of March 
1921 at 7 p. M. was carried. 


The adjourned Annual Meeting of the 26th February 
having adopted the suggestion of the seven gentlemen to 
whom all legal ([uestions had been referred on the 28th 
January last and the Executive Committee having cancell- 
ed their resolution of the 6th January, 1921 whereby they 
had withdrawn their recommendation of the 9th December 
1920, and there being no constitutional difficulty now as 
to the election or otherwise of Dr. kabindranath Tagore 
( as Honorary member ) and with the concurrence of the 
Executive Committee, the members of the Sadharan 
Brahmo Samaj ( at the adjourned Annual meeting ) on 
th 6th February having referred to ( all) the members for 
their opinion the question of the election of Dr. Rabindra- 
nath Tagore, the adjourned Annual Merting will be held 
on Saturday the 19th March, 1921 at 6-30 p. M. where 
votes will be taken on the question either by replies in 
writing or upon personal attendance according to the 
rules of the Sadharan Brahmo Samaj as indicated in the 
letters already issued.

The Presi- 
dent having read out the notice of the meeting 
informed the meeting that on the proposal of Mr. 1. B.

The Maghetsav and other Utsavs. 1920. 

The Maghotsav.— Our Great Annual festival, which 
lasted this year 16 days, was, as in previous years, cele- 
brated by the Samaj, in the month of January, with due 
solemnity. Its varied programme afforded joy and. life to 
the men and women, young and old, of our community ; 
and a number of our fellow-believers from distant parts 
of the country came here to join with us. The several 
institutions of the Samaj— the Congregation, the Sadhan- 
asram, the Sangat, the Theological Society, the Student’s 
Weekly Service, the Youngmen’s Association, &. — had 
special days for th** celebration of the Utsav. 

The opening service (Udbodhan) of the Utsav was con- 
ducted in the evening of 17th January by Pandit Nava- 
dwipchandra Das. From that day till the close of the 
Utsav there was every morning and evening, eithertlivine 
service, a lecture or some other event, at the largely 
attended Prayer Hall of the Samaj. On 24th January, 
there was the Nagar Sankirtan in the afternoon, which 
starting from the College Square attracted, as it passed 
through the streets, a large number of people even from 
the orthodox communities; and when the huge procession 
entered the already crowded Matidir in the evening, many 
had to go away disappoined for want of room the 
divine service that followed was conducted by Babu 
Krishnakumar Mitra. 

The 11th of Magh being the anniversary of the founda- 
tion of Brahrao Samaj, there was on the day a whole-day 
Utsav. Men and women began to pour in from the early 
hours' of the morning, and before dawn the spacious 
Mandir was full to overflowing. After the Ushakirtan 
which had gone on till 7 a.m.. Principal Hcrambachandra 
Maitra sat on the pulpit and conducted the morning 
service. From 10 a.m., to 1 n-M. there was a respite to 
enable us to have our breakfast— a love feast provided for 
all by the Utsav Committee. From 1 p. M., there were 
readings from scriptures, given by Babus Lafitmohan 
Das and Satishchandra Chattetjee and at 4 p.m. Prof. 
Rajanikanta Guha conducted divine service in English. 
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After this, there were Sankirtans followed by the evening 
service conducted by Dr. P, K. Acharjee. 

On the Ladies’ day i. e. on the 23rd January Mrs. 
Hemlata Sarkar conducted the morning service in the 
Mandir exclusively for ladies, and divine service was 
also held at the same time for the public, in the hall of 
the City College, 

The Children’s Gathering, which is an occasion of 
great rejoicing for our children; was held on the 28th 
January. On the afternoon, they, finely apparelled, 
assembled at the Prayer Hall, and presented a charming 
spectacle of life and hope. It does one’s heart good to 
see so many of our blooming little children standing 
•silently by their mothers engaged in prayers for their 
health and happiness. After Babus Amritalal Gupta, 
Sukumar Ray and Rajauikauta De had spoken in their 
usual entertaining manner a few words to the children, 
they were treated to a sumptuous feast provided for 
them annually on this occasion by Sir Nilratan Sircar. 

A Garden party was, as in previous years, held after 
the Utsav. The late Mr. Butto Krishna Pal’s Dum Dum 
garden was lent to us for the purpose by his generous 
son, to whom the best thanks of the Samaj are due. 
Towards the expenses of the Garden party the sons of the 
late Mr. H. Bose paid their father’s annual donation 
of Rs. 250.

APPENDIX J. 


RULES FOR THE ASSOCIATION OF MOFUSSIL 
SAMAJES WITH THE SADHARAN BRAHMO 
• SAMAJ. 

1. THE Associated Samajes shall be divided into 
groups and each group shall be placed in charge of some 
one of the missonaries or mission workers of the S. B. 
Samaj, with a view to establish personal relationship 
with and to ensure special personal superintendence over, 
the Samajes forming his group. 

2. Such missonaries and mission-workers shall visit 
the Samajes placed under their charge at least once a 
year, provided there be no difficulty as to the passage 
money. 

3. The Associated Samajes shall have the first claim 
for getting missonary on anniversary and other 
occasions. Those who are in charge of the Samajes will 
make necessary arrageraents for such aid. 

4. The report of the Associated Samajes shall be 
incorporated in the Annual Report of the Sadharan 
Brahmo Samaj. 

5. The Associated Samajes shall have each to pay 
at least Rs. 6 a year, to the Mission Fund of the 
Sadharan Brahmo Samaj as a token of their sympathy 
with its work. 

6. The Associated Samajes shall recieve free of charge 
a copy of the Indian Messenger and of the Tatwa- 
katimudi. 

7. Arrangements shall be made for keeping up corres- 
pondence with the office-bearers and other members of 
the Associated Samajes. 

8. The Associated Samajes shall send in a list of their 
members to the Sadharan Brahmo Samaj.

BANGALORE CANTONMENT BRAHMO SAMAJ 

The Samaj was established on fhe 2nd September 
1866 or 54 years ago. It is associated with the Sadha- 
ran Brahmo Samaj of Calcutta and managed by a 
Committee of ten members, including the office-bearers, 
viz. the Secretary, the Assistant Secretary and the 
Treasurer, who are elected annually by the general body 
of members. The Mandir was erected in 1896 by Rai 
Bahadur Dharmaratnakara Arcot Narayanaswamy 
Mudaliar and made over in 1907 to the custody and 
care of 5 members of the Samaj who were appointed 
Trustees for the purpose. The Samaj has a small 
Library attached to it and has under its management 
the Subedar Major Appavu Pillay’s Girls’ School which is 
conducted as a free elementary school.

V. K. Nair and three intercaste and widow marriages, 
viz. of Mr. Narayan Singh (Assistant School Master) 
with Mrs. Bagialakshiammal, Mr. V. Muthuswamy Dass 
(District Medical Officer) with Mrs. Manjamma and Mr. 
B. Lingappa (Sub Assistant Surgeon) with Mrs.

The 
latter conducted Divine Service and preached a sermon 
on “Our Worship”. The Girls’ School was fairly well 
conducted during the year. On account of the 
Viresalingam Memorial Buildings, for the construction 
of which an appeal was issued during the previous year, 
subscriptions to the extent of Rs. 5,00t)- were enlisted 
against Rs. 10,000- required. An increased activity w'as 
shown by the Samaj during the year in several 
directions.

History — The Samaj owes its origin to an informal 
association formed for the purpose of divine worship by 
the Bankipur Sadharana in 1896. On the 30th of April 
1898 the Brahmos and Brahmo Sympathisers joining 
that worship organised themselves into a formal consti- 
tution under the name of the Bankipur Brahmo Congre- 
gation. On the 21st of December 1914 the Anusthanic 
Brahmos of Bankipur belonging to the Sadharan Brahmo 
Samaj organised themselves into a Samaj called the Banki- 
pur Sadharan Brahmo Samaj to which the organisation 
known before as the Bankipur Brahmo Congregation 
gave over all its rights and functions, the Samaj retain- 
ing an attached congregation of which any person having 
sympathy with its aims and objects and joining its 
services may be a member. 

The Samaj has no mandir of its own. Divine service is 
held every Sunday morning in one of the rooms of the 
RammohanRay Seminary, a high school for boys founded 
in 1897 by the Bankipur .Sadhanasram. 

Brahnta Sfluja/— The sphere of work of the Samaj has 
been extended, during the year under report, over to the 
New Town where a Brahmo Somaj has been established.

Short History. 

In 1828, the Brahmo Samaj was founded in Calcutta. 
In 1846 (1253 B. S.) organised efforts were,'for the first 
time, made to establish a Brahmo Samaj at Dacca, and 
arrangements weer made for holding regular weekly 
Divine Service on Sundays. But it was not till 1864 
that the East Bengal Brahmo Samaj was founded, as it 
now is, as a Theistic Church. 

Constitution. 

The management of the Samaj is vested in a Managing 
Committee consisting ot seven members elected every 
year at the annual general meeting. Their action is 
subject to the control of the seven Trustees who are 
elected for life. 

Building Property, &c. 

The present spacious Church Building was erected in 
1869 bjr public subscriptions raised from Brahmos and 
their friends. The Prayer Hall has been furnished with 
necessary furniture and fitted with electric light and fans. 
The Samaj has a large compound in the front where a 
garden has been laid out. i^esides the Prayer hall, the 
two road side buildings, the Ram Mohan Ray Library, 
and the Mission House are among the Samaj properties. 

Rajchandra Mission House. 

There is a two-storied Mission House attached to the 
Samaj, built at the cost of the late Babu Pratap 
Chandra Das of Banglabazar, Dacca, who has also made 
a provision of Rs 25-a year in his Will for the np-keep of 
the building. 

Ram Mohan Roy Library and Reading Room. 

The Samaj has a Library called the Ram Mohan Roy 
Library which possesses a pretty large number of useful 
books principally on Philosophy,' Theology, Biography, 
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Travels, History, and General Literature. The Library 
Building was erected in. the year 1909 at a cost of 
Rs. 11000, Kai Saheb Ratnamani Gupta of Dacca 
contributed Rs. 5000, Seth Damodar Das of Bombay 
Rs. 1000 and H. H. The Maharaja of Tippera 
Rs. 1000 for the purpose. 

’The East Bengal Institution. 

The Bast Bengal Institution, a High English School 
for boys, started in January 1916 in the town by the 
East Bengal Brabmo Samaj. Babu Rebati Mohan Das, 
an old member of the Samaj, and bis nephew Babu 
Hrshikes Das kindly placed Rs. 10000. (ten thousand) 
at the disposal of the Executive Committee for the 
purpose of starting and maintaining it. It had 593 
names on the rolls at the end of the year uneer report. 
The average monthly expenditure of the school is about 
Rs. 1400. The cost is met entirely from fee-receipts. 
The work of the school is being conducted by a stafi of 
twenty-four teachers, of whom 8 are graduates. The 
school sits in the house No. 2, Sadar Ghat Road. It 
has been permanently recognished by the Syndicate of 
the Calcutta University. The school sent np 54 boys to 
the Matriculation Examination last year, of whom 40 
passed, 17 being placed in the first division, 22 in the 
2nd and one in the 3rd Division. Two boys secured 
Govt. Scholarships of Rs. 10- each. 

MrNISTER ARD MISSION WORK. 

Babu Gurudas Chakraverty was the permanent resident 
minister, and Babu Abinash Chandra Lahiri b. a. was 
the Asst. Minister. They were assisted in their work by 
a few elderly members, viz., Babus Satish Chandra 
Ghosh, Mathura Nath Guha, S.iis Chandra Roy b. a., 
Bankabihari Kar and Rmani Ranta Sarkar. Babu 
Manmohan Chakravarty, Principal Heramba Chandra 
Maitra m. a. and Rev. Bhabasindhu Dutta visited 
Dacca during the year and conducted Divine service 
in the Mandir. ^ 

Divine Service; 

Divine service is held every Sunday morning and 
evening. Over two hundred gentlemen and ladies attend 
the evening service. Morning service is also held on 
Week Days.

Sang AT feABHA. 

Almost every Tuesday evening the eldadv persons of 
the congregation meet in the Prayer Hall iot the discus- 
sion of questions relating to spiritual life, which is 
followed by Kirtan. 

Chhatra Samaj. 

The Beast Bengal Students' Weekly Service.— It is an 
institution mainly composed of students in connection 
with which addresses are delivered and discussions 
held on Saturdays. It is managed by a committee. 

Sunday Moral Training Class. 

With the object of imparting moral and religious 
instructions to Brahmo boys and girls of tender age, 
a class is held every Sunday morning in the Prayer Hall. 
It is managed by some ladies assisted by a few Brahmo 
workers. 

Mahila Samiti. 

Brahmo ladies have got an associotion called the 
Mahila Samiti. The object'of the Samiti is to promote 
their intellectual and spiritual welfare.

Heramba Chandra Maitra, M. A. It has a Pncca Mandir 
of its own. It was 'constructed and a registered Trust 
Deed of the Samaj executed on 17th December, 1890 (3rd 
Poush'1297 B, S.) through the devoted efforts of Lt. Col, 
D. Bose M. D., Babu Bhuban Nohan Sen B. A., and others. 
The Samaj is affiliated to the Sadharan Brahmo Samm of 
Calcutta. It has some shares in the Local Loan Office, 
which yield an income generally sufficient for the up-keep 
of the Samaj.

culture and home-industry amongst the ladies of the 
town, by holding music classes for girls and by distri'

GlRlDin BRAHMO SAMAJ 

By the Grace of the All-Merciful Lord, the Giridih 
brahmo Saraaj, then known as the Pachamba Brahmo 
Samaj, was established in the year 1874. It was chiefly 
through the energy and activities of some devout 
persons, who were sympathisers of the Brahmo Samaj, 
that the Samaj was founded. In the year 1882. a small 
tiled Mandir was built, on a pie.'e of land at Giridih, kind- 
ly gifted rent-free by Tekait (Zemindar) Sidhanath Sing 
of Pachamba. In 1892 a Deed of Trust was executed 
and Mr. A. M. Bose, Bar-at-Law, Pandit Sivanath Sastri 
M. A., Babu Tinkori Bose, Babu Umesh Chandra Dutta, 
B. A., and Babu Ramlal Banerjee were appointed, the 
first Trustees of the Giridih Brahmo Samaj, and under 
certain trusts mentioned therein the properties of the 
Sam.aj were vested in the said Trustees. On the death 
of Mr. A. M. Bose and of Babu Umeshchandra Dutt, Dr. 
V. Roy, D. L. and Babu Sasibhusan Basu, m. a. were 
appointed trustees in their places. On the death of Pandit 
Sivanath Sastri M. A. Babu Kunja Behari Biswas, m. a. 
n. L. has been appointed as a trustee. Up to the year 
1909, there was no constitution of the Samaj,’ all its 
executive work was left to the care of Babu Tinkori 
Bose, who has been its Secretary almost from the foun- 
dation of the Samaj. A constitution was drawn up in 
the year 1910. The Samaj was affiliated to the Sadharan 
Brahmo Samaj of Calcutta in the year 1917. At a 
meeting of the members of the Samaj held annually 
during the Anniversary Utsava in the month of Pousa, 
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the Secretary, the assistant Secretary, and the'meinbirs^ 
of £he executive committee are elected and Ministers of . 
the Samaj are appointed.

' In the year 1912, the old Kacha tiled Mandir was 
dismantled and the present Mandir, with suflicient space 
to accommodate about 200 worshippers, was built at a 
cost of about Rs. 4000 contributed by the liberal-minded 
Hindus and the Brabmos of the Sadharan Brahmo 
Samaj. Weekly divine service is held in the Mandir every 
Sunday morning and evening. This year special divine 
services were held in memory of Raja Rammohan Ray 
and Pandit Sivanath Sastri. The anniversary Utsav of 
the Samaj was celebrated in the month of Pous, an utsav 
during Christmas week, Maghotsav, Bengalee New Year's 
day Utsav and Hhadrotsav were also regularly observed.

It is a matter for great satisfaction that the Conference' 
unanimously resolved that it was necessary to provide a 
Mandit for the Samaj. In order to make a practical 
beginning the members of the Samaj agreed to give one 
month’s income, each, towards the realisation of the 
desired object and some of the sympathisers similarly 
agreed to contribute half a month’s income towards the 
same. In the evening there was a crowded meeting 
presided over by Mr. Fakhruddin Ahmed Khan, b -a., 
Financial Secretary to H. B. H. the Nizam’s Government. 
At this meeting there were speeches by representatives 
of four World-Religions,— -Hinduism, Christianity, Islam 
and Zoroastrinism. Bhai Tahilram Lilaram spoke on 
Hinduism Rev. G. Brown, m. a., of the C. M. S. dwelt 
on the idea of a siifTerhig God— of which the Christian 
faith was, he said, the embodiment. Mr. Hafiz Abdul 
Ali, Vakeel in a Urdu speech which was much admired 
spoke of Islam Mr, F. D. Mulla, m. a., Barrister-at-Law- 
gave a scholarly discourse on Zoroastrinism. On Tuesday 
under the Presidentship of Mr. S. P, Kanga a very able 
and instructive lecture was delivered at Secunderabad by 
Mr. S. Rahimuddin, n. a., Principal of the Islamia Hign 
School, Secunderabad. His subject was “Work and Wor- 
ship’’ and he showed in a striking and impressive 
manner how these were complimentry aspects of one 
great fact,— a life such as a spiritual being like man is 
meant to live. All the meetings were inspired and enliven 
ed by the singing of Mr Pethe who though not a member 
of the Samaj willingly came forward to sing the hymns 
selected for each occasion and whose melodious voice 
brought much joy and inspiration to the audience. _On 
Wednesday a largely attended and very successful ladies* 
gathering was held under the Presidentship of Begum 
Mrs. Khedive Tung. Atthis meeting which was organised 
by Mrs. Welinkar, the Joint Secretary of the Sama^ 
speeches on religious and social subjects were dehveirra 
in difierent Vernaculars and in Pnglish and the Pten^nf 
summed up the different speeches in a most able aad^ultt* 
tninating speech in 0rda. On Thursday at the cpncli^^ 
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of the Utsav about 800 persons, men and women of all 
castes and creeds sat down to a dinner generously pro- 
vided by our brother Mr. W. Seshia,' whose liberal aid 
has been al way s extended to all good works undertaken 
by us. On Friday Harikirtan was performed in Telugu 
by Mr. Subbukrishnayah before a large audience. Thus 
ended this Utsav for the success of which we give the 
praise and glory to God.

1, ^ The S. W. Service will organise lectures, prayer 
meetings, debates, discussions, readings, conversaziones 
for int^ectnal, moral, and spiritual progress. 

2. The S. W. Servi<» will nave the power to organise 
Fraternities for the realisation of particular Directs 
snebas; 




i} Temperance— particnlarly for work among Hie 
leots of Calcutta. 
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(ii) DerotionaWor theological studies and' spifitnal 
culture, 

(Hi) Social—for social study and social reform. 

(iv) Educational— for organisation of extension lectures, 
night-schools, working men’s institutes, and study circles. 

In addition to the above four, other Fraternities majr 
be organised by the Committee of the S. W. Service wita 
the sanction of the executive Committee, S. B. Samai. 

Membership of the fraternities will be restricted to 
members of the S. W. Service. Each fraternity will consist 
of not less than 20 such members. It will elect one 
Assistant Secretary and one representative to the Commi- 
ttee, (from among its own members.)at least one of whom 
will be an anusthanic Brahmo. It will make arrange- 
ments for the election of its members and also for its own 
work without contravening any of the rules of the S. W. 
S. and subject to the vetoing power of the S. W. S. 

3. The S. w. S. will have the power to make arran^- 
ments for the publication of pamphlets etc., and also uf 
periodicals for the propagation of its ideals. 

4 TheS.W. S. will co-operate as far as practicable 
with : — 

(i) Other institutions, in all kinds of Social, Educa- 
tional, and Temperance work, and 

(ii) Moflussil S. W. Services. 

II. MEMBERS.— 

J. Any person who has sympathy with the aims and 
objects of the Institution, has completed the age of fifteen 
and is ready to pay a minimum subscription of four annas 
a quarter shall be eligible for membership. In special 
cases the Committee may reduce the amount of subscrip- 
tion. 

2. Any eligible person who has signed the prescribed 
form of application for membership may be elected as a 
member by the Committee, on the nomination of two 
members of the Service. The Committee may enquire as 
to bis eligibility before electing him as a member. 

3. Members, on payment of the first year’s subscrip- 
tion, will be entitled to take part in social and 
business meetings of the S. W. S. and in general elections. 
They may bring before the General Meeting of the members 
of the S. W. S. proposals and suggestions relating to t^ 
Institution, alter uue notice. Nothing in this rule trill 
preyent any fraternity from holding meetings open to it% 
own members alone. 

, ^ (*) Any member whose subscription is to amani 
for 8 y^an^Ot more will be debarred from 
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privileges of tnembership ; but his name will not be 
removed from the register of membership ; on payment 
of the arrears due by him or of such a reduced amount 
as may be determined by the Committee he will automa- 
tically resume all privileges of meml^rship. 

ii. / ny member found guilty of serious misconduct or 
of advocating principles antagonistic to the ideals of 
the S. W. S. shall be liable to suspension or forfeiture of 
membership by the Committee on the recommendation 
of two-thirds % of its total members. 

5. The Committee shall have the power of striking 
off the'name of any member for non-payment of subscrip- 
tion for one year, after giving him due notice. 

•III. OFFICE-BEAKERS AND THE COMMITTEE.— 

1, The S. V . S. shall have one President, one Vice- 
president, one Treasurer, one Secretary and one or more 
Assistant Secretaries in addition to the Assistant Secre- 
taries elected by the fraternities. The President, the 
Vice-President, the Treasurer and the Secretary shall be 
chosen from among the members of theSadharan Brahmo 
Samaj by the General Meeting of the S, W. Service, subject 
to the approval of the Executive Committee of the S. B. 
Samaj, and they will be ex-officio members of the S. W. 
Service. 

2^ The Committee shall consist of.— 

(i) The office bearers who shall be ex-officio members. 

(ii) One representative from each of the Fraternities, 

(iii) Any group of twenty members on their own initia- 
tive shall be entitled to elect a representative of the Com- 
mittee without ballot, provided that no member shall 
belong to more than one such group. 

(iv) ^ Representatives will also be elected by general 
ballot so that the total representatives elected under (iii) 
and (iv) may be five per cent, of the total members of the 
S, W. Service. Members whose subscriptions are in 
arrears for two years or more will not be included for 
reckoning the total number of members for the pur- 
poses of this section. 

At least half the representatives in the Committee 
(including the officer-bearers) shall be elected from among 
aaustbanic Brahmos. Additional members may elected 
if neoessary by general ballot to ensure this. 

3. (t) The President will take the chair in all busineais 
meetings of the Committee and the 8. W. S. and atop at 
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all public meetings unless special arrangements are made. 
He will guide the work and policy of the Institution 
with his help and advice. 

(ii) The Vice-President, will take the chair in the 
absence of the President, and will also guide the work 
and policy of the Service with his help and advice. 

(iii) The Treasurer will be responsible for the funds 
and the accounts of the S. W. S. and will make necessacj- 
arrangements for the realisation of subscriptions and 
donations with the help of the Secretary, the Assistant 
Secretaries and members of the Committee. 

(iv) The Secretary will be responsible for all ordinary 
executive work of the Service. 

(v) The Assistant Secretarjr elected by a Fraternity will 
be in charge of the Fraternity electing him and will 
work in consolation with the Secretary. The general 
Assistant Secretaries will help the Secretary in all exe- 
cutive work in accordance with his directions. 

4. (i) The Committee will lay down general principles 
of work for the guidance and direction of the Secretaries 
and will be responsible for all work of the Service. 

(ii) The Committee shall have power to make bye- 
laws for the conduct of business without violating any 
of these rules, subject to the sanction of the executive 
Committee of the Sadharan Brahmo Samaj. 

(iii) The Committee shall send reports and accounts to 
the S. B. Samaj on or before a date fixed by the Secre- 
tary of the Samaj. 

IV. BUSINESS MEETINGS.- 

1. The Sessions of the S. w. S. shall extend from July 
to June. 

2. (i) The Annual Meeting of the members of the 
Service will be held in July when the annual report with 
accounts shall be submitted and the Committee will be 
elected. Besides the annual meeting the Committee shall 
have the power to convene special meetings whenever 
occassion arises. But a notice of all the General meetings 
of the Service shall have to be published in a newspaper 
at least four days before the date of the meeting with a 
list of business to be transacted ; 15 members shall form 
a quorum. If any vacancy occurs among the office l^^A^ 
era or members of the Committee during the year 

be filled op at a special qieeting of the Service, 
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Oi) On the requisition of at kast ten membem p£ the 
8. W. S. the Committee shall have to convene a meeting 
of the Service within three weeks from the date on which 
such a requisition is received by the Secretary. 

3. The Committee shall meet ordinarily once a month 
three ordinary members and at least one of the Secreta- 
ries shall form a quorum. The Secretary shall call ordi- 
nary and special meetings of the Committee whenever 
necessary and on requisition of two members within a 
^week from the date of receipt of the requisition. 

(N, B. No General meeting of the members of the 
S. W. S. or of the Committee shall be held dnring the 
Summer vacation or the Pujah holidays as will be obser- 
ved in the Presidency College, Calcutta). The whole 
note to be included in the byelaws of the S. W. Service. 

GBNERAL.- 

1. The Students’ weekly Service shall have the power 
on the recommendation of the Committee or on due 
notice by a member through the Committee, to add to, 
alter, rescind or amend any of the above rules, subject 
to the sanction of the General Committee of the Sadharan 
Brahmo Samaj. 

2. In all questions of dispute the decision of the 
General Committee of the Sadharan Brahmo Samaj shall 
be final. 

3. The Students’ Weekly Service shall alwajs re- 
main an affiliated Institution of the Sadharan Brahmo 
Samaj and shall always abide b^ ttie rules framed 
by the Sadharan Brahmo Samaj for the guidance 
of the affiliated institutions and amend its roles accord- 
ingly.

THE 

FORTY-FOURTH ANNUAL REPORT 

OF THE 

SADHARAN BRAHMO SAMAJ. 

1921 


Another year has just closed — with its trials, its diflicul* 
ties, and its problems for the Sadharan Krahmo Samaj. We 
proceed to record below what limited amount of success it 
has been possible for us to achieve. Our Missionaries are 
breaking down in healtli^ Our promising youths are being 
carried off by death. Grave problems confront us on many 
sides. Yet we must not lose hope. Our difficulties are great : 
but God’s mercy i.s greater. We must, without fail, carry on 
our endeavours for the realisation of that end which God has 
ordained for us— and which is for each one among us to 
attain a truly devout life in the first place, and in the second 
place to Show the country the way to the attainifient of 
such life, iviihoHt relinquishing society and while 
living in intimate contact with its affairs and concerns. 
May the great God give us the necessary zeal and 
enthusiasm, the necessary energy and strength ! May that 
liilness of inspiration descend from Him which would 
enable the Sadhatan Brahmo Samaj to fulfil its mission to 
the world ! 


General Survey. 

The Sadharan Brahmo Samaj was established in the 
year 1878, with the object of propagating the principles 
of Brahmoism, uniting under a common organisation 
all individuals ami congregations holding these principles, 
and conducting all tlie business of the Church on con- 
stitutional lines. The total number of members on the list, 
including those elected during the year, stood at 1255 on the 
31st of December 1921. Besides these, there is a large 
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with a view to foster spiritual concord and understanding 
and a closer relationship between them and the S. B. 
Samaj. While in Enland Principal Maitra conducted divine 
service in the London Brahmo • Samaj every Sunday 
except when otherwise engaged. He gave an address 
on ‘‘The Unity of Great Minds” in the hall of the National 
Indian Association and another on ‘‘Idealism in Politics” in 
Caxton Hall. At the request of Unitarian friends he 
conducted service at the South Kentish Town and Wands- 
worth Unitarian churches in London. Besides, he 
visited Bristol in connection with the Rammohun Roy 
anniversary; on the' the 25th September last he preached 
two sermons there— one in the morning and another in 
the evening — at the Lewin’s Mead Chapel and on the 

27th he delivered an address at the Rajah’s tomb. At 
the Rammohun Anniversary meeting which was held 

on the following Sunday in the Shakespeare Hut, 
London, both Sir Nilratan and Principal Maitra spoke. 
At Edinburgh he had two prayer meetings with 

Indian students. While coming back he gave an 
address on board the steamer to some of the 
passengers, on the mission of the Brahmo Samaj at 

their request. 

Mission Work. 

To propagate the principles of Brahmoism and to carry 
the message of the Brahmo Samaj far and near, is the 
most important item of work of the Sadharan Brahmo 
Samaj. To do it effectively the following agencies are 
in the main employed : — 

I. (a) The ordained Miasionaries, whose number is, 

at present 9. 

{b) 14 workers of the Sadhanasram. 

\c) 57 members of the Sevak Mandali. 

II. The two organs of the Samaj — The Tattwa 
Kaumudi, a Bengali fortnightly and the Indian 
Messenger, an English weekly. 

III. The following Institutions affiliated to the 
Samaj : — 

{a) The Congregation at Calcutta. 

{b) The Sadhandsratn. 

{c) The Students’ Weekly .Service. 

(d) The Sangat 

(e) The Theological Society. 

(f) The Sunday Moral Training School. 
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IV. The Educational Institutions under the control 
of the Samaj. 

We are, more than ever, conscious of the poverty 
of our resources in men and money, and at the close of the 
year under report, our hearts are now filled with sincere 
regret at the inadequacy of our response to the unceasing 
demand for spiritual help from different parts of this 
vast Continent. During the year our Missionaries, in 
spite of very many disadvantages under which they 
have had to labour, were able to visit Bombay, Madras, 
the United Provinces, the Punjab, Behar and Orissa, 
Chotanagpur, Assam and most of the important parts 
of Bengal. 

The following is a detailed account of the Work done 
during the year by our missionaries and mission 
workers : — 


Pandit Navadwip Chandra Das was in very poor 
. health during . the year. Notwith- 
nZdra standing his illness and the infirmities of 

• old age, he has done very valuable 

work. Wherever he has gone, his presence has been 
hailed with joy. He spent some months at Dacca where, 
besides conducting divine service occasionally in the 
Mandir, he officiated as minister in some domestic 
ceremonies and held conversations on religious subjects 
with earnest enquirers, While at Calcutta he was in the 
pulpit of the Prayer-hall on some occasions and 
conducted service in many families and the Sadhanasram. 
He also visited Mymensing and Tangail. 

Babu Nilmani Chakravarti spent the whole year in. 


the Khasi Hills, being generally in 
PhturawaMf”* indifferent health ; he took part in the 

utsavs and general Conferences of 
Brahmos and sympathisers held at Mowsmai, Wahlong, 
Mowstoh, Nongjiri and Cherrapunji, delivering sermons, 
and lectures. He initiated 12 persons into Brahmoism 
during the year, and conducted divine service occasionally 
at Cherrapunji and treated patients. He also acted as 
minister in domestic ceremonies and conducted divine service 


on the occasion of the Maghotsav, the Bhadrotsav, the New 
Year’s Utsav, the Rajah Ram Mohun Roy Anniversary and 


the Anniversary of the Khasi Mission. 

Babu Hem Chandra Sarkar was itt charge of the 
Sadhanasram and had to be in Calcutta

during the grearter part of the year. 
The work of the Sadhanasram and the 
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Sivanath Memorial look up almost the whole of his time. 
In October and November he went out on a mission tour in 
the Panjab, the United Provinces and Behar, in the course 
of which he visited Lahore, Rawalpindi, Sealkot, Patiala, 
Nabha, Dehra Dun, Lucknow, Patna and Bishenpur. He 
also visited Dacca, Mymensingh, Murshidabad and Kurseong 
during the year. While in Calcutta, he conducted divine 
service in the Mandir, Sadhanasram and Brahmo families, 
and taught the Sadhanarthis.

Babu Gurudas Chakravarti was almost throughout the 
year at Dacca as the minister of the 
^Babu Gurudas Chakra- Bengal Brahmo Samaj. While 

there, he conducted divine service 
in the Mandir, officiated as minister in domestic cere- 
monies, held Sangat and other conversational meetings ; 
presided at the meetings of the Students’ Weekly Service 
and the Ladies’ Sangat and met enquirers, carried on a 
large correspondence, visited families and worked in 
connection with the Sunday Moral Training School. He 
visited Mymensing, Comilla, Shillong, Gauhati and Lumding. 
He came to Calcutta once and conducted divine service in 
the Mandir and Sadhanasram. 


Babu Sasibhushan Bose occasionally conducted divine 
^ , service in the Mandir, visited families 

Babu bus lan officiated as minister in some 

domestic ceremonies. He visited 
Santipur and Kilna and did some work there. He was 
engaged in some literary work. 

In the beginning of the year, Babu Bhabasindhu 
Datta took active part in the 
Babu Bbabaslndhu Maghotsav celebrated by the 

Sadharan Brahmo Samaj ; on the 
occasion he sang hymns, led the Nagar Sankirtan, 
delivered a speech and conducted divine service. He 
visited Bankura, Faridpur, Burdwan, Kakina, Rangpur, 
Nilphamari, Darjeeling, Purnea, Shibpur, Harinabhi and 
Baranagar, conducting divine service, delivering speeches, 
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holding Kathakata meetings and singing hymns ; he also 
conducted weekly service once in the Bhawanipore 
Sammilan Samaj ; with his Kirtan party he visited four 
different parts of the town ; conducted on some occa- 
sions the weekly service of the Sadharan Brahmo 
Samaj and sang hymns there oa several occasions ; 
visited some families and conducted service in domes- 
tic ceremonies, delivered a speech in connection wUk 
the Students’ Weekly Service and took active part in jthe 
daily Sangat held in the Sadharan Brahmo Samaj 
Mandir whenever he was in town ; during the greater 
part of the last c|uarter of the year he was ill and 
could not therefore leave the town for mission work. 


Besides the ordained missionaries, the following gentle- 
men did mission work in different parts of the country 

Babu Sudhir Chandra Banerji made a Mission 
tour in Bebar and the United 
Baba Sudhir Ch. provinces where he preached Brahmo- 
ism by delivering lectures, conducting 
divine service and holding conversational meetings. 
He also visited Murshidabad and did some work there. 


Pandit Nirmal Chandra spent some months at 
Lahore where he preached the truth 
Pandit Nirmal of tfjg Brahmo Religion by lectures 
. lan ra. Kathas. He was, for the greater 

part of the year in a village in the interior of the district 
and did mission work there. 


Babu Abinas Ch. Labiri was at Dacca for the 
major part of the year. He occasion- 
Babu Abinas Ch. a]|y conducted divine service in the 

. Mandir and in some domestic cere- 

monies. He visited Sylhet aud some other places of 
Assam and did mission work there by delivering 
addresses and conducting divine service. He was, in 
the month of October last, deputed to the Khasi 
Hills where he did some work in connection with the 
Khnsi Hills Mission. 


The Sevak IMandali. 

It is an* important Institution of tlM S. B. 
established in tne year, 1903. The members of Sevak 
Mandali are all lay-workers. They have, by conduct- 
ing divine service, delivering lectures, holding conversa- 
tional meetings writing books, editing newspapers 
■ and contrlbuung articles to them, done veiy good 
work towards the furtherance of our cause in aiffi^rfst 
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g arts of India. There are at present 57 members of the 
evak Mandali, of whom Pandit Sitanath Tatwa- 
bhttsban deserves special mention. 

Pandit Sitanath Tattwabhushan was at Giridih for a little 
n e-. .u over a month in the beginning and in 
Tattwabhushan. ^a cutta for the rest of the year. He 

published a volume of lectures on the 
Theism of the Upanishads and the religious aspect of 
Hegel’s philosophy and a revised and enlarged edition of 
both parts of his Sanskrit and 'Bengali versions of the 
Upanishads, compiled, with an introduction, a series of 
autobiographical sketches intended to be published as a book 
entitled'* .Search after God, wrote twenty-three arti-les for 
the Indian Messenger, one for the Tattwakaumudi and one 
for the Navyahharat, conducted seventeen Sunday and 
services in the Sadharan Brahmo Samaj Mandir and 
the Giridih Brahmo Samaj, seventy-three week-day services 
in the former, eight weekly services in the Devalay and 
forty-two family services on various occassions, delivered 
eight public addresses at the Sadharan Brahmo Samaj 
Mandir, the Bhawanipur Brahmo Sammilan Samaj and 
the Giridih Brahmo Samaj and thirty-five class-lectures in 
connection with the Theological Faculty of the City College 
and the Ladies* Theological class, gave one hundred^ and 
one readings from the Sastras in connection with the week- 
day services in the S idliaran Brahmo Samaj Mandir and 
three at Sraddha ceremonies, spoke almost every evening 
at the conversational meetings held in the S. B. S. Mandir 
and visited eighty-four families met thirty-nine inquirers at 
home and corresponded with four. 


Sadhanasram. 

By the grace of God, the work of the Sadhanasram 
went on satisfactorily during the year, in spite of 
many difficulties and short-comings. Early in the year 
most of the workers assembled in Calcutta on the 
occasion of the Maghotsav and spent a few days 
together, with much mutuil benefit. As usual, the Utsav 
of the Sadhanasram was observed on the 12th Magh, 
when Messrs. Manmatha Nath Oas, R. 'Balakrishna 
Rao and Mahendra Pattanaik were accepted as 
Workers and Babus Amritakumar Datta and Anath 
Krishna Seal as Helpers. Later in the year and 
on the recommendation of the Superintendent of the 
Lahore Branch, Bbai Ramkrishna, who has long been 
associated with the sadhanasram was appointed 
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a Worker And Srimati Arunkumari Guha and Sriman. 
Sibrnp Singh, daughter and son of the late Bhai Sondar 
Singh were accepted as Helpers. Thus daring -the year 
there were four new Workers. A new branch, under the 
name Himalayan Sadhanasram, was opened at Kurseong 
in May last; The Madras Uranch was removed- to 
Bangalore daring the year, where it has been working 
more successfully. 

After the celebration of the anniversary of the founda- 
tion of the Sadhanasram on 1st Feb., the Workers 
returned to their respective centres and began their work 
with renewed enthusiasm. There were four workers in 
Madras I’residency. In the extreme south, Mr. Siva* 
prasad tried to spread the message of the Brahmo Samaj 
with great earnestness from his head quarters in 
Travancore. Mr. Subbukrishnayya worked in the Central 
parts of the presidency with Madras as his head quarters 
during the earlier part of the year and subsequently at 
Bangalore. Mr. K. Halkrishna Rao with his usual devoi 
tion and steadfastness confined his labours to the two 
northernmost districts of Ganjam and Vizagapattam, 
Mr. Mahendra Pattanaik worked among the Oriya- 
speaking people *of the Gunjam district during some parts 
of the year from his head quarters at Cuttack. In him 
we have got a wholetirae worker for Utkal. Up in the 
Punjab, Bhai Sita Ram worked almost single-handed to 
the best of his ability. Our workers visited several places 
in Bengal and Assam and a few stations in Behar. 
But there are large areas and* important places which 
remained unattended for paucity of workers. 

At the head quarters, daily divine service was held 
throughout the year. Monthly Utsavs were observed on 
the 1st Sunday of every month. Open air meetings In 
the public squares of Calcutta were held during 
the first half of the year. There was only one 
candidate under training. There were also a few 
Sadhanarthis of whom Babu Satyabrata Rudra was 
initiated into Brahma Dharma. Mr. Lakshman R. Guru, 
who had been sent to. Meadville Theological School 
for training completed his coarse of training there with 
distinction and has been sent to Harvard University for 
a further course of training. 

Babu Adinath Chatterji was in Calcutta during 
„ the earlier part of the year, when Ire

families. After the Maghotsav, he visited Midhapur,, Ban-

In 
December he went to Giridih, where he conducted divine 
service id the local Mandir and Brahmo families. 


Babn Manomohan Chakravarti served- as minister 
and conducted divine service («) in 
Babu Manomohan ^he Barisal Brahmo Samaj Mandir, 
Chakravarti. weekly gatherings in two 

families, (c) during the Maghdtsav, {d) in the annual 
Utsav of the Samaj, (e) in about 30 domestic ceremonies 
and (/) in the Brahmika Samaj. He presided over meetings 
during the Maghotsav, over four or five sittings o^ the 
S. W. Service, over three or four memorial meetings and 
Over meetings of the Brahmobandhu Sabha and 
delivered some sixteen lectures in different meetings. 
He sang hymns and led Sankirtan during the divine 
service in the Mandir, in the Brahmika Samaj, in the 
Students’ Weekly Service, in the Brahmo Bandhu Sabha, 
in almost all the social ceremonies, during the Maghotsav 
and in the anniversary of the Samaj.

Mr. R. Ba s . presidency under the auspices of the 
Brahmo Andhra Mandali. During the first half of the 
year he had his head quarters at Vizagapattam, but dur- 
ing the latter half it was removed to Berhampore. He 
frequently visited the important places in both the dis- 
tricts, among which the following may be mentioned 
particularly Vizagapattam, Anakapalle, Chodavaram, 
Vizianagram, Pondwru, Sigadam, Chatrapur, Ichbapur 
Sompet,. Marawa, Aska and Palasa. He was able 
tp revive and reorganise several of the Prarthana 
Samajes which had been extinct ; while at Berhampur 
he conducted divine service in the local Brahmo 
Mandir, gave moral instructions to the children of 
tlie local Panchama Schools and organised Ram Mohan 
Roy and Siva Nath Sastri memorial meetings.

The centres are Alleppy, Ainlor, Anartban, 
Bangalani, Karuvetta, Kotar, Trivandram, Varkalai 
and Tuticorin. He addressed 55 public meetings, 
conducted 39 prayer meetings, held nearly 80 conver- 
sational parties and contributed twenty articles and 
letters to diflerent vernacular papers and magazines.

has made a do.iation of Rs. 100 for the purpose. Rao

two acres of land for building an asram.

Madras Presidency with his head 

quarters at Cuttack. During the year he visited Bhu- 
baneswar, Puri, Saksbtgopal, Delang, Jatni, Khurda, Balu- 
gaon, Banapur, Kalikota, Rambha, Sabilia,Ganjam, Cha- 
trapur, Berhampore, Parlakimedi, Tekkali, Mandasa, 
Icbapur, ’Lathi, Arka, Dharakota, Sidhapur, Bodagadaand 
Klmrgpur. In all these places he conducted divine service, 
delivecM lectures, held conversational meetings and tried 
to propagate the ideals of the Brahmo Sama^j in various 
ways. He also worked as the Secretary of the Utkal 
Orphanage and collected subscriptions for it While at 
Cuttack, he conducted divine service at the local Brahmo 
^maj and in the Utkal Orphanage. At Bhubaneswar 
he delivered three public addresses and held several dis- 
cussions in the course of a week’s stay. At Puri he 
delivered a lecture in the Zilla High School and held several 
conversational meetings. At Berhampore he conducted 
divine service in the local Brahmo Mandir, addressed one 
open air meeting, delivered an address on the occasion of 
the anniversary celebration of the local Social Service 
League, and visited local Brahmo families. At Mandasa 
he delivered two lectures.

The jSadhanasram Seva Seotion. 


The Sadhanasram Seva Section ( the Philanthropic 
department of the Sadhanasram ) bad four institu- 
tions under it during the year viz., the Dacca Hindu 
Widows* Home, the Shillong Sebasram, the Utkal 
Orphanage, and the Society for the Improvement of 
the Backward Classes, Bengal- and Assam. Alt the 
institutions worked fairly satisfactorily durinj^ the 
year. At the close of the year there were 11 widows 
ih the Dacca Widows* Home of whom some have 
been sent to the local Trainning School in the course 
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of the -year. A Technical Department wa^ opened 
during the year in whi'ch spinning and weaving are 
being taught to the inmates. The Government of 
Bengal continued its monthly grant of Rs. 160 for 
the School and of Rs. 30 for the ' Hostel. The Home 
has sustained a great loss by the resignation of Mrs. 
P. K. Bose, who carried on the work' of the Home with 
great devotion and at considerable trouble and sacrifice 
as its Hony. Secretary for several years. Mrs. M. Datta 
has kindly undertaken the work of the Hony. Secretary, 


The Shillong Sevasram. 


. The Shillong Sevasram is an orphanage for Khasi 
boys founded about ten years ago by Babu Manmatha* 
nath Das, a worker of the Sadhanacsram. It had been 
afiiliated to the Sadhanasrara Seva Section but on 
account of some technical objections, it had to be dis- 
affiliated two years ago. At: the beginning of the last 
year, it was formally made over to the Seva-Section with 
all its assets and liabilities. A managing committee 
was formed tO carry on its work, but the committee 
being unable to undertake the burden, the Governing 
Body of the Seva-Section had to take over the responsi- 
bility on its own shoulders. There were seven orphans 
in the Asram. A few of the old boys also are staying 
in the Asram and helping in its work. With their help 
the technical department w^as carried on fairly well 
during the year. Four handlooms were worked, in 
which shirtings and jharans were woven, for which 
there was a good demand in the local market. Carpentry 
work was also carried on to a considerable extent. 
The agricultural farm maintained by the Sebasram also 
worked satisfactorily during the year, about 200 maunds 
of potatoes havmg been grown during the year, besides 
other agricultural produce. There was a little income 
from the technical department which, with the grant 
from the Seva-Section and occasional donation from 
generous persons, just kept the boys out of the clutches of 
starvation. As Shillong is a very costly place and local 
help is meagre, the Sebasram has always had a very 
hard struggle, but as its usefulness becomes better known, 
it is hoped it will be more adequately supported by the 
generous public. 

Babu Manmath Nath Das worked among the Khasi 


people with his head quarters at 
Shillong, where he managed the Or- 
phanage till the close of the month of 
August. He was also in charge of the Khasi Hills

The lltkai Orphanase- 

The Utkal Orphanage was started in December 1920 

The Utkal Orphanage. o'" brought from the 

Satpara Relief Centre in Pun District. 
Since then 2 of them have died and two have left the 
Asram without notice. Two girls have been taken charge 
of by Babu Taraprasad Kay of Tangail. But two more 
have also been add^d to the number. 

The Asram is located in a rented house. Babu 
iCshetramohan Sahu of Ganjam with his wife has been 
in charge of the Asram from the very beginning. 

The children are taught to read and write and 
have been given two spinning wheels for practice. The 
introduction of some other small industries is also in 
contemplation. 

The total amount received during the year was 
Rs. 1246-1-0 and the total expenditure was Rs. 1112-5-0 
leaving a balance of Ks. 133-12 in hand on the 
31st ^ December 1921. The average monthly subs- 
cription realised was about Rs. 20-0-0 only. The Seva- 
Section of the Calcutta .Sadhanasram contributed Rs. 
125-0 during the year in 3 instalments. Two bags of 
rice (3 maunds) were supplied by two gentlemen of the 
town. A local Zemindar supplied cloths for the children 
twice during the year and Babu Ramananda Chatterji 
of Calcutta sent a few blankets last year and paid Rs 8-o 
this year for purchasing winter clothing ; to all of them 
the best thanks of the Committee are due. 


The Society for the Improvement of the 
Baokword Classes, Bengal and Assam. 

The work of the Society for the Improvement of the 
Backward Classes, Bengal and Assam, went on steadily 
under the able guidance of its devoted Secretary, Rai 
Sahib Rajmohan Das. The Government of Bengal conti- 
nued its generous gran^ 

There were 326 schools under the Society during the 
year with 12444 pupils of whom 9412 were boys and 
3032 girls. The total income for the year with balance 
of the last year was Rs. 16801-3-1 and total expenditure 
10949-1-3. 

The Sadhanasram also has a High School at Patna 
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called tbe Rammohun Ray Seminary. It had about 350 
boys on the rolls during the year. Mr. Sreerang Veharilal, 
M.A., a candidate worker of the Sadhanasram, was its 
“Headmaster during the year. It is managed by a local 
committee with Babu Satishcbandra Chakravarti as 
Secretary. 


Babu Harinarayan Sen worked in connection 

_ , tj • o with the Society for the Improvement

Assam with his head quarters at Dacca. Daring the year 
he visited about 250 villages in the districts ol Dacca, 
Mymensing, Paridpur and Comilla, where he inspected 
the old schools and established some new ones, deli- 
vered addresses for the benefit of the school children 
and general public on religious, moral, social, educa- 
tional and sanitary subjects. His earnest and stre- 
nuous labours have done much to spread education 
among the backward classes and to improve their general 
condition. He spent the greater part of the year in the 
mofiussil. During his short stay at Dacca at intervals, 
he conducted divine service in the East Bengal Brahmo 
Samaj, Dacca Sadhanasram, Narayanganj Brahmo 
Samaj and Brahmo families. On the occasion of the 
Maghotsav at Dacca he conducted divine service and 
delivered lectures.

The thanks of the Congre- 
gation are due to the Calcutta Corporation for this 
grant. .

The Baranagar Working Men’s Mission was organised 
by Mr. Sasipada Banerji. who, in the 
year 1903 placed in the hands of the 
"Executive Committee of the S. B. 
Samaj two G. P. notes of Rs. 1000 each, subsequently 
converted into one of Rs. 2000, the interest of- which is 
spent in accordance with the wishes of the donor for prea- 
ching practical religion and morality among the working 
men of Baranagar. Its work has been carried on chiefly 'by 
the Lay Workers of our Samaj, who visited theplacemany 
times during the year under report. The attendance at the 
divine service held every week in the Mandir has, of late 
years, been very poor, owing to the removal of a large 
number of the working men from the place, under stress 
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of poverty to seek employment' elsewhere. The names 
of Babus Rajani Kanta De and Anath Krishna Seal 
deserve special mention in this connection.

The members visits 
Baranagar, Nimta, llarioabhi, Howrah, Bagnan, Sukch^r, 
Konnagar, Krishnapur and Tangra and preached 
Brahmoism by holding divine service and kirtan, and 
delivering lectures. The principal feature of their work 
was kirtan which was very much appreciated by the peo- 
ple of the places visited by them. In this connection we 
have to mention, with sincere sorrow, the name of the late 
Babu Surya Kumar Chatterji who was an enthusiastic 
worker and a genuine helper. 


Publications. 

Our publications form a very important part of the 
Mission work of the Samaj, for through them the 
message of our church is carried far and wide. It has 
two organs— The Indian Messenger, an English weekly 
and the Tattwa Kaumudi, a Bengali fortnightly. 
During the year Babu Pratul Chandra Som was in the 
editorial charge of the former and Babu Barada Kanta 
Bose, B.A., of the latter. Besides the above two, there 
. are other papers— such as the Sevak, a monthly journal 
of the E. B. Brahmo Conference, the Brabmabadi of 
Barisal, and the Dbarma Sadban of Cocanada, edited and 
owned by the members of our Samaj. They help^ 
largely to propagate the principles of Brahmoism in 
different parts of the country. 

Affiliated Institutions. 

The Sangat met every Tuesday during the year 
and discussed various subjects relating 
The Sangat. to the theory and practice of our 

religion. The third Anniversary of the institution 
of a daily evening service in the Sadharan Brahmo Samaj 
Mandir was celebrated on Sunday, the 2Sth May, 1921. 
There was morning service on the occasion conducted by 
Pandit Sitanath Tattwabhushan. In the evening, after 
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a short service conducted by Babu Barada Prassanna 
Ray, addresses • on Worship, Public and Private .were 
delivered by Babus Krishna Kumar Mitra who presided, 
Abinas Chandra Banerji, Pratul Chandra Som 
and Pandit Sitanath Tattwabhushan. It is a matter of 
regret that the attendance at the daily evening service 
in the Mandir has not been as satisfactory as its organis- 
ers earnestly expected.

Soon after the death of Mrs. Labanyaprabha Sarkar, 
one of the founders and a lifelong worker of the Sun- 
day Moral Training School, a Memorial Meeting was 
held under the auspices- of the School, in which it was 
resolved to commemorate her services to the School and 
a committee with Miss Basanti Mitra as Secretary was 
appointed to give affect to the resolution. The Committee 
with'the help of voluntary subscriptions from the old pupils of 
the Sunday Moral Training School has been able to prepare 
a portrait of the deceased lady which will be unveiled at the 
Mary Carpenter Hall on the occasion of the coming prize 
distribution of the Sunday Moral Training School. 
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The, Students’ Weekly Service was established in 1879 

The Students’ Weekly liberal ideas on social-, 

Service. ^ moral and religious matters among 

the young men of Calcutta and the 
Suburbs, and to help them in forming their character 
according to tbeistic principles.” During its existence 
the Service has gradually developed into, an institution 
which seeks to promote the religious, intellectual 
and moral welfare of the student comihunity in 
Calcutta and its suburbs. Its aims and endeavours 
include : (i) the promotion of the causes of Temperance 
and Purity in all departments of life, (ii) the cultivation 
of an earnest spirit of enquiry and an active interest 
in questions of social reform and progress and (iii) 
the quest, realisation and propagation of liberal 
principles and theistic ideals in life and conduct. ; 

The Service has been recently reorganised for the mote 
effective working of its constitution. With the sanction 
of the General Committee of the Samaj, reforms of a far- 
reaching character were introduced in 1919, into 
its constitution, which have made it possible to extend 
its work in many ways. 

The Fraternities ; The chief feature of this constitu- 
tion was the provision which enabled the members 
to organise fraternities for the realisation of particular 
objects. Accordingly the following four fraternities 
were formed and they met regularly during the year 
under report. 

The Devotional Fraternity : Was in charge of Mr. 
Amal Kumar Siddhanta M. A. ( from Jan. to July*) and 
Mr. Satis Chandra Sen, m. a. ( from July to December ). 
It met occasionally and discussions were held on such 
subjects as the efficacy of prayer etc. 

The Educational Fraternity : was in charge of Mr. 
Satis Chandra Sen, M. a. ( Jan. to July ) and Mr. 
Niren Kay m. a. (July to Dec. ). It met regularly through- 
out the year. The guests, among others were. Dr. 
Brajendrauath Seal, Mr. Kshitimohan Sen, Mr. 
Upeudranath Baneiji ( who spoke on ‘‘the social and 
political problems of the day” ) and Dr. Girindra 
Sekhar Bose ( who gave an interesting discourse on 
‘‘Psycho-analysis & dreams”). 

The Literary Fraternity : has been started this year 
and was iN charge of Mr. Sudhir Chandra Chaudhuri, 
M. A. Weekly meetings were held regularly when members 
read poems, stories and articles. Mr. Charu Chandra 
Banerji, b. a., Mr. Manindra Lai Bose, b. a., and Mr. 
Sudhir Chaudhuri, b. a., read stories while Mr. Jibaa- 
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Hiay Kay, b. a. and Mr. Sudhir Cbattdhuri, b. a., 
recited poems. 

Tha Social Fraternity : The most remarkable develop • 
ment of the fraternity work has been the beginning of the 
activities of the Social Fraternity. It has at last succeeded in 
securing a room at 210/5 .Cornwallis Street for holding 
meetings . every- week. It. is ably managed by Miss Sita 
Chatterji, B, a. and the number of its members has risen to 
63, Its meetings are largely at^ended, the fraternity having 
removed a long felt want. The memb ers take a keen and 
li>fely interest in its proceedings. Papers are read and 
discussions follow, while games and light refreshments are 
also provided. 

The Committee has, for some time past, been feeling the 
necessity of organising a fraternity to carry on Such works as 
the establishment of Night Schools, famine relief, nursing 
and other forms of social service. 

The general- work of the S. W. Service was carried on 
regularly. The Annual General Meeting was held in July last 
when the following gentlemen were elected Office-bearers ; —

There were 20 Lectures and Discussion Meetings during 
the year under report. Social gatherings were also orga- 
nised in which members took an active interest The Com- 
mittee met regularly and its meetings were fairly well 
attended. The number of members has increased from 340 
to 530 during the year. 

Ths 42nd Anniversary of the Service was held on the 20th 
January last, when Prof. Bijaychandra Majumdar delivered 
an instructive address on “The light in the 

path of life." 

A list of lectures and discussion meetings held during the 
year is given in the appendix. 

Educational Work. 

The Brahmo Samaj always looks upon the spread of 
knowledge as a very sacred work and an important part 
of its Mission. To achieve that end, it has, since its vei^ 
foundation established schools and colleges for the 
education of boys and girls. A number of our 
members, both ladies and gentlemen have devoted their 
Uvea to the cause of education and have made 
teaching the vocation of their lives. The following educa- 
tional institutions are under the control of the 
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S. .B. Sa'maj The City College, the City College School, 
the Brahmo Balika Sikshalaya, and the Brahmo Boys’ 
School. 

. Brahmo Samaj Education Society. 

The Brahmo Samaj Education Society was established 
in 1905 under the name of ‘‘The City College Institution” 
with tlie object of ‘‘promoting the cause of education, 
in its highest and widest .sense ; to make that education, 
comprehending the training of the mind, heart and 
body and founded on theistic basis, conduce to the good 
of man and the glory of God”. All members of the 
Sadharan Brahmo Samaj are eligible for membership 
of the Society. The number of members of the Society 
is at present 69. The following College and Schools 
are affiliated to the Society : — 

( I ) City College 

( 2 ) The City College School at Calcutta 

( 3 ) Brahmo Boys’ School 

( 4 y The City College School, Mymensing Branch 

The authorities of many other schools have expressed 
their desire to have their schools affiliated to the 
Society ; but on account of the poor state of its funds, 
the authorities are hesitating to take the risk which 
an affiliation in the present state of affairs would 
imply. In the construction of the new City College 
buildings at 102-1 Amherst Street, the Society had to 
incur liabilities to the extent of over two lacs and 
ninety thousand rupees which have been reduced now 
to about two lacs and fifty thousand.

City College 

Short History. 

The City School was founded in 1879. F. A. classes 
were opened in 1881, and B. A. classes in 1884- Both 
the School and College belong to a Society registered 
under Act XXI of 1860 ; the name of the Society has 
been changed from the “City College Institution" to the 
“Brahmo Samaj Education Society". The management 
of the institution is vested in a Council consisting of 
the following gentlemen : — .

Courses of study, 

The College prepares students for the B.A. Examination 
in English ( Pass and Honours), Sanskrit (Pass and Honours), 
Philosophy (Pass and Honours), Persian, History and Political 
Philosophy ; for the B. Sc. Examination, in Mathematics 
(Pass and Honours), Physics and Chemistry ; and for the 
Intermediate Examinations in Arts and Science, in English, 
Sanskrit, Persian, Logic, History, Mathematics, Chemistry 
and Physics, 

Numerical Strength. 

The numbec of students on the rolls, on the 29th Septem- 
ber, 1921, was 1625 as against 1859011 the same date in 1920. 

Staff. 

The total strength of the College staff in September, 
1921, consisted of twenty-one Professors, six Lecturers, one 
Maulvi, five Tutors, nine demonstrator.^, a Librarian and an 
assistant Librarian. The office staff consisted of a Head 
Clerk, a Cashier, three Clerks, one Typist and a Caretaker. 

Dr, Hiralal Haidar has been serving the College as 
Honorary Professor for the last six years. 

Results at the University Examinations 
held in 1920. 

Last year 269 students passed the B.A, Examination, 
of whom 13 obtained Honours and 15 passed with Dis- 
tinction. In the I. A. Examination 138 came out successful 
of whom 43 passed in the First, 70 in the Second and 25 in 
the 3rd division. In the b. sc. Examination 32 passed, of 
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whom 2 obtained Honours and 4 passed with Distinction. 
In the I. Sc., 97 passed, 50 being placed in'the First, ”39 in 
the Second and 8 in the third division. In the year under 
report 63 candidates have been sent up for the B sc., 391 
for the B. A., 218 for the I.. and 1 17 for the I. sc. Exami- 
nations, 

FREE-STUDENTSIIirS. 

A number of free studentships is given to needy and 
deserving students. Last year 156 students received con- 
cessions towards payment of their fees, the college suffering 
a los5 of Rs. 6,604 thereby. Thirteen scholarships ( three of 
which have been founded by the sons and nephews of Mr. 
A. M. Bose, founder of the College) were awarded by the 
College on the results of the quarterly and annual examina- 
tions. 


Help to poor students. 

There is a Charity Fund for the benefit of students 
needing pecuniary assistance. Both students and members of 
the staff contribute to it, and boys who are unable to pay 
college or examination fees or to purchase books are helped 
from the fund. A sum of Rs. 224 has been paid from the 
fund to poor boys during the last session. 

Religious and Moral Instruction. 

(1) Divine Service was conducted every Sunday, except 
during vacations, at the Rammohan Ray Hostel, by the 
Principal or some other members of the staff or of the 
Council. 

(2) Lectures on moral and religious subjects were 
occasionally delivered in the College Hall by the members 
of the staff. 


Theological Faculty. 

In connection with the College, a Theological Faculty 
was started two years ago. It was intended that the 
Theological Faculty should provide instruction in Theology, 
not only for the students of the College, but also for young 
men preparing themselves for the mission work of the 
Brahmo Samaj. Regular classes on the Bhagavadgita and 
the Upanishads were held by Pandit Sitanath Tattwabhushan 
and Prof. Satischandra Chatterji. 

Provident Fund, 

In January, 1915, a Provident Fund was established 
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for the purpose of making some provision, on retirement 
or death, for the employees of the College and School 
or their families. Members of the staff contribute to the 
fund at the rate of an anna per rupee of their salaries 
and the College contributes at the rate of half an anna. 
In recognition of the past services of some members of 
the staff, the College contributed a sum of Rs. 5,590-9-0 
on their behalf to the fund in 1915. The amount stand- 
ing to the credit of the fund on the 31st March last was 
Rs. 43,657-8-0, a considerable portion of which is invested 
in War Bonds and War Loans. 

Athletics. 

During the last session a gymnasium was set up at a 
cost of about Rs, i.ooo and an expert in gymnastics was 
appointed as a teacher on a pay of Rs. 40 a month. Two 
tennis courts, a volley-ball court and a ba.sket ball court have 
also been set up. The College foot-ball team won the 
Bankim Shield and the Mitchell Shield (Bankura). Two 
of the boys won a cup in Tennis competition.

The affairs ofthe School department are directly managed 
by a Sub- Committee consisting of 5 members, working under 
the College Council. 

The School has all along endeavoured not simply to 
qualify students for the University Examiriation. but also 
to impart wholesome moral instruction to them. Hours have 
been set apart for moral training in each class and suitable 
text-books have been prescribed for the purpose. The City 
Union, a society attached to the school and the Asabahini 
(the Band of Hope) meet on Saturdays. The day’s work in 
class commences with a prayer in which both the teachers and 
the students join. 

The Charity Fund has been reorganised and it has worked 
satisfactorily during the year. 

The instructive staff consisting of 29 teachers, mostly 
Brahmos, met in conference several times during the year and 
discussed various subjects relating to the improvement of the 
School. 

The numerical strength on the 31st December last was 598, 
against 614 on the corresponding date of the preceeding 
year. 

46 boys sat for the Matriculation Examination, of whom 
44 passed— 27 in the first division, 15 in the second 
division and 2 in the third division. 3 boys (including a 
poor boy) got Government Junior Scholarships of Rs, 10 
each.

Brahmo Balika Shikshalaya. 

This school was established in May 1890, some 
members of the Sadharan Brahmo Samaj and is now under 
the control of a Managing Committee annually appointed 
by the Executive Committee of the S. B. Samaj. The 
Committee during the year under report consisted of : Sir 
Nilratan Sircar, Dr. Prankrishna Acharji, Professor S. C. 
Mahalanabis, Babu Paresnath Sen, Mrs. D. M. Bose, Lady 
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Bose {'Secretary), Mr. S. M. Bose (Assistant Secretary), the 
Lady Principal of the school and the Lady Supj^rintendent of 
the Hostel. 

Besides the usual courses of lectures^ steps were taken to 
teach Hygiene to the girls of the higher classes. Our thanks 
are due to Dr. Jyotiprakas Sarkar for kindly delivering 
a full course of lectures. 

There were 335 students on the rolls at the close of the 
session (as againt 360 in the previous year), including 3 
Mahommedans, 15 Christians and i Khasi. Seventeen 
girls appeared at the last Matriculation Examination, all 
of whom pass d — ii in the first, 4 in the second and 2. in the 
third division. 

Three girls obtained Government Scholarships — one of 
the second and two of the third grade. 

There are seventeen girl guides on the school guild under 
Miss Kitty Guha B.A., B.T., of whom one has secured the 
scribe badge and 12 have passed tender-foot tests. 

The school is in receipt of a monthly Grant of Rs. 650 
from the Government and the Mnnicipal Grant of Rs. 1600 
a year just covers the rates charged by the Corporation.

A free school for poor students was opened in the 
middle of the year under report. The total number of 
students at the end of the year was 45. 

In the training department, 18 girls appeared at the last 
annual exaiT)ination, 9 for senior certificates and 9 for junior. 
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The staff consists of one Lady Principal, who is a b. t, and 
one Assistant Mistress, holder of a senior Certificate and a 
Matriculate. A teacher for hand- work was also appointed 
temporarily. The Government made a monthly grant of 
Rs, 500 for tuition and of Rs. 200 for hostel accommodation. 

Brahmo Boys’ School. 

Brahmo Boys’ Boarding and Day School was founded 
in the month of January, 1904 by the late Mr. Guru Chat an 
Mahalanobis supported by a small band of devoted friends of 
the Sadharan firahmo Samaj. The object of starting another 
H. E. School in this city where there were so many already 
existing, was to remove the long-felt want of a well-regulated 
institution where the boys might receive a systematic train- 
ing in religious and moral principles along with an intellec- 
tual education in accordance with up-to-date methods. The 
School was principally meant for boys of the Brahmo 
Samaj, but admission was extended later on to boys 
of other denominations. 

The following are aifew special features of the School ; 

(1) Systematic religious and moral training is given to 
the boys. 

(2) Attempts are regularly made to form the character 
of the students by teaching them, both in theory and practice 
sound principles of morality, and to create a pure spiritual 
atmosphere in the School. Boys are taught to attain a 
healthy manhood and to become useful members of society. 

To achieve the above ends the following means and 
methods amongst other things are adopted : 

(a) Regular classes are held to teach moral lessons 
and true religious principles to the boys by the Head Master 
and some of his assistant masters. 

{ 6 ) A short divine service, consisting of hymns, prayer 
and a short sermon, is held every day just at the com- 
mencement of the work. 

( ) Saturday meetings of the students in three separate 
groups under different presidents are regularly held to 
teach the boys how to write, debate, recite, sing and 
correctly express their ideas both in English and Bengali. 

{d) Attempts are made through the School 
Library and the Common Room to create a taste for 
useful knowledge and independent study. 

{e) Occasional excursions, utsavs, at-homes, social 
gatherings, sports and manly games are organised. 

( / ) Conferences of the teachers are tield frequently and 
the general tone of instruction in the classes is adapted 
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to the high ideals of the healthy and harmonious develop- 
ment of intellectual, moral and spiritual faculties of 
the boys. 

The School Library and Common Room. 

There are 2728 volumes in the School Library, of 
which 1552 are in English and 1176 in Bengali. 1076 books 
were issued during the year under report — 364 to the 
teachers and 712 to the students. i Daily ( English ), 
2 English monthlies, 3 Bengali monthlies and i Bengali 
weekly are subscribed for the use of the Common Room. 

The School Hostel. 

The Boarding department ( located in the spacious rooms 
on the topflat of the School premises ) is under the 
direct supervision of the Head Master who is resident 
there with 3 assistant workers. It is very gratifying to 
note that the hostel has been a field of very useful 
work amongst the boarders and a very fruitful soil 
for realising the great aims and ideals with which the 
school was founded. A daily divine service with a short 
sermon, the reading of religious books and holding of 
occasional lectures and, above all, the personal influence of the 
workers, go a great way towards forming the character 
of the boys and teaching them habits of cleanliness. There 
is a limited number of seats in the hostel. Many applications 
for admission into the hostel had to be refused during 
the year as all attempts to secure, a house big enough 
for the purpose were unsuccessful.

It was a dispensation of God in the religious evolution 
of India that Raja Rammohan Roy founded the Brahmo 
Samaj, for the all-round regeneration of our beloved 
fatherland. The work before the Brahmo Samaj 
is vast and manifold, but our resources are poor 
and it is a melancholy tale that we have to narrate at 
the end of every year, of our failures in almost all t e 
spheres of our activity. We have set before us lofty ideals 
for the betterment, not of Indian life only, but, of human- 
ity at large. We have, however, to confess with regret 
that our efforts and endeavours are quite inadequate 
to and incommensurate with the actual needs. There are 
very few workers to carry the saying truths of this 
universal religion even to all important centres of Indian 
life. Yet we need not despair, because we trust that the 
Almighty ruler of the Universe will so ordain, that liw 
work will go on. inspite of our failings and short- 
comings. The year under rc/^cw was not a prosperous 
one for us, yet we tried to do as much as lay m our 
power, in the various fields of our activity. 

IN MEMORY OF THE DEPARTED. 

Since we met last year, the Samaj has lost some very 
valued members and veteran workers, who loved the 
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Samaj whole-heartedly. In opening the year’s record it 
is our first and most sacred duty to notice their deaths 
Mr. Kaliprasanna Bose, who was a missionary of the 
Samaj for many years, was remarkable for his sincerity, 
devoutness and zeal for the spread of the Brahmo 
religion. 

By the death of Sir Narayan Ganesh Chandavarkar, 
we have lost an esteemed member, who by his life and 
utterances set an example that was of inestimable value 
in furthering the cause of the Brahmo Samaj. During his 
visit to Calcutta, he actively participated in the work of 
the Sadharan Brahmo Samaj and ever showed an 
eager desire to maintain and promote a spirit of active 
co-operation, between the Brahmo workers of Bengal 
and their brethren in Western India, which helped to 
create a true spirit of brotherhood among them. 

The cause of the rights of women has sustained a 
severe loss by the death of Dr. Mrs. Kadambini Ganguli, 
who was for some years a member of the General 
Committee and of the Managing Committee of the 
Brahmo Balika Sikshalaya. She was the first lady 
graduate of the Calcutta University and the first Bengali 
lady physician with British qualifications. She was 
always ready to sympathise with others in distress. 
She was a strong advocate of the rights of women and 
always acted with great independence of spirit. 

Mr. Chandramohan Biswas was a most revered and 
one of the oldest members of the Samaj. His staunch 
devotion to the cause of the Brahmo Samaj and his 
devout life endeared him alike to Brahmos and others. 

Mr. Sukumar Ray Chowdhuri was snatched away 
from our midst in the very prime of youth. His 
death has created a void in the Brahmo community, 
■—a void not likely to be filled up in near future. He 
served the Samaj as a minister of the Calcutta Congre- 
gation, for some years, as an Assistant Secretary of the 
Samaj and as a member of the General and the Executive 
Committees. He was a most promising young mao. His 
many qualities of head and heart endeared him to the 
Brahmos in general and especially to the young men of 
the Samaj. 
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The Sadharan Brahtno Samaj was established in the 
year 1878, with the object of propagating the principles 
of Brahmoism, uniting under a common organisation all 
individuals and congregations holding these principles, 
and conducting all the business of the church on consti- 
tutional lines. Forty -nine of the Brahmo 8amajes in India 
are either associated with, or affiliated to, our church 
and it is gratifying to note that the number of bodies 
both in India and outside of it, holding nearly the same 
principles and doing almost the same work as our Samaj, 
is increasing year by year. 

The total number of members on the list on tbe 31st 
of December, 1923, "was 1293. 

Besides these, there is a large number of men and women 
here and abroad, who, though not members of our church, 
are in sympathy with it and “may be said to belong 
to it.” 

The last Annual Meeting of the members of the 
Sadharan Brahmo Samaj was held on the 23rd January, 
1923, when the Annual Report for 1922 with the 
audited Accounts was adopted and the following Office- 
bearers were elected and the General Committee for the 
year was formed

The General Committee, which is the governing body 
of the Samaj, consisted of 13 Representatives of the 
Samajes in the Muftasil, 65 members elected by the 
members of the Samaj from among themselves and the 
Office-bearers, who are ex-officio members of the 
Committee. During the year under report there were 
four ordinary quarterly meetings and one special meeting 
held on the 6th February, 1923, when the following

Mr. Kunjabehari Biswas having resigned, Mr. Pra- 
tul Chandra Som was elected a member of the Execu- 
tive Committee at the 3rd Quarterly meeting of the 
General Committee. 

Besides the above, the olBce-bearers and Babu 
Hemendfanath Dutta, elected by the missionaries as 
their Representative, formed the Executive Committee 
for the year. The Executive Committee held 41 sittings 
during the year under report. 

Utsavas.— Besides the Maghotsav, three other 
utsavas were celebrated : — ( 1) the Bengali New 
Year’s Day ; (2) the Foundation Day of the Sadharan 
Brahmo Samaj in the month of Jaistha and (3) the day 
in the month of Bhadra on which Raja Rammohan Ray 
inaugurated the public worship of one true God. 
Detailed programmes of these utsavas are given in the 
Appendix. 

Rammohan kay Anniversary.— The anniversary of 
the death of Raja Rammohan Ray was celebrated on 
Thursday, the 27th September, divine service being 
conducted at 7 a.m. in the Prayer ifall of the Samaj, by 
Babu Bhabasindhu Dutt. At 6-45 p.m. a memorial meet- 
ing was held in the Prayer Hall, Principal Heramba- 
chandra Maitra presiding on the occasion. Prof. Kajani- 
kanta Guha and Mrs. Kumudini Bose spoke on the life 
and teachings of the Kaja. Memorial meetings were 
also held at dififerent places of the country. 

Anniversary of the death of Pandit Sivanath Sastri.— 
The 4th anniversary of the death of I’andit Sivanath 
Sastri was observed on the 30th Septemb^ . divine 
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service being conducted at the prayer Hall at 7th a. m by 
Babu Gurudas Chakravarty. At 5 p.m. a conference was 
held in the sanctuary of the Sadhanasram. A memorial 
meeting also was held on Monday, the 1st Octobei", at 
(»-45 r.M. in the Prayer Hall under the presidency of 
Babu Krishnakumar Mitra, Prof. K’ajanikanta Guha, 
Dr. P. Chatterji and Babu Satischandra Chakravarti 
delivered addresses. 

Special Divine Service.— In view of the fierce conflicts 
between diflerent sections of the Indian community in 
various parts of India, leading to the perpetration of 
atrocious crimes, the Executive Committee of the 
Sadharan Brahmo Samaj decided to hold a special 
divine service on the 23rd September and requested all 
adherents of the Brahmo Samaj throughout the country, 
to pray for divine grace and guidance. A special service 
was accordingly held in the Prayer Hall on that day at 
G ‘13 p.M. Dr. P. K. Acharji acted as minister and 
preached a sermon suited to the occasion. Special divine 
service was also held in many other places. 

Mission Work Extension Scheme : — A sub-committee 
with Babu Hemchandra Sarkar as Secretary was ap- 
pointed to give practical effect to the scheme of Mission 
Work Extension adopted by the General Committee. 
It is much to be regretted that on the resignation of 
the office of Secretary to the Sub-committee by Babu 
Hemchandra Sarkar, no other member of the Committee 
could be induced to take up the duties of the Secretary. 
The scheme had. therefore, to be abandoned. 

Khasi Hills Mission For various reasons, the Exe- 
cutive Committee has not yet been able to take in hand 
the question of reorganising the Khasi Hills Mission. 
Some of the Samajes in the Khasi Hills are managed 
by the local members themselves. Babu Prafulla Kumar 
Ray, Assistant Secretary, was deputed tovisitthe Brahmo 
Samajes in the Khasi Hills. He made arrangements for 
the repair of some of the prayer halls and submitted a 
report about the present condition of the Samajes in the 
Khasi Hills. 

Revision of Rules of the Samaj Some time ago, the 
Executive Committee appointed a Sub-Committee for the 
revision of the Rules of the Samaj. We are glad to be 
able to say that the recommendations of the Sub-Corn* 
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mittee were considered by the Executive Committee and 
will be submitted to the General Committee in due 
course. 

The question of a paid Assistant Secretary The 
principle of apppointing a paid wholetime Assistant 
Secretary was accepted by the last annual meeting 
of the Samaj and the Executive Committee was 
requested to make such amendments and changes in the 
rules as might be necessary. The Committee 
have accordingly made provision for a paid Assistant 
Secretary in the Rules they propose to submit to the 
General Committee. 

East Bengal Brahmo Conference : — The East Bengal 
Brahmo Conference met in autumn at Bezgaon, a 
village in the district of Dacca. It was a very 
successful gathering and reflected great credit on 
the organisers, of whom Rai Prasanna Kumar Das Gupta 
Bahadur was the chief. Several leading members of 
the Sadharan Brahmo Samaj took part in the 
proceedings. Mr. Sasibhushan Dutt M. A. was the 
Chairman of the Reception Committee and Principal 
Herambachandra Maitra presided over the deliberations 
of the Conference. Of the various matters discussed in 
the Conference, two were of very practical importance, 
namely, (1) religious education of our children ; (2) 
spiritual culture in Brahmo families. 

Theistic Conference : — The All-India Theistic Con- 
ference met during Christmas holidays at Cocanada 
with Babu Benimadhav Das, M. A., as President. 

Such gatherings of Brahmos and fheists are particu- 
larly serviceable in promoting brotherly feelings and 
co-operation. 

Publications Our books and periodicals are of 
great service in the field of mission work, as they help 
us to carry the message of the Brahmo Samaj far and 
wide. The official organs of the Samaj— the Indian 
Messenger and the Tattwakaumudi were edited by 
Babu Pratul Chandra Som and Babu Baradakanta 
Basu respectively. During the absence of Babu 
Pratulchandra Som from Calcutta, a Board of Editors 
consisting of Principal Herambachandra Maitra, 
Babus Satischandra Chatterji, m, a., Brajasundar 
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Kay, M.A., Sarojeadraaath Ray, m.a , and Nirmal 
Chandra Chakravarti, m.a., was appointed to conduct the 
paper. For some j'ears past, there has been no sub- 
stantial addition to the number of subscribers and the 
papers had, therefore, to be conducted at a very heavy 
deficit. 

Besides these two, the Brahmabadi of Barisal, the 
Bfahma Ptacharak of Lahore, the Dharma Sadhan of 
Cocanada and the Subodh Pattika of Bombay have 
rendered valuable service to the cause of Brahmoism. 

The thanks of the Samaj are due to the Editors and 
contributors of the above papers. 

During the year under review, no books were published 
by the Samaj. It is, however, gratifying to note that 
some members of the Samaj have made valuable contri- 
bations to the spiritual literature of the Samaj. The 
following are some of the books that were published 
during the year : — Religion and Modern India by Mr. 
Satishchandra Roy, m. a.; Dharmer Bhitti by Babu 
Abinaschandra Lahiri, b.a.; Brahma Darshan by Babu 
Hemchandra Sarkar, m.a.; Panyabati Nari by Babu 
Amritalal Gupta ; Shikher Paricbaya by Babu Debendra- 
nath Mitra, n. a ; Biswakarmar Susamachar by Babu 
Harishchandra Datta, and Krittan 0 Bandana by Babu 
Manomohan Chakravarty. 

A Conference of brahmos was held during the year to 
consider the financial condition of the Samaj. Some 
members volunteered their services for collecting subs- 
cription. 


Mission Work. 

The chief aim of the Sadharan Brahrao Samaj 
with all its institutions, being to spread the j)rincipies 
of Brahmoism far and near, a great importance is 
attached to mission-work. The agencies employed 
for the purpose are, (1) the ordained missionaries; (2) 
the workers of the Sadhanasram; (3) the members of the 
Bevakmandali and the Lay- workers’ Mission ; (4) the 
two organs of the Samaj, (5) the several institutions 
affiliated to the Samaj, such as the Congregtion in 
Calcutta and other places, the Sadhanasram, the 
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Students’ Weekly Service, the Sangat and the Theological 
Society &c. 

The field of mission work is vast and the workers are 
but few in number and some of them are almost unfit for 
active service owing to either continued ill-health 
or old age. We are, therefore, very glad to note 
that Mr. B. Subbukrishnayya, who had been working as 
a mission worker for many years, was ordained as a mis- 
sionary of the Samaj during the last Maghotsab. 
The Executive Committee has also decided to ordain 
Babu Satischandra Chakrabarti, M. A., as a missionary. 

We have to confess that inspite of our humble efforts the 
mission work of ihe samaj has been done very inadequately. 
In the Punjab, one worker, who was not in good health, 
worked unsparingly, but he could visit only a few of the many 
important places, where there were ample opportunities for 
work. The United Provinces and the Central Provinces could 
not be attended to at all during the year. In Bombay, 
one of our workers worked with commendable earnestness. 
The work in the Madras Presidency was satisfactory, there 
being a good deal of activity both in the East and the West 
coast of the Presidency. At Bangalore there has been steady 
progress in the local Samaj under the ministration of Mr. E. 
Subbukri-shnaya. We could not send any missionary to 
Behar. One of our workers worked in Orissa but his ac- 
tivities had to be confined to ('uttack only. Mission work 
was not carried on very satisfactorily in Bengal, though our 
workers visited some places in the province. The pro- 
gramme of work adopted at the beginning of the year, which 
was far from comprehensive, could not be fully carried out. 
Important p aces, where there was a crying need for mis- 
sionary visits and more systematic work, were not visited at 
all. In Assam, however, fairly good work was done. It is 
gratifying to note that Babu Hemchandra Sarkar, inspite of 
his failing health, could undertake an extensive mission 
tour and visit most of the important centres of mission work 
in the Madras and Bombay presidencies.

Babu Sasibhusan Bose took part in the proceedings of 
Babu Sasibhusan Maghotsav conducted divine service in 
Bose. fBe Mandir and in connection with some 

domestic ceremonies. He visited Bag- 
anchra, Contai, Banamali Chatta, Namkhana, Dhulian. 
He is engaged in writing a History of the Brahmo Samaj. 

Babu Nilmani Chakravarti stayed at Cherapunji for

Chakravaiti. ’ mainly in Assam. He has not been 
keeping good health. 

Balm Gurudas Chakravarty acted a.s the resident 
„ , r j minister of the East Bengal Brahmo 
Chakravarty.” Samaj, Dacca, till April, when he gene- 
rally conducted the Sunday service and 
took part in the Sangat, the Students’ Weekly Service and 
the daily morning service held in the Mandir. He visited 
many families and held prayer meetings in some of them. 
He took part in the Maghotsav at Dacca and also after- 
wanls in Calcutta. Owing to ill-health, he stayed at 
Kurseong and Darjeeling for about two months where he 
conducted service every Sunday and did otlier work. 
He came to Ctilcutta in June and has been staying here 
since then. Besides conducting Sanelay service in 
the Mandir on several occasions, he conducted 
service and held conversational meetings in the 
Sadhanasram and was in charge of the 
Asram when the Superintendent was away on a 
mission tour. He visited several families, held 
prayer meetings and acted as minister at many domestic 
ceremonies. He carried on correspondence with 
Muffasil friends. He attended the Brahmo conference 
at Bejgaonand took part in its deliberations. He also regu- 
larly took the class on Theology every Thursday. He 
also gave religious instruction, and held prayer meetings 
every Wednesday in the Bethune College Boarding 
House .and every Friday in the Hostel for Brahmo 
Girls. He inftiated two youngmen into Briihinoism. 

Babu Hemchandra Sarkar, M A., was in charge of the 
Babu Henichan- Sadhanasram, which occupied most of 
dra Sarkar. his time and attention throughout the 
year. He had to remain in Calcutta during the greater 
part of the year. He could, however, arrange to visit Bombay 
twice and go on a mission tour in Southern India, in the

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course of which he visited Cuttack, Berhampur, Pithapuram, 
Coconada. Rajamundry, Bezwada, Guntur, Nellore, Madras, 
Bangalore, Calicut, and Mangalore. He spent about two months 
at the Himalayan Sadhanasram. While in Calcutta, besides 
looking after the work of the Sadhanasram, he helped in the 
work of the various institutions of the Sadharan Brahmo 
Samaj. As the Secretary of the Mission-work sub-committee, 
he had to carry on an extensive correspondence with the 
workers and the Muffasil Samajes. The work of the 
Sivanath Memorial Scheme also engaged his time to some 
extent. 

Babu Abinash Chandra Majumdar has been in indifferent 
health for a long time. Inspite of ill health, 
Babu Abianash- Continued diligently the translation of 
chander Ma,um. Qranth Saheb into Bengali. While 

at Solon, he regularly distributed Homoeo- 
pathic medicines. His translation of Nanak-bani appeared 
in several issues of the Tattwa Koumudi. 

During the first part of the year Babu Bhabasindhu Dutt 
delivered two speeches, conducted divine 
^abu Bhabasindhu service, sang hymns and led the Nagar 
“ Sankirtan in connection with the 

Maghotshav. He delivered a speech in the Bhowanipore 
Sanimilan Samaj and held a kathakata meeting in 
Adi Brahmo Samaj at Bhowanipore ; conducted weekly 
service bn some and sang hymns on several occasions in 
the S. B. Samaj mandir; wrote two articles for the Tatta- 
kaumudi : conducted, on some occasions, the morning 
service and sankirtans regularly on Fridays in the 
Sadhanashram ; and took active part in the daily Sangat 
held in the S. B, Samaj mandir; conducted weekly service 
on some occasions in the institution called the Devalaya ; 
held prayer meetings in different quarters of the 
town : officiated as minister in some domestic ceremonies, 
and visited some families. Besides all this, he visited 
Bankura, Cqntai, Paridpore, Midnapore, Purnea, 
Burdwan, Giridih, Harinabhi K^rishnagar, Andul and 
Barahanagar. 

During the year Mr. E. Subbukrishnaya visited 
Rajahmundry. Coconada, •Pithapuram, 
krishtmiva ° Calcutta, Nawadah, Gaya, Patna, Chatra 
^ ‘ pur, Berhampore, Ichchapur,Muslipatani, 

Madras, Cuddalore, Cochin, Trivendrum, Tinnavelly, 
Madura, Shimoga and delivered lectures at almost all 
the places. He conducted service, visited the Brahmo 
fatpilies. officiated at domestic ceremonis, initia- 
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ted six persons into Brahnio Dharma and solem- 
nized three Brahmo marriages. He worked as the Secre- 
tary of the Youngmen’s Brotherhood, and organised a 
number of lectures on religious and social subjects, 
managed the depressed classes schools, also acted as the 
Secretary of the Widows’ Home. While at head-quarters, 
he conducted service at the Bangalore Cantonment 
Brahmo Samaj, and occasionally visited the city 
Saint^ as well. 


Sadhanashram. 

The work of the Sadhanasram made fair progress 
during the year under report, liarly in the year 
most of the workers came to Calcutta from various 
parts of the country, on the occasion of the 
Maghotsav, and spent some weeks together in 
prayer and spiritual fellowship. Some of the workers 
met together again in summer at the Himalayan 
Sadhanasram at Kurseong. Special attention was paid 
throughout the year to the two most important objects 
of the Sadhanasram, namely, Sadhan and Mission work. 
The members of the Sadhanashram have, in view of the 
ciying need, felt it incumbent on themselves to undertake 
in all humility the task of strengthening and extending the 
mission work relying on the mercy of God. They 
are trying to secure and train a number of new 
mission workers and to raise necessar}'^ funds for 
the purpose. It is gratifying to note that their humble 
cft'orts have met with warm response from many quar- 
ters. Already a number of Sadbanarthis have associated 
themselves with the Sadhanasram with a view to pre- 
pare themselves for the service of the Brahmo Samaj. In 
the course of the year Mr. G. Y. Chitnis of Bombay and 
Babu Ashakumar Banerjee, M. A., of Calcutta, have been 
taken in as candidate-workers of the Sadhanasram, 
and Mr. F. L. Narayana of Kajamundri has been elected 
a worker and Mr. D. G. Vaidya of Bombay, Mr. and 
Mrs. T. N. Sarma of Kajamandri, Mr. Viswanath Kar, 
Mr. Ramkrishna Kao, Mr. Narayana Pani b. a., of 
Cuttack and Mr. T. Kammurti, b. a., of Kajamundri and 
Kao Shaheb Dr. A Gopalam of Calicutt and Babu 
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Shyamacliaran Sen of Chittagong have been 
accepted as helpers. Two branches have been opened 
at Cuttack and Rajamundri under the names of 
the Utkal Brahmo Sadanashram and Andhra Brahmo 
Sadhanasram, respectively. Babu Gurudas Chakra- 
varty has come to Calcutta from Dacca and his 
presence and spiritual ministration have been of great 
help to the Saduanasram. Babu Adinath Chatterjee 
was also in the Calcutta Asram during the most part 
of the year, and though in ill-health his presence 
was an inspiration to the inmates. Pandit Navadwip 
Chandra Das had to be away under medical advice for 
a considerable part o' the y'ear. Babu Amritalal Gupta 
spent several weeks on different occasions during the 
year. Babu Satis Chandra Chakravarty rendered consi- 
derable help to the work of the Sadhanasram during 
the year inspite of his engrossing duty in Bhovvanipore 
as the resident minister of the Sammilan Brahmo Samaj. 
Babu Amar Chandra Bhattacharya resided in the Asram 
throughout the year. Our old worker Mr. V. K. Shinde 
came to Calcutta towards the close of the year after an 
interval of many years and has been staying in the 
Asram. 1 he consecration of the new sanctuary in the 
Sivanath Memorial buildings early in the year has 
greatly facilitated the work of the Asram. Besides the 
daily devotional meetings of the Asram, many import- 
ant meetings and conferences were held in the sanctuary. 
The ministers* conference was, except on a few occasions, 
held here on Wednesday evenings. Two meetings for 
young men and ladies were held on Monday and 
1 bursday evenings pretty regularly. Special Sankirtans 
were held on Friday evenings. Monthly Utsavas were 
held on the first Sunday of every month and occasionally 
on the first day of the mouth. Divine service was 
held daily in the morning on weekdays and there were 
readings with expositions and discussions on religious 
subjects everyday in the afternoon. Classes were held 
for >adhanarthis under training. Many Brahmo friends 
from different parts of the country had to be accommo- 
dated as guests. 

The Madras branch of the Sadhanashram was in 
charge of Mr. Subbukrishnaya and was located at Banga- 
lore. Divine service was held daily in which the inmates 
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of the local Widows’ Home and some Brahmo friends 
joined. 

The Andhra Brahmo Sadhanasram was established on 
the 1st of September last. Mr. P. L. Narayana was in 
charge of it and was helped in his work by Messrs, 1'. N. 
Sarma, T. Kammurti and Mr. T. Pralcashray, M.A. 
Divine service and devotional meetings were held daily. 

The Himalayan Sadhanasram is situated atKurseong. 
During the present year a number of workers and 
Sadhauarthecs spent a fairly long time there. During 
the greater part of the year divine service was held daily 
and weekly Congregational Service was held on Sunday 
afternoons, which was fairly well attended by many 
people of the locality. For some months monthly Utsav 
was held on the first Sunday of the month in which 
Brahmo friends from Darjeeling occasionally joined. 

Bhai Sitaram was in charge of the Punjab Sadha- 
nasrara. He was helped in his work by Bhai Ram- 
kishen. He travelled extensively on mission tour in 
the Punjab and Sindh, During his absence Bhai Ram- 
kishen looked after the work of the Sadhanasram. A 
students’ lodge was managed by the Asram. Weekly 
jirayer meetings were held for the students in which Bhai 
Sitaram, Bhai Ramkrishan, Lala I’rakashlal and others 
officiated as ministers. The workers of the Asram helped 
in the work of the I’unjab Brahmo Samaj, Sealkot 
Sadharan Brahmo Samaj, Rawalpindi Sadharan Brahmo 
Samaj, and tried to spread the message of the Brahmo 
Samaj throughout the Punjab and Sindh. 

Babu Baradaprasanna Ray was in charge of the 
Dacca Sadhanasram during the year. He was helped 
in the work of the Asram by Babu Akshayakumar Sen 
and Babu Bankabihari Kar. Babu Asakumar Banerji 
stayed at Dacca Asram for over a month and helped in 
the work of the Asram. Daily divine service was held in 
the Prayer Hall of the East Bengal Brahmo Samaj in 
which several local friends joined. 

The Utkal Brahmo Sadhanasram was established on 
the 6th Bhadra, the 23rd August, 1923. Mr. Mahendra- 
nath Pattanayak was in charge of it. Divine service and 
devotional meetings were held daily in the Asram. • Mr. 
Viswanath Kar, Mr. Narayan Pani, Mr. Ramkrishna 
Kao and Babu Kunjabehari Guha helped in the work. 
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Babu Adinath Chalterji was in the Calcutta Asram 
,,1. » j- .L during the greater part of the year, when 

Chatterji besides conducting divine service and 

taking part in all the engagements of the 
Asram, he visited Brahmo families and officiated as minister 
in many domestic ceremonies. During the latter part of 
the year he was at Giridih where he conducted divi.ne 
service in the Samaj and in several Brahmo families. He aBo 
went to Contai and took part in the Anniversary of the local 
Samaj. 

Babu Amritalal Gupta lived at Giridih for nearly eight 
mouths, conducting the weekly congrega- 
Babu Amritalal tional service, taking part in Utsavas, 
delivering lectures, giving readings, and 
holding conversational meetings. In connection with 
the Students’ Weekly Service he had to read papers, 
give addresses and hold discussions on various subjects. 
The boys and girls of the Sunday School also were 
benefited by his teachings. Besides these he visited the 
Brahmo families, conducting divine service at many 
domestic ceremonies. While he w'as in Calcutta, he con- 
ducted divine service in the morning at the Sadhanasram 
and at the Prayar Hall of the S. B. Samaj. lie visited 
several Brahmo families, conducted divine service 
at the Brahmo Girls’ School and gave moral ins- 
truction to the students of the two Sunday Schools.

He also conducted divine 
service in connei tion with the local Brahinika Samaj, 
and the Brahme-Bandhu Sabha. He acted as minister 


in two other local weekly congregations and in several 
ceremonies. Be.'iides the usual duties of the Samaj 
he conducted divine service and delivered lectures 


in connection with the Maghotsav, Bhadrotsav, the 
anniveisaiies of the Snniaj, the Brahmika Samaj and the 
Stirdents’ Weekly Service. He presided over the Sivanath 
Sastri memorial meeting and spoke in two other 
meetings held in memory of late Babu Aswini Kumar 
Dutta. He edited the Brahmabadi, a monthly journa 
and acted as Joint Secretary of the local H. E. School 
for girls. He composed new songs and published 
them in a book called ’'Kiritaii-o-Bnndana.*' He 


went to Calcutta and took part in the Utsav 
of the .^fidhanasram.

to Patuakhali, Madaripiir, Khulna, Bagura and 
Dhuhri where he conducted divine service in the 


mandir as well as in family gatherings, delivered 
lectures and held religious and rnoral discourses 
with the members of the Brahmo Samaj as well as the 
outside public. He went to Bejgaon to attend the East

the missionaries. The Executive Committee of the 
Sadharan Brahmo Samaj, therefore, considered it neces- 
sary to organise the work of the lay workers and the 
Sevakamandali was founded in the year 1903. In the 
year under report there were 58 members working 
at the following centres Calcutta, Baranagore, 
Cherapunji, Pabna, Dehradun, Chittagong, Raigunge, 
Mymensing, Patiala, Shillong, Hazaribag, Barisal, 
Comilla, Faridpur, Dacca, Lahore, Giridih, Indore, and 
Cuttack. 
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Pandit Sitanath Tattwabhushan was more or less ill 
n j-i o-i. i.u during the greater part of the year and 
T^^wabhusan^ Spent three months and a half at Jam- 
shedpur. During the intervals that he kept 
well, he work as stated below : — He took part in the 
last Maghotsav celebrations, delivering the annual address 
in connection with the Theological Society, conducting 
service and presiding at the anniversary of the Sangat, 
introducing the subject of discussion at the conference 
on “Spiritual Progress’'. At the anniversary of the 
late Upadhaya Gour Gobinda Roy held in the Bharat* 
barsiya Brahma Mandir, he spoke on the Upa- 
dhyaya’s contribution to the revival of Sanskrit learning 
, in the Brahmo Samaj and the country. He conducted 
the weekly service at the Sadharan Brahmo Samaj 
Mandir on two, and the week day service on several, 
occasions. He also took part in the conversation which 
followed the latter function as long as he was in Calcutta 
and not incapacitated by illness. At Jamshedpur he 
conducted the Sunday service of the local Upasana Samaj 
about every week. He contributed articles to the 
Indian Messenger. 


Babu Abinashchandra Lahiri B. A,, took part in the 

AT Maghotsav ; conducted divine service in 
T Ajfi ■ ’ the East Bengal and Narayangunge 

Brahmo Samaj es on some occasions. He 
also officiated as minister in family prayer meetings and 
in connection with some domestic ceremonies. He visited 
some places in Bengal and Assam and preached the prin- 
ciples of onr church in various ways. 


Mr. G. Y. Chitnis worked in co-operation with the 

Mr G Y Chitnis Bombay Prarthana Samaj. Besides con- 
ducting the weekly divine service occasion- 
ally, he helped in the work of all the institutions of the local 
Samaj. He edited the English portion of the “Subodh 
Patrika”,the weekly organ of the Prarthana Samaj and looked 
after its management. He also organised a series of lectures 
in connection with the Young Theists’ Union and family 
services, himself taking his turn in many of these. He 
organised a weekly prayer meeting in one of the suburbs of 
Bombay and there held a series of discourses on Emerson. 
At his instance a society for the study of different 
religions, was founded and under its auspices several lectures 
on religious subjects were delivered in the Prarthana 
Samaj Hall. He came to Calcutta to join in the Maghotsav 
and also visited Coconada in connection with the Theistic 
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Conference, where the delivered a lecture and conducted 
divine service in the local Brahmo Samaj. He paid a visit 
to Basein and delivered a lecture there. 


Lay Workers Mission- 

The Lay workers’ Mission was organised by the Execu- 
tive Committee on the 16 th February, 1922, with the 
object of organising divine service and meetings in differ- 
ent quarters of Calcutta and visiting Samajes in the 
neighbourhood of Calcutta.

The Baranagore Workingmen Mlsalon< 

The Mission is maintained out of the interest of the 
funds placed in the hands of the Executive Committee 
by Mr. Sasipada Banerji in the year 1903, ( two 
Government Promissory Notes of the face value of 
Ks. 1000, each, “for preaching practical religion 
and morality among the workingmen of Bara- 
nagore. It is a matter of great regret that no 
satisfactory arrangement could be made for this useful 
work during the year under report. Some of the members 
of the Sevakmandali went to Baranagore and conducted 
divine service and delivered addresses. Babu Bhaba- 
sindhu Dutt visited the place on one occasion. 


The Calcutta Congregation. 

The Annual Meeting of the Congregation was held on

was 272. 

For some time past the roof of the Prayer Hall 
has been badly in need of repairs and the electric 
connection has in consequence been unsatisfactory. A 
Committee has been formed for the purpose of raising 
funds for removing these defects. But it is a matter 
of regret that our appeal for subscription has not yet met 
with generous response. With the small sum we have so 
far been able to realise, the electric installation has been 
overhauled and some new punkhas have been purchased. 

With the addition of new books purchased during 
year the Library has now in its stock 2854 volumes. The 
amount of Rs.8 1-5*6 has been spent on the purchase of 
new books and periodicals ; and our thanks are due to the 
Corporation of Calcutta for the grant of Rs. 75 towards 
the upkeep of the Library. 

The total income, including the opening balance was 
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Rs. 1275*10*3 the total expenditure during the year 
was Rs. 1274-10-6 leaving a closing balance of As, iq-q 
P. only. _ ^ 


The Sangat Sabha. 

The object of the “Sangat” is to discuss questions 
relating to the attainment of spiritual life from a prac- 
tical point of view. It met regularly every Tuesday 
evening and on all other week days after the usual 
service, except when there was any other function in the 
Mandir. The conversation turned especially on 
spiritual subjects and philosophical topics connected 
with the spiritual life. The service was conducted 
mostly by Pandit Sitanath Tattwabhushan, Babu 
Abmashchandra Banerjea, Babu Bhabasindhu 1 utta 
Babu Pratulchandra Som and Babu Bipin Bihari Pal. 
Readings from sacred books were mostly given by Babus 
Pratulchandra Som and Abinashchandra Banerjea 
The attendance varied from 5 to 25. Many took 
a keen interest in the subjects discussed and were mostly 
regular in their attendance. ^ 


The Theological Society. 

The Theological Society was founded in 1894 
with the object of discussing questions relating to 
Theology and the connected problems of ethics and 
metaphysics from the eastern as well as the western 
points of view. It is ipuch to be regretted that 
owing mainly to the continued ill-health of Pandit 
Sitanath Tattwabhusan and the absence of Babu 
I’ratulchandra Som from Calcutta only two lectures in 
connection with the Society could be organised during 
the year under report. 1 he anniversary of the Society 
was celebrated on the 5th Magh, when Pandit Sitanath 
Tattwabhusan delivered an address. 

It is worthy of note that the Theological Faculty 
founded in connection with the City College has removed 
a longfelt want, and the attempts of the promoters of the 
Faculty deserve the best thanks of the Samaj.

Students weekly Service 
for 1923. 


The Students’ Weekly Service was founded in Calcutta 

in 1879 with the object of diffusing 
among the youths of the City and 
suburbs liberal ideas about matters 
religious, social and moral, and helping them in the 
formation of their character according to theistic ideals. 
Later on, abstention from smoking, drinking and 
frequenting professional theatres in which women of illfame 
take parts became an important feature of the creed of the 
Service. 


In the year under review 22 lectures were delivered, 
divine service was held on two occasions and five anniversary 
meetings in memory of Pandit Iswarchandra Bidyasagar, 
Anandamohan Bose, Ramtanu Lahiri, Rajnarayan Bose, 
and Pandit Sivanath Sastri were held as usual. There were 8 
meetings of the Executive Committee. An interesting series 
of lectures about the history and development of the Brahmo 
Samaj were delivered by Mr. Bipinchandra Pal and another 
series about Buddhism by Prof. Rajanikanta Cuba, M A. 

In memory of the late Babu Sukuiuar Roy who had been 
President of the Service for some years, a special service and 
a meeting were held in the Prayer Hall. The service was 
conducted by Babu Satischandra Chakravarti and the 
meeting was presided over by Dr. Rabindranath Tagore. A 
meeting was also held in memory of [the late Babu Aswani 
Kumar Dutta presided over by Babu Lolitmohan Das. A 
social gathering of the members of the Service was held 
during the year under report. 

There were five Fraternities, each standing for a particular 
sphere of activity of the Service. Some of the Fraternities 
are not active now. 

The total number of members of the Service was 478 be- 
sides 35 new members elected during the latter part of the year, 
1923. The condition of the finance was satisfactory. Up to 
30th July 1923 the receipts were Rs 270-8-7 and disbursements 
Rs 163-12-3. From 31st July to 31st December 1923 the 
receipts were Rs 41-8-0 and the disbursements Rs. 39-1 1-3. 
There is a permanent fund invested in 3 J G. P. notes the face 
value of which is Rs. 800. This amonnt is held in ti ust by 
the S. B. Samaj. There is another fund of Rs. lOO invested 
in War-bond, the bond lying with Mr. Probodh Chandra 
Mahalanobis.

Sunday Moral Training Sohooli 

The Sunday Moral Training School, started almost 
simultaneously with the foundation of the Sadharan 
Brahmo Samaj, with the object of imparting instruction 
to our boys and girls that might help the steady growth 
and development of their moral and spiritual nature, 
continued to do its work as usual during the year. The 
main school was held at the Brahmo Girls’ School 
premises on Sundays in the morning. It consisted of six 
classes besides a senior class for college students. The 
anniversary of the school was held on January 29, 1923, 
at the Mary Carpenter Hall under the presidentship of 
Babu Hemchandra Sarkar m.a., when Srimati Hemlata 
Sarkar gave away the prizes. There were songs, speeches 
.and other amusements. The number of students on the 
roll on the 31st December, 1923, was 109. Srimati 
Sarojini Datta, M. A., Srimati Charulata Sen, Srimati 
Mrinmayi Sen, M. a., Srimati Hiranmayi Sen, b. a., b. t., 
Srimati Niharkana Das, Srimati Nirmala Maity, Srirnati

Bihari Chakravarty, b. a., Mathuranath Nandi, b. a., 
served as teachers during the year. 

In April last, a branch school was started at the 
Brahmo Sadhanasram for the benefit of the boys and 
girls of the locality.

Relief worK. 

The Flood Relief operations in the Northern 

Bengal begun in October 1922, continued to the 
first quarter of the year under report. We had centres 
of work at Adamdighi, Singra, Tejnandi, Bandhai Khara 
&c. where doles of rice, fodder and bran for cattle, 
blankets, pieces of old and new cloth, guernsey frocks and 
seed grain were distributed and some houses were built 
for the houseless. Babu Krishna Kumar Mitra, Kai Sahib 
Raj Mohan Das, Babus Barada Kanta Basu, Dhanapati 
Nath Das, Nirmal Chandra Chakravarty, Sarojendra 

Nath Kay, Frakas Chandra Basu, Frafulla Kumar 
Ray, Hara Kumar Guha, Devendra Kumar Mitra, and a 
large number of young men worked in this connection. 

A small sum of money was sent by the Executive 
Committee in aid of the relief of the people of Chandpur 
who suflfered a great deal on account of the sudden out- 
break of a malignant type of malarious fever. Messrs. 
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B. K. Paul & Co. helped the Committee with a large 
quantity of medicine, sago and barley &c. Our thanks 
are due to the donors and also to Babu Pyarimohan 
Dutt who worked on our behalf among the fever- 
striken people. 

Hearing of the terrible havoc caused by the recent 
cyclone in the East Coast of Madras, the Executive 
Committee has organised relief work in the Ganjam 
district. Mr. R. Balakrishna Rao has been placed in 
charge of the operation. The work is not as yet over. 

A Committee with Dr. P. K. Acharji as President and 
Babu Ishan Chandra Ray, b.a. as Secretary was formed 
for the purpose of organising social work in the Brahmo 
Samaj. The workers of this Committee helped in nursing 
the sick in some families. 

The grateful acknowldgments of the Samaj are due 
to the ladies and gentlemen who contributed to the 
Relief Fund or worked in connection with the Relief 
work. 

The Sadhanasram has a philanthropic department 
as the Seva Section. In pursuance of the threefold ideal 
of the Sadhanasram, the workers have been engaged in 
various kinds of humanitarian works, some of which 
have developed into permanent institutions. During the 
year, there were three such institutions affiliated to the 
Seva Section, namely, (1) Dacca Widows’ Home (iJ) 
Utkal Orphanage, and (3) The Society for the Improve- 
ment of the Backward Classes, Bengal and Assam. 

The Dacca Hindu Widows’ Home. 

The work of the Hindu Widows’ Home was carried on by a 
local Managing Committee of which Mrs. P. K, Bose was the 
President. Dr. and Mrs. N. C. Roy were appointed Treasurer 
and Secretary respectively and they took up the work of the 
Home with great enthusiasm, but on account of ill health of Dr. 
Roy they had to give up the work. There were i6 widows in 
the Home at the close of the year. There is an M. E. School 
attached to the Home where the inmates receive education 
up to to the middle English standard. They are giv'en train- 
ing in weaving and tailoring in the Home. The Govern- 
ment of Bengal gave a monthly grant for the mainte- 
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nance of the school. The authorities of the National Fund 
sanctioned a grant for the Weaving School. The Home 
had to pay a large amount monthly for rent. A local habi- 
tation of its own will greatly facilitate the work of the Home. 
Attempts are being made to collect funds for the purpose. 

The Utkal Orphange. 

The Utkal orphanage at Cuttack was managed by the 
local committee of which Mr. Viswanath Kar was the Presi- 
dent and Mr. Mahendra Pattanayak, the Secretary. Mr. 
Pattanayak also worked as the Superintendent for the greater 
part of the year. There were 1 1 children in the orphanage 
during the year. The older children were sent to school and 
the younger ones were given elementary education at home. 
They are also taught spinning. Daily prayers are held in the 
Orphanage. Mr. Narayan J’ani B. A. rendered valuable 
service to the Orphanage. For want of funds the 
Orphanage could not be developed. It was only through the 
continuous efforts of Mr. Viswanath Kar that even the urgent 
and bare necessities of the orphanage could be provided for. 

Society for Backward Glasses. 

The work of the Society for the Improvement of the 
Backward Classes went on very satisfactorly during 
the year. Rai sahib Rajmohan Das continued to be its 
Secretary and Babu tlarinarayan Sen, one of the workers 
of the Sadhanasram, devoted himself entirely to this 
work. 

The total number of schools of all classes supported 
by the Society on the 31st March 1923, was 404, against 
393 in the previous year. 35 schools were dosed 
during the year for various reasons and 46 new experi- 
mental schools were added, the total being now 88 
experimental schools which will have to be aided by the 
Society, when they attain stability. The Society has 
schools in the following 20 districts of Bengal and 
Assam 24 Paraganas, Nadia, Khulna, Jessore, 
Burdwan, Birbhum, Hugh, Howrah, Midnapur. Bankura, 
Rajshahi, Pabna, Dacca, Myraensing, Barisal, Farid pore, 
Noakhali, Tipperah, Sylhet and Dhubri. The number of 
pupils on the roll was 14,989 against 14,024 in the pre- 
vious year. Of these 4,621 were Namasudras, 3,047 were 
Mahomedan cultivators, 659 Podes, 5 10 Muchies and the 
rest of other castes. Of the total number, 10,925 were boys 
and 4,064 were girls. The average number of pupils in a 
boys’ school was 36*7 and, in girls' 37*9, The increase 
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especially in the number as well as average attendance of 
the girls is remarkable. 

The High school noted above is situated at Mushia- 
hati, the centre of 96 villages peopled wholly by the 
Namshudra cultivators. It is a monument of their keen 
desire for higher education and their hard struggle for it. 
Returning from their daily labour, they worked late at 
night and succeeded in making a lac and a half of bricks 
for the school. 

Of the 270 Boys’ Primary Schools, about 50, 
having over 40 pupils each, were selected this year for 
improvement by the addition to the stafi of each school 
of a matriculate or higher Guru-training passed Pundit. 

Written Examinations with printed questions are 
now held for the Lower and Upper Primary standards. 
There were this year 30 centres for such Examinations in 
14 districts. Out of 924 pupils who appeared, 60 boys 
and 18 girls passed, and were awarded certi&cates of 
merit. 

The Society award-'^' scholarships to bonafide 
village girls i.e., who have never before gone out of 
their villages, for continuing their education in M. E. or 
U. E. Schools. In pursuance of this scheme, two 
Namasudra girls from the Jessore district have been 
given scholarships for studying at the M. E. School at 
Baniban. 

The Minister of Education of Bengal kindly granted 
this year Rs.6223 for recurring and Rs. 12,229 for capital 
expenditure. The total receipts during the year was 
Rs. 34,341-15 against Ks. 19,544-1-0 during the 
last year. The main item of expenditure viz., grants to 
schools was this year Rs. 10,213-9-3 against Rs. 3,369 
of the last year. The total of other items was Rs. 4555- 
5-0 against Rs. 2998-12,3 of the last year. 

Rai Sahib Rajmoban Das, the Secretary, deserves a 
very warm congratulation on his having secured the 
sympathy and co-operation of all classess of people in 
the country for this noble and sacred cause of uplift. 


BduOatlonal Work* 

The Sadharan Brahmo Samaj has always held that 
intellectual culture is essential for the growtn and deve^ 
lopment of spiritual life in the community. It has there.* 
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fore considered it a sacred duty to make earnest efforts for 
the spread of education. The following report of the 
various educational institutions directly or indirectly 
connected with the Samaj shows that they have in their 
own way done a great service to the cause of our church. 

The following educational institutions, which though 
not directly under the Samaj are owned and managed 
by Brahmos, did useful work in forming the character of 
a large number of young people (1) East Bengal 
Institution, Dacca, (2) Town Victoria School, Cuttuck 
and (3) Baniban Girls’ M. E. School. 


Brahmo Balika Shiksbalaya. 

The following ladies and gentlemen were elected to form 
the Managing Committee of the School for 1923 : — Principal 
H. Maitra, Dr. Prankrishna A ’^harjya, Mr. Kriahnakumar 
Mitra, Mr. Nibaranchandra Rayj^ Mr. Harakanta Bose, Mr, 
S. M. Bose (Assistant Secretary), Mrs. Charnlata Mukherji, 
Mrs. K. Banerji (Teachers’ representative), Mrs. Purnima 
Basak, Miss J. Ganguli (Principal) and Lady Abala Bose 
( now in England ), 

The Teaching staff consisted of 17 teachers for the 
regular course, of whom 9 were graduates, and one Drawing 
master and one Music Teacher. 

On the closing day of the Session, there were 323 
students on the roll as against 349 of the previous year. 
Of these, 235 were children of orthodox Hindu parents, 4 
Mahomedans, and 5 Christians. 

The daily work of the School begins with a hymn and a 
short prayer. The progress of the classes is tested by means 
of monthly and annual examinations. 

19 Girls appeared at the Matriculation Examination held 
in 1923 all of whom passed, 16 being place in the 1st 
Division, 1 in the 2nd, and 2 in the Third Division. 

The work of preparing candidates for the Vernacular 
Teacherahip Certificate Examination — Senior and Junior— 
was continued. TwentY one students appeared in the 
examination— 8 for tne Senior Certificate of whom 5 
. passed and 18 for the Junior Certificate of whom 2 only 
passed.

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Brahiwio 8ama| Hostels for Girl Students. 

In view of the fact that the Bethune College 
Hostel and the Brahmo Samaj Hostel for Girl stu- 
dents could not provide accommodation for the large 
number of students seeking admission in hostels, 
the Executive Committee authorised the Managing 
Committee of the ‘Brahmo Samaj Hostel for Girl 
students to open another hostel, which was started in 
July last and the Government of Bengal sanctioned a 
monthly grant-in-aid of Rs. 300 and also a capital 
grant of Ks. 2,500. There were 23 and 20 boarders 
respectively in. them. Dr. Prankrishna Acharji was the 
Secretary. 


Brahmo Samaf Education Society. 

1. city College. 

City School was founded on January 6, 1879. The 
F. A. classes were opened in 1881, and the B. A. classes 
in 1884. Thus within five ]?ears of the establish- 
ment of the school, the institution developed into 
a first-grade College. A building was erected at 13,lMirza- 
pur Street, arid was opened by Lord Ripon in December, 
1883. Mr. A. M. Bose, proprietor of the institution, made 
over the buildings to a body of trustees in 1888. In Janu- 
ary, 1908, the College was placed under the control of a 
Society, registered under Act XXI of ISGO called ‘The 
City College Institution”, which is now known as the 
“Brahmo Samaj Education Society”. It is the object of 
the Society “to promote the cause ot education in its 
highest and widest sense, to make that education— compre- 
hending the training of the mind, heart and body, and 
founded on a Theistic basis— conduce to the good of man 
and the glory of God,” 

The college prepares students for the n. a. Examina- 
tion, in English (Pass and Honours), Sanskrit (Pass and 
Honours), Philosophy (Pass and Honours), Persian, His- 
tory ( Pass and Honours ) and Political Philosophy ; for 
the B. Sc. Examination in Mathematics (Pass and 
Honours), Physics and Chemistry ; and for the Inter- 
mediate Examinations in Arts and Science, in English, 
^nskrit, Persian, Logic, History, Mathematics, 
Cberiiisti^ and Physics. 

The number of students on the rolls, on the 31 Aug- 
ust, 1923 was 1945 as against 1864 on the same date 
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in 1922, comprising 238 in the pure I. A. classes, 322 in 
the B. A. classes, 325 with mixed I, A. course. 879 in the 
I. Sc. & (8) in the B. Sc, classes. 

The total strength of the College staff in September, 
1923, consisted of twenty Professors, seven J^ecturers, 
one Moulavi, eight Tutors, twelve Demonstrators, 
a Librarian and an Assistant Librarian. The office staff 
consisted of a Head clerk, a Cashier, an Accountant, 
three clerks, a Store-keeper and a Care-taker. 

Or. Hiralal Haidar has been serving the College as 
an Honorary Professor for the last six years.

Provident Fund. In January, 1915, a Provident Fund 
waS created for the purpose of making some provision, 
on retirement or death, for the employees of the College 
and School or their families. Members of the staff con- 
tribute to the Fund at the rate of an anna per rupee of 
their salaries and the institution contributes at the rate 
of half an anna. In March, 1923, forty nine members 
of the College staff and twent-nine of the School contibu- 
ted to the Fund. Subscribers are allowed to borrow 
money from the Fund for some specified purposes only. 
They have to pay interest on the sums advanced to 
them at the rate of G p. c. per annum. The amount 
standing to the credit of the fund on the 31st May, 1923, 
was Rs. 77,924-7-8 invested as follows : —

Pensions have been granted to a few employees 
for long and meritorious service. 

It ought to be noted that the College is mainly, but 
not exclusively, dependent upon the fees paid by students. 
Since the foundation of the institution Rs. 91,101-15-3 
has been contributed to its funds by donors and subscri- 
bers. 

A number of free studentships is given to poor and 
meritonous students. Students belonging to depressed 
classes are given preference in the matter of concessions, 
b^ ‘^^“c^ssion during the last Session was 
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With a view to fostering a spirit of healthy 
rivalry among the students and making the 
College examinations attractive, twenty scholarships, 
(ten of five rupees per month for the intermediate classes, 
and ten of six rupees per month for the senior classes) 
tenable for six months, are awarded on the results of the 
College examinations. 

Besides the above scholarships, three other scholarships 
are awarded to deserving students out of the interest 
accruing from the funds placed in the hands of the Council 
for that purpose : — 

(1) Two A. M. Bose Scholarships of Rs, 10 and Rs. 5 
per month respectively, founded by Mr. S. M, Bose in 
memory of his father. 

(2) One Satyendramohan Bose Scholarship of Rs. 5 
per month founded by the late Mr. H. Bose in memory of 
his brother. 

A Medical Officer is engaged by the College Council to 
look after the health of the boarders of the attached messes 
and hostels and to attend them during illness. A teacher, 
of gymnastics* hss been appointed for the students of 
the College and a gymnasium has been set up. The 
students of this college take special interest in football 
They won the Mitchell shield for the third time in 1922 
and made a tour to Benares and Allahabad where they 
had the better of the game. .Arrangements have been 
made for basket ball play in the College compound. 

Regular lectures on Theology, the Bhagavadgita 
and the Upiinisbacls and Natural Religion are given 
by two Professors, and lectures on moral and religious 
subjects are- often given in the College hall. Divine 
service is held every Sunday at the Kammohan Ray 
Hostel, it being conducted by the Principal or some 
member, of the Council or staff. Divine service 
is also conducted in the College hall on the day of 
reopening of the College after a long vacation. On the 6th 
of January, the anniversary of the foundation of the 
institution, ^'divine service is held in the College hall in the 
morning, after which light refreshments are provided for 
the students. 

Students occasionally go out on excursions with some 
members of the staff. The Botanical Gardens, Sibpur^ the 
Calcutta';; Pottery). Works, the Bengal Chemical and 
Pharmaceutical Works, the Tata’ Iron Works and other 
places have been thus visited by many of our students.

City College Sohcol. 

The aftairs of the school department are directly 
managed bj a Sub-Committee consisting of 5 members, 
working under the College Council. 

The School has all along endeavoured not only to 
qualify students for the University Examination, &ti4 
also to impart wholesome moral instruction to them. 
Sours have been set apart for moral training in each 
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Class and suitable text-books have been prescribed ior 
the purpose. The City Union and Asabahini (the Band 
of Hope) a society attached to the school, meets on Satur- 
days. The day’s work in the class commences with a 
prayer in whicn both the teachers and the students join. 
Drill, Drawing and Music classes were held. 

The instructive stafif consisting of 28 teachers, mostly 
Brahmos, met in conference several times during the year 
and discussed various subjects relating to the improve- 
ment of the School. 

The numerical strength on the 31st December last was 
596 against 595, on the corresponding date of the prece- 
ding year. 47 boys sat for the Matriculation Examina- 
tion of whom 43 passed, 29 in the first division, and 14 
in the second. One boy got a Government junior 
Scholarship of Us. 10 and another boy a Government 
Mahomedan Junior Scholarship of the same value.

Collegiate School. 

•» 

During the year under report, the numerical position 
of the school improved satisfactorily, the number on the 
rolls on the 31st December being 554. It is gratifying to 
note that despite many difficulties and disadvantages the 
school occupies the foremost place as regards number 
in the whole district. " ’ 

The total number of teachers during the year was 21, 
the number of Brahmo members on the staff being as in 
the previous year only 3. 

The total income of the school from fees etc. during 
the year was Rs. 15,313-11-2, the expenditure amount- 
ing to Rs. 13,613-7-0. 

The apparent surplus had, however, to be spent 
very largely in clearing old liabilities, particularly 
in liquidating a portion of old debts and paying interest 
thereon, as also in effecting big repairs. For this reason, 
the outstanding financial stringency of the school conti- 
nued practically unabated, so much so that the work of 
the school had to be managed under a high pressure, 
many needed improvements of the school, being held over 
for want of funds. 

The school suffered very heavy losses on account 
of earthquake and fire. The damages caused by 
the earthquake to this institution were certainly 
the heaviest in the town and the school bad for 
a period to be held away from its own premises. 
The financial difficulties of the school have been 
aggravated very seriously and endeavours are being 
made to raise funds by issuing an appeal to the public 
and by applying to the government for a special grant. 

For the last Matriculation Examination the school 
sent up 61 candidates out of 65 students on the rolls and 
inspite of various disturbances through which'this school 
along with several others had passed on account of 
the continuance of the non-co-operation movement in this 
part of the province, the institution achieved fairly good 
results at the University Examination. 45 students 
passed, 1 securing a scholarship.

It is clear from the above statements that though the 
financial position of the 8amaj was slightly better in the 
previous year, no appreciable increase took place in the 
Receipts under several heads. 

The Trust Funds with the Sainaj amounts to 
Rs. 2i,36, 553-12-9 ; the face value of G. P. Notes in the 
custody of the Samaj is Rs. 2,12,100-0-0 ; and other 
investments with the closing balance amounts to 
Rs. 33538-14-3. Be.sides these, the Samaj has invested 
in land nearly Rs, 21,000. 

We have to admit with very great regret that inspite 
of the humble efforts of the office-bearers and some of 
our friends in Calcutta and the wiiffasil, who had very 
kindW undertaken to collect subscriptions for the Samaj, 
the financial position of the Samaj did not improve 
as it should have done. 

We beg to invite the attention of the members 
and supporters of the Samaj to Ihc fact 
that yie are passing through a state of financial embar* 
rassment, which is becoming more and more acute 
every day. It is hardly necessary ins to state that 
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efficiency of work depends largely on Hbefat. financial 
support. Owing to the absence of such suppoirt> we find 
our activities hampered and year after year, we have to 
place a very discouraging report of our failures and 
short comings before our members. Our mission opera* 
tions are not being carried on with the vigoi:^ tibich the 
fulfilment of our aims demands. The income ipf tSxL 
Samaj has been diminishing under some heads during 
last few years, while the expenditure has been gokig up' 
rapidly and we are consequently approaching a'financial 
crisis. We see no other means of tiding over 
situation which has thus arisen, than appeal to- the 
generosity of our friends and supporters. We^ 
most earnestly request the members of our. Saini^to 
pay off their dues, which we regret to have to kiave, 
in many cases, gone on accumulating for years,' ' We also 
request them to increase their annual Sttbsctiption,itttd to 
get themselves enrolled as subscribers to our organs 'viz.. 
the Indian Messenger and theTattwakaumudi. We further 
appeal to all our members and supporters to contribute 
a small percentage of the expenditure incurred in ccmnec* 
tion with srudhs, marriages and other oersponies as 
donations to the Samaj funds. It may be stated that 
we are cutting down expenses whenever practicable. 
The scale of remuneration to our missfoUarics and 
workers is much below what it ought ta^be in these days 
of high prices. . ' • ; 

We trust that the financial condition ofthe ^maj 
will engage the serious attention of all our members, ana 
they wul be ready to assist us liberally in a spirit of 
genuine self-sacrifice.

Memorial Buildings, 

The following draft declaration of Trust of the Sivanath memorial 
building was then placed before the meeting.

Trustees of the Sadharan Brahmo Satnaj hereinafter referred to as the 
Trustees. Whereas the Sadharan Brahmo Samaj is a reljgious 
society established in Calcutta on the 15th day of May one 
thousand eight hundred and seventy eight.

by virtue of a Deed of Trust executed on the twenty first 

day of July one thousand eight hundred and eighty and by virtue of 

the provision of Aet I of 1880 of the Legislative Council of India the 
1 rustees are absolutely seized and possessed of or otherwise well and 
sufficiently entitled to amongst others the tenements and premises 
hereinafter more particularly mentioned and described in trust for and 
on behalf of the said Sadharan Brahmo Samaj. And whereas on the 
death of Pandit Siva Nath Sastri one of the founders and missionaries 
uf the said Sadharan Brahmo Samaj on the 30th day of September 1919» 
a Committee known as the Sivanath Memorial Committee was formed 
with a view to perpetuate the memory of the deceased by raising a 
suitable memorial in his honour. And whereas the said Sivanath 
Memorial Committee have raised funds from the public by subscriptions 
for the aforesaid purpose. And whereas the said Sivanath Memorial 
Committee approached the said Sadharan Brahmo Samaj with the 
request that tue said Samaj may for the purpose herein*aiter more 
particularly mentioned permit the said Sivanath Memorial Committee 
to erect buildings on their land situate lying and being in Cornwallis 
Street in the town of Calcutta within the Registration Distrset of 
Calcutta and recorded as 211, 210-G and 211-1 in the books of the 
Calcutta Municipality and butted and bounded as follOws (that is to 
say) on the north partly by a passage leading from Cornwallis Street 
and partly by land belonging to Prabhat Kumar Ray Chaudhury, on 
the west partly by Sarker’s Lane and partly by land belonging to Dr 
Mrigendra Lai Mitra, on the south by land belonging to Dr Mrigendra 
Lai Mitra and on the east partly by land belonging to Dr Mrigendra 
Lai Mitra and partly bv Cornwallis Street. And whereas the said 
Sadharan Brahmo Somaj have by a resolution passed at a general 
meeting held on the 8th day of January one thousand nine hundred and 
twenty one authorised the said Trustees to permit the said Sivanath 
Memorial Committee to erect buildings on their laud for perpetuating 
the memory of the late Pandit Sivanath Sastri for the purposes follow- 
ing (that is to say): 

{!). A Public Library and a Reading Room conducted and adminis* 
Irated by the Kxecutive Committee of the Sadharan Brahmo Samaj or 
their nominee or nominees. 

(2) . A Hall where the Trustees for the time being resident In Calcutta 
at the request of the Executive Committee of the Sadharan Brahmo 
Samaj may at their discretion allow lectures to be delivered, social or 
other gatherings to be held and all subjects to be discussed in a liberal 
spirit. 

(3) . A suite of rooms and a sanctuary where the Executive Committee 
of the Sadharan Brahmo Somaj may permit missionaries of the said 
Samaj and members of the institution of the said Samaj known as the 
Sadhanasram to reside and hold daily tvorship of God in the maimer 
laid down in the Deed of Ttust of the said Samaj dated the 2i8t day 
of July 1880. 

(4f). A number of rooms where the Executive Committee of the 
Sadharan Brahma Samaj may permit visitors to Calcutta who arc 
cither Brahmoa or In sympathy with the Brahmo Samaj to reside. 

(5). Such other purpoiea at may be determined from time to time by

And whereas in pursuance of the said resolution of the said Sadharan 
Brahmo Samaj the said Trustees have pemitted the said Sivanath 
Memorial Committee to erect on the aforesaid land belonging to the 
said Samaj buildings according to and more particularly delineated in 
the plans hereto annexed. Now this Indenture witnesseth that for and 
In consideration of the premises the said Prasanna Kumar Ray, Krishna

Acharjl, Subodli Chandra Mahalanobis, Parvatinath Datta, Rama- 
nanda Chatterjee and Prafulla Chandra Ray Trustees of the said 
Sadharan Brahmo Samaj do on behalf of the said Samaj and on their 
own behalf and on behalf of the survivor or survivors of them and their 
or his successor or successors in office elected in the manner laid down In 
the said Deed of Trust of the 21st day of July 1880 and on behalf of 
their or his heirs executors administrators and assigns declare that 
they the said Samaj, the said Trustees, their survivor or survivors, 
successor or successors in office and their heirs executors administrators 
and assigns shall and will hold the said buildings in trust for the pur- 
poses hereinbefore more particularly described and for no other purpose 
or purposes whatsoever. And the said Trustees do hereby covenant and 
declare for the said Samaj, for themselves, th^-ir survivor or survivors 
their or his successor or successors in office and their or his heirs execu- 
tors administrators and assigns that notwithstanding any acts deed 
matter or thing made done committed or willingly omitted or suffered 
to the contrary bv him br them they the said Trustees have by virtue of 
the said Deed of Tru't ilated the 21st day July 1880, and by virtue of 
the said resolution the said meeting of the Sadharan i^rahmo Samaj 
held on the 8th day of January 1921 full power ai d absolute authority 
to make this Declaration of Trust. And moreover they the said Trustees 
their survivor or survivors, his or their successor or successors In office 
bis or their heirs executors administrators and assigns shall and will 
from time to time and at all times hereafter make do acknowledge suffer 
execute and perfect all every such further and other lawful and reason- 
able acts things deeds declarations and assurances whatsoever for the 
further better more perfectly absolutely and satisfactorily granting 
confirming assuring and declaring the premises mentioned to be hereby 
granted confirmed assured and declared.

Mr. Prabhatchandra Ganguli, b.l , moved the following amendment 
which was seconded by Mr. Amiyakumar >en, M a. 

That this declaration of the trust be accepted, subject to definite clauses 
being put in, which will safeguard the carrying out of the purposes for 
which the Sivanath Memorial Fpnd raised, in case, tfie whole or 
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part or parts of the present properties are sold out and subject to such 
verbal additions and alterations as may be deemed necessary or 
desirable by the Executive Committe. 

This amendment was accepted by Mr. N. C. Ray, the mover of 
the original resolution. 

Ultimately Mr. Saroj**ndranalh Ray withdrew his support of 
the amendment and the amendment of Mr. P. K, Das Gupta fell through 
for want of a seconder.

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BULBS FOR THE ASSOCIATION OP MOFUSSIL 
BBAHUO SAMAJES WITH THE SADHABAN BRAHMO 

SAMAJ, 

1. THE Associated Samajes shall be divided into 
groups and each group shall be placed in charge of some 
one of the raissonaries or mission workers of the S. B. 
Samaj, with a view to establish personal relationship 
with and to ensure special personal superintendence over 
the Samajes forming his group. 

2. Such missonaries and mission workers shall visit 
the Samajes placed under their charge at least once a 
year, provided, there be no difficulty as to the passage 
money. 

3. The Associated Samajes shall have the first claim 
for getting missonary on anniversary and other 
occasions. Those who are in charge of the Samajes will 
make necessary arragemenis for such aid. 

4. The rei)ort of the Associated Samajes shall be 
incorporated in the Annual Report of the Sadharan 
Brahmo Samaj. 

5. The Associated Samajes shall have each to pay 
at least Rs. 6, a year, to the Mission Fund of the 
Sadharan Brahmo Samaj, as a token of their sympathy 
with its work. 

6. The Associated Samajes shall recieve free of charge 
a copy of the Indian Messenger and of the Tatwa^ 
kaiinmdi. 

7. Arrangements shall be made for keeping up corres- 
pondence with the office-bearers and other members of 
the Associated Samajes. 

8. The Associated Samajes shall send in a list of their 
members to the Sadharan Brahmo Samaj. 
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PROVISIONS OF THE TRUST DEED OF 
THE BRAHMOGIKLS* SCHOOL, CALCUTTA, 

( As passed at a special meeting of the S. B. Samaj 
held on the 3rd January, 1904 and amended by a special 
meeting of the Samaj held on the 24th Ju^y, 3 922, and 
confirmed at a special meeting of the Samaj held on the 
9th August, 1922. ) 

1. That the principal object of the land and the 
buildings is to use them for the purpose of the Brahmo 
Girls’ School. The institution is at present a Higher 
Class English Day and Boarding School. Such additions 
or alterations may in future be made to the departments 
or branches of education as may be deemed fit and proper 
by the Sadharan Brahmo Samaj. 

2. The buildings, lands and all other properties which 
are now or may hereafter be possessed by the Institution 
shall be vested in the Trustees who must be members 
of the Sadharan Brahmo Samaj. The number of Trustees 
shall be not less than seven nor more than nine. The 
first Trustees shall be A. M. Bose Esq., m. a , S. P. 
Sinha Esq., Babu Kalina rayan Ray, Ur. Prankrishna 
Acharji \f. a, m. b.. Pandit Sivnath Sastri, m a., K. G. 
Gupta Esq. c. s. and Dr. Nilratan Sircar, m. a., m. D. 

3. Any vacancy caused in the Board of Trustees by 
death, resignation or otherwise shall be billed up at a 
meeting of the Sadharan Brahmo Samaj to be convened 
as soon as possible after the vacancy occurs. 

4. The management of the Institution shall be in the 
hands of a Committee to be called the Committee of 
Management, which will be appointed by the Executive 
Commitee of the Sadharan Brahmo Samaj, and the said 
Committee of Management shall consist of not less than 
eight members nor more than eleven, two of whom shall 
be chosen by the Trustees from among themselves, 
subject to the sanction of the Executive Committee. 
And the distinctive aim of the School is and will be to 
combine good secular education with sound religious 
and moral instruction based on theistic principles with 
special care to train the scholars in domestic economy 
so as to fit them for the discharge of the practical duties 
of life. 
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5. The Committee ot Management shall, if they 
think fit, make special provision, by establishment of 
regular classes or otherwise, for prepartion of pupils 
for the examination for certificates of teachership held 
under the auspices of the Bengal Education Department 
or for creating an eflBcient class of lady teachers for 
taking up similar work in future. 

6. The School will be open to the inspection of the 
Director of Public Instruction of Bengal for the time 
being, or, of any oflScers of Government specially appointed 
or selected for the purpose. And it will be maintained 
in a state of efficiency and the buildings shall be kept in 
proper order. 

7. That the said land and premises may also be used 
at the discretion of the said Committee of Management 
for purposes other than the strict purposes of the said 
Day and Boarding School (which, however, are the 
principal and main object of them), provided they do not 
interfere with the due working out of the said principal, 
object, nor are in any way prejudicial to the best interests 
of the Institution. 

8. That the said Committee of Management should 
see, that so far as may be practicable, the school be 
maintained up to the best standard of present educat* 
ional requirements and adopt the best European and 
Indian methods of instruction. 

9. That the building shall contain a Hall which is to 
be named, “Miss Mary Carpenter Hall’, where meetings 
in commemoration of Miss Mary Carpenter shall be held 
every year and addresses might be arranged on her life 
and on works which she pursued or loved ; or, other plans 
may be adopted for such commemoration as to the 
Committee may appear fit and proper. Such commemorat- 
ion day .shall be observed as a holiday in the Institution. 

10. That the Committee shall also establish and 
maintain a Library to be named after Miss Mary 
Carpenter and may frame and make such rules for its 
guidance as to them may appear proper. 

11. That it shall be lawful for the Trustees, their 
successors or assigns, in case of necessity, to acquire new 
land and premises and other properties on behalf of and 
for the use of the said School and Boarding house, out of 
and by help of the funds made over to them for the 
purpose by the Committee of Management and to hold 
the same in trust on behalf of the said School and Board- 
ing house, on conditions, similar to those embodied and 
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jmeciAed herein and it shall be also lawful for the said 
Trustees, their successors, and assigns, in case of necessity, 
to sell, lease, exchange or otherwise dispose of, if author- 
ised to do so by a General Meeting of the Sadharan 
Brahmo Samaj, the whole or any portion of the land 
that maybe sold, leased or disposed of, without detriment 
to the School or the Boarding house or the Library. 

18. The Executive Committee o^the Sadharan Brahmo 
Samaj may make such bye-laws for the mauagement of 
the School, not inconsistent with these rules, as they may 
deem necessary and may alter or rescind them. 

13. The Sadharan Brahmo Samaj shall have power to 
alter or amend the above roles, if necessary, by resolut- 
ions passed at two successive meetings of the Samaj, by a 
majority of two-thirds of the members present. 


BYE-LAWS FOR THE GUIDANCE OF THE 
COMMITTEE OF MANAGEMENT OF THE 
BRAHMO GIRLS’ SCHOOL. 

(As adopted by the Executive Committee on the 11th 
March, 1909, and as amended by them on the 1st April, 
1920, and on 14th September, 1922) 

1. The Brahmo (Tirls’ School shall be managed by a 
committee called the Managing Committee, Brahmo Girls’ 
School, which shall consist of 11 members of whom— 

(1) One shall be the head of the teaching staff of 
the school for the time being. 

(2) One shall be the Head Mistress of the training 
department for the time being. 

(3) One shall be a member of the teaching staff elected 
by the teachrs of the school of not less than two years’ 
standing from among themselves, subject to the sanction 
of the Executive Committee, 

(4) Two shall be elected by the Trustees of the school 
from among themselves, subject to the sanction of the 
Executive Committee. 

(5) Six shall be elected by the Executive Committee of 
the S. B. Samaj from among the members 'Of the Samaj. 

2. The office of a member of the Managing Committee 
shall be vacated, (1) by death ; (2) by resignation ; (3) if 
he become of unsound mind ; (4) in the cease of a member 
elected under clause (3) of rule 1, if he cases to be a 
teacher of the school ; (5) in the case of a membea elected 
nnd$r clause (4) ; of rule 1, if he ceases to be a trustee and 

(6) in the case of a member elected under clause (6) of rule 
I, if he ceases to be a member of the S. B. Samaj. 
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3. The election of the Committee shall take place every 
year in the month of March and the new Committee shall 
take over charge from the first of April ; until such elec- 
tion, and before the new Committee takes over chargfe, the 
Committee then in existence shall continue to exercise all 
powers, as if, their term of office had not expired. 

4. In the month of March, the Secretary of the S. B. 
Samaj shall circulate among the Trustees of the school 
a paper containing the names of the Trustees asking them 
to elect, within a week, two from among themselves as 
members of the Committee, The names of those who 
receive the highest number of votes shall be submitted by 
the Secretary, S.B. Samaj, for approval at a meeting of the 
Executive Commitfee. 

5. The Executive Committee at a meeting assembled 
shall then elect six more members by ballot. 

6. Any vacancy in the committee caused by any of 
the reasons mentioned in rule 2, shall be filled up within 
a month, for the remainder of the term of office, from the 
class of persons among whom the vacancy has occurred 
and in the same manner as in the case ot the original 
appointment ; until such vacancy is filled up, tlie remain- 
ing members of the Committee shall have the same powers, 
as if, no vacancy had occurred. 

7. All persons retiring on the expiration of their term 
ot office, shall be eligible for re-election. 

8. The Executive Committee ot the S. B. Samaj shall 
appoint a Secretary from among the members^ elected 
under rule i and his term of office shall expire with that 
of the Committee. The Managing Committee shall have 
power to appoint an Assistant Secretary from among its 
members. 

9. The entire management of the school shall be in 
the hands of the Committee, who shall appoint its 
teachers, regulate and supervise its affairs, have full and 
complete control over its income and expenditure, exercise 
all such powers as are not expressly reserved, for the 
Sadharan Brabmo Samaj, the Executive Committee and 
the Trustees of the school, and havs the power to enter 
into any arrangement with Government for securing 
grants-in-aid on conditions sanctioned by the Executive 
Committee of the Sadharn Brahmo Samaj. 

10. The Executive Committee shall in the month of 
March, every year, appoint a Board of Visitors consisting 
of not more than five members, who will jointly or 
individually inspect the school at least once every three 
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months, and report to the School Committee on the 
.. condition and management of the school with special 
reference to the distinctive aim of the school specified in 
clause 4, of the Provisions of the Trust Deed. 

11. The Committee shall meet at least once a month 
except during vacation. Notice of such meeting shall be 
given at least three days previous to the date of meeting, 
except on urgent occasions, when one day’s notice shall 
be sufiBcient. 

12. The quorum for a meeting of the committee shall 
be five and questions arising at any meeting of the 
Committee shall be decided by a majority of votes. 

13. Any three members of the Committee may, by a 
requisition setting forth the business, require the 
Secretary to call a meeting of the Committee and the 
Secretary shall be bound to call such meeting. 

14. If upon such requisition, the Secretary refuse to 
call such meeting, it will be opentoany of the requisition- 
ists to bring such business before the next meeting of the 
committee after three days’ notice to the members. 

15. The members of the Committee shall elect a 
chairman for every meeting, who shall have a casting or 
second vote when there is an equality of votes on both 
sides. 

16. The Committee shall cause proceedings of the 
meetings to be recorded. 

17. The Committee shall cause accounts to be kept of 
all monitary transactions of the school. 

18. The Committee shall submit quarterly and 
annually a report with accounts to the Executive 
Committee of the S. B. Samaj. 

19. The accounts of the School shall be audited 
iinnually by an auditor appointed for the puroose, by the 
Executive Committee in the month of March every 
year. The auditor shall be eligible for re-election. 

20. Nothing contained herein shall be deemd to 
contravene any of the provisions of the Trust Deed 
adopted at the meeting of the S. B. Samaj held on 
Sunday, the 3rd January, 1904, as modified at meetings 
of the S. B. Samaj held on 24th July and 9th August 1922.

ANDUL BRAHMO SAMAJ. 

Through the exertions of some local youngrnen, the 
Andul Atmonnati Sava was established in 1883. it 
used to meet every Sunday afternoon for ; 

(1) Prayer to the Benign Lord of the Universe, 

(2) Studying the biographies of religious men and 
women and, 

(3) Reading essays written by members. 

Arrangements were also made for free distribution 
of Homeopathic medicines among the people. A public 
library was also established. In course of time, this 
Atmonnati Sava grew to be the Brahmo Samaj 
of the present day. In the year 1314, B.S., a member 
of the Sava, Mr. Srish Chandra Mallick was initiated 
into Brahmoisra at the Adi Brahmo Samaj by the late 
Mr. Satyendra Nath Ta§ore,I. C. S. Previous to 
initiation of Mr. Mullik, there used to be held 
occasionally an utsav on the 12thpoush,in which most of 
the distinguished men from the Adi Brahmo Samaj and the 
Nababidhan Samaj of Calcutta used to take part. But at 
last, it ceased to exist. In June, 1922, Mr. Barada Kanta 
Basu, n. a. was invited to conduct divine service when the 
Andul Brahmo Samaj was revived and the following 
gentleman were appointed office-bearers

The Samaj deeply mourns the unexpected demise 
on the 14th May, 1923, of Sir Narayan Chandavarkar, 
who had come to Bangalore for recouping his health 
after his arduous labours as the President of the 
Bombay Legislative Council. Although he was not a 
member of the Bangalore Cantonment Brahmo Samaj, 
he took a great interest in its progress. The Samaj held 
a Memorial Service just after his death, and passed a re- 
solution in appreciation of his life and character. 

Another member in the person of Mr. V. Muthusawniy 
Doss, L M.S., who had been connected with the Samaj 
for over 12 years, passed away on the 15th January, 1923. 
quite unexpectedly after a short illness. He was the first 
person among the Panchama Community, who had 
appreciated the saving message of the Brahmo Samaj and 
taken the fullest advantage of the fellowship extended to 
them by the broad and catholic principles of the Brother- 
hood of Man without any reference to one’s caste. He 
was also the first man in that community, who had raised 
himself to the high position of a district Medical and 
Sanitary Officer in the Mysore State and tried to serve 
his fellow brethren to the best of his abilities and 
opportunities.

Mr. E. Subbukrishnaiya whose ordination aa 
Missionary of the Sadharan Brahmo Samaj took place 
in Calcutta, on the 27th January, 1923, was appointed 
during the year by the said Samaj as the Brahmo 
Missionary for Southern India, with headquarters at 
Bangalore. Besides conducting services in the Canton- 
ment Samaj and officiating at marriages, initiations 
and domestic ceremonies, he acted as the Secretary of 
the Young Men’s Brotherhood and the Bachammal 
Widows’ Home Association. He had also the charge of 
the Widows Home, and the Depressed Class Mission 
Schools under the Young Men’s Brotherhood.

Sir Narayan Chandavarkar was our first visitor 
during the year. Besides him, we had the pleasure of 
welcoming in our midst, as our fellow worshippers. Sir 
Krishna Govinda Gupta, Babu HemChandra Sarkar, m.a.,

YOUNG MENS BROTHERHOOD is an institut- 
ion affiliated to the Brahmo Samaj. Besides organising 
lectures on various subjects relating to religion, sccial 
reform, education and health, the Brotherhood undertook 
to conduct the schools managed by the Depressed 
Class Mission Society of India, when the latter gave them 
up for want of funds. Subse<iuently, the Brotherhood 
also found it difficult to manage all the schools and had 
to close four of them for the same reason. 

BHARAT MAHILA SAMAJ:— This is another institut- 
ion affiliated to the Brahmo Samaj. The institution could 
not show much progress during the year for want of 
projjcr persons to act as Office-bearers. However, two 
special meetings were held in connection with the 
Maghotsav and Bhadrotsav celebrations. A lecture 
in English was delivered at the end of the year by 
Miss Sakuntala Devi, M.A., on “The One Thing Needful,” 
which was presided over by Mrs. D.S.Herrick and it was 
largely attended by Hindu, Brahmo and Christian ladies. 

BACHAMMAL WIDOWS HOME ASSOCIATION:— 


This is another institution in which the Brahmo Samaj 
is interested though not affiliated to it. This institution 
was strated last year with the special object of providing 
shelter for young helpless widows, with a view to bring 
about remarriages for them. By God’s grace, the institut 
ion has been able to secure three inmates, of whom two 
have come from Pithapuram and one from the Kolar 
Gold Fields. They have been placed in the home of Mr. 
and Mrs. E. Subbu Krishnaiya and an allowance of Rs 10 
a month is granted for each of them towards their 
maintenance and Rs. 10 as house rent. So far, one 


gentleman has agreed to become a supporter paying 
Rs. 500. 13 persons have enlisted themselves as Life Mem- 
bers paying Rs. 100, each and 31 persons as Ordinary 
Members paying Rs. 1 per month. The monthly uu^me, 
of the institution at present is about Rs. 46 and if its 
resources increase it will be possible to extend the scope 
of its work. It is hoped that a large number of pec^le 
will be able to extend their help to this institution so that 

we may increase its usefulness. „ 

SUBBDAR MAJOR APPAVU PILLATS GUthS 
SCHOOL:— This school which is under the direct manage- 


12 
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ment of the Brahmo Samaj serves a useful purpose by 
providing free education to the poorer classes living in 
the locality. It is an elementary school with the fitst 
five classes. At present, three vernaculars are taught, 
viz., Tamil, Telngti and Kannada ; and lessons are also 
given in Drawing, Clay>modelling, Sewing, Knitting and 
other occupations, such as, stick or bangle laying etc. 
Both the strength and the attendance have increased 
a great deal since last year. The total strength on the 
rolls, on the 30th September, 1923, was IIG consisting of 
74 girls and 42 small boys. As it is found diflicult for 
three teachers to manage the present strength of the 
school, arrangements are being made to appoint a fourth 
teacher. 

GENERAL COMMITTEE MEETINGS. 

There was the usual General Meeting on the 21st 
October, 1922, when the Annual Report and Accounts 
were submitted and the office-bearers and members of 
the Managing Committee were elected. 

The Managing Committee met 7 times, during the 
year to transact the ordinary business of the Samaj. 

MISSION HOUSE FUND From the money realised on 
the appeal issued for the Viresalingam Memorial Hall, 
only the Memorial Hall and the Out houses could 
be completed during the previous year. A fresh 
appeal during the year under-report was issued for a 
Mission House. A sum of £ 25 equivalent to Rs. 388-83 
has been kindly donated by the British and Foreign 
Unitarian Association of London, in response to this 
appeal. A small sum of Rs. 184 has also been 
collected by Mr. E. Subbukrishnaya from the Brahmo 
public in Bengal. Nearrer home, Mr. A. R. Banciji, 
1. C. S., C. I. E.. Dewan of Mysore, and R. Rathna- 
sabbapathy Chettia of Messrs. Best and Co., Madras, 
have contributed Rs. 150 each. Our thanks are due to 
all these donors. In all, there is a sun of Rs. 820 now 
available at the credit of this fund. The Mission House 
has been brought to basement level, but unless another 
Rs. 2,000 is collected, the question of re-starting the work 
,of the building connot be thought of. 

A NEW EUND .—In memory of the late Sir Narayan 
Ghandavatkar, a donation of Rs. 200 has been given to 
the Bangalore Cantonment Brahmo Samaj by his daughter 
Mr#. D.N. (Sirur) and son (Mr. V.N. Chandavarker). It 
has been proposed to invest this amount in Governmeilt 
Promissory Noties as "Sir Narayan Cbandayarkar 
Fund”,

The Samaj was established in 1881, and the mandir was erec- 
ted in 1888 on a plot of ground (15 cathas) which with the Mis- 
sion house in the same compound, had been made over to the 
Samaj by the late Babu Kedarnath Kulavi. Trustees of the Samaj 
property are Babus Navadwip Ch. Das, Ramananda Chatter ji, 
Baranasi Chatterji and Nilmadhab Majumdar of Guptipara. 

There were 11 members of whom only o were lirahmos. 

The last anniversary of the Samaj was celebrated by the end of 
February, 1923, in which Babu Bhabasindhu Datta and Babu 
Govinda Ch. Datta took part. 

For more than ten years, the Samaj was in a lifeless condition. 
There was no meeting of the members of the Samaj, even the 
annual meeting was not held and no account was kept for several 
years. In May last, Babu Surendrasasi Gupta was sent here to 
revive the Samaj. He re-organised the Samaj by holding a 
meeting of the members who formally elected new members and 
office-bearers for the year and issued an appeal for raising 
money for repairing the Samaj Mandir. Babu Ramananda 
Chatterji sent Rs. 200 for the purpose.

Short History 

In ,1828, a Bramho Samaj was founded in Calcutta. In 1825 
( 1253;B. S. ) organised efforts were, for the first time, made - to 
establish a Brahmo Samaj at Dacca, and arrangements were made 
for holding regular weekly Divine Service on Sundays. But it 
was not till 18G4 that the East Bengal Brahmo Samaj was foun- 
ded, as it now is, as a Theistic Church. 

CoSbTITLTlON 

The management of the Samaj is vested in a Managing Com- 
mittee consisting of seven members elected every year at the 
annual general meeting. Their action is subjct to the control of 
seven Trustees who are elected for life. 

Buildino Provekty, (fee. 

The present spacious Church Building was erected in 1869 by 
public subscriptions raised from Brahinos and their friends. The 
Prayer Hall has been furnished with necessary furniture and 
fitted with electric light and fans. The Samaj has a large com- 
pound where a garden has been laid out. Besides the Brayer 
Hall, the two road-side buildings, the Ram Mohan Ray Library 
and the Mission House are among the Samaj properties. 

Rajohandua Mission House 

There is a two-storied Mission House attached to the Samaj 
built at the cost of late Babu Pratap Chandra Das in memory of 
his father, the late Babu Raj Chandra Das of Ban^alabazar, 
Dacca, who has also made provision for Rs 25 a year in his will 
for the up-keep of the building. 

Raji Mouan Roy Lirkaky and Reauinu room. 

The Samaj has a Library called the Ram Mohan Roy Library 
whicli possesses a pretty large number of useful books principally 
on philosophy, Theology, Biogiap]ij% Travels, History and 
Literature. Tlic building was erected in the year llHjy at a cost 
of Rs. 11000, Raisaheb Ratimmani Gupta of Dacca contributed 
Rs. 5000-, Seth Damadar Das of Bombay Rs. 1000 and H. H, 
the Maharajalof Tippera Rs. 1000-fov the purpose*. 

The East Benuar LnsTituiion. 

The Bast Bengal Institution, a High English Sohool for boyS) 
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was started ili January, 1916, ip the town by the East Bengal 
Brahmo Samaj. Babu Bevatimohan Das, an old member of 
the Samaj, and his nephew Babu Hrishikesh Das kindly placed 
Bs. 10,000 (ten thousand) at the disposal of the Executive 

committee for the purpose of starting and maintaining it. It 
had 535 boys on the rolls at the end of the year under report. 
The average monthly expenditure of the school is about 
Bs. 1,400. The cost is met entirely from fee-receipts. The work of 
the school is being conducted by a staff of 20 teachers of whom 
7 are graduates. The school sits in the house No. 2. Sader Ghat 
Boad. It has been permanently recognised by the Syndicate 
of the Calcutta University. The school sent 38 boys for the 
Matriculation Examination last year of whom 28 came out 
successful.

REMARKS. 

1. Discrepancies have been noticed between vouchers and their 
posting in the Cash Book in the following cases. 

(a) Receipt voucher No. 255 dated 5-3-23 showed that a sum of Rs. 2 
was received from Baba Cbaruchandra Bose, Calcutta, but in the Cash 
Book, a sum of Re 1 has been credited, thereby affecting cash by Re 1. 
This shows that cash balances are not regularly verified by actual 
count which is objectionable. The deficit has, however, been made 
good on the 31st December after being pointed out by the auditor. 

(b) Paid voucher No 180 dated 16-3-23 shows that a sum of -14- was 
recovered from Babu Gurudas Chakravarty his from allowance for the 
month of February on account of price of books; but not credited to 
the Book account. An enquiry should be made as to the name of book 
sold, and the amount credited in the current year’s account. 

2. About a sum of Rs. 100 on accouut of rent has not been 
realised. It is hoped this will be done this year. 

The Trust Fund Securities and cash with the Treasurer have been 
examined and found to be in order. A large amount of cash was found 
with him. It is desirable that no cash in excess of ordinary require- 
ments should be in hand of the Tresurcr. 

3. The amonnts showing balances under Deposits and Advan- 
cee the Balance Sheet could not be verified, with tbe detailed regis- 
ters, 

4. A sum of Ks. 1500 has been found to be returned by the 
Treasurer, flood Relief fund as balance, An account showing the 
total receipts, disbursements, and the total balance should be forth 
coming. An attempt should be made to have it done In the current 
year and recorded in the Office.

The one Ruler, the Inner Self of all creatures, who 
make his one form manifold^those wise men who 
perceive him in themsehes, obtain everlasting happiness, 
and not others. {Katbopanisbad, II, 2. 12.) 

One who sees the Absolute, cannot remain enclosed in 
his small individuality but must feel after a larger life, 
—entering in love, sympathy and co-operation into the 
lives of others,— an ever increasing number of persons. 
Uis vision of unity will minimise his sense of difference 
and he will subordinate the latter to the former. 

The modern Risbi, Raja Rammohan Ray, was |ed 
by the same spirit in founding the Brahmo Samaj. 
The fundemental unity of religions in recognising a 
supreme object of worship led him to give a subordinate 
pl^ce to difierences of doctrine and practice, due mostly 
to local and historical accidents. He called upon all the 
different peoples of this country to unite in the worship 
of God ^nd in living a life consistent with such worship. 
He conceived such a union as the very basis of both 
national and international life. All the peoples 
of the world are very slowly waking up to the 
truth and grandeur of this idea. 

On us, who saw this light so early through 
the divine grace, lies the great responsibility of 
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acting up to it in our individual, domestic and 
social life. At the end of a year, we have to ask 
ourselves how far we have realised the ideal so revealed 
— how far we have loved others, identified ourselves 
with the joys dnd sorrows of others and co*operated 
with them in establishing the Brabmaloka—the 
kingdom of heayenl’— on earth ,? While thanking God for 
the small measure of success we have achieved, we are 
weighed down by the consciousness of contrast between 
our ideal and our achievement. The disproportion 
between the greatness of our ideal and the smallness of 
our achievement fills us with sorrow. It is in this humbled 
spirit, and not in a spirit of jubilation, that we proceed 
to lay before the Samaj and the country the following 
imperfect record of our humble work during the last 
year. 


IN MEMOKllIM 

Since we met last yeaf, the hand of death has been 
busy amongst us and some of those, who, with the faith 
and spirit of self-sacrifice so needful for the fulfilment 
of the mission of the llrahmo Samaj, helped to mould the 
life of the church by precept as well as by example, have 
passed away from pur midst. Their noble struggles in 
'.'the cause of truth and purity, their devotion and piety, 
tlieif self-less life and indomitable enthusiasm in the ser- 
vice of the church, will for ever remain an inspiration 
to generations to come. Their memory naturally 
comes to us today. Prominent among them occurs to 
our mind the name of our venerable missionary and 
minister Pandit Navadwipchandra Das. He passed away 
at 6-30 m. on the 10th of Magh — the day on which he 
was to conduct divine service in connection with the 
.JJtsav of the Calcutta Congregation at 7 a.m. He had 
• ^o|he' from Giridih to take part in the Maj^hotsuv and 
: though lie had been seriously ill for some time, nobody 
expected that the end was so near. He served the Samaj 
^^ith' a ‘ loyalty and devotion unsurpassed in the 
.'rmqgb of the^ Brahpao Samaj. His life and work as a 
spirtfpalTeader of the Samaj may be very appropriately 
s^id fp have' been. a noble embodiment of the truth that 
•love , is thp greatest thing in the world. All Brahmo 
‘l^omes h'^ve been filled with gloom by the sad event, 
Il'ich has been fel^ to be ,a severe personal afiliction by 
nearly all members of the community, for he rejoiced 
with them when they rejoiced, and wept with them 
the^ 'wept. 
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By the death of Babu Sasipada Banerji the Satndj ha^ 
lost one of its first members and an earliest adfitrent bf 
the Brahmo movement. He served his mother cpuntijr'in' 
various ways. Temperance, the amelioration of the' 
condition of the labouring classes— especially those of 
his native village— promotion of harmony among the^ 
followers of different religions and the re-marriage of 
Hindu widows, are some of the great causes for wfiicb he 
laboured with great energy and steadfastness. , He 
served the Brahmo Samaj, as long_ as his .strength 
permitted, in various capacities, especially as n mempei*- 
of the General and the Executive Committee. He. ^as 
a devout worshipper of God and met the various 
vicissitudes of life with remarkable fortitude , and 
resigination. 

Though we mourn the loss of our leaders and' WnrkerS 
who have left us, we are cheered by the belief tnat iii 
spirit they are .still with us and by the hope that^ G.6d' 
will, in His own time, raise men to fill up the gapk. 


When the Sadharan Brahmo Samaj was established 
forty-seven years ago, it was intended to be a central 
organisation serving as a bond of union among the 
Brahmo Samajes in the different parts of the country, for 
the realisation in life and the propagation of the saving 
truths of Brahraoism and conducting the business, of the 
Church on constitutional lines. It is a matter of t^ deep.i 
est thankfulness that the Samaj has been able to unite 
under a common organisation a large number of copgre* 
gations and individuals. Forty-six Brahmo Samajes in 
India are either associated with, or affiliated to» our 
church and it is gratifying to note that the number 
of bodies both in India and outside of it, holding nearly 
the same principles and doing almost the same work as. 
our Samaj, is increasing year by year. 

The institutions and activities of the Sadh^Un, 
Brahmo Samaj ,of which the following is a brief account 
for the year just closed, ma^ be arranged under three 
general heads, namely. Mission Work, Education, and 
Social Service. The ultimate aim of our organisation, 
with all its institutions, is the consolidation and spread 
of our common faith. Our mission work is, thetefore, 
thnt Sphere of our operations to which we attach the 
greatest importance. 

The agencks for mission work at the disposal of the^ 
Samaj are— the ordained missionaries, the Sadbanasram, 
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tho Sevakamandalif the Layworkera’ Misaion, the 
Baranagore Workingmen’s Mission, the Calcutta Con- 
gregation of the Sadharan Brahmo Samaj, the Theolo- 
gical Society, the Sangat Sava, the Daily Divine 
Service, the Students’ Weekly Service, the Sunday Moral 
Training School, the Organs of the Samaj and the Books 
published by the Samaj. 

The Samaj has a vast field of work before it, but its 
resources in men and money are vey limited. We are more 
than ever conscious of the inadequacy of our response to the 
unceasing demand for spiritual help from di^erent parts 
of the country. 

The mission work of the Sadharan Brahmo Samaj sustain- 
ed an irreparable loss by the death of our veteran missionary 
Pandit Navadwipchandra Das. To our great regret 
Babn Bhabsindhu Dutt, one of our ordained mission- 
aries, resigned during the year. A notable event was the 
ordination of Babu Satischandra Cbakravarty as a 
missionary of the Sadharan Brahmo Samaj. Mr. V, R. 
Shinde, who for many years had been mainly occupied 
with work among the Depressed Classes, became available 
for direct mission work of the Sadharan Brahmo Samaj, 
from the beginning of the year. He has been deputed to 
carry on mission work in the ^V'est Coast of the Madras 
Presidency, with Mangalore as his headquarters. The East 
Bengal Brahmo Conference has made Rnancial provision for 
two workers for North Bengal and Assam, Babu Abinas- 
chandra Lahiri has been deputed to work in North Bengal 
and the Brahmaputra Valley with Dhubri as his head- 
quarters and Babu Manmathanath Das in the Surma Valley 
districts. The visit of Dr. W. A. Drummond as a Repre- 
sentative of the International Congress of Liberal 
Religions and of the British and P'oreign Unitarian 
Association, London, early in the year, has strengthened the 
bond of union between the theists of the East and the 
West* 


Mission Work. 

Babn Sasibhnshan Basu suffered from illness for about three 
months. He took part in the proceedings 
Babu .Sasibbttshan Basu of the Maghotmr, conducted divine 

service in connection with the Calcutta 
Congregation and acted as minister in several domestic cere- 
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monies. He visited the following places, where he preached 
the principles of our Church by conducting divine service, 
delivering addresses and holding conversational meetings ; - 
Contai, »Santipur, Bampurhat, Banamalichatta, Marisdaha. 
He has been engaged in writing a history of the Brahmo 
Samaj in Bengali. 

Babu JSTilmani Chakravarty conducted daily and weekly 
divine service in the Bast Bengal 
Babu Nilmani Brahmo Samaj, Dacca, and delivered an 

Chakravarty. address at the Kesavchandra Sen 

anniversary held there. He acted as 
minister in many family prayer-meetings and took part in 
the anniversary of the Mymensingh Brahmo Samaj and 
in the Maghotsav at the Sylhet Brahmo Samaj. He 

visited Shillong several times and conducted divine service 
at the Khasi Hills Brahmo Samaj and the Shillong Brahmo 
Samaj, where he delivered an address in connection with the 
Baja Rammohan Roy anniversary and presided over the Pan- 
dit Sivanath Sastri memorial meeting. He also took part in 
the deliberations of the East Bengal Brahmo Conference 
held at Dhubri and conducted divine service in that 
connection. 

Babu Hemchandra Sarkar acted as the Superintendent of 
the Sadhanasrayn, the growing res- 
Babu Hemchandra ponsibilities of which engrossed all his 

Sarkar. time and energy. Besides holding 

regular classes and conversational 
meetings for the Sadhayinrthi^', he had to carry on a very 
large correspondence Avith workers and sympathisers in the 
moffusil. He went on a mission tour in Southern India, in 
the course of which he visited Pithapuram, Coconada, 
Kajamundry, Berhampore, Gopalpore, Cuttack and Balasore. 
He also visited Murshidabad. 

BabuGurudasChakravarti conducted divine service in the 
Mandir several Sundays, visited many 
Babu Gurudas families and officiated as minister at 

Chakravarty. several domestic ceremonies. He also 

conducted the daily morning service in 
the SadhanaKram on several occasions, taught the workers 
under training and took part in the other engagements 
of the Asram. He conducted service once a week at 
the Bethune College and Brahmo Girls’ Boarding Houses 
and at one of the Brahmo Samaj Hostels for Girl Students. 
He also took part in the Maghotsava and other (Ttsavs^ 
of the Samaj. Occasionally, he conducted service in 
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the Sammilan Brahmo Samaj and at the newly started 
Syambazar Brahmo Samaj. He took part in the celebra- 
tion of the ntsav of the Prarthana Samaj at Entally. 
He visited Nirnta, Murshidabad, Giridih, Dacca, Dhubri, 
Patna, Keshoregunge, Netrokona and Mymensingh, some of 
them more than once, and condncted divine service, delivered 
lectures, and worked in various other ways. Besides, he 
carried on correspondence with a large number of persons. 

Babu Abinaschandra Mazumder has been in indifferent 
health for the last few years. He was, 
Babu Abinafchandra however, able to act as minister in many 
Mazumdar. domestic ceremonies. He also distributed 


Homoepathic medicine to persons who 
come to him for treatment. He is engaged in translating 
some Sikh scriptures into Bengali. 

Mr. E. Subbukrishnaiya visited the following places 
among others : —Hyderabad Deccan, 
Mr E. Subbukrish- Cocanada, Pithapuram, Berhampur, 
naiya Musalipatam, Guntur, Nellore, Jennali, 

Bapatla, Vinukonda, Narsarafet, Bal- 
lery, Belgaum, besides, a few centres of our activities 
in the Punjab, such as Lahore, Sialkot, Rawal- 
pindi. and Peshwar and preached the princijdes of our 
church in various ways. He organised a mission tour 
in company with two other mission-workers and visited 
about thirty villages in the Guntur and Nellore districts. 
He also visited Madras, Calcutta and Cuddalore. While in 
Bangalore, he regularly condncted divine service at the 
Cantonment Brahmo Samaj every alternate Sunday, besides 
visiting the City Samaj, almost regularly during the last 
quarter of the year. 

Babu Satischandra Chakravarty, who was ordained in

April, 1924, was in charge of the Sam- 
milan Brahmo Samaj, Bhawanipur, as 
its resident minister. Bi^sides conduct- 


ing the weekly congregati nal service and the work of the 
various institutions attached to the Samaj, he had to officiate 
as minister in many domestic ceremonies. He also conducted 
divine service, generally once a month, in connection with 
the Calcutta Congregation of the Sadharan Brahmo Samaj. 
He held a conversational meeting for yonngmen and a class 
for the study of ** Brahmo Dharma** in the Saifhanasram, 
He -spent > some time at Kurseong, where he held weekly 
prayer and conversation meetings at his house, besides, 
conducting divine serjj^e occasionally at the Brahmo Samaj. 
He took part in the^ast Bengal Brahmo Conference at 
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Dhabri and presided over the yoangmen’s meetings there. 
Besides Kurseong and Dhubri, he visited Gaubati, Cuttack 
and Patna (twice) and did some mission work in these 
places. He also made some contributions to the Taitva- 
Jcaumudi. 

While at Dacpa Babu Abinaschandra Lahiri ( missionary 
on probation ) took part in the 
Babu Abinas- proceedings of the local Brahmo Samaj 

Chandra Lahiri, and officiated as minister in connection 

with many domestic ceremonies and 
family prayer-meetings. He visited the following places and 
preached the principles of our church by conducting divine 
service, delivering addresses and holding conversational 
meetings : — Nowgong, Tejpur, Barjuli, Taragali, Mymen- 
singh, Bogra, Gauripur, Dhubri, Goalpara, Chittagong, 
Cooch-behar, Calcutta and Narayanganj. 


Sadhanaspam. 

The t^(idhanasr(un, which was founded in 1892 by the 
late Pandit Sivanath Sastri, with the object of practising 
and preaching Brahmoism and carrying on the service of 
humanity, has now six branches at Lahore, Dacca, Bangalore, 
Berhampnr (Gan jam), Naraapur and Kurseong, and two per- 
manent centres of work at Chittagong and Bankura, besides 
the central one in Calcutta. From these centres its workers 
work all over India. The Mission work Extension 
Scheme, which had been inaugurated in 1023, as mentioned 
in the last year’s report, made satisfactory progress 
during the year. At the beginning of the year there 
were eleven candidates under training for mission-work, 
all of whom except one are still so engaged. One of 
these Mr. A. B. Das has been sent to Manchester College, 
Oxford, for further training. Babu Asakumar Banerji, ji. a, 
and Mr. N. Jagannath liao n. T.. have been helping in 
the mission work of the 8. B. Samaj. Five new candidates 
for missionwork have been admitted for training daring 
the year. Besides the ordinary devotional meetings and 
exercises, regular clases were held for the candidates under 
training. Babu Gurudas Chakravarty, Pandit Sitanath 
Tattvabhushan, Babu Hemohandra Sarkar, Babu Satischandra 
Chakravarty and Prof. Sarojkumar Das conducted ^these 
classes, Babu Surendrasasi Gupta, Mr. A. B. Das, Hao 
Shaheb A. Gopalan and Babu Purnaohandra Chakravarty 
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were taken as candidate-workers and Mr. Kunhi Haman, 
Mrs. P. Bohini and Mrs. Sundaratnma were taken as 
helpers. 

Lahore 8adhana$rarn—A branch Sadhanasram estab- 
lished at Lahore greatly strengthened and extended 
the work of the Brahmo Samaj in the Punjab, Sindh 
and Beluchistan. Its activities have been considerably 
crippled for want of sufficient number of workers. 
There are at present only two workers attached to 
this Asram viz., Bhai Sitaram and Bhai Ramkishan. 
Bbai Sita Ram travelled on mission work in the 
Punjab. He spent a considerable part of the year, on 
different occasions, at Sialkot, in consequence of which the 
congregation has greatly improved and a new room 
has been added to ’ the Samaj building. The ■workers 
conducted service at the Lahore Samaj. Weekly meetings were 
held in the Sadhanasram on Saturdays, for the benefit 
of the boarders of the Hostel attached to the ylsram, 
mostly conducted by Bhai Ram Kishan, The Brahma 
Pracharak, an Urdu fortnightly conducted by the 
Asi'am, which had been suspended for some time and 
revived last year, has been taken over by the Sadhan- 
asram. Since then the number of subscribers increas- 
ed. It has now a wide circulation, having subscribers 
in Sindh, Beluchistan, Burma, Basra, Bagdad, Africa and 
Singapur. The Asram has a large two-storied building 
of its own, utilised at present for a students’ Lodge 
maintained by the Asram. 

Dacca Sadhanasram — The Dacca Sadhanasram., 

which has been in existence for several years, has suffered 
for want of a permanent resident worker during the present 
year. Babu Baradaprasanna Ray, who was in charge of 
the Asram in the previous year, left Dacca early in the 
year, but the daily divine service was kept up by a few 
helpers. Babu Gurndas Chakravarty and Babu Amritalal 
Gupta visited Dacca on several occasions and conducted 
divine service daring their stay. 

Madras Branch — The Madras branch was located at 
Bangalore, as in the previous year. Mr. E. Subbu- 
krishnaiya was in charge of it. Divine service was 
held daily throughout the year, in which some ladies and 
gentlemen joined. The Asram may be said to have contri- 
buted its mite to the growth of Brahmo spiritual atmosphere 
at the place, but for want of more workers the Asram 
could not be developed as intended. 
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The Himalayan Sadhanasram^ which was established 
yj. . with a view to provide for workers facilities 

SaX^nl™ spending some time in quiet prayer 

and meditation on the Himalayas, is 
situated at Kurseong. A spacious house at a very con- 
venient site has been secured for the purpose. During the 
year several workers and Sadhanarthis* availed themselves 
of the opportunity. Daily divine service and devotional 
meetings were held from April to December. Congregational 
divine service was held regularly every Sunday evening. 


The Utkal Brahmo Sadhanasran was located at Cuttack 
during the earlier part of the year. It 
SadhanaLm. 'vas removed to J3erhay r (Ganjam) on 
the 1st October and Mr. R. Balkrishna 
Kao was appointed Superintendent. Daily divine 
service and devotional meetings were held in the A.vmm. 
At Berhatnpur it seems to have found a more useful 
career. Besides Mr. Balkrishna Kao and his wife, who is a 
helper of the Sadhanasram, Mr, N. Jagannath Rao has 
been attached to the Utkal branch and several local 
Brahmos are helping in its work. 


Andhra 

Sadhanasram. 


The Andhra Sadhaiia^'^ram was started in 1^23, 
During the earlier part of the year it 
was located at Rajah mundry with Mr. P. 
[j. Xarayana as the Superintendent. Later 
on it was removed to Narsapur. Though there has 
not been much progress, prayer meetings were held 
every day, both in the morning and evening, when religious 
books were also read. Besides, twelve of Maharshi^s sermons 
were translated and printed and a series of lectures on 
Brahmo Dha'^ina were delivered in the local Town Hall, 
which were largely attended by the public. 


Babu Adinath Chatterji was in Calcutta Asram during 
the greater part of the year. Besides 
babu Adinath Conducting divine service in the Prayer 
Chatterji. Sadhaua fimm, he officiated 

as minister in miiiiy domestic ceremonies. He wrote and 
published two books. 

Babu Amritalal Gupta was at Gridih for about six months, 
where he conducted divine service in 
Babu Amritalal iVayer Hall, and in connection with 

several domestic ceremonies and famjly 
prayer meetings. He visited many families and worked in 
conneotion with the local Sunday Moral Training school. He 
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stayed at Dacca for about four months and worked 
as the minister of the Bast Bengal Brahmo Saraaj and 
besides conducting divine service in the Prayer Hall, he 
officiated as minister in many domestic ceremonies. He also 
visited a large number of families, gave some addresses before 
the Students’ Weekly Service and worked in connection 
with the Sunday School. He also officiated as minister 
in the Gandaria Brahmo Samaj, He visited the following 
places and preached the principles of Brahmoism : - 
Patna, Gaya, Mymensing, Narayangunge and Kaoraid. 
While at Calcutta he took part in the proceedings of the 
Maghotsav, He wrote and published a book for children. 

Babu Baradaprasanna Kay took part in the proceedings 
of Maghotsav at Dacca. He visited 
Babu Baradaprasanna many families and officiated as minister 
Ray. in several domestic ceremonies. He 

visited the following places and preached 
Brahmoism by holding divine service and Kathho.knfha and 
giving addresses ; — Dacca, Khilgaon. Naraingunge, Mymen- 
sing, Serajgunj, Tangail, Khulna, Maliat, Kakina, Rungpur, 
Bhagalpore, Moonghyr, Patna, Gaya. Bankipnr, Chapra, 
Kirnahar and Calcutta. 

Babu Hemendranath Dutt worked among the Nama- 
B.ibu Hemendranath and occasionally conducted 

Dutt. divine service in the Sculhanasrain. 

Babu Manomohan Chakravarty took part in the 
proceedings of the Maghotsav and 
Babu Manomohan other utsnrs of the Barisal Samaj, acted 
a ravarty. ^ minister of the Samaj and also in 

connection with family prayer-meetings. He worked in 
connection with Students' Weekly Service, lliyamk Saiigha^ 
Brahmo Bandhu Sava and visited many families. He edited and 
managed Brahmahadi, He went to Dacca and stayed there 
for two months and acted as the minister of the East Bengal 
Brahmo Samaj, when he conducted divine service, sang songs 
and held religious discourses there. He also visited Calcutta, 
Khulna and Bagerhat and preached the principles of our 
church in various ways. 

Babu Harinarayan Sen worked in connection with the 
Society for the Improvement of the 
Babu Harinarayan Backward classes, Bengal and Assam. 

When he visited schools in the Muffisil, 
hd tried to preach Brahmoism by holding conversational 
meetings. 
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Bhai Sitaram was in charge of the Lahore Sadhaa- 
asram and worked with his usual 
earnestness throughout the year. He 
came to Calcutta to join the Maghotsav and there he 
took part in the Sadhanasram meetings. On his way 
back he halted at Delhi, Patiala, Ambala, Kot, Kapura 
and Firozepur, where he conducted family prayer 
meetings. 


Mr. R. Balkrishna Rao worked regularly for the Berham* 
pore, Chhatrapur, Ichchapur Samaies 
Mr R. Bakkrishna occasionally at Golabandha, Sone- 

pur, Surla and Boyarani ; visited Tanga- 
napalli, Nuapada, Purushottampur, Jaganathpore, Palli- 
gumula, Mandasha, Golantra on many occasions and 
addressed public gatherings. He worked in connection with 
the cyclone and Hood relief work, in the Sonepet Taluk of 
Ganjam. He worked as the president of the “Pafite- 
])avau Sainiti,'’ among untouchables and took part 
in the Theistic Conference, held at Kalingpad ; visited 
Vizag twice and attended Pithapuram Thiestic Camp. He 
worked as Superintendent of the “Utkal Sadhanasram” ;

He went on an extensive mission tour along 
with others in the districts of Guntur and Nellorc, in the 
course of which he visited some forty places, where public 
addresses were delivered and divine service held.

The number of ordained missionaries . and mission- 
workers being quite inadequate for the spiritual ministra- 
tion of the Brahmo Samajes scattered over different parts of- 
India, the services of the lay members of the Samaj are 
always retiuired to supplement the work of the missionaries. 
The Kxecutive Committee of the Sadharan Brahmo Samaj, 
therefore, considered it necessary to organise the work of 
the lay workers and the- Srrakcaaandal i was founded in 
the year 1908. In the year under report there were -“iS 
members working at the following centres : — Calcutta, 
Ifaranagore, Cherapunji, Pabna, Dehradun, Chittagong, 
Kaigunge, Mymensing, Patiala, Shillong, Hazaribag, 
Barisal, Comilla, Faridpur, Dacca, Lahore, Giridih, Indore, 
and Cuttack. 

Pandit Sitanath Tattvabhushan was incapacitated for 
j-.. f. ,i work for a few weeks in February 
T.ittvabhushan. December last owing to two success- 

ive operatians on his eyes. He took part 
in the last Mnghotnav, conducted Sunday service and 
daily service in the Prayer. Hall on many occasions and 
contributed good many articles to the Samaj Organs and some 
other papers. lie also delivered addresses at the Theological 
Society and short discourses at the Daily Service, besidSa 
giving many readings in connection with it. He delivered 
a course of lecture on the theistic evidences and another 
on Vedic literature at the Sadhanasram and taught the 
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daily tJpaninhad and Gita classes attached to it. He also 
officiated at one initiation and some domestic ceremonies. 


Lay Workers’ Mission. 

The Ijayworkers’ Mission was organised by the Executive 
Committee on the 16th February, 1922, with the object of 
organising divine service and meetings in different 
quarters of Calcutta and visiting Samajes in its neigh- 
bourhood. As usual, it organised prayer-meetings, open air 
lectures and religions discourses accompanied by Sankirtav, 
almost every Tuesday, in various localities of Calcutta. 
A special feature of the year’s work was the organisation 
of Magic Lantern lectures about the lives of the leaders 
of the Brahmo Samaj. Outside Calcutta, lectures were 
delivered at Xalighat, Kidderpur, Ultadanga, Dhubri, 
Kakina, Rungpur, Dinajpur, Bogra, and Kumarkhali. 

Onr thanks are due to all those gentlemen who helped 
the mission by delivering addresses and conducting divine 
service and Saiikirtan. 


The Baranagore Working Men’s Mission. 

The mission is maintained out of the interest of the funds 
placed in the hands of the Executive CommiHee by the late 
Mr. Sasipada Banerji in the year lOO.'l, (two Government 
Promissory Notes of the face value of Ks. lOOO;- each) for 
preaching practical religion and morality among the working 
men of Baranagore. Babus Rameschandra Mukerji, 
Devendranath Mitra, b.a. and Asakuraar Banerji, m.a,, 
visited the place occasionally and conducted divine service 
and delivered addresses.

The Congregation has sustained an irreparable loss 
by the death of its venerable minister Pandit Navadwip- 
chandra Das. 

The number of members on the 31st December last 
was 230. 

Three new fans were purchased during the year with 
the special donations received for th^ purpose from Mrs. M. 
M. Bose and Mr. Saratkumar Sinha. 

It is a matter for regret that it has not yet been possible 
to take up the work of repairs to the roof of the mandir 
for want of funds. 

With the addition of new books purchased during the 
year^j the library has in its stock 2,874 volumes. Our thanits 
are due to the Calcutta Corporation for the grant of 
Rs. 75/- towards the up-keep of the Library. 
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The total income, including the opening balance and 
the total expenditure amounted to Rs. 1,927-2-6 and 
Rs. 1,919-7-3 respectively against Rs. 1,305-10-3 andRs. 1,277- 
11-9 in the preceding year. The year closed with a 
a balance of Rs. 7-11-3. 


The Theological Society, the Sangat and 
the Daily Service. 

These three have practically become one institution for 
the last seven years. A short service in the evening, with 
two hymns, is followed by an address, a short discourse or 
a reading, and a conversation follows on the subject thus 
introduced. The subjects are mostly of a practical nature, 
but they are often philosophical^ social or biographical. 
Besides the annual address of the Theological Society on 

‘ The two Currents of Theology" ( ) by 

Pandit Sitanath Tattvabhushan, the same lecturer gave two 
lectures in English on ‘ The Evidences of Theism”. He also 
delivered eighteen short discourses in Bengali. The 
subjects of the discourses are given in the Appendix. 

The services were conducted by I’andit Sitanath 
Tattvabhushan, Babus I’ratulchandru Som, Bipinbihari Pal, 
Baradaprasanna Roy and Harischandra llatta. The hymns 
were sung mostly by Babus Bhavasindhu Datta and Abinas- 
chandra Das. The readings were given by Pandit Sitanath 
Tattvabhushan and Babu PratulchandraSom. Theformer read 
from the Upmii,'<ha(h and the (rita Pruj)iirti and the latter 
from the Bruhiao Dharma-OI ranthlui^ the Br(ihw<i<jil(>panisli(ul 
and Christian Mystic literature. The member.s of the 
Daily service held an Vlmr on the 2-lth May 
last, on the occasion of the sixth anniversary of the Service. 
It consisted of a service in the morning and a conference 
in the evening. They also held a memorial meeting on the 
11th March last, in honour of the late Babu Abinaschandra 
Banerjee, who was a leading member of the Service and the 
Sanrjat. 


Students’ Weekly Service. 

The Students’ Weekly Service was founded in 
the year 1879, with the object of diffusing liberal ideas 
on social moral and religious matters among the youngmen 
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nf Calcutta and its suburb and helping them in the formation 
of their character according to theistic principles. The aims 
and endeavours of the Service are ; — 

(i) The promotion of the cause of temperance and 
purity in all aspects of life, social and individual. 

(ii) 'J he culti't^ation of an earnest spirit of enquiry and 
an active interest in questions of social reform and progress. 

(iii) The quest, realisation and propagation of liberal 
principles and theistic ideals of life and conduct. 

(iv) The organisation of various activities for the 
fuitherance of the cause of the Service. 

During the year under review, there were ten lectures, 
seven memorial meetings and two divine services, a detailed 
list of which is given in Appendix. The anniversary TJtsav 
of the Service was celebrated on the 19th January, when 
Mr. Bipinchandra Pal delivered a lecture on the “Problem 
of the Age.” 

During the last BJindrofsah a conference of youngmen 
was held in the Pra5’er hall, Mrs. K. N. Ray, u.a. presiding. 
Some young ladies and gentlemen read very interesting 
papers on the ‘Ideal of Life’ and many others spoke on 
the subject. A discussion meeting of the members was 
held on one occasion, when a general discussion about the 
‘Duties of youngmen towards their church’ took place. 
Many outsiders took part in it. Besides Saturday meetings, 
the members of the Students’ Weekly Service, in order to 
promote mutual relationship among their own members, 
met regularly every Sunday in the Library room of the 
Samaj, where various subjects were discussed and members 
present took keen interest in them. It is gratifying to 
note that the present office-bearers are trying their 
best to see the members, in their houses and it is expected 
that this course, if continued, will bring a new life to the 
Service. Two social gatherings of the members were held 
in the Mary Carpenter hall. A I’irtaii also was organised. 
The Committee met 9 times. 

The Service suffered a great loss by the death of Pandit 
Navadwipohandra Das and Mr. Sasipada Banerjee. 
The latter, in furtherance of its cause, had created a 
permanent Fund, the interest of which is spent in holding 
discussion meetings. 

There were five fraternities, each standing for a particular 
spheife of activity. None of them are active now. The

Sunday Moral Training School. 

The Institution was founded nearly 45 years ago 
by the late Pandit Sivanath Sastri with the help of 
a few ladies, for the moral and spiritual elevation ot the 
children of the Brahmo Samaj. It has been doing good 
work since that time. But its work is often hampered by the 
paucity of workers. The main school ■ is held at 
the Brahmo Girls’ school premises. It has got a branch 
school, which is held in the Sivanath Memorial Building. The 
work of the schools went on as usual during the year. The 
classes were held regularly every Sunday morning, except 
during the holidays. The pri7>e-giving ceremony was held 
in January, 1924. Dr. Sir Prafullachandra Ray, k.t., 
i).S(’., presided and Mrs. S. C. Mookerji gave away the prizes. 
There were 122 students in the main school during the 
year. The teaching staff consisted of Miss Mrinmayi Sen, 
MA., Miss Charulata Sen, Miss Suniti Gupta, h.t., 
Babus Lalitmohan Das, m.a., and Bipinbihari Chakravarty, 
B.A. At the branch school there were 57 students. The 
teaching staff consisted of Mrs. .Sukriti Choudhury, Mrs. 
Sudevi Mukerji, Miss Prabha Majumder, Miss Bibhati 
Ghosal, Babus Harakanta Basu, b.a., and Bhujendranath 
Mitra. Music was taught by Miss Bibhati Ghosal, Mrs. 
Sudevi Mukerji and Babu Harakanta Basu. Under the 
auspices of the Branch school an entertainment, consisting 
of music and recitations, was held in the compound of the 
Sivanath. Memorial Building. Miss Charulata Sen is the 
Secretary to the Institution. 
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Organs and other publicatidnS 
of the SamaJ. 

Our books and periodicals are of great service in 
the held of mission work, as they help us to carry 
the message of the Brahmo Samaj far and wide. The offi- 
cial organs of the Samaj — the Indian Messenger and the 
Tattwakaamudi — were edited by Babu Pratnlchandra Som 
and Babu Baradakanta Basu respectively, to whom our 
sincere thanks are due.

Hearingof the devastating flood in Southern India, the 
Executive Committee sent a sum of Rupees five hundred 
to Rai Bahadur A. Gopalan for relief work in Malabar. 
An appeal was issued for funds. Rs. 449-9-9. was received. 

A fire broke out in a certain quarter of Bankura, which 
made many poor people homeless. The Committee sent 
Rs. 50. to Babu Surendrasasi Gupta for distribution among 
the sufferers.

various kinds of humanitarian work, some of 
which gradually developed into permanent Institutions. 
There were five such during the year under report, 
viz. the Society for the Improvement of Backward 
classes, Bengal and Assam, The Dacca Hindu Widows’ 
Home, The Utkal Orphanage, The Kerala Brahmo 
Seva-Sadan and the Navadwip Seva Saiujha. 

The Society for the Improvement of Backward classes, 
Bengal and Assam, continued to work satisfactorily under 
the direction of its energetic Secretary, Rai Saheb Ruj- 
moban Das. One of the workers of the Sadhaiin.srnrii, 
Babu Harinarayan Sen, devoted his whole time and energy 
to its service. At the close of the official year on Slst 
March 1924, it had 362 schools with a total of 14,161 children 
scattered over twenty districts of Bengal and Assam. Of the 
362 schools one was a High School, ten Middle English Schools 
and the rest Primary Schools. Of the total number of 
14,161 pupils, 10,763 are boys and 3,398 gills. The total 
expenditore of the Society during the year was Rs 17,514. 

The Dacca Hindu Widows* Horae, had IM widows at the 
close of the year. They received literary and vocational 
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draining according to their capacity. It ia at present located 
in a rented house. Efforts are being made to secure a house 
of its own. 

The Utkal Orphanage was at Cuttack. At the beginn- 
ing of the year there were ttve boys and five girls. But as 
it was felt undesirable to keep the boys and girls together, 
the girls were sent to some other institutions and 
private families in April last and there were only five 
boys left in the Orphanage. In July last, the Orphanage 
itself collapsed owing to certain unfortunate circumstances. 

The Kerala Seva-mdau conisted of a group of philan- 
throphic Institutions viz., a primary school, an Orphanage 
and a Charitable Dispensary, founded and conducted by 
Hai Saheb A. Gopalan, at Calicut. At the beginning of 
the year, he made them over to the Sadhancmram Seva 
Section. 

The Navadwip Seva Saiigha was started on the occasion 
of the last anniversary of the Sadhaiiasram in February 
in commemoration of the late venerated Pandit Navadwip- 
chandra Das, with the object of helping the needy 
and distressed. Though much work has not been done 
yet, the members could render a little service to some 
Rrahmo families in Calcutta. 

The workers of the Anram also rendered some service 
in relief of distress caused by cyclone and flood in Ganjam 
and Malabar. 


Educational Work. 

Since its foundation the Brahmo Samaj has considered 
diffusion of knowledge as its sacred duty. Many of our 
members, both ladies and gentlemen, have devoted 
themselves to the cause of education and made it there 
life’s vocation. The Samaj has directly under its control 
a High English school for girls with a boarding-house 
attached to it and tw’o girls’ hostels for college students. 
The Brahmo Samaj Education Society organised in 
1905, has under its control City College— a first grade 
College with two schools, one at Calcutta and 
the other at Mymensing — and the Brahmo Boys’ Boar- 
ding and Day school. 

Besides these, the following educational institutions, 
which, though not directly under the Samaj, are owned 
and managed by Brahmos, did useful work in

forming the character of a large number of young 
people East Bengal Institution, Dacca, Town Victoria 
School, Cuttack, Rammohan Ray Seminary, Patna, 
Baniban Girls’ M. E. School, Rammohan Ray Girls’ 
School, Lahore and Rammohan Roy Bagged School, 
Madras. 


Brahmo Balika Sikshalaya- 

The School was founded in May, 1890, by some 
members of the Sadharan Brahmo Samaj, headed by the 
late Pandit Sivanath Sastri, as it was keenly felt that the 
existing system of purely secular education was inade- 
quate for the development of character. The University 
curriculum is followed. But the aim of the founders of 
the school was to supplement this with religious and 
moral instruction. 

The School prepares candidates for the Matriculation 
of the Calcutta University ; instruction is also given in 
music, drawing, sewing, cooking, Hygiene and First Aid, 
so as to make the girls useful members of society. 

Our thanks are due to Capt. .Nibaranchandra 
Mitra for kindly delivering a course of lectures on Hygiene 
and First Aid. 

The Managing Committee of the School for 1923, consisted 
of the following ladies and gentlemen Principal H. Mai- 
tra. Dr. Prankrishna Acharya, Mr. Krishnakumar Mitra, 
Mr. Nibaranchandra Ray, Mr. S. Al. Bose ( Assistant 
Secretary ), Mr. Amiyaliumar Sen, Mrs. Purnima Basak, 
the Lady Principal, Airs. Kiranbala Banerji ( teachers’ 
representative ), Mrs. S' C. Mukerji and Lady Bose 
( Secretary ). 

The staff consisted of 21 teachers, all of them except 
two being ladies. 

There w'ere 385 students on the rolls on the 31st 
December, as against 323 onjthe same date of the previous 
year. Of these, 314: were children of orthodox Hindu 
parents, four Mahomedans and ten Christians. 

The daily work of the School begins with a hymn and 
a short prayer. 

Nineteen girls appeared at the Matriculation Exa- 
mination held in 1924, all of whom passed, 16 being 
placed in the first and three in the second division. Three 
girls obtained scholarships. 
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Attached to the School, there is a Training Depart- 
ment, which prepares girls for the Senior and Junior 
Teachership Certificate Examinations. The Government 
grants six Senior Stipends of Rs. 12 and eight 
junior Stipends of Ks. 10 per month. For the 
'expenses of the Training Department the Government is 
pleased to make a monthly grant of Rs. 500, and for the 
Hostel attached to this Department one of Rs. 200. 

The School hostel can accommodate only 70 girls, and 
there is always a great demand for seats. 

The health of the boarders was very kindly looked 
after by Dr. Girindrasekhar Bose, md., b.sc., who always 
gave his services ungrudgingly. 

The distribution of prizes to successful candidates of 
the Session closing in December, 1923, was held on the 
IGth February, 1924, and was presided over by the 
Hon’ble Sir Hugh Stephenson and Lady Mukerjea kindly 
gave away the prizes. 

The School is maintained by means of fees, subscrip- 
tions, donations and grants-in-aid from the Government 
and the Corporation of Calcutta. The Municipal grant 
oi Ks. 1,000 is, however, insufficient to cover the rates, 
which now amount to Rs. 2,200.

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Brahmo Samaj Hostels for Girl Students. 

In view of the fact that the Bethune College Hostel 
and the Brahmo Samaj Hostel for Girl students could 
not provide accommodation for the large number of 
students seeking* admission into hostels, the Executive 
Committee authorised the Managing Committee of the 
Brahmo Samaj Hostel for Girl students to open another 
hostel, last year. 

During the year under report there were two hostels 
for College girls, — one with 28 and the other with 30 
seats for boarders. Even these were not found sufficient 
for all the candidates and many had to be refused admis- 
sion for want of accommodation. Both the hostels are 
in receipt of grants-in-aid from the Government. I'here 
were 58 boarders in them. Dr. Prankrishna Acharji 
was the Secretary. 


Brahmo Samaj Education Society 

City College. 

City School was founded on January G, 1879. Tlie 
F. A. classes were opened in 1881, and the B. A. classes 
in 1884-. Thus within five years of the establishment 
of the school, the institution developed into a first-grade 
college. A building was erected at 13, Mirjzapur 8'treet, 
and was opened by Lord Ripon in December, 18S3. 
Mr. A. M. Bose, proprietor of the institution, made 
over the buildings to a body of trustees in 1888. In 
January, 1905, the College was placed under the control 
of a Society, registered under Act XXf of 1860, called 
the “City College Institution”, Avhieh is now known 
as the “Brahmo Samaj Education Society”. It is the 
object of the Society “to promote the cause of education 
in its highest and widest sense, to make the education- 
comprehending the training of the mind, heart and 
body, and founded on a Theistic basis— conduce to the 
good of man and the glory of God”. 

The College prepares students for the B. A. Examina- 
tion, in English (Pass and Honours), Sanskrit (Pdfssi 
and Honours), Philosophy (Pass and Honours), Persian, 
History (Pass and Honours), and Political Philosophy ; 
for the B. Sc. Examination in Mathematics (Pass artd 
Honours), Pb;y8ics and Chemistry ; and for the Inter- 
mediate Examinations in Arts and Science, in English, 
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Sanskrit, Persian, Logic, History, Mathematics, 
Chemistry and Physics. 

The number of students on the rolls, on the 3 1st 
August, 1924, was 2,059 as against' 1,94<5 on the same 
date in 1923, comprising 586 in the 1. A. classes, 301 in 
B. A. classes, 988 in the I. Sc. classes and 184 in the 
B. Sc, classes. 

The total strength of the college staff in September 
1924, consisted of 20 Professors, « Lecturers, one 
Moulavi, 7 Tutors, 1 2 Demonstrators, a Librarian and 
an Assistant Librarian. The office staff consisted of a 
Head clerk, a Cashier, a Typist, an Accountant, three 
clerks, a Store-keeper and a Care-taker. 

Dr. Hiralal Haider has been serving the College as an 
Honorary Professor for the last six years. *

There is a Charity Fund attached to the college for 
the beneht of poor students, which is contributed to 
mainly by the members of the staff. A sum of Rs. 174-12-0 
was spent out of the Fund during the session, 1923-1924. 

The Ttieolooical Faculty The Faculty settled a 
fjrogramme of lectures at the commencement of the 
session- and classes were held till the college closed for 
t:he summer vacation. But dpring the year upder 

4 
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review its activities could not be continued for want ot 
a requisite number of capable teachers, as many of 
those who worked last year have either left the city 
or been disabled by ill-health. The scheme, however, 
has not been abandoned. It will be revived if the 
College can avail itself of the services bf some competent 
lecturers. 

Proyipkxt Fund In January, 1»15, a Provident 
Fund was created for the ptirpose of making some 
provision, on retirement or death, for the employees of 
the College and School or their families. Members of 
the stall contribute to the Fund at the rate of an 
anna per rupee of their salaries and the institution 
contributes at the rate of half an anna. In May, 
1924, 55 members of the College staff and 29 of the 
School contributed to the Fund. Subscribers are 
allowed to borrow money from the Fund for some 
specified purposes only. They have to pay interest 
on the sums advanced to them at the rate of 6 p. c. per 
annum. The amount standing to the credit of the Fund 
on the 3Ist Alay, 1924, was Rs. 9o, 141-0-8 invested as 
follows 

(1) War Bonds, War Loans, Postal 

Certificates etc. Rs. 83,132-7-8 

(2) With the College 1,242-0-0

Pensions have been granted to a few employees for 
long and meritorious service. 

It ought to be noted that the college is mainly, but 
not exclusively, dependent upon the fees paid by students. 
Since the foundation of the institution Rs. 92,996-7-6 
has been contributed to its funds by donors and subs- 
cribers. A number of free studentships is given to poor 
and meritorious students. Students belonging to depress- 
ed classes are given preference in the matter of conces- 
sions. The amount of concession during the last sess- 
ion was about Ks. 7,000 - 

With a view to fostering a spirit of healthy rivalry 
among the students and making the College Examina- 
tions attractive, twenty scholarships, (ten of rupees 
five per month for the Intermediate classes, and ten of six 
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rupees per month for the senior classes) tenable for six 
months, are awarded on the results of the College exami< 
nations. 

Besides the above scholarships, three other scholar- 
ships are awarded to deserving students, out of the 
interest accruing from the¥unds placed in the hands (^ thc 
Council for that purpose : — 

1. Two A.M. Bose scholarships of Its. 10 and Rs. 5 per 
month respectively, founded by Mr. S. M. Bose in memory 
of his father. 

2. One Satyendramohan Bose scholarship of Rs5,- 
per month founded by the late Mr. II. Bose in memory 
of his brother. 

With the object of encouraging students to study good 
books outside tlie University curriculum, the college 
awarded five book prizes, two to B.A. and B. Sc. and three 
to I. A. and I. Sc. students, on the result of examinations 
held to test their knowledge. 

A medical officer is engaged by the College Council, 
to look after the health of the boarders of the attached 
hostels and messes and to attend them during illness. 
A teacher of gymnastics has been appointed for the stu- 
dents of the college and a gymnasium has been set up. 
The students of this college take special interest in foot- 
ball and cricket. The athletic department has been 
considerably improved since last year, and the gymna- 
sium has been strengthened with the addition of a train- 
ing class in boxing niid Jijiitsu. As regards cricket the 
City College team has proved to be the strongest college 
team of the season. The College football team played for 
the Krishnagar shield and the Wheeler Memorial shield at 
Krishuagar and Berhampur respectively, with a very 
good result. Arrangements have been made for hockey 
and tennis games. 

Regular lectures on Theology, the Bhagavadgita, the 
Upanisbads, and Natural Religion were given by two 
professors up to April, 192-1-, after which they could not 
be continued for want of capable teachers. Uectures on 
moral and religious subjects are often given in the 
College hall. Divine service is held every .'^unday at the 
Rammohan Roy Hostel, it being conducted by the 
I’rincipal, or some member of the Council or stall. 
Divine service is also conducted in the College hall 
on the day of the re-opening of the College after a long 
vacation. On the 6th of January, the anniversary* of 
the foundation of the institution,: divine service is held 
in the College hall in the morning, after which light 
tefreehments are pi^)vidcd for the students and guests.

City College School, Calcutta. 

The affairs of the school department are directly 
managed by a Sub-Commitee consisting oi 5 members, 
working under the College Council. 

The School has all along cndeavouied not only to 
(|ualify students for the T'niversity Examination, but 
also to impart wholesome moral instruction to them. 
Hours have been set apart for moral training in each 
Class and suitable text-books have been prescribed for 
the purpose. The City Union and A-^nlahlni (the Band 
of Hope) ,a society attached to the school, meets on 
Saturdays. The day’s work in the class commences 
with a jsrayer in which both the teachers and the 
students join. Drill, Drawing and .Music classes are 
held. 

The instructive staff consisting of 30 teachers, mostly 
hralimos, met in conference several times during the year 
and discussed various subjects relating to the improve- 
ment of the School. 

The numerical strength of the School on the 31st Decem- 
ber last was 618 against 596 on the corresponding date 
of the preceding year. 49 boys sat for the Matriculation 
Examination of whom 41 passed, 26 in the first 
H in the seco]j|jl and 4 in the 3rd Division.

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City College Sohool, IWymensIngh. 

During the year under report the number on the 
rolls was 517 as against 54-5 in the preceding year, 
there being a decrease of 28. This falling off in 
number is, however, a common feature of the 
generality of High Schools in many districts of 
Eastern Bengal, owing to a variety of untoward circtim* 
stances. But it is note- worthy that the numerical strength 
of the school is the highest this year too in the district 
of Mymensingh, 

The total income from fees, fines, etc, during the 
year was Rs. 17,G52. 11 a. 4 p. and the expenditure 
Ks. 17,733. 11 a. 6. p. Owing partly to the decrease 
in the receipts, corresponding with the relative shrinkage 
of its numerical magnitude but very largely to the abnor- 
mal pressure on the funds of the school caused by the 
work of repair and reconstruction of the school buildings 
severely damaged by earthquake and fire, the financial 
condition of the school has been extremely unfavourable. 
Even with the help of an advance of Rs. 1000 by the 
City College Council and a loan of Rs 2000 raised locally 
together with a sum of Rs. 501 from donations to the 
building fund, the repair work could be but partially com- 
pleted, the amount already spent in this connection being 
Rs. 4,484. 7a. 9p. In addition to an outstanding liability 
of nearly Rs. 1,850, a futher approximate sum of Rs. 1,835 
will be required to reconstruct the big verandah in 
ront of the main building and to undertake some minor 
repairs yet left undone. On account of this abnormal 
financial stress, the school has had to be run amid many 
difficulties and disadvantages. Not only has it suffered 
in a perceptible degree for want of sufficient accommoda- 
tion but the work has had to be managed by a staff not 
quite commensurate with the actual requirements of the 
school. Many needed improvements have been held 
over for want of funds and it is of the utmost im- 
portance that some effective means should be found, 
to relieve in a measure the very great financial pressure, 
the school is smarting under. 

There were 21 members on the teaching staff, one 
having left towards the end of the year. As in the 
preceding year, there were only 3 Brahmo teachers, 
including the Headmaster, in the school. 

The results of the Matriculation Examination have 
been to its credit. Out of 62 candidates selected 
for the JCJniversity Examination 56 came out successful, 

5.’ 
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37 in the 1st division 17 ia the 2nd and the rest 
in the 3rd and one of the successful students secured a 
second grade scholarship.

The teaching staff consists of 12 teachers of whom 
2 are M. A’s. 1 B.T., 3 B. a’s., 2 F, A’s. 3 JMatricula- 
tion passed and 1 Third year Normal training passed. 

There were 214 boys on the rolls on the 31st March 
last, of whom 34 only were Brahmos. 

14 boys were sent np. All of them passed— 12 were 
placed in the first div ision, 1 in the second and 1 in the 
third. 

The Government grant of Rs. 140 a month (R.®. 125 
for the school and Rs. 15 for the hostel) was renewed for 
another 3 years. 

The amount standing to the credit of ti e Provident 
Fund, which was started 3 years ago for the benefit of 
the employees of the school, is Rs. 1,800-6-2. 

. In the school library there are altogether 3,815 volumes 
of useful literature. During the year ur.der review 
968 books were issued to the boys and 340 to the 
teachers. 

The school enjoys affiliation in all the subjects prescrib- 
ed by the University except Hygiene. 

The School Hostel is, located on the top flat of the 
school building and is under the direct supervision of the 
Headmaster who is resident there with another teacher, 
Babn Nibaranchandra Bera, as Assistant Superintendent. 
There were 19 boarders on the rolls of the hosted. ,on the 
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3 l 8 t March last, of whom 7 wereBrahmos. A short divine 
service is conducted by the Headmaster, both morning 
and evening in the hostel. The boys met regnlarljr on 
Saturdays in two batches, under their respective presidents, 
for the purpose of debates, speeches, recitatiorts, ese^^ 
etc. Besides these, there is a small fraternity of the boy* 
of the lower classes, called Satsanga, which holds its 
meetings on Sundays in the afternoon. 

The Maghotsav and the foundation Day were celebrat- 
ed in the school with usual rejoicings and the boys had 
their annual outings with their teachers. 

The teachers met almost every month to discuss 
important matters and compare notes with one another 
about the school and the boys. 

Earnest endeavours are constantly made to keep up, 
to some extent at least, the lofty ideals of the school 
and to create a pure moral and intellectual atmos[diere 
in and around it. Regular classes are held for moral 
instruction. But it is much to be regretted that for want 
of a play-ground proper attention cannot be paid to the 
physical well-being of the boys. The work of the 
school begins with a short divine service accompanied 
with hymns and sermons, conducted by the Headmaster

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Other Business. 

As usual, the new year began with the annual festival, 
the ^Maghotsav, which commenced on the 15th January 
with prayers in Brahmo households and students’ lodges 
for the welfare of the Brahmo Samaj and closed on the 
29th January. 

As in previous years, the Lord of the Utsav called up 
his servants to herald the advent of the Utsav and during 
the whole month of Pom the Ushakirtan party carried the 
message from door to door, awakening people to get 
ready for the Utsav.

The Trust Funds with the Samaj amounts to 
Rs. 2,38,781-3-0 ; the face value of G. F. Notes i i the 
custody of the Samaj is Rs. 2,23,900-0-0; and other 
investments with the closing balance amounts to 
Ks. 37,680 3-8. Besides these, the Samaj has invested 
in land nearly Rs. 21,000. 

It is clear from the above statements and the figures 
printed in Appendix O, and P, that the income of the 
Samaj under the head Indian Messenger and Tattwakau- 
mudi has been diminishing during the last few years, while 
the expenditure has been increasing steadily. The organs 
of the .'Mimaj cannot be expected to be self-supporting, but 
the deficit might have been considerably redneed, if 
our papers had received that amount of support from 
our members which they deserve. 

Turning to the Mission Fund, we find that the deficit 
has been considerably less in the current year. The 
decrease is, however, accounted for by the fact that at 
the latter end of the rear, the Samaj received a prioiiely 
donation of Rs. 2,000 from the Maharaja of Pithap^sram 
on the ocot^ion of the ceIebration» of the senior 
Rajknmar’s birthday. 

The Accounts show a net. sneplus of RsI il',046.11-8 
whtchiroughly represents. the diftereoce between items 
Noa 6 and 9 on the Receipts gad the Bxpei^ittire side 
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respectively, under the General Fund. So this surplus is 
mote apparent than real. 

The Brahmo Mission Press, which contributed to the 
Samaj Fund Rs. 6,000 last year, could pay Rs. 3,000 only 
this year and this also out of the previous year’s outstand- 
ing. The financial condition of the Press should be 
seriously considered by the Samaj. 

On the whole, as we said in our Inst report, the Samaj 
is pissing through a state of financial embarrassment, 
which is becoming more and more acute every day. We 
trust that the financi.il condition of the eSamaj will engage 
the immediate attention of our members.

Without a household of his 
own he loved the Samaj with a fervour and depth of attach 
roent not excelled in the most intimate relationships of 
life. His life and work as a spiritual leader of the Samaj 
may be very appropriately said to have been a noble embodi* 
ment of the truth that love Ts" the greate.st thing in the 
world. All Brahmo homes have been filled with gloom by 
the sad event which has been felt to be a severe personal 
affliction by nearly all members of the community, for he 
rejoiced with them when they rejoiced and wept with them 
when they wept. As a missionary his guiding principle 
was to act with perfect loyalty to the constitution of the 
Sadoaran Brahmo Samaj and never to say ‘No’ when his 
services were asked for by any ^ person or any Samaj. He 
ppdertook mission tours and visitfd distressed families eyet; 
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when he needed perfect rest owing to the state of his 
health. His ministrations were marked by a clearness of 
spiritual vision and depth of inward experience which is rare 
among us.” 

At this stage Dr. P. K. Acharji, the President of the 
Samaj, arrived and Dr. B. Jj. Choudhury vacated the 
chair.

The Presidential Address : — The President then delivered 
his annual address reviewing the work of the Samaj during 
the last session. In the course of bis address be referred to the 
excellent work that the Samaj bad done in the past and the 
it always gave in every question of public interest, social, 
educational, religious and political. He then proceeded to find 
oat the reasons why tiiere was at present an apparent staguatinn 
of life in the Brabmo Samaj movement. He was of opinion 
that this stagnation was more due to want of “spiritual ferment” 
to lack of organisation. Without men, real men spiritually 
pplifted, no work was possible and therefore the one thing 
na^al was the spiritual conrolidation of the Badharan Brabmo 
Samaj. JSLo suggested some steps for the realisation of this 
Ideal. Ancording to him : — 

1. The Sadhammam should lie strengthened and broadened. 

2. The ministers both in the town and the moffasil should 
lay greater stress on their own spiritual exercises than upon 
piwpMation of sermons. 

3. The singing in large congregations should he improved. 

4. The miesionaries and lay workers should more frequently 
visit mnffaeil Samajss. 

ft. The workers should meet as often as possible to excbangt-- 
their ideae and io |»«y. 

0. Qfvli’ Hoetele ehontd receive greater attention in regard 
to M^gioqa inetraetiop and study than now. 
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7. Parents shdnld at all costs set apart some time for 
religious conversation with their children. 

8. Brahmos in general should aim at propagating their 
religion by life and work. 

In conclusion be appealed to the members to pray esftiestly 
and fervently for themselves and their fellow* believers and 
he was sure that God would listen to their prayer and bring 
about a spiritual regeneration in the beloved Samaj.

during the preceding year, which gives an average atten-

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Rented iioiMneinbera and the other half may be said to have 
been drawn from about 10 Brabmo families. Ladies 
continued to join the service in large numbers and as usoal 
co-operated with the ministers by singing hymns. 

Of the 56 services conducted in the Samaj, 17 were by 
Mr. B. Subbukrishnaiya. SO by the Lay Ministers of the,. 
Samaj, 4 by distinguished visitors and 2 by the City 
Samaj members. 

Divine service was held iu connection with many domestic 
ceremonies. 

A number of cottage prayer-meetings were arranged and 
held daring the summer in Cox Town, where several leading 
Brahmo Samajists from other places, who had come for a 
change, were residing temporarily. 

Initiations and Maniaye ; — During the year under 
report, Sriman M. Padmanabham Naidu and Srimati 
Padmavathiammal from Madras were initiated into Brahmo- 
ism and married iu the Urahwa Mandir. The initiations 
were conducted and the marriage solemnised by Mr. B. 
Subbukrishnaiya. The marriage which was a widow 
marriage was duly registered in Madras under Act 111 of 
1872. 

Soda! Outhcriny-'i : — The members of the Samaj wen; 
“At home” to Dewan Bahadur Sir Li. Venkata Butnain 
Naidu, Kt. on the 26rd June 1024, when a short address 
WAS presented to him, which was read by Mr. M. Mahadevii 
Mudaliar, m..\. A verse in Telugu was also composed and 
read by I’andit A. Somauatha Kuo of Pithapuram. A 
group photo was also taken on tlu* occasiou. 

Instilidions Subedar Major Appavu I'illay's Girls* 
School is an institution whose management has been 
entrusted to the Brahmo Samaj. It is a free elementary 
school intended for the backward classes. The school was 
maintained daring the year in its normal condition, the 
three vernaculars taught being Tamil, Telugu and Kannada. 
A few of the pupils in the higher classes received tuition 
in English also. As it was found diilioult to manage the 
increased strength of the school with 8 teachers, a fourth 
one was appointed dnring the year on the suggestion of 
the Sob Assistant Inspector of Schools. The total strength 
of the school at the' end of the year in all the 5 classes 
stood at IDS' viz, t7 girls end 3^ little boys, and the 
'iiyiirage attei dence was 1:4. A (‘mall garden was laid up 
in the school premiset^ during the year. 

yhe Bharata , Mqhih Bamoj ami Young Men’s 
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Brotherhood are institutions in which the Brahmo'-^jainaj 
is interested, being affiliated to it. Efforts were made 
during the year to re-invigorate these institutions, whioh 
had suffered to some extent both in strength and activity. 

The Bharata Maliila Samaj met 8 times in the year when 
lectures were delivered on “Desa /8'em” by Mrs. Singainma ; 
“Positin of Women in India — Past and Present” by Miss 
Sarada Bai Rama Rao ; ‘'Responsibilities of Women” by 
Miss Annapuornam Swami : “Female Education” by Mrs. 
hatnavati Daniel ; “Mother’s Love” by Mrs Jayalaksbma- 
inma Chellapillai Naidu ; “Training of Children” by Mrs, 
Gnanadeepam Amrit ; “Benefit of Family Life" by Swami 
Chidananda Paramahumsa and “Gulliver’s Travels” with 
lantern slides by Mr. P. S. Lakshminarasu, b.a., b.l. On 
one of these occasions, viz, during the Maghotsar meeting, 
a tea party was also held after the close of the meeting. 
There were 13 members on the roll at the end of the year. 
The President Mr:i. N. Lalita Bai Snbba Rao resigned in 
the latter part of the year and her place was not filled in 
pending re-election of office-bearers for the subsequent 
year which was not far off. 

The Young Men’s Brotherhood had its strength brought 
up to 30 at the end of the year, composed of 11 Senior mem- 
bers. 4 Junior members and 21 Student members. About 20 
public lectures and students’ meetings were held, besides 3 
lantern lectures given by Mr. P. S. Lakshminarasu, b.a., b.l., 
ihe studenls’ meetings being generally concerned with prayers, 
debates recitations and choice readings. Indoor games 
were introduced as well as a Badminton Court opened by the 
Vice-Prosident Mr. C. .S. Naidu, in connection with which 
the student members were invested with badges by Mrs 
M. Mahadeva Mudaliar and Mrs. P. i5. Lakshminarasu. 
Social gatherings were organised on the occasion of the 
annual and half-yearly general meetings. In aid of the 
Depressed Class Mission tSohools, a concert was arranged in 
the City V. M. 0. A. Hall and house to house collection was 
made on the Vecpamli and the Pongal days by some of the 
luembers. In the Reading Room, the Dailg (loaned 

by Mr. M. Kothandaram Haidu) and the Guardian and the 
Treafuro Chc&t ( lent by Mr. J’. S. Lakshminarasu) were 
l^aoed, together with a few weeklies and monthlies received 
by the Brahmo Samaj. 

' Of the DepreMed Class Mission Schools, the Tannery- 
Road Day and the Night School had to be maintained by 
tM Brotherhood dnttogrthe year under report, out of funds 
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raifled from the publio in the form of donations and snbsortp' 
tions. the Government grant>in*aid covering only about 
half the cost A sum of Ks. 584 3>8 was accordingly collect* 
ed from the public and the schools maintained in as best 
a condition as possible. Special attention was paid to teach 
Hygiene with slides and to make the pupils clean in their 
dress and habits. Physical Culture was provided under the 
supervision of the Drill instructor deputed by the Sub* 
Assistant Inspector of Schools. Scout Troop and Cub L^ack 
were formed. Weekly religious and moral classes were 
started. Dr. W. H. Drummond, Dr. Miss Kashibai Nowrange 
Lt. Col. Skipwith, Mr. and Mrs. N. Subba llao, Mrs. D. N. 
Sirur, Rao Bahadur P. R. Vengu Iyer and Messrs. V. R. 
Shinde and K. G. Patade of the Poona Depressed Class 
Mission visited the school and found the work done to be 
satisfactory. The pupils were entertained by the Social 
Club of the Baldwin High School, the Buddhist Association, 
and the Brabmo Samaj daring the Maghotsac, while refresh- 
ments were provided in the school by Dr. W. H. Drummond 
and Mrs. D. N. Sirur. The total strength and average at- 
tendance at the end of the year were as followers : ~

The Bachammal Widows’ Home is another institution in 
which also the Brahmo Samaj is interested, though not 
affiliated to it, inasmuch as the institution is named after a 
Brahmo lady and was originally founded by the Hrahnio 
Samaj itself. A complete report regarding this institution 
is proposed to be drawn up and ihsued separately this year. 
Hence the usual brief report concerning the institution is 
not incorporated here. 

General and Cominittet Meelinga r— There was the usual 
General Meeting on the 18th October lU28. when the 
annual report and accounts were adopted and the office- 
bearers and members of the Managing Committee were 
elected. 

The Managing Committee met 8 times during the year 
to transact the ordinary business of the Samaj. 

JPinanre The receipts and expenditure of the Samaj 
and the conriec»ed inftjtutiona for the year ending' 80th

Two girls appeared at the special M. E. Scholarship 
Examination last year and both of them got scholarships 
of Rs. 5 each per month for 4 years, having secured 
the let and 2nd places among the girls of the Presidency 
and Burdwan Divisions. A plot of land to the north of 
the school has been acquired for the school. Baniban is a 
smaU Brabmo colony consisting of twenty families at 
present.

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BANK I PUR BRAUMO SAMAJ. 

Through the boundless grace of God, the Bankiput 
tSadharan Brahmo Satnaj completes another year of its 
existence. The Samaj owed its origin to a small brother' 
hood formed in 1896 under thd name of Bankipnr Sadhan- 
asram for the purpose of worshipping one God. The Brahmos 
and Brahmo sympathisers combined themselves into a 
formal constitution, known at the time as the Bankipur 
Brahmo congregation, on April 3U, 1896. On the 21at 
December, 1914, the amisthanik Brahmos of Bankipur 
belonging to the Sadharan Brahmo Samaj organised 
themselves into a Samaj, called the Bankipur Sadharan 
Brahmo Samaj, to which the organisation formerly known 
as the Bankipur Brahmo congregation made over all its 
rights and functions, the Samaj retaining an attached 
congregation, which any person having sympathy with 
its aims and objects'might join as a member. 

Branch Samaj ; — A branch Brahmo Samaj was started 
in the new town in the year 1920 for the convenience of 
Brahmo friends living in that quarter of the town, the 
divine service being conducted regularly in the different 
Brahmo houses of the place. 

Distinguished visitors : — ^The year under report has 
been fruitful and important from various standpoints. Bev. 
Gurulas Chakravarty, Uev. Satisohandra Chakravarty, 
Babas Amritalal Gupta and Baradaprasanna Ray were in our 
midst at different times of the year and conducted divine 
service, both in the Samaj and in some Brahmo families. 
Babu Baradaprasanna Kay gave interesting ^^kathhahathas” 
and visited almost all the Brahmo families here. Bev. 
Gurudas Chakravarty delivered a public lecture on *‘Peaoa 
on earth’* in the Behar Young Mens’ institution, whereof 
he was one of the founders and the first Secretary. Amrita 
Babu gave i^oral discourses to the boys of the Rammohan

Utsavaa The Samaj celebrated its Maghotsav and 
nhadrotaav as usual conjointly with the Bankipur Brahmo 
Samaj ( i.e. the local New Dispensation Church ) and held a 
meeting on the death anniversary day ofHammohan Koy. 
The Adya Sradh ceremony of the late Pandit Navadwip* 
ohandra Das and the death .anniversary of the late Pandit 
Sivanath Sastri were also duly celebrated in the Samaj.

Mammohan Boy Seminary The Kammbhan Roy Semi- 
nary has had a prosperous career throughout the year, the 
numerical strength rising to 425 in Dec. 1921, while many 
more students had to w sent away disappointed for want 
of accommodation, Tvo vacancies among the senior 
teachers occurred during the year, and we had the 
pleasure of being enabled to engage the services of two 
more Brahmo teachers, whose number on the teaching 
Staff is now 7 ont of a total of eighteen. The results 
of the University Examinations have always been 
Satisfactory and as many as 12 boys secured scholarshins 
in 4 years. One of the most important and memorable 
events of the year has been the acceptance by the school 
Committee of the new site on the Khajanobi Road, 
acquired for the school by the Government and a sum of 
Re. 46,000 offered as the price of the old buildings, which 
are being taken over by the Behar Medical College. But we 
are much afraid that the sum offered by the Government 
will not be adequate to the requirements of the school. Then 
agein, for some time past, we have keenly felt the want of 
a-snitable hall for oondnoting the weekly divine service, 
which has so long been conducted in one of the Glass roqms 
of the Seminary, for want of a more suitable place. So it 
is our heart'felt desire to have a separate hall in the Schopl 
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compound, with a marble bust of Baja Rammohan Boy, which 
may be set apai;t for the purpose. . Handicapped as lire are, 
efforts are being made towards this direction and we appeal 
to all our brethren, friends and sympathisers for help equal 
to the great task we have in hand.

(6) 
SivaTiath Pathhagar — Some students and gentlemen borrow- 
ed books and magazines from it.

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CHITTAGONG SADHARAN BRAHMO SAM A/. 

Chittagong Prarthana Sainaj was established by late 
Pandit Navadwipchandra Das, missionary of the S. B. Samaj, 
on the 22nd March lr87, in a rented honse belonging to late 
Baba Jatramohan ^n, with 16 members, all sympathising 
with the Brahmo Samaj. It grew up gradually into a congre- 
gation of Brahmos and had a Brahma Mandir erected and 
opened in 1897. 

The Samaj is managed by an executive committee elected 
l^y the general committee, at its annual meeting. Daring 
the year under report the Executive Committee consisted of 
Id members with !Mr. S. L. Khastagir, Bar-at-law, as presi- 
dent, Babu Harendramohan Sarkar, as Secretary and Baba 
Sureshchandra Mallick as assistant Secretary. There were 6 
meetings of the Executive Committee during the year 1924. 
Divine service is regularly held every Sunday morning and 
evening. There were special services held on the occasion 
of the New year’s day, the opening day of the Brahmo 
Samaj (6th ) and Bhadra that of the Chittogang Prarthana 
Samaj (14th Chaitra ). The names of the ministers, elected 
by the general committee, for conducting service daring the 
year under report, are given below : —

Besides this, special service was 
conducted on the occasion of the death of Raja Kammohan 
Boy and the Samaj has celebrated the following ulsar.v 
daring the year (1) The fifty- fourth anniversary nt^iai' (2)

Babu Bhabasindhu Dutta and Babu Sasibhushan Basu 
delivered lectures on various subjects in the prayer 
hall daring the Baifihakh litmr. After the anniversary 
they went to Banamalichatta, a village in the interior and 
conducted divine service there.

Short history : — In 1828, Brahmo Samaj was founded in 
Calcutta. In 1845 ( 1253 B. S. ) organised efforts were, 
for the first time, made to establish a Brahmo Samaj at 
Dacca, and arrangemenU were made for holding regular 
weekly divine service on Sundays. But it was not (ill 
1864 that the East Ben^l Brahmo Samaj was founded, as it 
now is, as a Theistio Church. 

ConatituticH The management of the Samaj is 
vested in a Managing Committee consisting of seven 
members elected every year at the annual general meeting. 
Their action is subject to the control of seven Trustees, who 
are elected for life. 

Building property, &c . : — The present spacious Church 
Building was erected in 1869 by public subscriptions rdised 
from Brahmos and their friends. The Prayer Hall has 
been flemished with necessary furniture and fftted with 
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electric light and fans. The Samaj has a large compound 
in the front, where a garden has been laid out. Besides 
the Prayer Hall, the two roadrside buildings, the Kammohan 
Roy Library, and the Mission House are among the Samaj 
properties. 

Rajchandra mission-home : — There is a two-storied 
Mission House attached to the Samaj, built at the cost of 
the late Babu Pratap Chandra Das, in memory of bis father 
the late Babu Rajchandra Das of Bangala bazar, Dacca, 
who has also made a provision of Rs, 25/- a year in his will 
for the up-keep of the building. 

Rammohan Boy Library and Readiny-rotun —The Samaj 
has a Library called the Rammohau Roy Library, which 
possesses a pretty large number of useful books, principally 
on Philosophy, Theology, Biography, Travels, History and 
Literature. The Library Building was erected in the 
year 1909, at a cost of Rs. 11,000. Rai Saheb Katnamani 
Gupta of Dacca contributed Rs. 5,000, Seth Damodar Das 
of Bombay Rs. 1,000, and H, H. The Maharaja of Tippera 
Rs. 1,000, for the purpose. 

The East Bengal Institution ; — The East Bengal Institution, 
a High English School for boys, was started in Janjiary 1910 
in the town by the East Bengal Brahmo Samaj. Babu Revati 
Mohan Das, an old member of the Samaj and his nephew 
Babu Hrishikes Das kindly placed Rs. 10,000 (ten 
thousand ) at the disposal of the Plxecutive Committee 
for the purpose of starting and maintaining it. It had 
501 names on the rolls at the end of the year under 
report. The average monthly expenditure of the school 
is about Rs. 1400. The cost is met entirely from fee- 
receipts. The work of the school is being conducted 
by a staff of twenty teachers, of whom 6 are graduates. The 
school sits in the house No. 2 Sadar Ghat Road. It has 
been permanently recognised by the Syndicate of the 
Calcutta University, The school sent 62 boys to the Matri- 
culation [lamination last year, of whom 46 passed. 

Minister and mission uorh : — Babu Baradaprasanna Kay 
was the minister in charge for some time. Babus Amritalal 
Gupta, Manomohan Chakravartv, Hariscbandra Dutta and 
Sndhirohandra Banerjee visited Dacca daring the year and 
helped in the ministration work of the Samaj. 

^vine service : — Divine service is held every Sunday 
morbing and evening. Over two hundred ladies and gentlemen 
attend the evening service. Morning service js plso fahld on 
fWeek days. 
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lUffavfi fc-Four Festivals ( JTtmvfi ) took place (Jni'ing 
year under report : - (1) The Maghotsav, extending front 
1st to lltb Magh, (2) IJtsav on the occasion of the Bengali 
new year, and the Year-end, (3) Anniversary of the 
foundation of the Bast Bengal Brahrno Samaj from 20th to 
23rd Agrdhahan and ( 4 ) The Bhadrotsava on the 
6th Bhadra. 

Sangat sabha : — Every Tuesday evening the elderly per- 
sons of the congregation meet in the Prayer Hall for discus- 
sion of questions relating to spiritual life. 

Chhatra Samaj : — The Bast Bengal Students* Weekly 
Service — It is an institution mainly composed of students (it 
which addresses are delivered and discussions hel4. dh 
Saturdays. It is managed by a committee. 

Sandag moral training cUiss : — With the object of kapart* 
ing moral and religious instructions to Brahrno boys and 
girls of tender age, a class is held every Sunday morning in 
the Prayer Hall. It is managed by some ladies assisted by a 
few Brahrno workers.

And it is a source of great encourage- 
ment to ns that this fundamental principle of our noble 
faith is pressing itself for acceptance on many minds, 
nominally outside the pale of our body, who are in spirit 
with us. None could deny that the teachings of the 
Brahmo Samaj have immeasurably helped to widen, the 
outlook and liberalise the spirit of vast numbers of our 
countrymen belonging to all sections of society. But it is 
disheartening to find that the bulk of the people are 
clinging to ontworn creeds and to custom^ .ai^l^ usages 
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that seriously binder the progress of humanity. May 
tbs AlI'Mercifnl God, who has hitherto sustained our 
strength and given us zealous workers, forgive our 
failings and bless our endeavours for the enlightenment 
of humanity more and more ! May He inspire us 
all with zeal and loyalty in the service of truth and 
righteousness ! 


IN MEMORY OF THE DEPARTED. 

In opening the year’s record, it is our first and most 
sacred duty to notice the passing away of those of our 
friends and fellow-believers whom God, in His benign dis- 
pensation, has called away from the field of their work in 
this world. Their noble endeavours in the cause of truth and 
parity, their devotion and piety, their self-sacrificing zeal in 
the service of our Church, will, for ever, remain an inspira- 
tion to us. '‘Not lost but gone before” is our consolation. 
The name that is uppermost in our mind is that of our 
beloved missionary, Babu Abinaschandra Majumdar, who 
-was a tower of strength to the Brahmo Samaj in the Punjab, 
He worked with vigour and enthusiasm for the propagation 
of onr faith and principles. His devout spirit, his amiable 
disposition, his sweetness of temper, his many-sided acti- 
vities endeared him to all that knew him. Asa missionary, as 
a philanthropic worker, as a fearless champion of the cause 
of righteousness he will be remembered by all. 

By the death of our venerable fellow-believer Dr. Sir 
Ramkrisbna Gopal Bhandarkar, an honorary member of the 
Sadharan Brahmo Samaj, the Brahmo Samaj has lost a leader 
-whose personality, devout life and profound scholarship 
were of the highest value in promoting the cause of our 
faith. He was a saint and a sage and his death has removed 
■the strongest pillar of the Prarthana Samajes in western 
India. 

c • In Babu Kalimohan Das, the minister and 
mis9ionary of the Barisal Brahmo Samaj, we have lost 
«• ^devout spirit whose life was “a ceaseless hymn to the 
Lord.” Wealth and earthly position he had none. But as 
a true servant of God, he possessed the inestimable treasure 
of Faith, Hope and Charity and lived a peaceful and pious 
life inspite of the distressing circumstances he had to 
pass through^ 
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tlai Saheb Kasiram was an earnest and devout workeif 
n the cause o£ the Brahmo Samaj iu the Punjab. Bm' 
memory will ever be cherished with love by bis friends and 
fellow-believers. 

In Baba Nandalal Sen the Brahmo Samaj has lost an ’ 
ardent and devout worker in Sind. He entered on mission- 
work early in life and made Sind the field of bis activities. 
He was universally respected for his simple and saintly 
life, and his devotion and zeal in the cause of the Brahmo 
Samaj. ' 

By the death of Baba Kamalakanta Brahmadas we have 
lost a devotee who lived for God and God alone. He was 
not known to the outside public but his piety and 
devotion to the service of man and his simple life of 
sacrifice won for him the love and respect of all who' came 
in- contact with him. 

Baba Tincawri Bose was the life and soul of the Giridih 
Brahmo Samaj. His quiet piety and earnest spirit were 
behind other workers whom he put before himself and 
inspired by his zeal. In him the Brahmo Samaj has lost a 
true and silent worker. 

By the death of Bibu Jyotirindranath Tagore the 
Samaj has lost a genuine Brahmo of the old type. His 
versatile genius, great literary powers, his amiable nature 
and his enthusiasm for the cause of the Brahmo Samaj 
will ever be cherished with great esteem by his fellow- 
believers. 

The Brahmo Samaj has lost a good worker in the 
cause- of female education in Miss Hadharani Lahiri. Her 
life and character exerted a healthy infiuenoe upon those 
who came in contact with her. ’ 

Besides these the shadow of death was cast upon many 
other families of our Samaj with whom we express our 
sincerest sympathy. May the departed enjoy the peace 
that God has reserved for them. 


The Sadharan Brahmo Samaj was established in 1§78 
with a view to propagate the principles of Brahmoism- ill 
India and abroad, to help men and women of all races 
to worship God in spirit and truth, to attain spiritnal life 
and to do His will in every concern of life.^ ^ It seeks 
[tio unite under a common organisation all .indivi4uals pil)4 
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congregations holding these principles and oondootiog . all 
the business of the church on constitutional lines. 

Including the twenty new members elected during 
the year under review, the Samaj had, on the blst 
December 1925, 1308 members on the list •, besides these there 
Js a large number of men and women, here and abroad, who, 
though not members of the Samaj, are in sympathy with its 
aims and objects. Fortynine of the Brahmo Samajes in India 
are either associated with or affiliated to our church. Seven- 
teen Samajes sent their representatives to the General 
Committee of the Samaj and it is gratifying to note that the 
number of theistic bodies both in India and outside of it, 
holding nearly the same principles and doing almost the 
same work as our Samaj, is increasing year by year. 

The institutions and activities of the Sadharan Brahmo 
Samaj may be arranged under. three general heads, namely, 
Mission Work, Social Service and Education. The ultimate 
aim of our organisation, with all its institutions, is the 
consolidation and spread of our common faith. Our mission 
work is, therefore, that sphere of our operations to which 
we attach the greatest importance. 


I. Mission Work. 

The agencies employed for the purpose are, (1) the 
ordained missionaries ;(2) the workers of the Sadhanasram ; 
(3) the members of the Secakmandali and the Lay-workers’ 
Mission ; (4) the two organs of the Samaj ; i5) the several 
institutions affiliated to the Samaj, such as the Congregations 
in Calnotta and other places, the Baranagore Workingmen’s 
Mission , the Theological Society, the Sangat Sahha, the 
Daily Divine Service, the Students’ Weekly Service, the 
Sunday Moral Training School, and the books published 
by the Samaj. 

The Samaj has a vast field of work before it, but its 
resources in men and money are very limited. We are 
more than ever conscious of the inadequacy of our 
response to the unceasing demand for spiritual help from 
different parts of the country. 

The Sadharan Brahmo Samaj sustained an irreparable 
loss in the death of Babu Abinasohandra Majumdar who 
had, for a very long time, been working with single-minded 
dev^ion as a missionary of the Sadharan Brahmo Samaj 



in the Punjab. Though daring the last fev? ydars he was 
in indifferent health yet his very presence was an inspira* 
tion to other workers. His manysided activities had 
endeared him to all classes of the people of the Punjab 
and the whole province now mourns his death. Of the 
few missionaries and mission workers left to us, several, 
again, are almost unfit for active work owing to continued 
ill-health and old age, so that inspite of the efforts of 
the Committee, the mission work of the Samaj could not be 
carried on satisfactorily. 

Though our workers and Missionaries visited many 
places yet the programme of work adopted at the beginning 
of the year, which was itself far from being comprehensive, 
could not be fully carried out. Important centres of trade 
and culture, badly needing the spiritual ministration of 
missionaries and mission workers, could not be visited at all, 
and even those places which were visited could not, for 
paucity of workers, be fully organised as centres of mission 
activities. We, therefore, appeal to the members and well- 
wishers of the Samaj to consider the situation carefully 
and suggest necessary steps for the organisation of our 
mission work. 

Our missionaries and workers, however, did good work in 
Bengal, Assam, Orissa, Madras and the Punjab. They also 
visited some places in the United Provinces of Agra and 
Oudh, Behar, Sindh and Bombay, though we could not depute 
any missionary, specially to make any of these provinces 
his field of activities. It is much to be regretted that our 
resources both in men and money compelled us to neglect 
our duties towards those parts of India. 

The situation, dark though it be, is not without a ray 
of hope. During the year under report the members of 
the Samaj, specially of East and North Bengal, evinced 
considerable interest in mission work. Great enthusiasm 
in favour of raising funds for mission work was shown in 
the last East Bengal Btahmo Conference, 

We are very glad to note that Babu Satiscfaandra 
Chakravarty, m. a., who had, for a long time, been a worker 
under the Sadhanasram, was ordained as a missionary of 
the Saipaj daring the last Maghotsav. The Executive 
Committee have also decided to ordain Babu Abinaschandra 
Lahiri, a, a., as a missionary daring the present Maghotsav, 
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1. Ordained Missionaries* 


Baba- Sasibhushan Bose was confided to bed during the

He took part in the proceedings of the 
Maghotsav and conducted divine service in some family prayer 
meetings and in connection with many domestic ceremonies, 
fie visited Santipur. fie was engaged in writing a history of 
the Brahmo Samaj in Bengali. 

Babu Nilmani Chakravarty stayed for the greater part 
of the year at Cherapunji. fie con- 
Babu Nilmani ducted divine service at the Mowblie 
Chakravarty. Brahmo Samaj, presided at the Sangat, 
acted as minister in domestic ceremo- 
nies and delivered an address on the occasion of the anni- 


versary of the death of Raja Rammohan Ray. fie initiated 
two persons into Brahmoism and distributed medicines to 
patients, fie took part in the proceedings of the Maghot- 
isav at Dhubri and visited the following places : — Calcutta, 
Berhampur, Bindarpur and Murshidabad. 

Daring his stay of about 8 months in Calcutta, 
Babu Grurudas Chakravarti, conducted 


Babu Gurudas divine service occasionally in the Prayer 
Chakravarti. fiall of the S. B. Samaj, acted as 
minister in some family prayer meetings, 
in connection with many domestic ceremonies and visited 
a large number of families. He took part in the Sangat and 
other meetings, fie often conducted the daily service 
in the Sadhanasram, and helped the Sadhanarthts 
in their studies and took part in other engagements. He 
held prayer meetings in the Brahmo Girls* Hostel and the 
Bethune College Hostel once every week, fie took part in 
the Maghotmv of the Sadharan Brahmo Samaj, of the 
Sammilan Brahmo Samaj and also in the 
anniversary celebrations of the Nimta Brahmo Samaj. He 
visited Berhampur, Pithapuram, Coconada, Bejwada, 
Madras, Dacca, hTarayangunj, Bogra, Cuttak. Lucknow, 
Tatanagar and Bejgaon. fie took part in the E. B. Brahmo 
Conference and also in the seventy-ninth Anniversary of the 
East Bengal Brahmo Samaj. 

Babu fiemchandra Sarkar was in charge of the Sadhan^ 
asram. fiis duties in this connection 


Pabu Hemchandra required constant presence in the 
Sarkar. Aaram and occupied the greater part 

of his time and energy. fie con- 
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ducted divine service, held classes for the Sadhanarthia 
and attended to their individual needs. He had also to 
carry on a large correspondence with the workers and 
Brahmo Samajes in the Muffassil, A considerable part of his 
time had to be given to the work of the Sivanath Memorial. 
Besides this, he helped in the work of several 
institutions of the Samaj as far as he could. He visited 
Berhampur, Murahidabad, Dacca, Comilla, Narayangunj 
and Brahmanbaria. On his way to Madras he fell seriously 
ill and had to return to Calcutta. 

Babu Abinaschandra Mazamdar, could not work 
much on account of his continued 
Babu Abinash Chandra illness and yet made valuable contribn- 
Mazumdar. tions by publishing in Bengali, transla* 
tions of the teachings of Guru Nanak. 
He also used to distribute Homeopathic medicines to 
people. 

Mr. E. Subbukrishnaya visited the following places, 
some of them twice : — Pithapnram, Co- 
Mr. E Subbukrishnaya. conada, Rajahmundry, Bezwada, Masli- 

patam, Guntur, Narsarapet, Sathena- 
palli, Dodleru, Madras, Calicut, Cannanore, Alleppey, 
Eranakulam, Mangalore, Pudukota, Pallavaram, where 
he delivered lectures, conducted service in the Samajes, 
held conversational meetings, visited families and friends 
and officiated at domestic functions. Besides, he worked in 
connection with the Vidhava Vibaha Snhaika Sabhaoi Lahore 
and also of the Baohammal Widows’ Home Association at 
Bangalore, delivered a series of lectures at Bangalore and 
Bezwada and Rajamundry on social and religious topics, took 
part in the anniversary celebrations of the Mangalore 
Brahmo Samaj and the Bhadrotsav at Bangalore Samaj. He 
occasionally visited the Bangalore City Samaj. He also 
organised a Conference of Brahmo Workers and friends at 
Coconada with the help of the Andhra Brahmo Mandali 
and tried to revive and strengthen the work at 
Alleppey in Travancore. He travelled almost throughout 
the Coast of the Madras Presidency during the year and also 
visited certain parts of the Tamil country. 

Babu Satisohandra Chakravarty m. a. was in oharga of 
the Bhowanipnr Sammilan Brahmo 
Babu Satischandra Samaj as its Resident minister. 6e- 
Chakravarty sides conducting the weekly coogrega- 
tional service and supervising the work 
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of the various institutions attached to the Samaj, he 
officiated as minister in many domestic ceremonies. He also 
conducted divine service, generally once a month, in con 
nection with the Calcutta Congregation of the Sadharan 
JBrahmo Samaj. He conducted a weekly Reading Class for 
young people at the Sadhanasram. He also made several con- 
tributions to the Taitwakaumudi ; besides being engaged in 
other literary work. During the year he visited Patna, 
Rangpur, Kakina, and Kurseong, doing mission work in all 
these places. At Kakina he took part in the Utsav 
of the local Samaj, and at Kurseong, in the Korth Bengal 
Brahmo Conference. 


2. Sadhanasram. 

1, The Gahutta Sadhanasram : — ^The Sadhanasram 
was founded on the Ist February, 1892, by the late Pandit 
Sivanath Bastri with the object of organizing a Brother- 
hood for practising and preaching Brahrnoism and doing 
service to humanity. Besides the central Asram in 
Calcutta, it has six branches at Lahore, Bangalore, Berham- 
pur (Ganjam), Narsapur, Dacca and Kurseong, In Calcutta 
the anniversary of the foundation of the Sadhanasram was 
duly celebrated on the Jst February, 1925. On the first 
Sunday of every month, monthly «tsar.v were observed. In 
tbe Asram Sanctuary, divine service was held every 
morning. In the evening the inmates assembled for 
prayer and sankirtan. Theological classes and conversa- 
tional meetings were held for the candidates under training. 
Pandit Sitanath Tattwabhushan, Babus Gurudas Chakravarti, 
Satischandra Chakravarti and Hemchandra Sarcar conduct- 
ed these classes. In the year under report Habu Burendrasasi 
Gupta, and Mr. P. K. Raman were taken in as 
workers, Mrs. P. Robini and Mr. Jaymangal Rath as can- 
didate workers, and some other ladies and gentlemen as 
helpers of the Sadhanasram There were 8 Sadhanarthis 
in the Asram during the year. Of them Mr. P. Kunbi 
Raman and Mrs. Rohini went back to Malabar where they 
have since them been working. The Sadhanasram has a Seva 
bection under which there are four philanthropic institu- 
tioDS ; viz., (1) the Society for the Improvement of Back- 
ward Classes, (2) The Dacca Hindu Widows’ Home, (3) The 
Kerala Seva Sadan and (4) The Navadwip Seva Sangha. . 

Tbe Sadhanasram also has a High School at Bankipur, 
named the Rammohun Boy Seminary.

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2 . The Branches 

1 . A branch of the Sadhanasram was established at 
Lahore in 1898 , where the late Sevanand Sander Sing and 
lihai Prakash Devji worked. After Bhai Prakash Devji’s 
death in 1914 , its activities were crippled. The Lahore 
Asram has a big two-storied building of its own, which 
is used as a hostel for students. There are a big hall and 
a good Library. Bhai Sitaram was in charge of this branch. 
Babu Surendrasasi Gupta stayed in the Asram for 
about three months. Daily prayer meetings were held 
in the Asram for some time. Weekly meetings were 
held for the benefit of the boarders and were conducted 
by Bhai Sitaram. Babu Surendrasasi Gupta, Bhai 
Ramkishen, Lala Raghunath Sahay, Malik Ramnarain, 
Pandit Giridhari Ray and Lala. Parkashlall. Prof. U. N. 
Ball, M.A. and Babu Surendrasasi Gupta gaVe addresses. 
Special divine service was held on the 1 st February, the 
foundation day of the Asram. The Brahma Pracharak— 
a fortnightly Urdu Journal, was regularly published. 

Mr. Balkrishna Rao, worked in connection with the IJtkal 
Branch Sadhanashram at Berhampnr. 
The Utkal Branch ^Ganjam) and Messrs. Laksmikanta Patro, 
Sadhanashram. and Narayan Pani helped him. Daily 

' divine service and devotional meetings 

were held in the Asram, Mr. Jaymangal Bath joined the Utkal 
Asram towards the end of the year. The Ashram preach- 
ed the gospel of the Brahmo Samaj in the Gaajam district. 
The workers visited many villages where they conducted

divine service, delivered lectures and held conversational 
meetings. A new Mandir has been built in a village called 
Boyrani, which was consecrated in September last by Baba 
Hemchandra Sarkar. Two Samajes are being formed among 
the fishermen in the two villages of Serrela and Sonepur. 

The Andhra Branch was at Narsapur under the 
supervision of Mr. P, L. Narayan. 

Andra Branch. There were devotional meetings every 
morning and evening, and congrega- 
tional divine service was held every Saturday evening. 

The Himalayan Sadha7iasmm at Kurseong was establish-* 
ed mainly with the object of affording 
opportunities to workers and Sadhan- 
artlii8 to be in retirement for religious 
exercises. A conference was held 
and a mission was organised to 
carry on missionwork in North Bengal and Assam, with 
Kurseong as its headquarters. The Asram was in charge 
of Babu Debendranath Mitra. A Temperance Association, 
a Mahila Samity, a Night School and a Charitable Dispen- 
sary were started and congregational weekly service was 
held every Sunday afternoon. This branch has a two- 
storied house named Labanya Knlir which has been made 
over by Babu Hemchandra Sarkar to the Asram by a 
registered Trust Deed.

The Madras branch was at Bangalore under Mr. B. 

Subbukrishnaya. Divine service was 

Madras Branch. daily held throughout the year in the 
morning, and special service on the 
occasions of the Maghotsav and the Bhadrotsav.

Baba Baradapraaanna Kay worked in West Bengal and 
conducted divine service in the Anram, 
Babu Baradaprasanna in the Mandir and in several families,

Contai, Burdwan, Khulna, Bagerhat, Chatkaberia, Erishna- 
nagore, Andul, Pirozepur, Barisal, Comilla, Brahmanbaria, 
Tahgail, Eakina. Sirajganj, Coochbebar, Bhagalpat, Phvibri, 
Gauhati, Tezpur and Nowgong.

He undertook three 
mission tours in the Madras Presidency, and visited several 
places in the Bombay Presidency. The places visited by 
him were the following : - Calicut. Madras, Cantoor, Nellore, 
Chikalar, 1-puri-pa-man, Bezwada, Karnool, Muslipattara, 
Gudiveda, Brajamandin, Pithapuram, Berhampur, Cuttak, 
Cfdoutta, Poona, Mangalore, Ahmednagar, Satara, Kolapur, 
Belgaon, Hyderabad ( Deccan ).

Babu Surendrasasi Gupta acted as minister and Assistant 
Secretary of the Bankura Brahmo 
Babu Surendrasasi Samaj. He conducted the daily and week-* 
Guptd. ly service in the Mandir and delivered 

lectures, held Upanishad classes, 
Sunday School and conversational meetings, and organised 
several anniversary meetings and Utsavs. He was at 
Lahore for about three months and worked in connection 
with the Punjab Brahma Samaj and the Lahore Sadhan- 
mram. He visited Delhi, Ambala, Amritsar, Sialkot, 
Patiala, Midnapur and Calcutta, and took part in the UtsaiSs 
at Sialkot, Midnapur and Calcutta. He contributed some 
articles to the Tattu'akaunmdi, the Brahim Pracharahf 
Lahora and to some other papers.

d. SevakmandalL 

The number of ordained missionaries and mission 
workers being quite inadequate for the spiritual ministration 
of the Brahmo Samajes scattered in different parts of India, 
the services of the lay members of the Samaj are always 
required to supplement the work of the missionaries. The 
Executive Committee of the Sadharan Brahmo Samaj, 
therefore, considered it necessary to organise the Work of 
the lay workers and the Sevakamandali was founded in the 
year 1903. Its members have, since then, been doing 
valuable work by conducting divine service, delivering 
addresses, holding conversational meetings, writing books,

editing papers and in various other vrays. In the year 
under report there were 54 members working at the follow- 
ing centres : — Calcutta, Baranagore, Oherapunji, Fabna, 
Dehradun, Chittagong, Baignnge, Mymensingh, Patiala, 
Shillong, Hazaribag, Barisal, Comilla, Faridpur, Dacca, 
Lahore, Giridih, Indore, and Cuttack. 

For the first three months of the year, Babu Abinas- 
ohandra Lahiri had his head-quarters 
Abinaschandra at Dacca and for the rest of the year at 

Lahiri. Dhubri, where he was deputed to do 

mission work in North Bengal and the 
Brahmaputra valley in connection with the East Bengal 
Conference. Besides working there he visited and did 
mission work at the following places : — Narayanganj, 
Kaoride, and Mymensingh in Bast Bengal; Coochbehar, 
Kungpur, Jalpaiguri, Dinajpur, Raiganj, Purneah, 
Kajshahi, Bogra, Sirajganj, and Jognala in North Bengal ; 
Allahabad and Benares in the IJ. P. ; Gauhati. Tejpur, 
Barjuli, Tarajuli, Saniaguri, Nowgong, Mariani, Dibrugarh, 
Doom Dooma, Saikhoagbat, Digboi, Gauripur and three 
villages in Assam. lie also visited Calcutta and did some 
mission work in connection with the Sadhanasravi the S. B, 
Samaj and at the Prayer Meeting at Shamba^ar. 


4. The Baranagore Working Men’s Mission. 

The Mission is maintained out of the interest of the 
funds placed in the hands of the E.vecutive Committee by 
the late Mr. Sasipada Banerji in the year 1903, (two Oovt. 
Promissory notes of the face value of Us. 1,000 each] for 
preaching practical religion and morality among the 
working men of Baranagore. Babu Rameschandra Mukerji 
visited the place occasionally and conducted divine service 
and delivered addresses. Babu Krishnakiunar Mitra B. A. 
and Dr. Prankrishna Acharji M. A. M. B, accompanied 
by several Brahmo friends from Calcutta visited the place 
on the occasion of the working men’s anniversary in April 
last and conducted service and preached sermons to a large 
number of working men who assembled. Babu Anath* 
krishna Seal delivered a magic lantern lecture specially 
arranged for the working men and their children at the 
Sasipada Institute. 
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5. Calcutta Congregation. 

The principal object of the Calcutta Congregation is to 
form a body of worshippers who will meet together at least 
once a week for the purpose of spiritual worship of the one 
true God and help each other in the attainment of spiritual 
life. The Annual Meeting of the Congregation was held on 
Monday, the 23rd February, 1925, when the following office- 
bearers were elected for the year : — 

Babu Hajanikanta Guha, m.a. Secretary, and Babus 
Saratobandra Sarkar, Bameschandra Mukherji and 
Kirmalohandra Chakrayarti, m.a, Assistant Secretaries. 

During the year Babu Saratchandra Sarkar resigned bis 
post and at a meeting of the Congregation held on the 3rd 
August his resignation was accepted with regret and Babu 
Saurendranath Dutt was elected an Assistant Secretary 
in bis place.

oonversation. Divine Service was held on the following 
occasions ; The Bengali Newyear’s Day celebrations, the 
anniversary of the foundation of the Sadharan Brahmo 
Samaj, the Bhadrotaav and the anniversaries of the death 
of Raja Rammohun Roy and Pandit Sivanath Sastri. The 
number of members on the Slst December last was 258 as 
against 230 of the previous year. In view of the ensuing 
Maghotsav the work of repairing the Mandir has been 
taken up in right earnest and it is hoped, it will soon be 
finished. With the addition of the new books purchased 
during the year, the Library has in stock 2098 volumes. 
Our thanks are due to the Calcutta Corporation for the 
grant of Rs. 75 towards the upkeep of the Library. The 
total income including the opening balance and the total 
expenditure amounted to Rs. 1103-10 and Hs. 1084-15 
respectively, leaving a closing balance of Rs. 18 110 We 
have to place on record with deep sorrow the death of 
Babus Srisohandra Bose, and Tarinicharan Gupta, who were 
members of the Congregation for a long time and were 
devout worshippers. 


6. The Theologioal Society, the Sangat 
and the Dally Service. 

These three have practically become one institution for 
the last seven years. A short service in the evening, with 
two hymns, is followed by an address, a short discourse or a 
reading and a conversation follows on the subject thus intro- 
duced. The subjects are mostly of a practical nature ; but 
they are often philosophical, social or biographical. 

The Daily Service in the Mandir was regularly held and 
attended on the average by about a dozen of Brahmos and 
sympathisers. They were conducted by Pandit Sitanath 
Tattwabhushan and Habus Bhabasindhu Datta, Pratulchandra 
Som, Baradaprasanna Ray, Bipin bihari Pal, Sasibhusan 
Chakravarti, Surendrasasi Gupta, Chandicharan Banerji and 
Benimadhav Das. They were always followed by conversa- 
tion and very often by readings from sacred books. The 
readings were performed mostly by Babu Pratulchandra Som 
and sometimes by Pandit Sitanath Tattwabhusan. The 
hymns were sung by Babus Bhacasindhu Datta and Abina-’^'' 
Chandra Pas. 
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7. Th 0 Students’ Weekly 8ei*vloe. 

The Students’ Weekly Service was founded in the year 
1879, with the object of diffusing liberal ideas on social, 
moral and religious matters among the youogmen of 
Calcutta and its suburbs and helping them in the formation 
of their character according to theistic principles. The 
aims and endeavours of the Service are 

(i) The promotion of the cause of temperance and 
purity in all aspects of life, social and individual ; 

(ii) The cultivation of an earnest spirit of enquiry and 
an active interest in questions of social reform and progress. 

(iii) The quest, realisation and propagation of liberal 
principles and theistic ideals of life and conduct. 

(iv) The organisation of various activities for the 
furtherance of the cause of the Service. 

During the year under review there were ii lectures, 
5 memorial meetings, i divine service, 2 divine services 
in hymns, i picnic party and 3 Social gatherings, a detailed 
list of which is given in the Appendix. 

The Anniversary Utsav of the Service was celebrated 
on the 28th January, when Sj. Bijoychandra Majumdar, B.L. 

delivered a lecture on 'Q ( Methods 

of Evolution and Revolution. ) 

The members of the Students’ Weekly Service met Dr. 
Kalidas Nag, on the 8th September, who gave a discourse 
on “Brahmo Samaj Movement — its Historical Study”. Many 
ladies and gentlemen also joined it. In order to promote 
friendly relation among the members of the Service and to 
hold discourses on useful subjects, the members used to 
meet every Sunday in the afternoon in the Library Hall. 
The Committee met 8 times. The total number of mem* 
hers on 31st December 1925 was 615, and 34 new members 
were elected during the year. The financial condition of 
the Service was n.,t satisfactory.

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8«, The Sunitasr Moi*al Training School. 

The Sunday Moral Training School was started almost 
simultaneously with the foundation of the Sadharan 
Brahmo Samaj, with the object of imparting instruction to 
our boys and girls that might help the steady growth and 
development of their moral and spiritual nature. It continued 
to do its work as usual during the year. The main school 
was held at the Brahmo Girls’ School premises on Sundays 
in the morning. It consisted of six classes. The number 
of students on the 31st of December was 103. The teaching 
staff consisted of Miss Charulata Sen (Secretary), Miss 
Mrinmayi Sen M. A., Mrs. Sumati Das B. A., Babus Lalit- 
mohan Das M. A., Bepinbehari Chakravarty B. A., and 
Subinoy Roy. The anniversary was held on the 26th January 
at the Mary Carpenter Hall. Babu Gurudas Chakravarti 
presided and Mrs. Jayabati Chakravarty gave away the 
prizes. There were music, recitation and action songs on the 
occasion. The branch school at the Sadharanasram had on 
its rolls 49 students. The tearhing staff consisted of Sm 
Prabhabati Mazumdar, S'-n. Asrukana Biswas B. A., Sm. 
Bibbati Ghoshal, Sm. Sukriti Chowdhury and Babu 
Bhujendranath Mitra. Sm. Bibhati Ghoshal taught music. 
The anniversary of the Branch School was held on the 4th 
April. 


9. Organs of the Samaj and other 
Publications. 

There are two official organs of the Samaj — the 
Indian Messenger, an English weekly edited by Babu Pratul 
Chandra Som and the. TattwaJcauniJidi, a Bengali fort- 
nightly edited by Babu Baradakanta Basu, B. A. Like all 
church organs both have to be run at a deficit but this 
pecuniary loss is amply compensated by their work. They 
materially help the cause of the Biahmo Samaj by carrying 
its message far and wide. During the year under report 
the Samaj also published some books and pamphlets. 


II. Social Service. 

Charity Fund -During the year under report 7 blind 
persons, 10 widows, 6 students (including 
Charity Fund. 4 girls) and 3 poor families received 
' regular, and 3 students and 2 poor fami* 

lies occasional help out of the Fund. The receipts from 
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donations and interest on Trust Funds and Savings Bank 
deposits amounted to Ks. 314-14-7 and the expendituro 
Rs. 352-4-0. The balance in hand at the beginning of the 
year was Rs. 387-9-6 and that at the end Rs. 350-4-1.

The Sadhanatiram has a Sfva section or philanthropic 
department. The workers of the 
Sadhanasram Seva Sadhanaaram had, from time to time. 

Section. to undertake various kinds of humani- 

tarian work, some of which gradually 
developed into permanent institutions. There were four 
such during the year under report, viz the Society for 
the Improvement of Backward classes, Bengal and Assam ; 
the Dacca Hindu Widows* Home ; the Kerala Seva Sadan 
and the Navadwip Seva Sangha. 

1. The Society for the Improvement of the Backward 
Classes had under it 406 Schools with 12,612 boys and 3,777 
girls. The total receipts and charges during the year were 
Rs. 25,724-11-3 pies and Rs. 15,707-9-10 pies. There are 
three permanent endowments amt)unting to, Rs. 900. Babu 
Rajmohan Das acted as Secretary, and Babu Harinarayan 
Sen as Asst. Secretary. 

2. There were 24 widows in the Dacca Hindu Widows’ 
Home and several applications had to be refused 
for want of accommodation. The Home was managed 
by a local committee with Mrs. P. K. Bose as President 
and Mrs. Santilata Kar as Secretary. There is one M, E, 
h'chool attached to the home for the education of its 
inmates. Be.sides literary education there are provisions 
for vocational training, such as weaving, tailoring etc. 

3. like Kerala Seva Sadan is a philanthropic organisax 
tion located at Cruthiare near Calicut. It was Parted. 
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by Rat Saheb A. Gopalan and made over to the 
Sadhanaaram Seva Section with all its assets and 
liabilities. There is a Free Primary School with a 
building of its own. There were about 8o students on its 
roll during the year. There is also a free dispensary. 
There is a building for an orphanage, but at present 
there is only one orphan. Rai Saheb A. Gopalan worked 
as the Secretary of the Institution. 

4. The Navadwip Seva^Sangha could give some help 
to patients and families in distress in Calcutta. 


III. Educational Work. 

Since its foundation the Brahmo Samaj has considered 
the diffusion of knowledge as its sacred duty. Many of our 
members, both ladies and gentlemen, have devoted themselves 
to the cause of education and made it their life’s vocation. 
The Samaj has directly under its control a High English 
School for girls with a boarding-house attached to it 
and two girls* hostels for college students. The Brahmo 
Samaj Education Society, organised in 1905, has under its 
control the City College — a first grade College with 
two schools, one at Calcutta and the other at Mymensing — 
and the Brahmo Boys’ Boarding and Day School. 

Besides these, the following educational institutions which, 
though not directly under the Samaj, are owned and managed 
by Brahmos, did useful work in forming the character of a 
large number of young people : — the East Bengal Institution, 
Dacca ; Town Victoria School, Cuttack ; Rammohun Ray 
Seminary, Patna ; Girls’ M. .E. School, Baniban ; Rammohan 
Ray Girls’ School, Lahore and Rammohan Ray Ragged 
School, Madras. 


1. Brahmo Ballka Sikshalaya. 

The school was founded in May 1890, by some members 
of the Sadharan Brahmo Samaj, headed by the late Pandit 
Sivanath Sastri, as it was keenly felt that the existing 
system of purely secular education was inadequate for the 
development of character. The University curriculam is 
followed ; but the aim of the founders of the school was to 
supplement this with religious and moral instruction. The 
school ^prepares candidates for the Matriculation Examination 
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pf the Calcutta tJniversity •, instruction is also given in music, 
drawing, cooking, hygiene and first aid, so as to make the 
girls useful members of Society. Our thanks are due to 
Captain Nibaranchandra Mitra for kindly delivering a 
course of lectures on Hygiene and First Aid. The Managing 
Committee of the school for 1925 consisted of the following 
ladies and gentlemen ; — Babu Herambachandra Maitra M.A., 
Babu Amiyakumar Sen M. A., Sreemati Nalini Bose B. A., 
Mr. S. M. Bose ( Asst. Secy. ), Sreemati Purnima Basak, 
B.A. B.T., The Lady Principal (ex-officio), Mrs. S. C. 
Mukherji, Lady Bose, (Secretary), Dr. Prankrishna Acharyya 
M.A., M.B., Babu Krishnakumar Mitra, and Sreemati Kiranbala 
Banerji, The staff consisted of 21 teachers, all of whom 
except 3, were lady teachers. There were 381 students on the 
roll on the 31st December, 1925, as against 385 on the 
same date of the previous year. Of these 371 were children 
of orthodox Hindu parents, 4 Mahomedans and 6 
Christians. 

The daily work of the school begins with a hymn and a 
short prayer 

21 girls appeared at the Matriculation Examination held 
in 1925, of whom 20 passed, 18 being placed in the First 
Division and 2 in the Second Division. 5 girls obtained 
Government scholarships and Miss Madhuri Sarkar and Miss 
Prativa Sanyal obtained Durgamohan scholarships. 

Attached to the school there is a Training Department, 
which prepares girls for the Senior and Junior Teachership 
Certificate Examinations. The Government grants 6 Senior 
stipends of Ks. 12 and 8 Junior stipends of Rs. 10 per 
month. For the expenses of the Training Department, the 
Government was pleased to make a monthly grant of Rs. 700. 

The school hostel can accommodate only 70 boarders and 
there is always a great demand for seats. 

The health of the boarders was very kindly looked after 
by Dr. Girindrasekhar Bose, M.D., B.Sc., who always gave 
his services ungrudgingly. Our thanks are due to him. 

The distribution of the prizes to successful candidates 
of the session closing in December, 1924, was held on the 
15th January, 1925, and was presided over by Sir William 
Currie, Kt., M.L.C., and Mrs. J. N. Gupta gave away the 
prizes. 

The school is maintained by means of fees, subscriptions, 
donations and grants in aid from the Government and the 
Corporation of Calcutta.

2. Brahmo Samaj Hostels for Girl Students. 

In 1915, a hostel was started under the auspices of the 
Executive Committee of the Sadharan Rrahmo Samaj to 
provide accommodation for girls from the Muffussil, who 
found it difficult to obtain admission to the Bethune College 
Hostel. In 1Q23, it was found that both the Bethune 
College Hostel and the Brahmo Samaj Hostel for girl 
students could not meet the demand for admission and 
accordingly, the Executive Committee authorised the 
Managing Committee of the institution to open another 
hostel which was started in July 1923, 

Both of them worked well during the year under 
report and arrangements were made for regular religious 
instruction and divine service. The demand for seats 
was so great that though they contained 58 seats, 
still 'many candidates had to be refused admission 
for want of accommodation. As in the previous year 
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they were both aided by the Government, The Beoond 
hoatel was sanctioned for two years only but as the cons- 
truction of the proposed Bethune College Hostel building 
has not^ as yet been taken up, the Director of Public 
Instruction has recommended the continuance of its grant 
for a further period of two years, Dr, Prankrishna 
Acharji was the Secretary. 


3. Brahmo Samai Educaticn Society. 

City College. 

City School was founded on January 6, 1879, The F, A,, 
classes were opened in 1881, and the B A., in 1884. Thus 
within five years of the eataolishment of the school, the 
institution developed into a first-grade college. A building 
was erected at 18, Mirzapur Street, and was opened by Lord 
Kipon in December, 1883. Mr. A. M. Bose, proprietor of 
the Institution, made over the buildings to a body of 
trustees in 1888. In January, 1905, the College was placed 
under the control of a society, registered under Act XXI of 
1860, called the “City College Institution”, which is now 
known as the “Brahmo Samaj Education Society”. It is 
the object of the Society “to promote the cause of education 
in its highest and widest sense, to make that education— 
comprehending the training of the mind, heart and body, 
and founded on a Theistic basis — conduce to the good 
of man and the glory of God”, , 

The College prepares students for the B.A. Examination 
in English (Pass and Honours), Sanskrit (Pass and Honours), 
Philosophy (Pass and Honours.) Persian, History (Pass and 
Honours), and Political Philosophy ; for the B. Sc. Exami- 
nation in Mathematics (Pass and Honours ). Physics, and 
Chemistry (Pass and Honours) ; and for the Intermediate 
Examinations in Arts and Science, in English, Sanskrit, 
Persian, Logic, History, Mathematics, Chemistry and 
Physios. 

The number of students on the rolls on the 3 Ist August, 
1925, was 1985 as against 2059 on the same date in 19^4, 
comprising 439 in the I. A. classes, 336 in the B. A. Masses, 
989 in the I. Se, classes, and 221 in the B. Sc. classes. ■ ' 
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The College staff in September, 1925 consisted of 19 
professors, 10 leotnrers, 1 Maulavi, 7 tutors, 17 
demonstrators, 1 librarian and 1 assistant librarian. 
The office staff consisted of a head clerk, a cashier, 
a typist, an accountant, three clerks, a storekeeper and 
a care-taker. 

Dr. Hiralal Haidar and Prof. W. C, Wordsworth, m.a., 
c.i.E., late Director of Public Instruction, Bengal, have been 
serving the College as Honorary Professors.

There is a Charity Fund attached to the College for the 
benefit of the poor students which is contributed to mainly 
by the members of the staff. A sum of Rs. 378-14-3 was 
spent out of the fund during the session 1924-25. 

Provident Fund. — In January, 1915, a Provident Fund 
was created for the purpose of making some provision on 
retirement or death, for the employees of the College and 
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Sohbol tih«ir families. Blembers of the staff oontiribate 
td the fund at the rate of an anna per rupee of their salariei 
and the Institution contributes at the rate of half an addh^ 
In Deoember, 1 025, 71 members of the College staff including 
menials and 29 of the School contribute to the Fund; 
Subscribers are allowed to borrow money from the Fund fot 
some specified purposes only. They have to pay interest on 
the sums advanced to them at the rate of 6 per cent per 
annum. The amount standing to the credit of the Fund on 
the 31st December, 1925, was Rs. 1,11,770*2-6 invested as 
follows . — 

(1) War Bonds, War Loans, Postal

(2) Advanced as loans to the mem- 
bers contributing to the Fund Rs, 10,852-9 0

Pensions have been granted to a few employees for long 
and meritorious service. It ought to be noted that the 
College is mainly, but not exclusively, dependent upon the 
fees paid by students. Since the foundation of the 
institution Bs. 98,634-15-3 has been contributed to its funds 
by donors and subscribers. 

A. number of free studentships is given to poor and 
meritorious students, students belonging to depressed 
classes being given preference. The amount remitted during 
the last session was about Bs. 3,396 in respect of tuition fees, 
besides which some 20 students were admitted free to 
messes and hostels attached to the College. 

With a view to fostering a spirit of healthy rivalry 
among students and making the College examinations 
attractive, 20 scholarships, ten of Rs. 5 per month for the 
Intermediate classes and ten of Bs. 6 per month for the 
senior classes, tenable for six months, are awarded on the 
results of the College examinations. Two more scholarships of 
the value of Rs. 15 per month are granted to students of the 
8rd year (B. A. and B So.) classes who being sent up to the 
Intermediate Examinations from this College, secure at least 
75 per cent of marks therein. 

Besides the above scholarships, three other scholarships 
are awarded to deserving students out of the interest 
accruing from the funds placed in the hands of the CeunoU 
for that purpose as noted below

A Medical Officer has been engaged by the College 
Council to look after the health of the boarders of the attach' 
bd messes and hostels and to attend them during illness. 

A teacher of gymnastics has been appointed for the stu- 
dents of the College and a gymnasium has been set up. The 
students of the College take special interest in football and 
cricket. The athletic department has been considerably 
improved since 1923, and the gymnasium has been streng- 
thened by the addition of a training class in boxing and 
jiu-jit-su. Every year before the Pooia holidays there is a 
performance of gymnastics in which feats of strength and 
skill are exhibited by the students of the College. As 
regards cricket, the City College team has proved the 
strongest College team of the season. 

Lectures on moral and religious subjects are often given 
in the College hall. Divine service is held every Sunday 
at the Bammohan Bay Hostel, it being conducted by the 
Principal or some member of the Council or staff. Divine 
service is also conducted in the College hall on the day of 
re-opening of the College after a long vacation. On the 
6th January, the anniversary of the foundation of the 
Institution, divine servFce is held in the College hall in the 
morning, after which light refreshments are provided for 
the students. 

' The College was visited during the last session by Mr. 
J. A. Biohey, Educational Commissioner, and by the Hon’ble 
Sir Ewart Greaves, Vice Chancellor, Calcutta Utiiversity, 
both of whom expressed great satisfaction at finding thb 
College well-equipped and efficiently staffed.

The affairs of the school department are directly 
managed by a Snb-Committee consisting of 5 members, 
working under the College Cbunoil. 

The School has all along endeavoured n(^ only to qualify 
students for the University Examination, but also .to impart 
wholesome moral instruction to them. Hours have been set 
apart for moral training in each class and suitable text-books 
have been prescribed for the purpose. The City Union and 
Asc^him (the Band of Hope>, a society attached to the 
school, meets on Saturdays. The day’s work in the class 
commences with a prayer in which both the teachers and 
the students join. Drill, Drawing and Music classes are 
held. 

The instructive staff consisting of 30 teachers, mostly 
Brahmos, met in conference Several times during the year 
and discussed various subjects relating to the improvement 
of the School. 

The numerical strength of the School on the 3 1st Deoem< 
ber last was 640 against 618 on the corresponding date of 
the preceding year. 51 boys, sat for the Matriculation 
Examination of whom 48 passed, 29 in the first and 19 in the 
second Division.

Puringr the year under report the numerical position 
of the school was quite favourable, the number of pupils 
on the rol s having risen to 578 from 512. the number 
in the preceding year. The school thus continued 
to maintain its old popularity by its record of the 
highest numerical strength among the High Schools of 
the district towards the educational advancement of 
which the institution has undoubtedly contributed very 
largely. 

Out of 58 students who were sent up for the last 
Matriculation Examination 37 were successful, 27 having 
passed in the First Division, 7 in the Seconcl and 3 in 
the Third. 

Mr. W. E. Griffith, Inspector of Schools i f the 
Dacca Division, visited the School in .April and Babu 
Krishnakumar Mitra of the Calcutta City College Council 
in August, both of whom evinced very keen inteiest in the 
welfare of the institution and made valuable f ug'. estions for 
its improvement. 

As in the preceding years the school was 
hnancially in a had way this year too, there having 
been recurring delicits for many a month. Some of the 
repairs of the heavy damages done by earthquake and 
fire could not bo effected nr completed for want of funds 
and some of 'he improvements contemplated by the Head 
Master and the (lommittec had to be held over for extreme 
financial stringency. The question, therefore, of relieving 
to .some extent, this heavy financial stress has been engaging 
the serious attention of the authorities of the school. 

The total income of the school from fees and fines 
during the year amounted to Rs. 14,577. I3as. 5ps. and 
the expenditure came up to Ks. 14,582, I2a.‘^. 2ps , showing 
a deficit of Rs. 4. 14 as. 9 ps. 


The Brahmo Boys’’ School. 

The School aims at combining sound secular education 
with religious and moral training on liberal lines.

There are altogether 12 teachers of whom 2 are M, A.*s 
I jj.T., 2 F.A certificate holders, 3 Matriculates and I Third 
Year Normal training passed teacher. There are only three 
Brahmos on the teaching staff. 

There were 225 boys on ttie roll of the School on 
the ^^:st August last of whom 40 only were Brahmos and 
the rest Hindu". 

13 boys were sent up for the ia.^t Matriculation Ex- 
amination of whom 10 were successful, 5 being placed in 
the First Division and 5 in the second. 

The School received Government grants of Rs, 125 
a month for the School and Rs. 15 a month for the Hostel. 

The amount standing now at the credit of the Provident 
Fund is Rs. 2475-9-8. 

In the School Library there are altogether 4,223 volume^ 
of useful literature. Of them 2,228 are English, 1,728 are 
Bengali and 264 Sanskrit. During the year under review 528 
books were issued to the boys and 275 to the teachers. The 
following periodicals and magazines were subscribed for the 
Common-room cf the school : — 

Modern Review, Prabasi, Baiigabani, Sandesh and 
Amarclesh. Tattwakaumudi and Dharmatattwa, Indian 
Messenger and The Work! and New Dispensation, The 
Statesman. 

Much useful work is being done through the Library 
and Common Room of the School. 

The Scliool is affi iated in all the subjects prescribed 
by the University except Hygiene, although steps have 
been taken to teach the subject as a compulsory one up to 
the 3rd class of the School. 

Great attention is paid to the religious and moral 
training of the bevy's. Before the dax ’s work begins, a short 
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divine service is conducted by the Headmaster in which the 
whole school including the teachers joins The day^s work 
in the hostel begins at 5-30 A. M. with a short divine 
service conducted by the superintendent. 

There is a Students^ Association which aims at 
helping the boys to speak and write English and also 
their mother tongue, and to learn many useful and 
interesting things, such as recitation etc. 

The Manuscript Magazine called ‘Sathi’ was, as in thti 
previous year, edited by Mr. Bamandas Maziimdar, the 
Senior Vernacular teacher and managed by the boys of 
the upper classes of the School. There is an Athletic Club 
in the School — the principal games the boys play are 
Football and Cricket. 

The teachers met almost every month, sometimes oftener 
to discuss important matters about the School and to 
compare notes with one another regarding the ways and 
means for helping the boys of this institution in the best 
possible way. 

There were 14 boarders on the roll of the hostel on 
the 31st August, of them 5 only were Brahmos. The 
Maghotsav and the foundation day were celebrated 
in the School with the usual rejoicing and the boys 
had their annual outings with their teachers.

iV. other Business. 

Maghotfiav : — As usual, the new year began with the 
annual festival, the Maghotsav, which commenced on the 
15th January with prayers in Brahmo households and 
students’ lodges for the welfare of the Brahmo Samaj and 
came to an end on the 29th January. Daring the whole 
month of Pous the ITshakirtxn Party carried the message 
of the I'lmc from door to door, awakening people to get ready 
for the LHsnv. Brahmos and sympathisers from different 
places came to Calcutta to take part in the Utsav. 

Besides the Maghotsav, three other idsava were 
celebrated in connection with — (1) The Bengali New 
Year's Day (.) The Foundation day of the Sadharan 
Brahmo Sani«j in the month of Jaistha (3) and the Bhadrot- 
snv to commemorate the inauguration of the public worship 
of the one true God by Raja Rammohan Ray.

Raja Rammohan Hay Anniversary : — The 27th of Sep' 
tern ber having fallen on a Sunday, the celebration of Raja 
Rammohan Ray anniversary by the Sadharan Brahmo Samaj 
was (his 3 ear confined to Divine Service held in the Mandir 
both in the morning and the evening. Baba BaradaOTasanna 
Ray conducted the morning service and Pandit Sitanath 
Tattwabhnshan the evening service. 
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Anniversary of the Death of Pandit Sivanath Sastri— 
The '^anniversary of the death of Pandit Sivanath Sastri 
was observed according to the following programme : In 
the morning of the 30th September a divine service was 
held in the Mandir. Bnbu Baradakanta Basil acted as the 
minister on the occasion, 

Anniversary of the Death of Babu Navadwipchandra 
Das — A memorial meeting was held on the ^318 January 
at 2 P.M under the presidency of Habu Adinath Chatterjee, 
Several papers were read in appreciation of th • devout 
minister who was universally loved atid revered by every 
man and woman of the cmmunity. 

Sir Ramkrishna (jopal Bhandarkar Memorial Meeting- 
In Inmour of the memory of the late Sir Ramkrishna 
Bhandaikar a meeting was lielu on Thursday, the nth 
September, in the Prayer Hall of the Sadharan Brahmo 
Samaj. Principal Herambachandra Maitra presided and 
Messrs. G. P. Trivedi, Krishnakumar .Mitraand Hemchandra 
Sarkar spoke on the life and activities of the departed 
leader. 

Sivanath Memorial Building : — The foundation stone of 
the main building was laid by Lord Siriha on the dt*th 
January, l'J 2 o. Since then the work has fieen proceeding 
very slowly for want of fund.s. 

Navadwip Memorial Fund : — The Committee a]ipointed 
last year to raise funds to commemorate the memory of the 
late Babu Navadwipchandra Das collected during the year 
Rs. yod-l2-d. the total amount up to date being Ks. I,ti00. 
The money bus been vested in Government papers. 

The amount collected by the ladies is Us. 3 , 7 .) 0 - 3 - 0 . 

The Brahmo Samaj Centenary : — In view of the Centenary 
of the Brahmo Samaj which oonies off in 102 '.), and the 
Golden Jubilee of the Sadharan Brahmo Samaj, the Exe- 
ootive Committee has appointed a Sub-committee consisting 
of representatives of the various Brahmo Samajes in India 
with Babu Hemchandra Sarkar, m.a., a.s Secretary to take 
necessary steps for their celebration. The Committee met 
twice and adopted programmes. 

The East Bengal Brahmo ('onfercnce — The 35th Session 
of the East Bengal Brahmo C.'onference held at Dacca on 
the 271 h, ahfh, 29th and the 3olh September was a success, 
it began with the Rammohan day and ended with the 
anniversary of Pandit Sivanath Sastri 's death, on both 
of which occasions there were memorial services and 
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meetings. The Conference dealt with a varied programme. 
It lacked no enthusiasm in lectures, debates and discussions 
upon many topics of theological and social importance. 
Sj. Manomohan Chakravaity of Barisal was invited to 
take the chair. On account of the unavoidable absence of 
Kai Bahadur Prasannakuuiar Uas Gupta owing to illness on 
the of the Con'erence, Mr. R. K. Dass Bar-at-Law 
acted as the Chairman of the Reception Committee. The 
Sunday School,, Moral Training in the High Schools 
conducted by the Brahmo Samaj, the Chhatra Samaj and 
other topics came up for tliscussion. The difficulties of 
imparting moral training in schools and colleges were 
di.scussed by various gentlemen. 

A mi.ssion fund for carrying on mission work in North 
Bengal and Assam was started and met with an enthusiastic 
response. Arrangements were also made for the establish- 
ment of a Brahmo Vuungrnen’s Association with its branches 
in the piincipal cities of the Province. 

The North Bengal Brahmo Conference — A conference 
of Br.ihmos was held at the Kurseong Brahmo Samaj 
from the hth to the pth June under th presidency 
of Mis. Hemlafa Sarkar. The t1iscussi..n centred 
round th^ question of vigorous mission work in 
North Bengal and the establishment cf a permanent 
organisation to co ordinate the activities of the Brahmo 
Samajes in North Bengal and to further the cause of 
Brahmoism in that area. It was resolved to f.-irm an 
organisatioi called the Norih Bengal Brahmo Mission to 
co-operate with the Sadharan Brahmo Samaj by (a) strength- 
ening tl'.e existing Br d) mo Samajes ; fb) starting new Brahmo 
Samajes ; (c) pr hnoting closer fellowship among the 

Brahmo; and Hr.dnno Samajes in North Bengal } 
(d) and carrying on organi-ed mission work among the 
Brahmo Samajes in North Bengal. 

It wis further resolved that to carry out these 
objects the mission would try to secure the services of whole 
time missionaries with their headquarters at convenient 
centres in Nuith Bengal, and those of lay workers available 
within the area : organise occasional gatherings at different 
places ; and distribute Brahmo tracts and literature. 

Kliasi Hills Mission — The General Committee at its 
First Quarterly meeting held on the 29th April 
passed the following resolution 

“Ip view of the general disorganization of the Khasi 
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Hills Mission, resulting in thu closing of certain Samajes in 
the Khasi Hills and the reported negotiation for the sale at 
least of one oi the Mandirs, as well as the drifting back oi 
several Khasi Brahmos to their old >uperstitious religious 
practices and observances and the rumour that the Khasi 
Brahmos are going to join other religious persuasions 
resolved that the Executive Committee of the Sadharan 
Brahmo Samaj be requested to m^ke efforts towards the 
revival and re-organisation of the Khasi Hills Misssion as 
early as practicable. 

Resolved further that in giving effect to the above 
resolution the Executive Committee be requested to act in 
consultation with persons vitally interested in the Khasi 
Hills Mission and competent to advise them in the 
matter. 

The Executive Committee at a meeting held on the 
7th May 1925, appointed a sub- committee consisting of the 
following gentlemen to recommend step-! for carrying out 
the above resolutions of the General Committee : —

The Reorganisation Sub-Committee submitted the 
following report on the 1 2th .NovemLer. 1925. The report 
was signed by all the members except Babu Lalitmohan 
Das who sent a letter to the Secretary of the Sub-Committee 
setting forth his views on the su' ject. 

I. Resolved that in the opinion of thi- Committee an 
earnest effort should be made to reorgan i-ic the mission 
under a missionary or mission worker who has had nothing 
to do with the factions and disputes among the Khasis and 
their friends and leaders and who may he expected to act 
with perfect freedom from bias. IBs headquarters slmnld he 
at Shillong and he should work with a small local Committee. 

il. Btsolved that the Committee suggest the name of 
Babu Surendrasasi Gupta to work there. 

The Executive Committee at a meeting held on the rqth 
November, 1925, adopted the following resolution ; — 

Resolved that the Executive Committee cordially accept 
the principle on which the resolution i.s ba«ecl, but . hud 
themselves unable to give effect to it, unless they can fin<l 
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suitable person, as Babu Surendrasasi Gupta whose name 
has been suggested by the sub>committee is unable to take 
charge of the mission. 

, The report of the Committee came up for consideration 
before the Fourth Quarterly meeting of the General 
Committee which adopted the following resolution ; — 

That having regard to the fact that the letter of Babu 
Lalitmohan Das was not before the Executive Committee 
when it considered the report of the Khasi Hills Mission 
Re-orgnisation Sub-Committee, the Executive Committee 
be requested to consider it along with the report of the 
Sub-Committee and proceed in the matter after considering 
both aspects of the question. The matter is still under 
the consideration of the Executive Committee. 

The Estate of the late Sitanath Bakshi — The late Babu 
Sitanath Bakshi of Arasini, in the District of Midnapur 
left, by a will under certain conditions, his estate worth 
about four thousand Rupees, to theSadharanBrahmoSamaj, 
appointing the Secretary of the Samaj the sole Executor. 
Probate has been granted by the District Judge of Midnapur. 
Babu Rasiklal Dutt, to whom the best thanks of the Samaj 
are due, has been working as Hony. Supdt. of the Estate.

The Accounts were duly certified to be correct by the 
auditors of Samaj Accounts. 

Krishnachandra De Scholarship.— On the death of 
Babu 'Krishna Chandra De in 1920, his sons Mr. J. De. 
Dr. P. De. and the late Mr. S. Dc propo.sed to create a fund 
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in the name of their father out of the proceeds of which 
(amounting to Rs. 200 ayeir , 4 students of the Brahmo Girls 
School ,City College, Bethune College and East Bengal 
Institution of Dacca, were to be given monthly help at 
certain rates and on certain conditions and the balance 
was to be spent in giving help to the needy students. 
Until they are in a position to make over a sum sufficient 
to bring an interest of Rs. 200 a year they promised to 
contribute Rs. 200 every year for the purpose. They 
have been contributing this sum every year since 
then. During the year under report, out of the sOm 
Scholarships were given to one student each from theQlty 
College, the Brahmo Balika Sikshalaya and the East Bernal 
Institution and the amount spent in 1925 was Rs. 240 * 0 - 0 . 
No student applied for Scholarship from the Bethune College 
School.

Belief of Indigent Brahmo families (7) Social Sub-Committee 
( 8 ) Trust Deed of Aluffassil Samajes (9) Finance (10) 
Philanthropic Works (11) Co-ordination among different 
Institutions of the Samaj (12) Khasi Hills Mission (13) 
Religions Work among Backward Classes (14) Navadwip 
Memorial Fund (15) Spiritual Ministration among Brahmo 
Families in Calcutta and other places (16) Religious Instruc< 
tion of Boys and Girls. Sub-Committees were appointed 
to carry out the Programme. 

Meetings of the General Committee and the Executive 
Committee : — There were four ordinary and two special meet- 
ings of the General Committee and the Executive Committee 
held forty meetings during the year under report. On the 
last Thursday of every month the members of the Executive 
Committee assembled in a meeting for divine service and 
religious discussion. Missionaries and Misssion Workers of 
the Samaj were invited to attend this meeting. 


New Funds. 

New Funds— A member of the Samaj who prefers to 
remain anonymous proposed to create a Trust Fund out 
of which(a) Rs 2000 should be spent annually on mission 
work of the Sadharan Brahmo Samaj (b) Ks. lODo annually 
for the education of Brahmo boys and girls in indigent 
circumstances, (c) Rs. 500 annually in rendering help to 
indigent Brahmo families and (d) Rs. 500 annually for 
Brahmo Sevasram. The proposal was thankfully accepted. 

The Executive Committee thankfully accepted the 
custody of the following funds :•» 
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(i) A Fund in memory of the late Baba Haranchandra 
Sinha Ray was created by Babu Sudhansubhusban Sinha 
Ray with a G. P. note of the face value of Rs. loo. 

(2) Mr. Gurusaday Duttail. C. S. donated a sum of 
Rs. too to create a fund in the name of bis deceased 
wife, Mrs. Saroj Nalini Dutt ; the interest to be utilised for 
any suitable purpose. 

(3) Babu Devabrata Mullick deposited G. P, Notes of 
the face value of Rs. 300 to form the nucleus of a fund of 
Rs. 1,000 in memory of his deceased father, Babu Manilal 
Mullick, the interest to be spent for the relief of Brabmo 
families in indigent circumstances. 

(4) The sons and daughters of the late Babu Becbaram 
Mullick forwarded G. P. notes for Rs. 200 to form the nucleus 
of a fund of Rs loco in memory of their deceased father, the 
interest to be spent for defraying the educational expenses 
of a Brahmo boy or girl in indigent circumstances. 

(5) Mrs. Basantabala Home offered two G. P. Notes of 
the face value of Rs. 300 for the creation of a permanent 
fund in memory of her deceased son, Bimalchandra Home 
the interest to be paid to the Mission Fund. 

The following additions were made to the old permanent 
Funds of the Samaj. 

(t) Anandamohan Bose Fund — a G. P. note of the face 
value of Rs. 100 paid by Mr. S. M. Bose.

(3) Swarnaprabha Bose Fund — a G. P. note of the face 

value of Rs. too paid by Mr. S. M. Bose.

From the above ngures it is clear that the income of the 
Samaj is diminishing j ear by year and we beg to invite the 
attention of the members and supporters of the Samaj to 
the fact that we are passing through a state of financial 
embarrassment, which is becoming more and more acute 
every day. It is hardly necessary for us to state that 
efficiency of work depends largely on liberal financial sup- 
port.

We see no 
other means of tiding over the critical situation which has 
thus arisen, than appeal to the generosity of our friends 
and supporters. We, therefore, most earnestly request the 
members of our Samaj to pay off their dues, which we regret 
to have to say, have, in m^ny cases, gone on accumulating 
for years. We also request them to increase their annual 
subscriptions, and to get themselves enrolled as subscribers 
to our organs viz. the Indian Messenger and the Tattwa- 
Jcanmndl. We further appeal to all our members and sup- 
porters to contribute a small percentage of the expenditure 
incurred in connectiori with sradhs marriages and other 
ceremonies as donations to the Samaj funds.

School is an institution whose management has been 
entrusted to the Urabmo Samaj. It is a free elementary 
school intended for the backward classes. 'J he school was 
maintained during the year in its normal condition, 
the three vernaculars taught being Tamil, Telegu and 
Kannada. The total strength of the school at the end 
of the year in all the 5 classes stood at 79. viz., 50 girls 
and 29 little boys and the average attendance was 
76. The staff consisted of 4 teachers and a conductress, 
costing Ks. 91 per month. 

2. The Bharat Mabila Samaj It is regretted that 
this Association practically did nothing during the year. 
The only item that may be mentioned is a Harikatha 
performance by Mr. B. Subbukrisbnaiya, carried out as a 
part of the Magbotsav programme on the 22nd January 
1925, when the ladies met for once in the year. 

3. The Young Men’s Brotherhood r^^This Association 
had, during the year under report, more of athletic 
activities besides the usual literary and social gatherings 
all of which have been hylpful to bring together several 
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young men and to foster a spirit of service and brotliet- 
hood. It is hoped in the years to come this Brotherhood 
Association will become a potent factor in the Samaj 
activities to train young men in a spirit of sacrifice, 
service and devotion. 

The Depressed Class Schools on the Tannery Road 
under the management of the Young Men’s Brotherhood 
were kindly looked after by Mr. P. S. Lakshminarasu, 
B. A., B. L , during the year. It is encouraging to learn 
from the school report already published that the 
schools have been an efficient medium of elevating the 
depressed classes, which is the greatest need of the 
present day. 

Finance The receipts and expenditure of the Samaj 
as well as the connected institutions for the year ending 
30th September 1925 are shown in the statement of 
accounts given in Appendix A. 

General Fund: — The receipts and expenditure under 
this head have been balanced. Hut a sum of Ks. 50 has 
yet to be transferred to the Chandavarkar Fund and 
Jks. 5 refunded to the Building Repairs Fund being the 
loan obtained therefrom. There was therefore a deficit 
of Ks. 55 under this bead during the year. 

Viresalittgam Memorial Fund: — There were no receipts 
during the year under ihis head. An expenditure of 
i-s, 124 was incurred chiefly on getting Bromide I'.nlarge- 
ments of Messrs. A. .Narrainswamy Mudaliar and K. 
Viresaltngam Pantulu to be placed in the Memorial Hall 
and 3 almirahs or boolc-cases ordered for the Library. 
A sum of Ks. 200 was also loaned to the Subedar Major 
Appavu Pillay’s girls’ School to meet the deficit there. 

Subedar Major Appavu Pillaj's Girls' School Fund 
A sum of Ks. 200 had to be obtained on loan from the 
Viresalingam Memorial t-und to meet the deficit unde* 
this head. As it is becoming more and more difficult to 
meet the demands of the school from the limited re- 
sources available, it is considered desirable that the 
Managing Committee be rc(|uc8ted to take steps to 
settle about the present financial condition. In the 
meantime, an increased grant for ) 025-26 has been 
applied for from the Education Department. 
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Building Repairs Fund ; — This is a new fund formed 
during the year. The offertories at the weekly congre- 
gations will be credited to this fund. The amonnt 
available for building repairs at the end of the year 
was Ks. 46. 

Chandavarkar Fund : — With a view to invest the 
amount available under this head at a favourable rate 
of interest, two loan bonds at 6% per cent interest were 
purchased during the year at Ks. 99/8 per bond. 
Subsequently, the bonds were resold and the money was 
invested i i the Post Office Savings Bank as a temporary 
measure pending its reinvestment in a more favourable 
concern. 

General In \\evi of the importance of Dr. Brajen* 
dranath Seal’s address at the Kaja Rammohan Roy 
Memorial Meeting of 1924, 500 copies of it were printed 
for wide circulation throughout India and sale of the 
surplus copies in due course. 

It has been proposed that a Stock Register of the 
articles of the Samaj (building included) showing their 
value, may be opened and duly maintained with the 
corrections or changes that may be required from time 
to time. This has yet to be given effect to. 

All the accounts have been audited by Mr. T. M. S. 
Subramaniam, Certified Auditor, and our heartfelt 
thanks aie due to him for undertaking this work free 
of charge year after year amidst his other arduous work.

BANKIPVR SADHARAN BRAHMO SAMAJ. 

The Samaj owed its origin to a small brotherhood 
formed in -1896 under the name of Bankipur Sadhan- 
asram for the purpose of worshipping one God. The 
Brahmos and Brahmo sympathisers combined themselves 
into a formal constitution, known at the time as the 
Bankipur Brahmo Congregation, on April 30, 1896. On 
the 2l8t December 1914, the Anusthanik Brahmos of 
Bankipur belonging to the Sadbaran Brahmo Samaj 
organised themselves into a Samaj called the Bankipur 
Sadharan Brahmo Samaj, to which the organisation 
formerly known as the Bankipur Brahmo Congregation 
made over all its rights and functions, the Samaj 
retaining an attached congregation which any person 
having sympathy with its aims and objects might join 
as a member. 

Branch Samaj A Branch Brahmo Samaj was start- 
ed in the New Town in the year 1920 for the convenience 
of Brahmo friends living in that quarter of the town, 
the divine service being conducted regularly in the differ- 
ent Brahmo houses of the place. 

Viaitors During the year under report Babu Satis- 
chandra Chakravarty paid a visit to Bankipur, conduct- 
ed divine service in the Seminary, gave a Byakhy^o 
(discourse) on some of the songs and hymns of Pr, 
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Kaipindranath ^rfgore, Satish Babu met our friends 
of the ^ev7 Town and was present at a meeting of tbe 
S/ingat Sabha. Babu Viswanath Kar of Cuttack, Bi^bn 
Jaykalt Dutt of Ranchi, conducted divine service in 
the Samaj on two occasions and Babu Kunjalal Ghofh 
of Rishnupur was in our midst for sometime.

Debendranath on the 6th Magh, Raja Kammohan on 
the 17th and the 27th September, and Acharya Sivanath 
on the 30th September 1925. 

7. Mission Work The first missionary of the 
Samaj, the late Reverend Kalimoban Das became invalid 
by age and infirmity for the last few years and was pass- 
ing his days in prayer and meditation.

(9) The Anandamayee Charitable (Homeo) Dispen* 
sary, is also located in its second room. Dr. Kalinath 
Ghosh, out of bis philanthropic spirit continued to take up 
the charge of the institution, founded in May 1923, till the 
end of the year under report. Patients different kinds, 
numbering 44-41, including 2558 old cases, were given 
Medicines and, in cases of extreme poverty, sago, barley, 
m/sr/, and even cash money, and old clones were 
supplied by anonymous donors, through the generous 
doctor. Rs. 177-5-9 only was spent, in all for the 
institution during 1925, which was chiefly met from the 
monthly subscriptions of Rs. 5 and Ks. 3, kind by paid-, 
ly the “Anandamayee Trust Fund” and the Local Bar 
Library, —including other occasional donations, which 
are (|aite inadequate for maintaining such a usefaf 
institution, appeals for public help were issued from 
time to time. A trifling sum only could be paid to the 
doctor as remuneration which should be suitably 
increased.

The first principles of Brahmoism were explained to 
some of the influential gentlemen of Kumarkhali in the 
palatial building known as Shital-kotba by Maharshi 
Debendranath Tagore who was then here to look after 
his Zemindart business for a few days. The first con- 
gregational meeting was held on the 30th Asadb, 1255 
B. S. corresponding to the 16th June, ISTS by Pandit 
Dayalchand Siromoni, sent by the Kev. Maharshi. 

The Samaj has a pakka mandir of its own in the 
heart of the town but it requires thorough repairs. 
Sometimes ago an appeal was made through the “Indian 
Messenger” but no response was received, no active steps 
have yet been taken. 

No utsavs were held in the year 1925 owing to 
non-realisation of rents of the Jyotbe(]ueathed by the late 
Jfogneswar Kundu who was then the Secretary of the 
Samaj. I he profit of the fyot is about Ks. 3 a year. 
Besides this there is a permanent fund of Ks. 100 gifted 
by the late Annadasund^ri Dasi, the interest of which is 
added to the Charity fund of the utsab and another fund 
of Rs. 100 under the name of the Library fund, the 
interest of which is 4.1 per cent. [)er. annum. Owing to the 
absence of Baboo Radbaraman Saha and Atulkrishna 
Saha no regular weekly service was conducted during 
the year under Report though occasional services were 
held when one of them was present. I am glad to report 
that my Committee is earnestly trying its best to make 
better arrangements for the collection of rents, to re- 
establish the weehly service a^d, also, to observe the 
Anoivertary Utiab from the coming year.

The foundation-stones of the Brahma Mandir and 
Pracharasram (named Brajagppal Asram) were laid on 
the 27th August 1921 by Babus Krishnnkumar Mitra 
and Karaakshyaclmran Pandopadhynya respectively. 
Babu Kanailal Sen nearly finished the brickwork of 
the Mandir and Asram entirely at his own expeaie. 
After his demise, the Mandir was nearly completed with 
the help of public donations ; in this connection we have 
incurred some debt amounting to about Rs. 890. 

The Opening Ceremony of the Mandir was duly 
celebrated <on the 24th December, 1924. After Rev. Hem*

Sradh of Kanailal Sen On the 25th December, 1924, 
a Sankirtan party led by Babu Amritakumar Dutt 
started from Maniktala Bridge and proceeded by 
Muraripuker Road to the Wandir. Dr. P. K. Acharyya 
performed the Sradh of the late Babu Kanailai Sen, who 
departed from this world on the 24th November, 1924. 
His eldest son, Babu Asutosh .Sen read ont a life-sketch 
of his father. Then Dr. Kamakshyaebaran Banerji 
solemnly buried the ashes of the deceased with a touching 
prayer. In the evening, a condolence nieetiug was held 
under the presidency of Principal Khudiram Bose ;

“That alone is delightful, ‘that alone is attractive 
and ever new, that alone afiords lasting and intense 
joy to the heart, that alone dries up men’s owan 
of sorrow, in which the praise of the Most Glorious 
is sung. He who has got the unselfish love of 
God,— in him the divine powers dwell with all good 
•lualities. How can great qualities exist in him who 
does not love’ God,— whose desires lead him astray to 
unreal things ?” 

These beantiful verses embody the ideal of the 
Brahma Samaj. la the first verse the author speaks 
of his own great work, but what he says in praise^ of it 
applies to all pious lives. A life which is a perpetu^ 
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hymn to the glory of God,— in which the worship of 
God and the doing of his will are ever-delightful, is 
the ideal of every true Br&hma and of the Brahma 
Samaj as a body. And we believe that in such a life, 
lived either by an individual or a body, “the divine 
powers dwell with all qualities.” The Brahma Samaj 
is a religious body. Aiming at a thorough reform and 
regeneration of the individual and of society in all respects. 
And it believes that this can be achieved only by a life of 
piety and purity. It grieves at the folly which thinks that 
true reform can be achieved by those who are not faithful 
to God,— whose desires, in the language of the authority 
quoted above, lead them astray to unreal things. How- 
ever, at the end of every year, we, who have been, in the 
mysterious providence of God, chosen to lead the party 
of reform in this country, feel bowed down by a feeling of 
our unworthiness, and by the smallness of bur success. 
But we are buoyed up by the thought that God’s choice 
cannot be wrong, and that his mercy alone availeth, 
— **Brahma-ktipd hi keralam.” We trust in Him who, 
inspite of our unworthiness, has called us to this 
great task. 


IN MEMORIAM. 

In reviewing our activities during the year under 
report, it is our sacred yet painful duty first to refer 
to the passing away of many members and sympathisers 
of our Samaj. Not only some old and venerable 
persons who had been towers of strength to us are no 
more .with us, but many promising young men and 
young women who were the future hopes of their 
relations and friends and also of the community, 
were called away in the midst of their activity to other 
spheres of existence and work. May these deaths serve 
as occasions of new spiritual awakening to us all, 
and may God grant peace to the afBicted and the 
bereaved. 

Among the friends whose deaths we mourn, the 
memories of Sir K. G. Gupta, Dr. I>. Bose and Baba 
Bhnbanmohan Sen stand uppermost in our minds. 
Sir K. ,G. Gupta was a sincere and generous supporter 
of onr movement, and by his unflinching loyalty tp pttr 
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chttrch and creed raised himself in our estimation. He 
was a strong kdvocate of the All India Mission, and 
generously contributed to its P'und. Dr. D. Bose was a 
true believ,er. His quiet life of beneficent work and 
ardent piety will ever be an inspiration to devout souls. 
Babu Bhubanmohan Sen, a distinguished educationist 
and reformer, has left us an example which we shall 
do well to remember, llis piety and devotion to God 
deeply influenced those who came in contact with him, 
Babu Bhagwanchandra Mukherjee was one of the founda* 
tion members of the S. B. Samaj and was marked by a 
spirit of deep devotion. 


The Sadharan Brahmo Samaj was founded in 1878 
with a view to propagate the principles of Brahmoism 
in India as well as in other countries, and thus to 
establish the worship of one God in truth and spirit and 
a brotherhood among men, putting an end to ail 
unjust distinctions. It further seeks to unite under a 
common organisation all "individuals and congregations 
holding these principles and conducting the business 
of their church on constitutional lines.” It is a matter 
of gratification to see that organisations very similar 
in nature, though not in perfect accord with us, are 
springing up all around and the Brahmo ideas and ideals 
are leavening the thoughts and stimulating the activities 
of our fellow countrymen. Therefore the number of 
professed Brahmos is no measure of our real strength 
in the country. On the 31st .of December, 1926, there 
were 1398 members in our list and forty*seven Samses 
associated with, and two Samajes affiliated to, our 
church, and eighteen Samajes sent representatives to sit 
on the General Committee. 

It is an admitted fact that liberal ideas in religion 
are being encouraged everywhere by the modern 
scientific spirit of enquiry and investigation and 
consequently liberal and rational views are being accepted 
in the most unexpected quarters. Not only India, but 
the whole world is a field for our work. " The harvest 
is truly plenteous, but the labourers are few.” We 
pray to the Lord to send forth more workers, • • 

Our activities may be grouped under three heads : 
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i. Spiritual, 11. Social and III. Educational. Tbe 
agencies and the institutions that are 'Utilised for doing 
these three classes of work are sketched below. 


I. SPIRITUAL WORK, 
mission Work. 

General Survey— Mission work is the most important 
part of the activities of the Sadharan Brahmo Samaj and 
we employ the following agencies for this purpose, viz., 

(1) Ordained Missionaries, and Mission Workers 

(2) Workers of the Sadhanasram (3) the members of the 
' Sevak Mandali (Lay Workers’ Mission) (4-) the two 

Organs of the Samaj (5) and the following institutions 
' affiliated to the Samaj ; viz., The Calcutta Congregation. 

• the Baranagore Workingmen’s Mission ; The Sangat 
' Sabba; the Theological bocicty ; the Daily Divine Service ; 
The Students’ Weekly Service ; Dharma-Sikshalaya ; the 
Sangit Vidyalaya ; the Sunday Moral Training School ; 
The Brahmo Bandhu Sabha ; the Brahmo Young Men’s 
Association ; the Bharat Mahila Samiti. 

At the beginning of tlse year the Executive Committee 
in consultation with the Missionaries and the Mission 
workers draw up a {)rogramme and allot the work 
, among the missionaries in such a way that they 
may attend to the calls tor spiritual ministration from 
different quarters, (iur missionaries visited during the 
year under report Assam, North Bengal, East Bengal, 
West Bengal, Bihar, the United Provinces, Madras, 
Orissa, Bombay, Punjub and Sindh. But more frequent 
visits are necessary to keep up the spirit of the 
congregations at different places and to spread our 
faith among Non-Brabmos. In Madras, Punjub, Bengal 
and Assam good work was done. In Assam some 
Assamese trills, the Kabhas in particular, are evincing 
a great interest in the faith and principles of the 
Brahmo i^amaj. In Burma the kangoon Brahmo 
Samaj has been working vigorously. It is gratifying 
to report that Babu Abinashchandra Lahiri, D a., who 
bad been a Mission Worker for a long time was ordained 
as a missionary of tbe Samaj. It is a pleasure also 
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to report that a new worker, Mr. Prakasbial, b.T„ 
of Lahore, was recently accepted as a Mission Worker 
by the Executive Committee of our Samaj ; Mr. G. Y. 
Chitnis also, who had gone to receive training in 
England two years ago, came back and resumed his 
work in Bombay in August last. 

It may be added here that the Executive Committee 
of the S. B. Samaj pay to the workers of the 
Sadhanasram allowances and pecuniary help as they 
do to their own missionaries and mission workers. 


Ordained Missionaries- 

Babu Sasibhusan Bose— was not in good health and 
hardly could do any mission work, 
^abu Sa^ibliushan Bose, He was, however, engaged in writing 

the History of the Brahrao Samaj 
and brought out a new edition of his life of Kaja 
Karamohun Roy. 

Babu Niimani Chakravarty — took part in the cele- 
bration of the Maghotsav in Shillong, 
Habu Niimani delivered a lecture and conducted 

Chakravarty, divine service in the three Brahmo 

Samajes, viz, Laban or Khasi Hills 
Brahmo Samaj ; Police Bazar or Shillong Brahmo Samaj 
and Mowkhar Brahrao Samaj ; visited Nongwar 
Nongrop and acted as minister at a Brahmo 
marriage ceremony and at* a Shrada ceremony ; at 
Cherrapunji he conducted divine service occasionally ;

Babu Gurudas Chakravarty— As he was not in good

the Asram. He conducted the divine service on \he,

Sunday service of the Calcutta Cogregation on many 
occasions, both in the morning and evening and at times 
at the Sammilan Brahmo Samaj. He visited many 
families and conducted service at a number of domestic 
ceremonies. He received enquirers and gave spiritual 
instructions to them. He often conducted service at the 
Brahmo Girls’ School Hostel and at the Bethune College 
Hostel. In October he visited Narayangange and 
Dacca and conducted service at the Maadirs of the 
Samajes there, visited families and officiated at some 
domestic functions. He took part in the East Bengal 
Brahmo Conference held at Mymensiag. He published 

a book called « 4lN<Ri”) and occasionally 

contributed to our papers the “Indian Messenger’’ 
and the “rattvakauraudi.” He conducted service at 
the Bengali New Year’s Day Utsava and the 
Bbadrotsara. He acted as minister at the ordination 
of a missionary on the 1-lth Magha last. He initiated 
two young men to Brahmoisra. In May he went to 
Darjeeling and spent there about two months. He 
delivered two lectures there, conducted service in the 
Brahmo Samaj Mandir on several occasions and took 
part in the celebration of the Anniversary of the Samaj. 
He conducted service at family prayer meetings. He 
visited Kurseong where he conducted service in the 
mandir on one Sunday and took part in other 
functions held there.

Babu Hemchandra Sarkar— His health 
factory throughout the 
Babu Hemchandra he could not do as much work as he 
Sarkar. wished,' yet he did not spare himself. 

During the earlier part of the year 
he was in charge of the Sadhanasram and worked at the 
head quarters in Calcutta. From April to July he was at 
the Himalayan Sadhanasram at Kurseong, when besides 
taking part in the ordinary devotional exercises of the 
Sadhanasram, he helped in the work of the local Tern* 
perance Association and Lavanyaprobha Girls* School. 
He also gave moral instruction to the pupils of the local 
High Sphool, M. E. bchool and U. P, School. He took 
part in the Anniversary of the Daijeeling Brahmo Samaj. 
In August be went to the Madras Presidency and workeo 
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there for two months with Pithapuram as his head ' 
quarters. Besides conducting divine service at the 
pithapuram Samaj and helping in the work among the 
Backward Classes, he visited Berhampore, Gopalpur, 
Cocanada, Kajahmundry and Bezwada. In October 
he returned to Calcutta owing to a break down in 
health but in December he again went to Pithapuram 
to resume the work in the Andhra country. He had also 
to give considerable time and attention to the work 
of the Brahmo Samaj Centenary Committee and the 
building of the Sivanath Memorial. 

Mr. Subbukrishnaya— visited Calcutta, Bangalore, 
Kharagpur, Jamshedpur, Giridib, 
Mr. Subbukrish- Pithapuram, Coconada, Bezwada, 
Guntur, Coimbatore, Calicut, Bada* 
gora, Cannanore, Mangalore, Aleppy, 
Quilon, Trivendrum, Nunguueri, Tenduriperai, Tinnevelly 
during the year. He not only conducted service, 
delivered lectures and sermons and met friends and 
families at almost all the places he visited, but did 
social work also in co-operation with some local 
Samajes. He officiated at several domestic ceremonies. 
At .Aleppy there are 30 families who join the 
worship. The people are poor and uneducated, and 
require a permanent minister. The prospects of 
mission work are hopeful at this place. At Mangalore 
there are about 40 Brahmo families, who are 
very earnest in their devotion. Kai Shaheb Kanga 
Kao is the leading spirit of the place. Tinnevelly 
also is a good centre for wjork. At Coimbatore the 
Brahmo Samaj has got a Mandir and the late Mr. S. P. 
Narasimhalu Naidu has left (iroperty worth about 
Rs. 00,000 for a Sadhana&ram to be started in his 
cottage. 

Baba Satischandra Chakravarty — Was the resident 
minister of the Bhowanipur Sammiian 
Babu Satischandra Samaj and visited Kurseong (twice,) 
Chakravarty. Darjeeling, Gauhati, Patna (twice,) 

Mymensing and Dacca. When he 
stayed at Calcutta he conducted service every Sunday 
evening either at the Sammiian Samaj or at the Prayer 
Hall of the Sadharan Brahmo Samaj and every Thursday 
Itiorning at the Sadbaaasraoi^ At other places also ho 
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conducted service, delivered lectures and sermons. He 
officiated at many domestic ceremonies. He acted as 
Superintendent of the Calcutta Sadhanasram. 

Babu Abinaschandra Lahiri— During the first part of 
January, 1926, he was at Dhubri and 
Babu Abinaschandra for the remaining part of the year, 
in Calcutta, where he took part in 
the celebration of the Maghotsava, 
conducted divine service at the Praver Hall, the 
Ultadanga Brahmo Samaj, the Garpar Wetkiy Prayer 
Meetings, the Sadhanasram, and the Daily Service 
held in the Mandir. He also conducted service at 
several family prayer meetings. He made two mission 
tours to Assam and visited Sylhet, three Mantpuri 
villages, Dibrugarh (twice), Uigboi, Mariani, Jorhat, 
Chaparmukh, Nowgong and Gauhati (twice). In Bihar 
and the U. P. he visited Patna, Gaya, Dehri-on-.Sone, 
Lucknow and Cawnpur. In Past Bengal he visited 
Chandpur and Coniilla, and took part in the Hast 
Bengal Brahmo Conference held at Mymensingh. lie 
also visited Cooch-Beliar (twice), Andtil (twice), Dhulian 
and Serampur. He contributed some articles to the 
Indian Messenger and the Tattvakaumudi.

Sadhanasram. 

'I'he Calcutta Sadhanasram — llic Sadhanasram was 
founded on the 1st February, 1892, 
Calcutta by the late Pandit Sivanath Sastri 

Sadhanasram. With the object of forming a compact 
spiritual brotherhood with such 
persons as would devote their lives to Sadhan, and to 
the service of the Hrahmo Samaj and the country. 
During the year under report Ba!)u Hemchandra Sarkar, 
M. A., Superintendent, being desirous of being relieved of 
his duties on account ot ill health, Babu Satischandra 
Cbakravarty, m.a., took over charge from him after the 
Maghotsava. On the 1st February, 192G, Babu Hara- 
kanta Bose, u.a., of Calcutta and .Mr. Jagannadha Rao, 
B.L. ot Berhainpore (Ganjani) were accepted as Candidate 
Workers, and a few young men and ladies as Helpers. 

Divine Service is held in the Asram sanctuary every 
morning, and in the evening Sankirtan, prayer meetings, 
Sangats, reading classes &c. are held. A special Utsava 
is held on the morning of the finst Sunday of every 
month in the Prayer Hall of the Samaj. 

The Asram has been s.rtngthened during the year 
by the ncces.sion of some young men. \ few of them, 
with Babu Pyarimohan D.atta, worked vigdi-ously in 
connection with the flood rcHei operations in .Midnapur 
District. 

The Sadhanasram has a “Seva Section” under which 
there are 3 philanthropic institutions, viz (1) The Society 
for the Improvement of Backward Classes, Bengal and 
Assam, established in 1909, which has about 400 schools, 
in different districts giving education to over 16,000 
pupils, boys and girls, of the most backward sections 
among the people of Bengal and Assam. (2) The 
Dacca Hindu Widows’ Home with 26 inmates. (3) The 
Kerala Sevasadan. The Sadhanasram has also a 
High School at Bankipur named the Rammohun Ro;^ 
Sfintnary.

The Mission is maintained out of the interest of the 
funds placed in the hands of the Executive Committee by 
the late Mr. Sasipada Banerji in the year 1903 (two- Govern- 
ment Promissory notes of the face value of Rs. 1000 each) 
for preaching practical religion and morality among the 
workingmen of Baranagore. It is to be regretted that no 
satisfactory arrangement could be made for carrying on 
this work regularly during the year.

The Theologloal Society, the SangOt, 
ana the Dally Servloe. 

For the last nine years these three institutions have 
become practically one. After a short service in the 
evening, with one or two hymns, readings with expositions, 
from some religious books, usually some Hindu or Christian 
Scripture, are given.

Midnapui* Flood Relief Work. 

By the middle of August the Executive Committee 
hearing of the great floods that l^ad rendered hundreds of 
people homeless and helpless in the villages near Baniban, 
sent Mr. Amulyakumar Sen with Rs. 50 to give some relief 
tJ the distressed people. Immediately after thi'S, they heard 
of the devastating flo}ds that had inundated about 400 
square miles it? the district of Midn^pur and caused indescri* 
bable sufferings to ab>ut 300,000 people. Conseque itly a 
committee called the Midnapur Flood Relief Committee was 
formed with Babu Lalitraohan Das as secretary, and an 
appeal tor subscription was issued in the Indian Messenger 
and other papers. But Babu Lalitmohan Das owing to 
ill health and family troubles, resigned the office 

of the Secretary, and Dr. P. K. Acharji kindly 

stepped into his place, and earnestly worked as 
secretary to the Flood Relief Committee. Tl»e Students* 
Weekly Service, some members ®f the Calcutta Sadhanasram 
and the Principal, some professors and many students of the 
City College heartily co-operated with the S. B. Samaj 

by collecting funds and By working as volunteers 

in the affected area for giving relief to the suff-ring people. 
Jn response to a letter from Babu Anangamohan Ray of 
Banibon for some more help, we sent another sum of Rs. 50 
to Banibon. 

As regards the relief that we c6uld give to the distressed 
people of Midnapur. it may be briefly stated that our first 
batch of volunteers reac* ed the area on the aSih August 
under the leadership of Prof. U. N. Ball. Our workers fixed! 
their base of operations at Ermchi, a village on t|)e Btjjle 
fanal with two sub^centres at Jukhia and Devichak, 04 
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union in the Khajtiri thana and one in the Bhagabanpur 
thana were allotted to them. The Executive Committee 
sanctioned Rs. i,ooo from the Famine Fund of the S. B, 
■Samaj. Our work continued upto the middle of November, 
Sir I*. C. Roy helped us materially with money and clotH 
both old'and new. Our thanks are due to our friends and 
sympathisers who generously contributed to our funds' and 
enabled us to do the work 

Brief Account of the ElootLRelief tcork. 

Dr. P. K. Acharji, Secretary to the Flood Relief Com- 
mittee, submitted an account, to the office of the Samaj 
from which it appears that he collected Rs, S408 and 
spent Rs. 2664 and he deposited the balance Rs 744 to the 
S, B, office. At the Samaj office was received Rs. 5,289-11-0 
and Rs. 4,921-13 2 was spent. Through the office of 
the Flood Relief Committee located at 24-1, Cornwallis 
■Street Rs. 2,383-5-71 was collected of which Sir P. (' Ray 
contributed Rs. 1,478 from the Central Relief Fund with 200 
maunds of rice and cloths both old and new. Hhawanipur 
Porabazar Relief Committee also kindly supplied 102 maunds 
of rice and 120 pieces of new cloth. 

We distributed about 1200 maunds of rice, besides one 
“bale of new cloths and about 500 pieces of old cloth. Our 
total expenditure came up to about Rs. 9,000. 


III. Educational Work 

Since its foundation the Brahmo Samaj has considered 
the diffusion of knowledge as a sacred duty. Nfany of rur 
members, both ladirs and • gentlemen, have devoted them- 
selves to the cau.se of education and made it their life’s 
vocation. The Samaj has directly under its control a High 
English Scliool for girls with a boarding-house attached to 
it and two girls’ hostels for college students. The Brahmo 
Samaj £<lucation S<^*ciety, organised in 1905, has under its 
control the City Coll#*ge— a first grade College w-th two 
school-s, one at C«lcotta and the other at Myinensing. 

Besides these, the following educational institutions, 
which, though not directly under the Samaj, are owned and 
managed by Brahmos, did, useful work in formii g 
the character of a large number of young people 
Tl^ Krfihm > Boy.-** Day and Boarding School The East 
Bengal institution, Dacca ; Town Victoria School, Cuttack ; 
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Rammohun Roy Seminary, Fatna ; Girls’ M. E. Stohooi, 
Banibin; Rammoliun Roy Girls* School, Lahore, Br^rhmo 
Girls’ School, Contai and Rammohun Roy Ragged School, 
-Madras. 


Brahmo Ballka Shikshalaya. 

The school was founded in May 1890, by some members 
of the Sadharan Brahmo Samaj, headed by the late Pandit 
Sivanatb Sastri, as it was keenly felt that the existing 
system of purely secular education was inadequate for the 
development of character. The University curriculum is 
followed. But the aim of the founders of the school was to 
supplement this with religious and moral instruction. 

The school prepares candidates for the Matriculation 
Examination of the Ca'cti!te University ; instruction is also 
given in music, drawing. Hygiene and First Aid, so as 
to make the girls useful members of society. 

The Managing CommHtee of the school for 1926. consis- 
ted of the following ladies and gentlemen : — 

Principal Herambachandra Maitra, Dr. Frankrishna 
Acbarya, Mr. Krishnakumar Mitra, Mrs. D. M. Bose, Mr, 8. 
M. Bose, (Assistant Secretary), Mr. Annadacharan Sen, Mrs, 
Furnima Basak, the Lady Principal, Miss Charulata Sen 
(teachers’ representative), Mrs. S. C. MuUherji (who also 
was Secretary for sometime during the absence of Lady Bose 
in Europe) and Lady Bose (Secretary). 

The staff consisted of 17 teachers, of whom 8 were 
graduates and one Music teacher. 

There were 351 students on the rolls at the close of the 
session, as against 377 of tha previous } ear) including 4 
Mahomedans and 4 Christians. 

The daily work of the school begins with a hymn and a 
short prayer. * 

In 1926, 21 gir's appeared at the Matriculation Examina* 
tion, of whom ten p.issed in the First, six in the Second, and 
one in the Third D:vi.sion, two giils obtaining Government 
Scholarships of Rs. lO each. Two Scholarships of Rs. lo 
each have been awarded by the late Babn Durgamohon 
Das and placed in the hands of the University to be 
given in order of merit to two girls who intend ^ to 
continue their studies in the Bethune College after having 
passe 1 the Matriculation Examination from the Brahiwo 
Girls* School.

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■ Attached to the school, there is a Training Department, 
which prepares girls for the Senior and Teachership Certificate 
Examination. The Government grants 6 Senior stipends of 
Rs. 12 and 9 Junior stipends of Rs. loper month. For the 
expenses of the Training Department the Government is 
pleased to make a monthly grant of Rs. yco. The result of 
the Training Department is as follows 

Senior— passed 4 out of 5. 

Junior— „ 6 „ „ 9. 

The school hostel can accommodate only 60 girls, and 
there is always a great demand for seats. 

The health of the boarders, was very keenly looked after 
by Dr. Anilkumar Sen. A systematic medical examination 
is being held with a view to improve their physique. 

The distribution of the prizes to successful candidates of 
the session closing in December, 1925 and 1926, was held on 
the 23rd December 1926 and was presided over by Mr. B. 1^. 
Mitter and Mrs. J. H. Lindsay gave away the prizes. 

The school is maintained by means of fees, subscriptions, 
donations and grants-in-aid from the Government and the 
Corporation of Calcutta. 

The old Hostel Building of the Sohcol being inade- 
quate, unsatisfactory and insanitary, it was repeatedly 
condemned by the Inspectress of Schools. So an applica- 
tion for grant to construct a new hostel was made and 
pending sanction the old hostel was demolished, and 
temporary structures put up for accommodating the school 
and the boarders. The plans and estimates for the new 
hostel prepared by the Managing Committee have been 
passed by the Government and have obtained the admini.s- 
trative approval of the finance department and early 
sanction of a substantial grant is expected, so that the new 
building may be ready this year.

City college. 

The City School was louoded on January 6, 1879. 
The F. A., classes were opened in 1881, and the B. A., in 
1884. Thus within five years* of the establishment of 
the school, the Institution developed into a first-grade 
college. A building was ereicted at 13, Mirzapur Street, 
and was opened by Lord Kipon in December, 1883. Mr. 
A. M. Uose, proprietor of the institution, made over the 
buildings to a body of trustees in 1888. In January, 
1003, the college was placed under the control of a 
Society, registered under Act XXI of 1860, called the 
“City college Institution”, which is now known as the 
"Brahmo Samaj Education Society”. It is the object of 
the Society “to promote the cause of education in its 
highest and widest sense, to make that education — com> 
prehending the training of the mind, heart and bod^, and 
founded on a Theistic basis— conduce to the good of mtfn 
and the glory of God”. 
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The College prepares students for the Ji. A. Examina- 
tion in English ( Pass and Honours), Sanskrit (Pass and 
Honours), Philosophy (Pass and Honours), Persian, 
History (Pass and Honours), and Political Philosophy ; 
for the B. Sc. Examination in Mathematics (Pass and 
Honours), Physics, and Chemistry (Pass and Honours^; 
and for the Intermediate Examinationa in Arts and 
^ence, in English, Sanskrit, Persian, Logic, History, 
Mathematics, Chemistry, Physics and Botany (from 
July, 1926). 

The number of students on the rolls on the 31st 
August, 1926, was 1711 as against 1985 on the same 
date in 1925, comprising 364 in the I. A. classes 329 in 
the B. A. classes, 766 in the I. Sc classes, and 252 in the 
B. Sc. classes. 

The College staff in September, 1926 consisted of 18 
professors, 12 lecturers, 1 Maulvi, 7 tutors, 18 demons- 
trators, 1 librarian and one assistant librarian. The 
office staff consisted of a head clerk, a cashier, a typist, 
an accountant, two clerks, a store keeper and a care-

There is a Charity Fund attached to the College for 
the benefit of needy students which is contributed to 
mainly by the members of the staff. A sum of Rs. 726- 
11-0 was spent out of the fund during the session 1925- 
26, in helping some of the students with monthly 
stipends and also pecuniary assistance for the payment 
of University Examination fees. 

Provident Fund : — In January, 1915, a Provident 
Fund was created for the purpose of making some provi- 
sion on the retirement or death, for the employees of the 
College and School or their families. Members of the staff 
contribute to the fund at the rate of one anna per rupee 
of their salaries and the Institution contributes at the 
rate of half an anna. In December 1926, 81 members of 
the College staff including menials and 31 members of 
the School staff contributed to the Fund. Subscribers 
are allowed to borrow money from the Fund for some 
specified purposes only. They have to pay interest on 
the sums advanced to them at the rate of 6 per cent, 
per annum. The amount standing to the credit of the 
Fund on the 31st December, 1926, was Rs. 1,29,783-7-1 
invested as follows : —

Pensions have been granted to a few employees for 
long and meritorious service. It ought to be noted 
that the College is mainly, but not exclusively, depen- 
dent upon the fees paid by the students. Since the founda- 
tion of the institution Rs. 93,685-15-3 has been 
contributed to its funds by donors and subscribers. 

A number of free studentships is given to poor and 
meritorious students, students belon^ng to depressed 
classes being given perference. The amount remittee^ 
during the last session was about Rs. 2b94 in respect 
of tuition fees, besides which some 20 students were 
admitted free to messes and hostels attached to the 
College 
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With a view to fostering a spirit of healthy rivalry 
among students and making the College examinations 
attractive, 20 scholarships, ten of Ks. 5 per month for 
the intermediate classes, and ten of Rs. 6 pei month 
for the senior classes, tenable for six months, are 
awarded on the results of the College examinations. 
Two more scholarships of the value of Ks. 15 per month 
are granted to students of the 3rd year (b a. and b.sc.> 
classes who being sent up to the Intermediate Examina- 
tions from this College, secure at least 75 per cent of 
marks therein. 

Besides the above scholarships, three other scholar- 
ships are awarded to the deserving students out of 
- the interest accruing from the funds placed in the hands 
of the Council for that purpose as noted below : — 

(1) Two A. M. Bose Scholarships of Ks. 10 and Rs. 
5 per month respectively, founded by Mr. S. M. Bose in 
memory of his father, 

(2) One Satyendramohan Hose scholsrship of Rs. 5 
per month founded by the late Mr. 11. Hose in memory 
of his brother. 

A Medical Officer has been engaged by the College 
Council to look after the health of the boarders of the 
attached hostels and to attend them during illness. 

There is a physical instructor in charge of the 
College Gymnasium which has been strengthened by 
the addition of a training class in boxing, wrestling and 
Jiu-jit-su. The students of this College take special 
interest in football and cricket. The athletic department 
has been considerably improved since 1923. As regards 
cricket, the City College team has proved the strongest 
College team of the season. 

Lectures on moral and religious subjects are sometimes 
given in the College Hall. Divine service is held every 
Sunday at the Kammohun Roy Hostel, it being con- 
ducted by the Piincipal or a meml}er of the Council or 
the staff. Divine service is also conducted in the College 
hall on the day of re-opening of the College after 
a long vacation. On the 6th January, the anniversary 
of the foundation of the Institution, divine service is 
held in the College ball in the morning, after which 
^igbt refreshments are provided for the students. 



Students' Residences —BeBulea the Ejmraohun Roy Hostel, 
there is only one Attached Mess now. 121 students as well as 
five members of the teaching staff excluding the three Superin- 
tendents reside in the latter. Of these 121 students 88 belong 
to this college and 33 to other colleges ,

During the year under report the numerical strength of 
the school was 622 against 576 on the corresponding date of 
the year before. 

The staff of the school consisted of 24 teachers of whom 
4 were Brahmos. Babu I’ranayakumar Chatterjee, B. Sc,, left 
the school in the middle of the year for the purpose of fur- 
ther study and was succeeded by Babu Sachikanta Datta, 

Sc. 

The income of the school from fee.s, fines, etc,, during the 
year amounted to Rs. 16552. ioa.s. 4p. (including common 
room charges) ; the total on the expenditure side coming up 
to Rs. 16419. 7as. 9p. The financial position was on the 
whole more satisfactory than in the preceding year. It is 
notewortliy that the City College council allowed some incre- 
ments in the .shape of bonus to most of the members of the 
staff in recogni ion of their long service. 

To the Matriculation Examination 54 students were sent 
up and 30 were successful, ii being placed in the first divi- 
sion, 7 in the second and 12 in the third. One candidate 
secured a third grade scholarship.

A abort report of the Brahnio Hoys’ School for the 
year — September, 1925 to October, 1929. 

The Brahmo Boys’ Scool has completed the 22nd 
year of its existence. It was founded by the late Mr. 
Gurucharan Mahalanobis. The school aims at 
combinio^ souud secular education with religious and 
moral training on liberal lines. 

The Managing oommittaa. 

The managing committee consisted of the following

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The teaching staff consisted of 12 teachers. There 
were 230 boys on the roll on the 30th September 
last, of whom 40 were Brahmos as against 207 on 
the same date last year of whom 34 were Brahmos. 
17 boys appeared at the last Matriculation examina- 
tion. All of them passed, 11 in the first division 
and 6 in the second. The school enjoyed a monthly Govern- 
ment grant of Rs. 140, Rs. 125 for the echool and 
Rs. 15 for the hostel. The amount standing to the credit 
of the Provident Fund of the Brahmo Boys’ school 
was: — Rs. 3747-9-S. 

In the school-library there were altogether 4603 
volumes of useful literature. 

There is a regular organisation amongst the students 
of the school for the cultivation of literary tastes and 
also for the establishment of friendly relations between 
the teachers and the taught. 

The teaching staff" met occasionally to discuss 
important matters about the school and to compare 
notes with one another. 

The hostel attached to the school is located on the 
top-floor of the school-building and is under the direct 
supervision of the Headmaster who is resident there 
with two a&sistants. There were 19 boarders in the 
hostel on the 30th September last, of whom only 7 
were Brahmos. 

The Maghotsav and the Foundation-Day were 
celebrated in the school with usual rejoicings and the 
boys had their annual outings with their teachers.

The Rammohun Roy seminary is a High School which 
was started in the year 1897 under the auspices of the 
Bankipore Branch of the Sadhanasram with the object of 
imparting a moral tone to the secondary education of the 
Provihce. Since then the school has had a prosperous career 
and is now reputed to be one of the most popuUr and well- 
regulated schools in the whole Province of Behar and Orissa. 

The management is entrusted to a committee consisting 
of 7 members of whom 3 are nominated by the Trustees. 
The present C unmittee is constituted as follows : —

The numerical strength of the school on the 1 st. Febru- 
ary, 1937 wa.s 484 as against 435 in the same month of the 
previous year. The teaching staff con.sists of 21 members 
of whom as many as 7 are Brahmos and to l^ehari.s 

The results of the University examination have always 
been satisfactory. As many as 3 students from this school 
secured scholarships. 

The old site of the buildings of the .school having been 
acquired by the Government, the committee has undertaken 
the construction of a decent and commodious building in 
the new site on the Khajanchi Road

Rrahme Samal HosIaIb for Girl Studonta. 

In 1915 a hoctel was started under the auspices of the 
Executive* Committee of the Sadharan Brahmo Samaj to 
provide accommodation for girls from the muffasil, who 
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found it difBcult to obtain admission into the Bethune 
College Hostel. Mr. S. C. Mahalanobis was the Secretary. 
In 1923 it was f iund that both the Bethune College Hostel 
and the Brahmo Samaj Hostel for girl students could not 
'meet the demand for admission and accordingly the 
Executive Committee authorised the Managing Committee 
of the institution to open another hostel. It was itarted 
in July 1923 for 2 years, and; the Government sanctioned a 
grant-in-aid for that period only. But the construction of 
the proposed Bethune College Hostel building not having 
been yet taken up, the Government continued the grant 
for a further period of two years. Both the hostels worked 
as usual during the year under report. There were arrange- 
ments for regular religious in-truction and divine service. 
As in previous years the demand for seats was so great 
in the beginning of the session, that though they contained 
58 seats, many candidates had to be refused admission for 
want of accommodation. Some vacancies occurred in the 
latter part of the session. Among the inmates some 
attended the Scottish Churches College and Post Graduate 
classes of the University Dr. Prankrishna Arharjt was 
the .'Secretary. 


IV. other Business. 

Maghotsav : The year began with the celebration of 
our most unportant festival, the Maghotsav, rliiring which 
friends and sympathisers congregated at Calcutta and 
enjoyed the spiritual feast that was provided by the 
ministers, missionaries and the lecturers. For the whole 
month of Paush the Ushakirtan Party sang hymns along 
the vaious streets and lanes of the town, awakening the 
citize is to the call of the Utsav and the season of prayer. 

Besides the Maghotsav, three other Utsavs, viz, the Bengali 
New Year’s Day, the Foui>lation Day of the Sadharan 
Brahmo Samaj and the Bhadrotsav were celebrated during 
the year. Detailed programmes of all these Utsavs are 
given in the Appendices. 

The Annivers-ifies of the death of Raja Rammohan Roy, 
Pandit Sivanath Sastri and of Pandit Navadwipchandra Das 
were duly observed. There was divine service in the 
morning of the 27th .September at the Prayer Hall and a 

S ublic meeting at the .Albert Hall in celebration of the 
laja’s death anniversary and Pandit Sastri’s death 
annirersary was celebrated by divine service and a public 
meeting held at the Mandlr on the 30ih September. 
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In honour of Pandifc Navadvripchandra Das’s memory a 
meetinjg[ was held on the loth Magh in the afternoon. 

The Executive Committee received and offered cordial 
"welcome to three distinguised visitors during the year 
They were Dewan Bahadur Sir Venkataratnam, the Maha- 
Raja of Pithapuram and Rev. Mr. R. S. Loring of the 
U.S,A. 

Sivanath Memorial Building : —The work of building the 
Memorial was resumed in December and it has been^ progress- 
ing. 

Navadwip Memorial Fund— During the year Rs. 400 was 
added to the Fund. 

Brahmo Mission Press — A theft was Committed at the 
Brahmo Mission Press during the Durgapaoja vacation. 
The manager reported that seven maunds of type etc. had 
been stolen and the price of the property might be about 
Rs. 200. The Executive Committee on hearing of this added 
the names of Babus Upendrachandra Sarker, Santoshkumar 
Lahiri and Adharchandra Bose to those of the members of 
the Press Sub-committee which had hitherto consisted of 
the Secretary (ex-officio), and Babus Prabodhchandra 
Maholanobis and Profuilakumar Roy, for the purpose of 
enquiring into the theft and to give suggestions for the 
improvement of the Press. 

One Rupee and three Rupee Funds As in the Budget 
that was submitted to the General Committee in March last 
it was shown that there would be a deficit of about Ks. 3000 
and as by the reports and the accounts submitted in the 
first and second quarterly meetings of the General Comittee 
this apprehension was confirmed, the Executive Committee 
started a Rupee and a Three Rupee Fund and an appeal wa.s 
issued in the Indian Messenger to that effect but as the Flood 
Relief Work in Midnapur diverted the attention of the (,'om- 
mittee, nothing practically could be done till the month of 
November. Hy the efforts of some memberes of the General 
Committee Rs. 238 was collected by the end of December. 

Khasi Hills Mission.— The report of the sub-committee 
appointed at the first quarterly meeting of the General 
Committee held on the 29th April, 1925, and referred back 
to the Executive Committee by the fourth quarterly meet- 
ing of the General Committee of the same year, was consi- 
dered by the Executive Committee of the year under report, 
which passed a resolution adhering to their resolution 
passed at a meeting of the Committee held on 19-1 1-25, the 
purport of which may be stated thus t The Executive 
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Committee was unable to revive the Khast Hills Mission 
and place it under a woiker who was completely dissociated, 
from the controversy at Khasi Hills for want of a suitable 
person to carry on the mission work there. 

East Bengal Conference— The 36th sessiorr ot 
the East Bengal Brahmo Conference was held ' at' 
Mymensing on the 13th 14th and 15th October 1926, 
under the presidency »tf Principal Herambachandra* 
Maitra, M. A. The Reception Committee with Babu 
Krishnakumar Mitra as Chairman and Babu Srinath 
Chanda and Dr. Bepinbehari Sen as Secretaries made 
suitable arrangements for the residence of the delegates in 
the City Collegiate School, whereas the deliberations, divine 
service and lectures were held in the Mymensing Brahmo 
Samaj Mandir. Over one hundred delegates, ladies and 
gentlemen, came from different parts of Bengal, Assam and 
Behar to join the Conference. Among other things the 
Conference adopted a resolution urging on the necessity of 
a Brahmo Marriage Act. 

The f illowing were the subjects which engaged the 
attention of the Conference: 

Worship and Devotio); Mission work of the Brahmo 
Samaj, Brahmo .Marriage*:, Students’ Weekly Service and the 
.Sunday Moral Training Schools and how to improve them. 
Indigent Brahmo Family Relief Fund, Publication of Brahmo 
Tracts, and Miscellaneous. 

The Conference m.ide arrangements to continue Its 
Mission Work for the next year. 

Centenary Committee — Arrangements for the celebration 
of the Centenary of the Brahmo Samaj in 1928 steadily 
progressed during this year. * The Centenary Committee 
met several times in the course of the )ear. The 
programme of work which had been adopted was being 
gradually developed. The work of the publication 
Committee made good progress Several unpublished 
writings of Raja Kammohan Roy were secured and 
they will in due time be incorporated into the work 
of the Rajah. Three volumes of Brahma classics 
for the Centenary Edition have already been sent to’ 
the press. Encouraging response was received front 
England and America intimating warm .sympathy and 
earnest co-operation with the Centenary Work. Dr. Samuel 
Elliot, President of the American Unitarian Associfition^Mf. 
F. C, Southworth, President Midville Theological InsUtutioit 

6 
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and Dr. W. H. Drummond have alreay signified their desire 
to be present on the occasion of the celebration of the 
Centenary. A committee consisting of members of three 
sections of the Brahmo Samaj has been fromed to make 
arrangements for celebration of the Centenary in Calcutta 
and Brahmo and Prathana Samajes in Muffasil have been 
requested to form local Committees. An appeal over the 
signature of the representatives of Brahmo and Prarthana 
Samajes ail over the country for a sum of Rupees one lac 
to meet the required expenses has been issued and subscirp- 
tions have been collected.

The decrease in expenditure during the last 
six months amounted similarly to Rs. 772. lOas. 6p. 
This decrease was, however, due not to, any permanent 
but occasional retrenchments effected ; and the deficit of 
Ks. 2000 budgetted for this year conld not be met unless 
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special efforts were made to collect subscriptioos and 
donations. In this connection he referred to the unsatis- 
factory state of the “ donation ” item of the Mission 
Fund. On an average of the last six years the annual 
donation under this head should be Ks. 1500, but during 
the last six months only Rs. 386. Sas. had been received. 
This amount was less by Rs. 248 8as. than the amount 
received during the corresponding period of the last year. 
If the missionaries, mission-workers and the elders of the 
samaj did not pay sufficient attention to this item the 
financial condition of the Samaj for this year would 
become worse. He also informed the meeting that 
arrangements were being made for a ‘‘ rupee " and a 
“three-rupee” fund for wiping out the deficit and request 
ed the co-operation of all members for successfully 
raising this amount. Members were requested to com- 
municate to him their suggestions regarding the Fund. 
Babu Lalitmohan Das was of opinion that special 
efforts should be made to get donations to the Mission 
Fund in connection with domestic ceremonies. 

Babu Upendranath Ball said that a fuller account 
of the work of the different institutions of the Samaj 
should be given in the Quarterly Reports and Babu Hein- 
chandra Sarcar requested that the proceedings of the 
General t'ommittee should be reported upon more fully.

General : — It has been proposed that a Stock Register of the 
articles of the Samaj (buildings included; showing their values 
should be opened and duly maintained. This has been done 
accordingly. 

Of the items contemplated in the Viresalingam Memorial 
programme, the Mission House and an inscription bearing the 
names of the larger donors have yet to be put up. As the 
balance of the collections will not cover even a fourth of the cost 
of the Mission House, attempts are being made to get it done by 
a separate donor, if possible. The inscription will be put up 
when the Mission House is built.

KJxYAVPTT? SADHJBAN BJiAmiO SAilAJ. 

1. The Samaj owed its origin to a small brotherhood 
formed in 1896 under the name of Bankipiir Sadhanasram 
for the purpose of worshipping one God. The Brahmas and 
sympathisers combined themselves into a constitution, known 
at the time as the Bankipur Brahmo CJongregation, on April 30, 
1896. On the ‘ilst December 1911', the Anusthauik Krahmos 
of Bankipur belonging to the Sadharan brahmo Samaj 
organization formerly known as the Bankipur Brahma Con-

; Anniversary meetings in honour of Pandit Iswarchan- 
dra Vidyasagar, Late Messrs A. M. Bose, Rajnarayan 
Bose, Girischandra Mazumdar were held under the 
auspices of the Students’ Weekly Service. 

The Library was provided with new books worth 
Rs. 20 and a new Almirali. Over 7000 patients inclu- 
ding 4592 old patients were given medicines, about 
1100 of whom were supplied with dietary articles. 245 
municipal sweepers were also supplied with medicine 
free of charge. In consideration of this fact the munici- 
pal authorities granted a monthly aid of Rs. 10. 
The total number of patients increased by 2592 and this 
drew public interest. The credit for this is chiefly 
due to the philanthropic services of Dr. Kalinath Ghosh 
who was in charge of the dispensary on a very small 
allowance of Ks. 10 a month. From the Anandamoyee 
Trust Fund was received Ra. 100 and the local Bar 
Library contributed Rs. 30 in addition to the small 
donations received from private sources, 

The Library and the dispensary are located in the 
Brahmamoyee Bhawau, for which a loan of Rs. 1000 
has yet to be paid. 

Friendly meetings were held on different dates in 
certain Brahmo families to meet Pandit Kahanchand 
Varman of the Punjab Arya Samaj and Bhai Pramatha 
Lai Sen of the New Dispensation Church during their 
short visit to Barisal.

The late Pandit Navadwipchaudra Das, well-known 
missionary of the Sadharau Brahma Samaj came to 
Chittagong on a mission tour in 1887. He obtained 
sympathy of a lew gentleman of the place and with them 
organized a prayer meeting on the 22nd March 1887 in 
a rented house of the Late Bahu (atramohan Sen.

■ Short History ; — In 1828, Brahnio Samaj was founded 
in Calcutta. In 1855 (1253 B, S.) organised efiorts were, 
for ‘^he first time, inade to establish a Brahmo Satnaj at 
Dacca, and arrangements were made for holding regular 
weekly Divine Service on Sundays. But it was not till 
ISfii that the East Bengal Brahmo Samaj was founded, 
as it now is as a Theistic Church. , 

Constitution : — The management of ^ the Samaj is 
vested in a Managing Committee consisting of seven 
ttfembers elected every year at the annual general mee't- 
ihg. Their action is subject to the control ot seven Trus- 
tees who are elected for life. 

Building Property, &c.:~The present spacious Church 
Building was erected in 1869 by public subscriptions 
raised from Brahmos and their friends. The I’rajer Hall 
has been furnished with necessary furniture and fitted 
with electric lights and fans. The Samaj has a large 
compound in the front where a garden has been laid out. 
Besides the Prayer Hall, the two road side buildings, the 
Ram Mohun Ray Library, and the .Mission House arc 
among the Samaj properties. 

’ Raj Chandra Mission House : -There is a two-storied 
Mission House attached to the Samaj built at the cost of 
the late Babu Pratap Chandra Das in memory of his 
fhther, the late Babu Raj Chandra t'as of Hangaiabazar, 
Dacca, who has also made a provision of Rs. 25 a year 
in bis will for the up-keep of the building.

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In auditing the accounts of the S. B Samaj 
the following points were noticed- 

1. Boohs : — 

The accounts of books for sale have not been properly kept. 
There is no stockbook showing reciepts^ issues and balances in 
hand to guard against unauthorised issue of books. But 1 know 
personally that formerly a stockbook was maintained for Brahma 
Sangit and some other books. It is not understood why this was 
discontinued. 

The sale accounts of books sold during the Maghotsab could 
not be scrutinised, because no cash-memo was issued, as it is the 
practice in the office. In previous years, of coarse, when books 
in the stall were sold by outsiders, issue of cash memo was not 
necessary, because books were received and returned by them 
under clear receipts, and they were responsible for the price of 
books they retained. In absence of any stockbook, the balances 
of books in hand, before and after the Maghotsab sale, could not 
be verified. Hence the correctness of the amount accounted for 
as sale proceeds cannot be vouched. 

2. Miscellaneous Advance Account : — 

In the detailed register of this account only Rs. 767-7-0 has 
been brought forward as the opening balances, whereas 
Rs. 19,418-7-0 was shown as the closing balance of 1925 in the 
balance sheet. This is most irregular and wrong. Out of the above 
balance a sum of Rs. 50 advanced to Mr. P. K. Ray for leception 
of Dr. Drummond, lying outstanding since 1924, was adjusted in 
December, 192G by debit to General Fund under the orders of the 
Ex-Committce, although no account showing details of expendi- 
tore was produced. This sort of adjustment without any account 
of expenditure is objectionable from audit point of view. 

The balance shown in the Balance sheet under this head, 
should agree with the total balance of the details of the register. 
But it is seen that balance is not struck oft even. The result is, 
that mistakes in posting remain undetected, instances are given 
below ; — 

Rs. iiO — paid by Baba Hemmbachaiidra Maitra on 5-5-26 and 
8-6-26 as deposit to the Navadwip Memorial Fund was credited 
to Miscellaneous advance aocout; from which the Balance Sheet 
is prepared. The balance sheet showing the balance in band as 
18,875-0-9 is not verified with detailed register. 

3. Deposit Miscellaneous Account 

In the detailed register of Ibis account only Bh. 24,705-7-6 
was brought forward as the opening balance whereas Rs. 65,771* 
11-6 was shown as the closing balance of 1925 in the balance 
sheet. This is irregular and wrong. The balance shown in the 
balance sheet under this head should agree with the total balance 
of the detailed register. The balance sheet showing the balance 
under this bead as Rs. 31,511-0*3 is not verified witn the detailed 
register. , 



Out of this balance, one item Rs. 170 has been brought 
forward from 1924. This amount represents the siile proceeds 
of books sold daring the Maghotsav of 1924, deposited by 
Mr. P. K. Bay (Mullick) and was credited to deposit account 
pending subsequent adjustment by credit to book account on 
receipt of tlie sale account of books and the balance money, 
from^ the stall-keepers. But neither any adjustment has beep 
carried out nor the balance deposited as yet. The balance 
amount must be a heavy one as the amounts of two years 
preceding are much larger, as will be seen from the Bgures

The reasons for this serious omission should have been 
investigated long ago, and the responsibility found. But since 
that was not done then, it should be done now. The amount 
should bo recovered from the person or persons responsible and 
the outstanding in deposit account cleared. 

4. B'lood Relief Fund : — 

Collections were made for flood relief work mainly by (a) 
Dr. P. K. Acliarjee (Secretary ) (b) Mr. P. K. Ray (Asst. Secy) 
(c) Mi\ Lalitmohan Das and (d) Mr. Brajasundar Ra}". The 
aminounts collected by the last named two gentlemen were 
deposited with the S. B. Sainaj Books and tlm money was 
drawn therefrom to meet the necessary expenses of tlm works 
opened at Midnapore. 

It is understood that Dr. P. K. Acliarjee spent Rs. 2385 
out of his collection for purchase of rice and gave Bs. 79 to 
the workers and deposited ttie balance with the S. B. Samaj. 
But Mr. P. K. Ray did not deposit the whole of his collec- 
tions, as he staled that Rs. 251-7 3 was the balance to pay. 
It is improper to keep the money with hinf till after the 
3l8t. December, i926. The amodnt should be deposited with 
the S. B. Samaj immediately and accounted for in the accounts 
for 1926, since the flood-relief work was closed on the 2Sth 
November, 1926, It is no use Seferring the adjustments till 
1927. 

5. Flood relief work at Midnapore. 

In the abstract account of the flood relief work at Midnapore . 
furnished by Mr, P, K. Ray the following accounts have been 
shown :~

because Rs. 10 Rs. 35 and Rs. 400 paid bj Dr. P. K. Acharjee 
to Babus Harakumar Guha, Madhusudan Sen and in part 
payment of one bill for rice respectively, do not appear to have 
been included in the receipts shown by Mr. P. K. Ray ; and the 
expenditure of Rs. 60 appear to have been shown twice, once 
under voucher No. 54 and again under voucher No. 80. It is 
understood that Rs. 398-4-10 shown by Mr. P. K. Roy as debt has 
already been drawn from Samaj books. If 1 am correct, 
Rs. 505-0-0 seem to be refundable by him. In case, the amount 
bo refunded as I have shown above, it should be accounted for, 
in accounts for 1926. 

5. JB. The followUuj vouchers are not in order : — 

(i) Voucher No. 6 dated 21-10-26 for 628. 

A stamped receipt for 579-5-9 for cost of rice and Rs. 26-6-0 
for cost of 50 bags mentioned in the bill should be produced. 
The certificate of payment by one Babu T^meschandra Ghorai 
is not sufficient. 

(ii) Vouchers No. 16 and 17 dated 1-9 26 and 31-8-26 the 
Rs. 2 and Rs. 13-13-6 should be countersigned by Habu Lalit- 
moban Das in token of his receipt of the stamp etc. stated to 
have been supplied to him. 

(iii) Voucher No. 48 dated 15-9-26 for Rs. 4. 

This is only an acknowledgement of money by Mr. J. Dutta, 
the particulars of expenditure should he stated, 

(iv) Voucher No. 80 dated 21-10-26 for Rs. 60. 

This is only an acknowledgement of money taken by a 
worker. This amount was accounted for, as expenditure under 
voucher no. 54 dated 27. JO. 26. This item of expenditure 
appears to have been shown twice. 

(v) Voucher No. 75 dated 25-9-26 for Rs. 49: — a chit for 

purchase of Rice, Dal aod Ghee etc. should be produced from 
the supplier. , 

(vi) Voucher No, 78 — Part item — Rs. 147 purchase of 
rice : — a receipt from the vendor is wanted. 

(vii) Vouclier No. 79 dated 20-11-26 for Rs. 375: — This is 
only an acknowledgement of money by Babu Harakumar Gttl>a 
for purchase of cloth ; an account showing purchase of cloths 
supported by original receipt from supplier should be produced. 

vviii) Voucher No. 81 dated 5. 10. 26. for Rs. 17-12-0. 

A receipt or chit from the supplier for purchase of rice in 
original should be produced.

0, 0. Some remark should he fif,Tnuhed on the following points:— 

(i) What became of the 304 new bags purchased at Rs, 
151-6-0 for carrying rice? They should have been sold at 
reduced price and the value deposited with the saraaj books 
during 1926. 

(ii) What became of the big torch light bought at Rs. 8 ? 
This should have been sold at reduced price and the value 
deposited with the samaj account during 1926. 

(iii lls. 12-8-0 was paid shown as deposit under voucher 
No. 5t. A remark was made in the voucher that the amount 
was refundable on presenting the receipt. What became of the 
amount after refund ? This should be credited to flood relief

(ivj The alluminum utensils, stove etc., purchased under 
vouchers No. 56, 57 and 65 at Rs. 39-5-0 should be deposited 
with Samaj Account or sold at reduced rate.

Lots of money are deposited in the books of Samaj as 
donations for Charity Fund, The amounts are made over to 
the Secretary, Charity Section, but their final disposal is not 
known to anybody else except the Secretary himself.

unfortunately no facility was given to me to audit those accounts,.

Aeport of the Sub-Committee appointed to enquire into 
and report on the Audit Report for 1926 
To 

The Secretary, Sadharan Bralmio Samaj. 

Sir, 

We, the undersigned members of the Sub-Committee 
appointed on the 22iul January, 19 ?7, to enquire into and 
report on the Audit Report for 1926. beg to submit the 
following for your consideration : — 

I. Books — No stock book for the publication of the 
Sjunaj was kept for the year. For sound accountancy it 
is absolutely necessary that 'such a book should be kept 
and entries made into it regularly. The system of issuing 
cash memos concerning all sales should be insisted upon 
iBore strictly than it has been so far. 

2 & 3. We have been informed that the Finance Sub- 
Committee formed in January 1926 has been working to 
draw up a detailed statement of the Deposit and Advance 
Accounts of the Samaj. We believe that with the provision 
of an additional hand on the staff this work should be 
completed within six months. We are of opinion that 
this completed statement .should he placed before the 
Second Quarterly Meeting of the General Committee of thi.s 
year. 
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The Bum of Rb. 50 advanced to Ntr, P. K. Ray for the 
reception of Dr. Drummond- should be covered by a 
suitable voucher, 

The mistake regarding Rs. 30 paid by Mr. Heramba- 
chandra Maitra having been set right, it is not necessary 
to' dwell on. it here. 

Rs. 170 brought forward from 1924 — A sum of Ks. 
32-12-6 is still due from Mr. P. K Ray (Muliik) or his 
surety Mr. Anathkrishna Seal. Steps should be taken to 
recover this sum for the final adjustment of this account. 

4. Midtiajnir Flood Relief Accounts — No day to day 
account was kept of the Midnapore Flood Relief Fund. 
The final account was submitted on the 31st December^ 
1926 although the relief work was discontinued towards 
the end of November, 1926. The absence of the daily 
accounts and the postponement of the drawing up of a 
detailed and full statement have presented difficuities to 
the work of adjustment and verification. It is not at all 
desirable that accounts of pub ic monies should be kept 
in a slipshod manner. We are of opinion that the autho- 
rities of the Samaj should see that in future all funds 
collected in their name, be properly and regularly accounted 
for. We are also of opinion that the auditor’s remarks 
regarding the deposit in the Samaj office, of all amounts 
collected are quite correct. All such collections ought to 
be credited in the Samaj books. 

5 A. Voucher No. So having been cancelled and the 
sum of Rs. 60 refunded, this account may now be consi- 
dered as adjusted. 

Re. the amount of Rs. 400 paid by Dr. P. K, Acbaryya 
in part payment of one bill for rice : — A demand for Rs. 
1950 6 9p. was made by the Bengal Canning.and Condiment 
Co. Ltd., and Mr. I’rafullakumar Ray paid Rs. 1500 as part 
payment on Bills No. 252 R, 261 R, 271 R, -’jsR, on 29-9-26 
and arranged for the part payment by Dr. P. K. Acharyya, 
of Rs. 400 on 30 9-26. This sum was paid by Dr. P. K. 
Acharyya by cheq'ue directly to the party concerned. Mr. 
P. K. Ray merely paid the balance of all the bills viz. Rs. 
50-6-9P, on u-io-26. The fact that, later on, Mr. P. K. 
Ray showed the full amount among disbursements made by 
himaelf, was due to his having neglected to keep daily 
accounts and arranging to have the final account drawn up 
from vouchers aitd bills without consulting Dr. P. K. 
Acharyya. The fact that he drew a sum of Rs. 898-4-10 
from the Samaj as his due while really he owed Rs.^ 106-11-2 

( ./ 



to the Samaj has been explained as due to oversight as 
according to his accounts the sum was due to him. .‘>uch 
oversight, however, is not desirable in a responsible officer 
dealing with public funds. Mr. P, K. Ray has since refunded 
the sum overdrawn by .himself, through Dr. P. K. Acharyya.

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IK MEMORIAM. 

The year that is over has witnessed the passing 
of so many members and sympathisers of the Sadharan 
Brahma Samaj, that it has cast a gloom over the 
whole community. Not only old and experienced 
workers were cut off in the midst of their struggle, 
but young men and young women, who might be 
expected to shoulder the burdens of their elders, were 
snatched away before they blossomed here. May God 
grant consolation to the bereaved families. 

In this connection we must specially refer to the 
death of our revered missionary Babu Gurudas 
Chakravarti. “He was the first worker of the Sadhana- 
sram which he joined immediately after its establish- 
ment in 1892 and after years of strenuous service in 
the mission field was ordained as a missionary of the 
Samaj in 1900. His services as a missionary for more 
than twenty years helped the furtherance of our cause in 
an incalculable measure, and the example of devotion 
to the aims and the ideals of the Brahma Samaj, as well 
as of fervent faith in its principles which he set before 
us all, will continue to be a source of strength and 
inspiration for a long time to come.’’ 

Tlie death of Babu Chandikishore Kushari, one of the 
oldest member.s of the S. B. Samaj, is another great 
loss. “He devoted himself whole-heartedly to the reali- 
sation of the Brahma ideal in his life and to the service 
of his fellow religionists and countrymen in varit)us 
ways.” 

The death of Babu Srigopal Chakravarti, m..v.. Head- 
master, City College School, is another blow to tlie 
Santaj. “He was one of the most devout and dutiful 
members of the Samaj and .served it ns n member of 
the General Cr.mmittec and as a minister of the Calcutta 
Con'^regation. He rendered signal service as the 
Headmaster of the City College School for more than 
eleven years. His exemplary life exerted a wholesome 
influence on all who came in contact with him.” 

Dr. J. Estlin Carpenter, though not a member of our 
Samaj, was a great friend and helper of the cause of 
Brahmhism. In him we have lost “a renowned 
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scholar, and an eminent Unitarian minister. He was a 
sincere friend of the Brahma Samaj and took a deep 
and active interest in its cause as well as in individual 
Brahmas visiting England from time to time. By his 
death not only the Unitarian Church of England but 
the cause of liberal religion all over the world has 
sustained a great loss”. 


The Sadharan Brahma Samaj was founded in 3878 
with a view to propagate the principles of Brahmaism 
in India as well as in other lands, and thus to establish 
the worship of one God in spirit and in truth and a 
brotherhood among men, putting an end to all unjust 
distinctions of caste and colour. It further seeks to 
unite under a common organisation all ‘‘individuals 
and congregations holding these principles and conduct- 
ing the business ot their churches on constitutional 
lines.’* 

It is surely a matter of congratulation to us that 
liberal ideas are spreading in India as well as elsewhere 
and thus the ideas and the ideals of the Brahma Samaj 
are enlisting more and more adherents, and are meet- 
ing with acceptance in the most unexpected quarters. 
The work of social reform as well as philanthropic 
work are being carried on by various organisations 
that agree with us in many essential principles, though 
they may not be in accord with us in all things. Hence, 
though on the list are to be found only 1037 members as 
belonging to our Samaj, there are jmore Brahmas 
in the country than within our community. As 
years roll on, the inlluence of the great Raja Kammohun 
Roy in all the spheres of activity of our educated 
countrymen is being felt mote and more. We wish that 
we were more earnest and zealous in our work and 
had greater resources in men and money. 

Our activities may be grouped under three heads; 
I. Spiritual ; II. Social ; and III. Educational. 



I. Spiritual Work. 

Mission Work. 

General Survey— Mission Work is the most essential 
part of the activities of theSadharan Brahma Samaj, and 
we employ the following agencies for this purpose, viz., 
(1) ordained missionaries, and mission workers (2) 
workers of the Sadhanasram ( 3) the members of the 
Sevak Mandali (Lay Workers’ Mission) ; (4) two 
organs of the Samaj ; (5) and the following institutions ; 
viz., the Calcutta Congregation and the Daily Divine 
, Service ; the Baranagore Working Men’s Mission, 
the Sangat Sabha ; the Theological Society ; the 
Students’ Weekly Service ; the Dharma Shikshalaya, 
the Sunday Moral Training School ; the Brahma Bandhu 
Sava, the Brahma Young Men’s Association, and the 
Bharat Mohila Samiti. 

At the beginning of the year the Executiv’e Commit- 
tee in consultation with the Missionaries and the Mission 
Workers drew up a programme and allotted work to 
each of them, so that the different provinces might 
get some attention from our missionaries. On account 
of the paucity of our workers, all calls for spiritual 
ministration could not be attended to. Our workers 
visited, during the year, Assam, North Bengal, East 
Bengal, West Bengal, Bihar, Orissa, Madras, Bombay 
the Punjab and also the United Provinces and Burma. 

It may be added in this connection that the Execu- 
tive Comtnittee sanctioned some money as travelling 
expenses to be paid tp two workers of the Sevak 
Mandali for doing some mission work in the Chittagong 
Division and in the towns of Northern India. 

It is a matter of satisfaction to report that the Khnsi 
Hills Mission was revived in September last and 
placed in charge of Babu Nilmani Cbakravarti. 


Ordained Missionaries. 

Babu Sasibhnshan Bose— was not in good health, 
yet he did some work and completed 
Babu Sasibhuehaa the '’History of the Brahma Samaj” 
*• * in Bengali. He also officiated at 

some domestic ceremonies. 
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Babu Nilmani Chakfavarti— took, part in the 
Maghotsav celebration at Shillong 
Babu Nilmani and at Kakina. He then visited 
Chakravarti. Kangpur, Mjmensingh, Dacca and 

did mission work by delivering 
lectures, conducting service and holding conversational 
meetings. He visited Shillong several times and 
conducted service both at the Mandir and at private 
houses. He took part in the Eastern Bengal Brahma 
Conference held at Dibrugarh in October and made him- 
self useful in various ways, and visited Digboi also, where 
he delivered a lecture. At Cherrapunji, his headquarters, 
he conducted divine service at the local Samaj Mandir 
and was in charge of the revived Khasi Plills Mission. 
He distributed medicines to the poor. He initiated three 
persons into Brahmaism and visited Sheila, Nongwar, 
Mowlong, and did Mission Work. He was in indifferent 
health off and on. 

Babu Hemchandra Sarkar, m.a., was in poor health 
throughout the year and could not 
Babu Hemchandra work as much as he would like. In 
Sarkar m.a. the beginning of the year he was in 

Southern India where he took part in 
the consecration ceremony of the Mandirs of Ipuripalam 
and Cocanada Brahma Samajes. He also visited 
Madras, Hyderabad, Gantur, Kajamundry, Cherala and 
Pithapuram. He returned to Calcutta towards the end 
of February with impaired vision, on account of which 
he could not go out of Calcutta again. He utilised his 
enforced stay in Calcutta in completing some literary 
work in which he had * been engaged for sometime 
past. During the year under report he published a 
volume in Bengali called "Gaudiya Vaishnava Dharma 
and Sri Chaitanya Deb” and is engaged in writing a 
number of books which are likely to be published about 
the time of the Centenary of the Brahma Samaj. 
He has also written and published a pamphlet in English 
“The Place of Brahma Samaj Among the Religions of 
the World” and another “Rammohun Roy, the Father 
of Modern India.” He had to devote considerable 
time and energy to the work of the Brahma Samaj 
Centenary in connection with Which he had to carry on 
extensive correspondence within and outsidtf India. Th^ 
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Sivaoath memorial work also engaged his attention. 
While in Calcutta he condti>.ted Divine Service in the 
Sadhanasram, at the Saniaj A. andir, and at some family 
residences. 

Mr. B. Subbukrishnay a— worked with Coimbatore 
as bis head- quarters. He visited 

Mr. E. Subbukri^li- Bombay t o take part in the Diamond 
naya* Jubijee celebration of the Prarthana 

Samaj and also Sind, Central India, 
Kerala, Tamil and Andhra countries and did some Mi.ssion 
Work. He also took part in the Anniversarr celebrations 
of the Indore Brahma Samaj, the Poona Prarthana Saumj 
and the Mangalore Brahma Samaj. He visited Manga- 
lore five times during the year. He also paid a visit to 
the Alleppev Samaj, Kotayam and Trivendrum and did 
mission work. He visited about 1-0 centres of the 
Samaj activities during the year. When he was at the 
Head-quarters he conducted service at the Samaj 
Mandir, besides working in co-operation with the local 
Civic and Social Workers’ Association. He visited the 
Central Jail regularly on Sundays and delivered lectures 
on religion and morals. He also took part in the 
local health activities. He acted also as a | oint-S cere t ary 
to the local Blood Relief Committee and helped in the 
work for the Dcjircssed Classes. 

Babu Satischaudra Chakravarti, .m.a.— was in charge 
of the Bhawauipur Sammilan Brahma 
B.ibu Satisebandra Samaj as its Resident Minister. 
Chakravatti m.a. Besides conducting the weekly cou- 

• gregatioual service and supervising 
the w’ork of the variouli institutions attached to the 
Samaj, he oHiciated at numerous domestic ceremonies 
both at Bhawanipur and at Calcutta. 

He was also in charge of the Sadhanasram as its 
Superintendent. When in town he conducted the morn- 
ing service in the Sanctuary on 'Ihursday mornings and 
the Young Men’s Sangat on Monday evenings. 

He conducted divine service, generally, once a month, 
in connection with the Calcutta Congregation of the 
Sadbaran Brahma Samaj. He took ])art in the 
various Utsavas of both the Sammilan .iml the 
Sadbaran Brahma Samajes. 
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Owing to the retirement of Rai Sahib Rajmohan Das, 
he acted from July as Secretary to the Society for the 
Improvement of the Backward Classes. 

He px'esided over the 37th session of the Bast 
Bengal Brahma Conference held at Dibrugarh in 
October. The Rammohun Roy Seminary at Bankipar, 
of which he was the Joint-Secretary, moved to a new 
house in November, and he took part in its opening 
ceremony. 

lie also worked during the year for the proposed 
Brahma Alai'riage Act, and in connection with the 
preparation for the Centenary Celebrations of the 
Brahma baraaj. 

During the year he made several contributions to the 
Taiivakaumiicli, the Indian Messenger, and the Tattva- 
hodhini 1‘airika. lie completed an edition of the 
Atmn fivniri of Maharshi Devcndr.anath Tagore in which 
he had been engaged for over a% year. In December 
last he brought out, at the request of the Executive 
Committee, a pamphlet with the title “The Brahma 
Samaj Centenary of 1928.” 

He visited Kurseong, Dibrugarh, Digboi, Gauhati, 
Patna, and Sylhet during the year, doing Mission work 
at all these places, and also officiating at domestic 
lunctions in some ot them. 

During the year under report, Babu .'winashchandra 
I.ahiri n.A,, was the Resident Minister

The Sadhanasram. 

The Sadhanasram was founded on the 1st February, 
1892, by the late Pandit Sivanath 
■ The Sadhanasram, gastri with the object of organising 
Cacutta. ^ brotherhood for practising and 

preaching Brahmaism and doing service to humanity. 
Asides the Central Asram in Calcutta, it has branches 
at Lahore, Berbampur (Ganjam) and Kurseong. In 
Calcutta, the anniversary of the foundation of the 
Sadhanasram was duly celebrated on the 1st February, 
1927. The workers and candidate-workers who had 
come to Calcutta to join in the Maghotsava spent a 
few days after the Ist of February in retirement at a 
garden-house at Agarpara. 

In the Asram sanctuary, Divine service was held 
every morning, and in the evening the inmates assembled 
for prayer and sankirtan. Theological classes and 
conversation meetings were held under Pandit Sitanath 
Tattvabhushan, Babu Hemchandra Sarkar and Babu 
Satischandra Chakravarti. The Young Men’s group 
usually met thrice every week. Babu Satischandra 
Chakravarti conducted the morning service on Thurs- 
days, and met the Young men’s group on Monday 
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evenings. As in last year, some young men connected 
with the Asram went to take part in the flood*relief 
work in Orissa. 

Babit Ba1)hrubahan Thakur, who was under train* 
, ing for some time, was taken in as 

liabu Babliriibahan a helper and was posted at village, 
* Berash in Dacca District, in charge 

of a Mission Centre amongst the 
Naraasudras. Babu Marinarayan Sen visited the Centre 
twice during the year. He gives a hopeful report of its 
activities. Harnest consultations arc being held about 
opening another Mission Centre for Namasudras at 
Ivotalipara in Faridpur District. 

The Mission Centre at Surla near the mouth of the 
river Balutda among the Kaivartas of the Ganjam 
district, opened some time ago by the Berhampur workers, 
underwent a large expansion. The various institutions 
at Surla have now been placed under a central organi* 
sation named the “Reform and Jfervice League, Surla.” 

The Sadhanasrara has a Seva section under which 
there tare the following philanthropic institutions, — (1) 
the Society for the improvement of the Backward 
Classes, (2) the Dacca Hindu Widows’ Home, (3) the 
Kerala Seva Sadan. Kai Sahib Rajmohan Das, the 
energetic and devoted secretary of the first of these 
institutions, having been incapacitated through failing 
eyesight, its secretaryship has devolved upon Babu 
Satischandra Chakravarti. 

The Sadhanasram has also a High school at Banki* 
pur, named the Rammohun Roy Seminary, which is in 
.'I flourishing condition. Its old buildings and land 
having been acfpiired by Government, it moved during 
the year to its splendid neAdy built house on the 
Khazanchi Koad. The opening ceremony was performed 
by the Hon’ble Minister of Education, Behar and Orissa. 

The Sadhanasram has sustained a great loss durini' 
the year by the death of Babu Gurudas Chakravarti, 
who was its first worker. After a life spent in the 
devoted and faithful service of God, he was called to hin 
rest on the Sth September la.st.

sram'"'* ^ open throughout the year 

excepting the months of October, 
November and December. Divine service was held 
daily in which the inmates of the Asram and some 
others joined. The Weekly Divine Service of Kurseong 
Bkrahma Samaj was also held in the Asram sanctuary. 
Babu Satischandra Chakravarti was at Kurseong 
lor about 3 months and conducted divine service on 
several occasions. Among others Mr, Joyamangal 
Rath of the Utkal Sadhanasram, Babu Salyendramohun 
Charavarti of Jalpaiguri, Babu Hareswar Barpujari 
and his family stayed in the Asram and joined in daily 
service and sadban. A Charitable Dispensary was 
conducted under the auspices of the Sadhanasram 
and medicine was distributed, the average daily 
attendance being about 15. From the Headquarters 
at Kurseong, mission work was carried on in North 
Bengal and Assam, 
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Jjbai Siba Bam was in charge of the Lahore branch, 

spent some time of the year out of Lahore. 

Lahore Sadhanasram. Bhai Bam Kishan stayed in the Ashram 
and worked as Superintendent of the 
students’ lodge attached to the Ashram. Weekly meetings 
were held for the benefit of the boarders, Bhai Bara KishaDy 
Bhai Sita Bam, Pandit Girdhar Roy, Prof : A, K. Sidhanta 
11. A., Prof. U. N. Ball M. A., Prof. Pritam Bing H. A, 
co-operated. The foundation day of the Ashram was 
observed on 1st February by a special service conduced in 
the morning by Lila Raghunath Sahai ; and in the evening, 
by lectures delivered by Prof. U. N. Ball and Prof. A. K. 
Sidhanta. The Brahvia Parcharaka, a fortnightly Urdu 
journal, was regularly published. 


Utkal Sadhanasram—The work of the Utkal Sadhana- 
sram has been carried on satisfactorily throughout the 
year by Mr. Halakrishna Rao, who was in charge of it, 
ably assisted byMr. Jayamangal Rath. From the head- 
quarters at Bcrainpore they carried on vigorous 
mission work throughout Ganjam and Vizagapatam 
Districts. At the headquarters, Bhajava, devotional meet- 
ings were held every evening. A strong mission centre 
has been built up at Surla, a village of fishermen in the 
Ganjam District, where regular congregational service 
was held during the year.

Shoroitioni Roy is working there and 
making preparation for repairing the Mandir. Divine 
service has been resumed at the Laitkynsew Brahma 
Samaj. Repairing of the Cherrapunji Brahma Samaj and 
Mission house has been commenced. Samaj Mandirs at other 
centres, vh Lumparing, Twa, Nongrim, Mawsmai 
Mawstoh &c. have been lying unrepaired for want of funds. 
At present divine service is conducted at Cherrapunji, 
Mawsmai, Twa, Nongthymmai, Shelia, Nongwar, Mawlong, 
Laithkynsew, Nongjri, Mawstoh. Two small schools are 
at work at Cherrapunji and Nongjri. Medicines are given 
at different centres at Cherrapunji, Nongjri and Mawlong. 
Rammohun Roy Memorial meetings were held at Ch®"»- 
punji, Nongwar and Nongjiri. The anniverawy of the 
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Nongwar Brahma Samaj was duly celebrated, when a 
young man was initiated into Brahmaism by Mr. 
Rohinikanto Koy. There was a special thanka-giving 
service held at Cherrapunji on the occasion of the revival 
of the Khasi Mission, and another to meet Baba Krishna- 
kumar Mitra, ex-president of the Sadharan Brahma Saniaj, 
who was presented with an address at Cherrapunji by the 
Brahmas of the hills.

The Mission is maintained out of the interest of the 
funds placed in^the hands of the Executive Committee b)' 
the late Mr. Sasipada Bauerji.in the year 1903 (two (lovern- 
ment I’romissory notes of the face value of ils. JOOO each) 
for preaching practical religion and morality among the 
workingmen of Baranagore. it is to be regretted that no 
satisfactory arrangement could he made for carrying un 
this work regularly during the year.

It teaches the Upaahhads, the Gita, Brahma literature and 
BrahmasMhan. The Adhyapakas are Pandit Sitanath 
Tattvabhushan, Prof. Dhirendranath Chaudhuri Vedanta- 
vagis, Babu Pratulchaudra Som and Dr. Srischandra 
Kay Vidyabhushan. 


The Students’ Weekly Service. 

The Student's Weekly Service was founded in the year 
1879 under the leadership of the late Mr. A. M. Bose, the 
late Pandit Sivanath Shastri and others with the object of 
diffusing liberal ideas on social, moral and religious matters 
among the young men of Calcutta and its suburbs and 
helping them in the formation of their character according 
to theistio principles. During its existence, the Service 
has gradually developed into an institution which seeks to 
promote the religious, intellectual and moral welfare of 
the student community in the city. In 1910, reforms of a 
far-reaching character were introduced into the Constitution 
which enabled the members to organise Fraternities for 
the realisation of particular objects e. g. social, devotional, 
educational and literary. The aims and endeavours of the 
Service are— ‘the promotion of the cause of temperance 
and purity among the students, the cultivation of an 
earnest spirit of enquiry and an active interest in questions 
of social reform and progress, the quest, realisation and 
propagation of liberal principles and theistic ideals of 
life and conduct, and the organisation of various activities 
for the furtherance of the cause of the Service. 

The Annual Meeting of the service was held in July 
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when the following office-bearers were elected for the

Dharma Shlkshalaya. 

This Institution was inangurated by the Executive 
Committee in 1926 for imparting religious instruction to 
Brahma young people. IJivine service was conducted 
and short discourses were given on nine different occasions 
during this year, Babu Sisirkumar Datta acted as its 
Secretary. 


The Brahma Bandhu Sabha. 

This Institution was revived in February 1927 by the 
Executive Committee and three meetings were held in the 
Mandir in 1927. Babu Sisirkumar Datta was the Secretary. 


Excursion for Devotional Purposes. 

In April 1927 a party of Brahmas, all abont 30, went to 
Agarpara (on the Hugli) and spent there the whole day at a 
garden. There was divine service at which Jlr. Krishnaknmar 
Mitra acted as minister. This was followed by individual 
prayers. At noon, all joined in a love-feast. In the 
afternoon there was divine service conducted by Bandit 
Sitanath Tattvabbushan. After this a discussion on the 
present spiritual condition of the Samaj and the means for 
improving it followed, continuing till evening, when the 
party returned to Calcutta having profitably enjoyed the 
day. Babu Sisirkumar Datta organised the party. 


The Sunday Moral Training School. 

The Sunday Moral Training School was started almost 
simultaneously with the foundation of the Sadharan Brahma 
Samaj, with the object of imparting instruction to our 
boys and girls that might help the steady growth and 
development of their moral and spiritual nature. It 
continued to do its work as usual during the year. It was 
held at the Brahma Girls* School premises on Sundays 
in the morning. It consisted of six classes. The nnmber 
of students on the 31st of December was 1 10. The teaching 
staff consisted of Miss Charnlata Sen (Secretary), Mrs. 
Basanti Chakravarti b. a,, Babns Bepinbehari Chakravarti 
B. A., Annadacharan Sen b. a,, Aparnacharan Bhattaoharya 
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K. A., and Snrendramohan Dafcta u. A., b. t. The annivar* 
eary was held on the 27th January, 1927, at the Mary 
Carpenter Hall. Baba Sashibhuahan Datta presided and 
gave away the prizes. There were musio, recitations and 
action songs on the occasion. 


Organs of the Samaf and 
Other Publications. 

There are two oBioial organs of the Samaj, viz, the 
Indian Mensenger, an English weekly, edited by Baba 
I’ratnlohandra Som, and the Tattva Kaumudi, a Bengali 
fortnightly, edited by Baba Baradakanta Basa, B.A., Like all 
other church organs both these papers have to be ran 
at a deficit, but the pecuniary loss is amply compensated by 
the educative value of the papers. They materially help 
the cause of the Brahma Samaj by carrying its messaae 
far and wide, and by serving as connecting links among toe 
different Sainajes. 

Pandit Sitanatli Tattvabhusau brought ont a new 
edition of his Philosophy of Brahmaism. Baba Amar> 
chandra Bhattauharjee compiled a booklet, Mtisaalman- 
hhaktnhrindcr Bhayavafnirhliur. Prof. D. N. Chaudhury, M.A., 
has published this year a Bengali work entitled Dharmer 
Tattva 0 Sudhun and an EngliVh work named Search 
of /esus.” 

A new edition of the Atmajibani of the Mabarshi 
edited by Habu Satiechandra Chakravarty, m. a., is an 
important publication of the year. Baba Hemofaandra 
Harkar, m.a., also has made an addition*to our religions 
literature by writing a book Called the Gauriya Faisnab* 
dhanna-O-Srichaitanya. A pamphlet as regards the date 
of the centenary of the Brahnvi Samaj has been compiled 
by Habiis Satischandra Chiikravarty, m.a., and Hemchandra 
Sarkar, M.A.. and distributed by tlie S. H. Samaj among 
tlie meuiiierH ami friends. Anotluw important pnblication 
is Neo-Heyvlianisiii by Or. Hirnlal Haider, which has been 
highly spoken of by eminent European philosophers.

Charity Fund. 

Daring tbe year under report 6 blind persons, 8 widows, 
5 students (including 2 girls} and one poor .family 
received regular and 3 students and one poor person 
occasional help out of the fund. The total receipts amonnted 
to Rs. 310-2-9 and the total expenditure was Rs. 262-4-0.

Flood Relief Work. 

Hearing of the devastating Hood in various parts 
of the country, specially in Orissa and Midnapur, 
The Executive Committee of the Sadharan Brahma 
Samaj appointed a Flood Relief Committee on the 18th 
August, 1927,* with Mr. P. N. Datta as Secretary, Dr. 
Anilkumar Sen, Asst. Secretary, and Sir P. C, Koy as 
President. . „ , 

Orissa, the most senousl^j affected area, first engaged 
the Committee’s attention and Prof. Upendranath Ball, 
M. A, started with Babu Bhupendranath Mitra, for 
Bbadrak on Blst August. He settled Karanjharia as 
the centre for relief work. He could but make a very 
brief stay there and so another batch consisting of 
Babtts Satyaranjan Sen and Anilchandra Choudhuri 
was sent. These workers also could not stay on and left 
for Calcutta immediately after distributing some relief. 

The third batch of workers consisting of Babus 
Nagendranath Bagcbi u. sc., Charuchandra Tarafdar, 
Amarnath Datta, Sudhirknmar Sen, Bhupendranath 
Koy and Prankumar Cuba headed by Babu Madhusudan 
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Sen, left for the field on the 16th of September, and 
Babus Madhusudan Sen and Nagendranath Bagcht 
continued their stay at the relief centre till the close of 
the work on 22ad December. Babu Bhupendranath Roy 
went a second time. 

The total quantity of rice that was distributed 
between the 5 th September and 22nd Deeember in the 
56 villages served by our workers was 1282 Maunds and 
36 Seers. Besides, 200 Blankets, 527 Dhuties, and old 
and new Jamas were given. 

Our workers from Calcutta for Midnapur were Babus 
Harakumar Guha and Anukulchandra Chatterji. They 
acted in co-operation with our local friends, Babus 
Pramathanath Banerji m. i., c., Satischandra Maiti and 
Bhimachandra Patra. The centre of work chosen was 
Manickjore, within the sub-division of Contai. 

The work began here on the 23rd of September with 
three villages and the maximum number of villages 
served was 22, The work began here earlier and 
continued till December 23rd. 

The total quantity of rice distributed at this centre 
was 322 Maunds 23 Seers and 2 Cbhataks. 50 Blankets, 
400 Dhoties, Shirts and Jamas also were given. 

Our income from donations, street collections etc., 
including Rs. 2250 contributed by the S. B. Samaj from 
the Permanent Famine Fund at its disposal amounted 
to Rs. 10,6y0-10-3 ; this added to the sale proceeds viz., 
Rs, 52-8-0, gave us a total income of Rs. 10,743-2-3, 

The expenses incurred for Karanjfaaria totalled 
Rs, 7,352-10-3 and for Manickjore Rs. 2,468-12-9, while 
at the head c^uarters office at Calcutta the entertainment 
of a clerk, printing of tickets and appeals, ^stationery and 
postage charges including insurance fees, telegrams and 
sundries entailed an expenditure of Rs. 257-5-6. leaving 
a balance of Rs. 664-5-9. vyith the Secretary. It has 
been decided to remit the balance after meeting the 
expenses of printing the report of the Flood Relief Work 
to Pandit Gopabandhu Das, Secretary Orissa Flood 
Relief Committee, for building of huts. 

The Executive Committee contributed Rs. 200 to 
the relict work done in Guzrat by the Bombay Prartbana 
Samaj and Rs. 100 to an organisation at Kotalipara and 
another sum ot Rs. 100 to Bhadrak before our workers 
had gone there. Some work was done in Midnapur before 
the Relief Committee had been formed, by Babu Ham- 
kumar Guha, who was deputed there by the Executive 
Committee.

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Our thanks are due to all the workers, but special 
mention must be made of our old friend Rabullarnkumar 
Guha, and Babus Anukulchandra Chatterjee and Madhu- 
sudan Sen. We accord our hearty thanks also to the 
donors and the boys and the teachers oi the Brahma 
Boys’ School, the Brahma Young Mens’ Association and 
others who co-operated with us in the work. Our 
thanks are also due to Sir P. P. Roy, the President, the 
Secretary Mr, P. N. Datta, and 'Assistant Secretary Dr. 
Anilkumar Sen. 


III. Educational Work. 

The Brahma Balika Shikshalaya. 

The school was founded in May, 1S90, by some 
members of the Sadharan Brahma Samaj, headed by 
the revered Pandit Sivanath Sastri, as it was keenly 
felt that the existing system of purely secular education 
was inadequate for the development of character. 

The School prepares candidates for the Matriculation 
Examination of the Calcutta I'niversity ; instruction is 
also given in music, drawing, sewing, cooking, drill. 
Hygiene and First Aid, so as to make the girls useful 
members of society. 

The school is an institution of the Sadharan Brahma 
Samaj, which appoints the Managing Committee. The 
following were the members of tlx? Managing Committee 
in 1927 : — Principal H. C. Maitra, Dr. Prankrishna 
Acharya, Mr. Krishnakumar Mitra, .Mrs. Kiron Bose, 
Mr. S. M. Bo^e (.Assistant Secretary), Mr. Annadacharan 
Sen, Mrs. Purnima Basak, the Tady Principal, Miss 
Charulata Sen f teachers’ representative). Mrs. Santa Nag 
and Lady Bose (Secretary). 

The staff consisted of : -21 teachers for the (icncral 
Department and 3 for the Training Department. 

In December 1927, there were 3GG students on the 
rolls as against 351 of the previous year. Of these, 28S 
were children of orthotlox Hindu parents, ten 
Mahomedans, and six Christians. 

The daily work of the .school begins with a hymn 
and a short prayer. The teaching of every class is tested 
by means of terminal and annual examinations. 

Among all the Girls’ Schools in Bengal, this school 
was the most successful in the Matriculation Examina- 
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tioa, obtaiaing the largest number of Government 
scholarships. 

Out of fourteen girls appearing at the Examination 
thirteen passed, twelve being placed in the First Division, 
and one in the second. Five girls obtained scholarships, 
one of them. Miss Koma Bose, standing first among all 
the girl candidates. 

Attached to the school, there is a Training Depart- 
ment which prepares girls for the Senior and Junior 
Teachership Certificate Examination. The Government 
grants six Senior Stipends of Rs. 12 per month. 
For the expenses of the Training Department, the 
Government makes a monthly grant of Rs. 500, and 
a monthly grant of Rs. 200 for the Hostel attached 
to this Department. Fourteen students appeared for 
the examination in 1920— five for the Senior Certificate, 
and nine for the Junior Certificate ; of these, ten 
passed. 

Scholarships ranging in value from Rs. 2 to Rs. 16 a 
month arc given to students of the school in considera- 
tion of their merits and circumstances. 

The Superintendent of the hostel is assisted by 
the resident teachers. Both in the morning and evening 
Divine Service is held at the hostel. The late Babu 
Ourudas Chakravarti used to conduct Divine Service once 
a week up to the time of his death. Now Babu Annada 
Charan Sen conducts the weekly service. 

The health of the boarders of the School Hostel and 
of the Training Dept. Hostel was looked after by Dr. 
Anil Kumar Sen, m. n. 

The school is maintained by means of fees, suberip- 
tions, donations and grants from the Government and 
the Corporation of Calcutta.’ 

The Committee have from .Vpril started a Provident 
Fund for the employees of* the School. The employees 
subscribe one anna and the Committee contribute half 
anna in the Rupee. 

The Free Primary Education started by the school 
in 1921 was the first attempt to impart f«e primary 
education to the girls in this town. The Corporation 
of Calcutta has taken over charge of this school 8>uce 
January 1925. The number on the rolls is 84, the 
average daily attendance being only 50.

Brahmo Samaf Education Society. 

The Brahma Sainaj E/lucation- Society (formerly 
known as the City College Institution) was brought into 
existence in 1904’ by the Sadbaran Brahma Saraaj in 
order to take over charge of the City College and School 
in Calcutta and Mymensingh from Messrs. A. M. Hose 
and Umeshebandra Oatta, trustees of the above institu- 
tions. It was provided by the Rules of the Society that 
it should look after the City College and School and also 
promote the educational activities of the Sadharan 
Brahma Samaj in various ways. The Society has at 
present seventy-three members. Principal Heramba- 
chandra Maitra was the Secretary, and Mr. S. M. Bose 
was Joint-Secretary, during the year under review. The 
Council onhe Society is also the Council of City College, 
and therefore, the executive work ol the society is earned 
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on by the Council of the College. A meeting of the 
Society has to be convened only on some special occa> 
sions, such as the abolition of an institution under its 
control, the acquisition of an institution not now be- 
longing to it, the sale of the immovable properties of 
the Society, etc. No such occasion arose, and, therefore, 
there was no meeting of the Society, during the year 
under report. 


City College. 

The City School was founded on January 6, 1S79. The 
F. A. classes were opened in 1891, and the B. A. in 1884. 
Thus within five years of the establishment of the school, 
the institution developed into a first-grade college. A 
building was erected at 13, Mirzapur Street, and was 
opened by Lord Ripon in December, 1883. Mr. A. M, 
Bose, proprietor of the institution, made over the building 
to a body of trustees in 1888. In January, 1905, the 
college was placed under the control of a Society 
registered under Act XXI of 1860, called the “City College 
Institution”, which is now known as “The Brahma Samaj 
Education Society”. It is the object of the Society “to 
promote the cause of education in its highest and widest 
sense, to make that education— comprehending the training 
of the mind, heart and body, and founded on a Theistio 
basis*-' conduce to the good of man and the glory of God.” 

The College prepares students for the B. A, Examina- 
tion in English (Pass and Honours), Sanskrit (Pass and 
Honours), Philosophy (Pass and Honours), I’ersian, History 
(Pass and Honours), and Political Philosophy ; for the B. So. 
Examination in .Mathematics (Pass and Honours), Physios, 
and Chemistry (Pass and Honours); and for the Inter- 
mediate Examinations in Arts* and Science, in English, 
Sanskrit, Persian, Bogie, History. Mathematics, Chemistry, 
Physios, Botany and Civics (from July, 1927). 

The number of students on the rolls on the Slst August, 
1027, was 1510 as against 1711 on the same date in 1926, 
comprising 298 in the 1. A, classes, 837 in the B. A. classes 
647 in the I. So. classes and 228 in the B. Sc. classes. 

The College staff in September, 1927, consisted of 18 
professors, 18 lecturers, 1 Maulavi, J 
trators, 1 librarian and one assistant librarian. 1 he ^ omoe 
staff consisted of a Head Clerk, a Cashier, a T;fpist, an 
ttooountant, two olerki, A storekeeper and a onre-taker. 
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Dr. Hiralal Haider and Prof. W. C. Wordsworth M. A., 
c. I. B’, formerly Director of Public Instruction, Bengal, 
have been serving the College as honorary professors. Mr. 
Amiyakumar Lahiri, B. Sc. also served as an honorary de- 
monstrator during the year under review.

There is a Charity Fund attached to the College lor 
the benefit of needy students, which is contributed to 
mainly by the members of the staff. A sum of Ks, 480 
was spent out ' of the fund during the session 1026-27, 
in helping some of the students with monthly stipends 
and also pecuniary assistance for the payment of University 
Examination fees. 

Provident Fund : — In .January, 191.0, a Provident Fund 
was created for the purpose of making some provision, on 
retirement or death, for the employees of the College and 
School or their families, i he members of the staff contribute 
to the fund at the rate of one anna per rupee of their 
salaries and the institution contributes at the rate of 
half an anna. In December, 1027, 70 members of the 
College staff including the menials and 30 members of the 
School staff contributed to the Fond. Subscribers are 
allowed >to borrow money from the Fund for some specified 
purposes ouly. They have to pay interest on the sums 
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advanced to them at the rate of 6 per cent per annum •' 
the amount standing to the credit of the Fund on the Slst 
December, 1927. was Us. 1,51, 808- H-(i invested as follows

Pensions have been granted to a few employees for 
long and meritorious service. It ought to be noted that 
the College mainly, but not exclusively, depends upon 
the fees paid by the students. Since the foundation of 
the institution Ks. 93,902-15-0 has been contributed to its 
funds by donors and subscribers. 

A number of free studentships is given to poor and 
and meritorious students, the cases of students belonging 
to depressed olasses receiving special consideration. The 
amonnt remitted during the last session was about Rs. 1,300 
in respect of tuition fees, besides which some 27 students 
were admitted free to messes and hostels attached to the 
College. 

With a view to fostering a spirit of healthy rivalry 
among the students and making the College examinations 
attractive, 20 scholarships, ten of Rs. 5 per month for the 
Intermediate classes, and ten of Rs. 6 per month for the 
senior classes, tenable for six months, are awarded on the 
results of the College examinations. Two more scholarships 
of the value of Ks. 15 per month are granted to students of 
the .3rd year (B. A. and B. Sc.) classes who, having appeared 
at the Intermediate Examination from this College, secure 
at least 75 per cent of marks ^herein. 

Besides the above scholarships, three other scholarships 
are awarded to deserving students out of the interest 
accruing from the funds placed in the hands of the Council 
for that purpose as noted below - 

(1) Two A. M. Bose Scholarships of Rs, 10 and Rs. 5 
per month respectively, founded by Mr. S. M. Bose in 
memory of his father. 

(2) One Satyendramohan Bose scholarship of Re. 5 
per month founded by the late Mr. 11. Bose in memory of 

his brother. , , * „ 

A Medical Officer has been engaged by the College 
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Council to look after the health of the boarders of the 
attached hostels and to attend them dnring illness. 

There is a physical instructor in charge of the College 
Gymnasium, which has been strengthened by the addition 
of a training class in boxing, wrestling and Ja*jut-8u. The 
students of this College take a special interest in football 
and cricket. The athletic department has been considerably 
improved since 1928. As regards cricket, the City College 
team has proved the strongest College team of the season. 
One of our students has become the champion in the 23 
miles Swimming Competition, two others have won the Ist 
and 2ad prizes in the All India Weight-lifting Competition, 
while another has secured the only prize for the best 
physique. Lathi play has also been introduced from this 
session. 

Lectures on moral and religious subjects are sometimes 
given in the College Hall. Divine service is held every 
Sunday at the Rammohan Ray Hostel, it being conducted 
by the Principal or a member of the Council or the staff. 
Divine service is also conducted in the College Hall on the 
day of the re-opening of the College after a long vacation. 
On the 6th January, 'the anniversary of the foundation 
of the institution, divine service is held in the College 
Hall in the morning, after which light refreshments are 
provided for the students.

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City College School, Calcutta. 

The affairs of the School department are directly 
managed by a 'Sub-oommitteer' consisting of 5 members 
working under tlfO' College Council. 

The school Ws all along endeavoured not only to 
qualify students, for the Matriculation Examination, but 
also to impart wholesome moral instruction to them. 
Hours have been set apart for moral training in each class 
and suitable text books have been prescribed for the 
purpose. The City Union and Asabahini (Hand of Hope), 
a society attached iio the School, meets on Saturdays. The 
day's work in the class commences with a prayer in which 
the teachers and the students join. Drill, Drawing and 
Music classes also are held. 

The distribution of prizes to successful students was 
held on the 12th April, 1927, when Principal lleramba- 
chaudra Maitra gave away the prizes. 

The instructive staff, consisting of 81 teachers, mostly 
Brahmas, met in conference several limes during the year 
and discussed various subjects relating to the improvement 
of the School. The school suffered an irreparable loss 
by the death of its Headmaster, Babu Srigo))al Chakravarti, 

The numerical strength of the school on the 8 1st Decern 
ber last was 628 against 65-1 on the corresponding date of 
the preceding year. 47 hoys were sent up for the Matri 
culation Hxaniinaliun of whom 88 passed, 17 in the first, 
15 in the second and 1 in the third division. One of tire 
successful boys secured a Government scholarship of Ks. 15 
a month.

Brahma Sama| Hostels for Girl 
Students. 

In July 191.', a hostel was started under the auspices of 
the E.vecutive (,'otnmittei* of the Sadliaran Brahma Satnaj 
to provide accommodation for girls from the Muffasil who 
found it diflicult to get admission into the Hethnne College 
Hostel. Mr. S. C. Mahalanobis was the .Secretary. In 1923 
it was found that both the Bethune College Hostel and 
the Brabma Bamaj Hostel could not meet the demand fur 
admission and accordingly the Exat^utive committee authorised 
the Managing Committee of the institution to open another 
hostel. It was started in July 1923 at lirst lor two yuuis 
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only. But the construotion of tli« proposed building for 
the Bethune College Hostel not having been taken up 
during the period, it has ever since continued to exist. 
During the year under report the (l-overnment extended its 
grant, though at a reduced rate, to June 19;^9. The work of 
both the hostels went on as usual. There were arrangements 
for regular religious instruction and divine service for the 
benefit of the boarders. As in previous years the demand 
for seats was so great in the beginning of the session, that 
though the hostels contained 88 seats, many candidates had 
to be refused admission for want of accommodation. Some 
vacancies, however, occurred in the latter part of the 
session. Among the inmates some attended the Scottish 
Churches College and the Post Graduate classes of the 
University, The total receipts, including those from 
Government grants, amounted to Rs. 18,173-1-9 and the 
expenditure to Rs. 18,39U*12-10V. Dr. Prankrishna Acharya 
was the Secretary and Babu Baradakanta Bose Assistant 
Secretary. 

Annual report of the Society for the improvement 
of the Backward Classes in Bengal and Assam. 

The Society now maintains 407 schools in 22 dis- 
tricts oi I5cn^al and .\ssam with 10,670 pupils of which 
25.7 3 ;irc girls in 9 1 Girls’ Schools. It is now equipped 
with two -Magic I.roitcros for giving lectures in Hygiene 
and Social Reform. The Society has now organised 
2 Scout troops attached to two High Schools — one 
in Dacca, and another in the Jessore District. It is now 
ra.iking an attempt to introduce weaving .and other 
industries in its schools. 

The total income for 1P2G-27 was Rs. i.3, 107-4-1 144 p. 
and the total expenditure Rs. 15,753-0-2 p. 

IV. other 'Business. 

The Maghotsav : The year began with the celebration 
of our most important festival, the ]\[aghotsav. which was 
participated in by our friends and fellow believers from 
different parts ol the country. A party of Brahmas called 
the Usakirtan Party sang hymns in the morning along the 
various streets of the city throughout the month of Paush 
and thus gave the message of the arrival of the season of 
prayer and rejoicing. 

Besides the Maghotsav, three other Uf^avs, th^ 
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Bengali New Year's Day, the Foundation Day of the Sadharan 
Brahma Saniaj and the Bhadrotaav, were celebrated during 
the year. Detailed programmes of all these Utsavs are 
given in the Appendices, 

The Anniversaries of the death of Raja Rammohan Roy, 
Pandit Sivanath Sastri and of Pandit Nawadwipchandrn Das 
were duly observed. There was divine sevice in the 
morning of the 27th September in the Mandir and a 
public meeting at Albert Hall in celebration of the 
Raja’s death aniversary and Pandit Sastri’s death anniversary 
was celebrared by divine service and a public meeting held 
in the Mandir on the oOth September. In honour of I'andit 
Navadwipohandra Das’s memory a meeting was held on 
the 10th Magh in the afternoon. The Adyasradh of our 
revered missionary, Babu Gurudas Chakravarti, was per- 
formed by the S. B. Samaj on the 25th September. 

Navadwip Memorial Fund — During the year Rs. 300 was 
added to the Navadwip Memorial Fund.

A. M. Bose Memorial prizes—Two prizes called the A, .M. 
Bose Memorial Prizes were awarded by the K.vccu 
tive Committee out of the proceeds of the trust funds 
endowed by his sons, of the value of Rs. 25 and Rs, 2(' 
for fwo essays written by college and school studeiitr* 
respectively, of the Brahma commnnity, on two subject-', 
selected by the Executive Committee. 

Qolden Jubilee of the S. B. Same] 

For the oelebratioo of the Golden Jobitee of the Sadharan 
Brahma Samaj a committee oonaiaiing of members both in 
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Calcutta and various MaflC<asil towns was formed and Babus 
Rameschandra Mnkherjeo and AnnadaCharan Sen have been 
appointed joint Secretaries and Prof. D. N. Ohaudhuri, 
Assifc. Secretary, and it has been decided to celebrate the 
occasion during the next Raster Holidays. 


The KhasI Hills Mission 
Sub-Committee. 

The Khasi Hills Mission sab«committee, of which Mr. 
Birajasankar Gaha, m.a., rn.n., was Secretary, held two meet- 
ings in July and one on the 8th of August last, and after 
fully considering all sides of the question, came to the 
unanimous conclusion that the mission could not be revived 
without the co-operation of Srijut Nilmani Chakraverti, 
and it was decided to refer the matter to the Executive 
Committee. .\t its meeting of the 11th August last the 
Executive Committee pasaed the following resolution : 
“Resolved that the Executive Committee accepts the recom- 
mendation of the Lvhasi .Nfission Sub Committee and requests it 
to submit a detailed scheme before the Executive Committee 
for Hnal disposal.’ A meeting of the Khasi Mission Sub- 
Committe•^ was accordingly held on the 26th of Augnst 
last, in which a detailed scheme for the ’revival of the 
Mission was discussed and adopted and sent to the Exe- 
cutive Committee for final sanction. At its meeting held 
on the Ist of September last, the Executive Committee 
after a prolonged discussion gave its final sanction to the 
scheme of revival of the Khasi Mission under Sjt. Nilmoni 
Chakravarti. The old Sub committee wa'? also converted 
into n Standing Committee by a resolution of the Exe- 
cutive Committee. At its meeting held on the 20th of 
September, the details regarding the revival of the Khasi 
Mission were discussed and it was decided to raise a special 
Khasi Mission Fund with Mr. Asoke Chatterjee as its 
Treasurer and to issne an appeal to friends aud sympathisers 
for active support for Brahma Mission work among the 
Khasi. The appeal has not yet been issued.

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1‘H'e Qe&tiptifti'j Cfbraniittee appointed by the Executive 
Commit^e of the Sadharan Brahma Samaj met several 
tiine#d«ia^g'fhe year. An objection was raised in some 
quarters agi^inpt the celebration of the Centenary io 
^ugtu^ 1928. At a conference of representatives of the 
three Sections at. Brahma Samaj in equal numbers, held 
on 27th *Septemberf last, the following resolution was 
' uj^ammously 'adopted . , 

^ “This conference recommends j^at the Centenary 
celebrations- of the l^rahmd Samaj b^ commenced in or 
about August 1926, and- be carri<?d on to January 
l^OA’ ' X * ’ 

• . . Arrangernents in accordance with this resolution lor 
the celebration of the Centenary are well in hand, 
fiiiaoy religious orga'nisations and individuals have 
been written to to join in the jcelebration . and warm 
responses have been received from several friends including 
the American Unitarian Association, the British ana 
foreign Unitarian Association, the Society of Friends of 
England and that of America, the Bahai Spiritual 
Assembly and the Liberal Jewish ]\[ovcment. Rev. K. S. 
Loring, representing tlie American Unitarian Associa- 
tion, and l)r. W. H. Graham of the British Society of 
Friends, who vdsited India during the year, conferred with 
and gave valuable suggestions for the celebrations of 
the Centenary. Most of the Brahma and Prarthanu 
Samajes have been consulted as to the programme of 
the Centenary, and many of them have assured us of their 
earnest co-operation. Funds arc being collected, though 
rather slowly. The English and Bengali works of Raja 
Rammohun Roy, and the English translation of the 
Brahma Dhnrmn have been .sent to the press and made# 
considerable progress. Other books of the Centenary 
edition of. Brahma Clnssic.s are under preparation. 
Rev. Dr. W. H. Drummond is expected to arrive in 
August next. A strong American Delegation, including 
Dr, and Mrs. S. C. Southwortb, has also been assured. 

E&ft Bengal Brahma Conference — The 37th anniversary 
of the Kast Bengal Brahma Conference was celebrated at 
Dibrnghulf on the 6th 7th 8th and 9th October last. The 
Keesption Committee made very suitable arrangement for 
the aocotnmodafeion of the delegates — ladies and gentlemen, 
Al^nt sixty delegates came from different plnc6.s outside 
Dibragbar, %|id a larger number of local people attended 
the deliberations regularly.

The work done during the year under some of the items 
have already been reported.

Efforts were made to realise ’ the arrears from the 
members and the subscribers to the two organs of the 
Samaj. The One Rupee Fund and the Three Rupee 
Funds also were kept open as during last year and 
some contributions raised, but owing to the Flood Relief 
work that had to be done during the last quarter of the year, 
much attention could not be paid to collecting donations. 


Meetings of the General 
Committee. 

There were four quarterly sittings beld in April, July, 
October and January (of 1928), at which the quarterly 
reports of the work of the .Samaj were submitted and 
passed. There were two monthly sittings held on June Ist 
and 81st August to discuss the finances and the mission 
work of the Kamaj respectively. In compliance with a 
resolution passed in the latter meeting, jBome lay workers 
were requested to supplement the work of the missionaries 
and mission workers, but on!^ one gentleman went out 
on a mission tour during the last month of the year and 
did some work at Gaya and Lucknow.

On 
the 27th September the Death Annitrersary Raja RalA* 
iiK>han Roy was celebrated by inviting the village people 
to a meethig in the building of the local school^, which 
observed half*holiday on the occasion. On the ^28th 
December the sradb mremony of the late Baba Stjatiatb 
fiabshi was performed 
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Th'6 total gtOAS iDcome during the year was Rs, 802-1-3 
including a special receipt of Rs. 322 by the sale of jungle 
which we get every 3rd* or year. This year we have 
been able to eonsolidate our occupancy right to 22 bighas 
(standard) of land nf^der the Zemindar, Babu Birendranath 
Jana, after a protracted dispute for over three years,' by 
payment of Rs. 400 as mutation fees. By the grace of 
God we have been able by this year to settle all our 
disputes regarding our rights and have attained a position 
to do more for the internal improvement of the estate and 
for our Mission Work than has hitherto been possible.

The financial Condition of the Samaj* 

The Secretary reported that the financial condition of the 
Samaj was becoming worse day by day and that considerable 
difficulty was being felt even to pay the missionaries and mission 
workers their monthly allowance. He invited the Members of 
the General Committee to co-operate with the ofiice-bearers 
by influencing members to pay off their arrears and increase 
their rate of subscription. 

Mr. Ainiyakumar Sen referred to the steps that were being 
taketi for facilitating the work of realising arrear subscriptions^ 
Ho informed the members present that a complete list of 
members whose subscriptions had fallen in arrears for more 
than two years was being drawn up. A similar list had been 
made for the subscribers of the Indian Messenger and the 
Tattwa Kaumudi. He requested the members of the General 
Committee to go through these lists and to’jbelp the Samaj 
by infinencing their friends, acquaintances and .relatives to raise 
their rate of subscriptions, pay off their arrears and become 
subscribers to the Indian Messenger and Uie Tattwakaumudi. 
He made a comparative stateryeiit of income during 1926 and 
1927 and it was found that although the income under 
subscriptions t(> the General Fund and the Tattwakaumudi 
had appreciably increased, that under, subscriptions to the 
Mission Fund and the Indian Messenger had decreased con* 
siderably. 

Mr. Sisirkumar Dutt pointed out that many promised 
donations had not been realised and were now unrealisable 
owing to the death of those who promised them. 

Mr. Annadacharan Sen referred to a similar state of affairs 
in the ease of bequests left to the Samaj by wills 

Mr. Galitiwohan Das pointed out that the income under 
donation to the Mission Fund was also decreasing and asked 
the tiiisstonaries and niissiou workers to help the Samaj in the 
matter. 
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Muffossil Saniajes and the Lay Workers Mission. 

Mr. Ramesohandra Mukherjee informed the meeting that a 
meeting of the Sevakaraandali had been recently held where 
it had been decided that members of t!)e Mandali should pay 
visits for devotional purposes to Samajes in the suburbs of 
Calcutta like Ultadinghi, Niinta, Andul at least once a month, 
each. He also referred to the serious situation that bad arisen 
in Mafasil Samajes like Rampurhat, Murshidabad and other 
places owing to the fact that there were very few Urohmos 
present to carry on their work. 

Mr. Herambacbandra Maitra pointed out a similar situation 
at Knmarkhali and Kusthia. 

Mr. Annadacharau Sen requested the members of the Samaj 
to visit Mufassil Samajes more regularly. 

Mr. Sisirkuraar Uutt asked members to attend all aiuiiver- 
sary meetings of the neighbouring Samajes.

Tbe real need of an organisation for the young 
hopefuls of the Samaj, which can impart a sound moral 
training and advance the young Brahmos in devotional 
and pious lives, was the motive force which brought 
into being this Samiti in the early part of this country. 
The late revered Acharya Sivanath Sastri was the 
promulgator of this organisation, and young men 
like the late lamented Sukumar Roy, Ajitkumar Chakra- 
verty and others were eminent products of the Samiti. 
The Samiti had thus rendered an useful service to the 
Brahmo Community in its infancy. The weekly meet-- 
ings of the organisation used to be held under the 
hospitable roof of the Sadhan Ashram, and Pandit 
Sastri himself used to conduct Services and Prayers 
occasionally. However, after a few years of its useful 
existence, the passing avvay of the eminent personalities 
like Pandit Sastri, Sukumar Roy and Ajitkumar Chakra- 
verty struck a death blow to the Samiti and it fell into 
a moribund condition. 

Then in the early part of 1925, just after the Utsav, 
the Samiti was re-vivified, and since that time it has 
been holding its weekly sittings (every Wednesday in 
the evening) under the same hospitable roof of the 
Sadhan Ashram. The following office-bearers were 
elected for the year :

The Samiti holds Divine Services, Prayers, Scripture- 
readings, religious discourses, death anniversaries of 
SmhmVSaint^ and takes periodical instructions and 
guidance from the revered Elders of the Samaj.

It also undertook to reclaim the oil-painting photo 
of Nagendranath. and to help Sj.

It is gratifying to note here that the Samiti 
has already been able to bring the first undertaking 
into a successful completion. The unveiling ceremony 
of the Photo was held on the 11th of December, 1927, 
and a brief report of the occasion came out in the 
Indian Messenger of 18. 12. 27. The Samiti has also 
been helping Mr. Kar in his laudable attempt by col- 
lecting materials.

imminent distress by giving a timely 
help. 

(Hi) Cleaning of the Mandir. During the Easter 
Holidays the members of the Samiti thoroughly cleansed 
the inside of the Mandir and removed the dust from 
the carpets and other equipment. 

(iv) Sadharan Brahmo Samaj Library. The Samiti 
helped in various ways to remedy the present unhappy 
condition of the Library. 

(v) Maghotsav. One of the Joint-Secretaries of the 
Maghotsav Committee, Mr. Sisirkumar Datta, is the 
Vice-President of the Samiti. The Committee got a 
substantial help in many ways from the members of 
the Samiti.

Presidential Address. 

By Pandit Sitanath Tattvabhushan. 

Sisters and brethren, 

Last year I read a rather long address on the pre- 
sent occasion. Having re-read that address 1 find that 
what I said in it on the spiritual wants of the Samaj 
and the means of supplying them is of such permanent 
interest that if allowed to do so 1 would repeat it this 
year also. But without actual repetition I would 
draw your attention to the points I dealt with in a brief 
and more direct manner. I shall however first speak, 
about some institutions which I directly laboured to 
bring into existence. About the others the Secretary’s 
report has, I hope, given you the necessary information. 

Of the institutions 1 spoke of in my last address, 
all have continued to work with more or less success. 
Only the Sangit Vidyalay has ceased to exist for want 
of sufficient support ami patronage. In its place has 
come into existence a Samiti which I had endeavoured 
to establish last year, but had failed. It is the Sangit 
Samiti formed about the middle of the year closing. It 
consists of all the principal singers of the Samaj as its 
members, with Mrs. Kumndini Bose as its Secretary 
and Mrs. Surama Sen and Mr. Nirupam Banerji as Asst. 
Secretaries. Since its foundation it has, I hope, greatly 
helped the Secretaries of the Calcutta Congregation in 
making good arrangements for music in connection with 
its Sunday services. The other institution founded in 
the course of the year is a revival of the old Rammohan 
Chatuspfithf in connection with the Theological Society. 
Its classes mieet daily in tlje Sddhankutir. The GHd and 
the Upaaishads are taught ^on fwo days each, and 
Brihma literature and Brahmas&dhan on one day cacl|. 
At the latter part of the year, as the University examina- 
tions drew near, the attendance greatly fell off and the 
cidsses were practically closed in December. The orga- 
nisers are however unremitting in their endeavours to 
place the Chatusp^thl on a permanent footing and they 
are not without a hope that something will be done 
in this direction from its re-opening after the Utsar. 

As to the othfer spheres of my activity as your Presi- 
dent 1 have not much to say, and what little I 
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to Say 1 omit and pass to graver matters like the 
spiritual condition of the Samaj and our system of 
mission work. It seems to me that we as a body fail 
to notice the great change that has come over the 
country since the Sadharan Brahma Samaj was estab- 
lished and to adopt suitable plans for carrying on spiri- 
tual and propagandist work. When the Brahma Samaj 
was established and at thetime the Maharshi was laying 
the foundations of our devotional and denominational 
life, the country was just emerging from its bondage 
to garas and sdstras regarded as authorities and feel* 
ing after a free basis for religious faith and practice. 
The Maharshi’s and subsequently the Brahinananda’s 
appeal to instinctive faith was then heartily welcomed 
by Brahmas both within and without the Brahma 
fold. Many indeed have been the glorious specimens 
of men trained under that system of Brahmaism. Even 
about the beginning of the Sadharan Brahma Samaj we 
have seen very zealous Brahmas of the old type. But 
during the last forty years or so a change amounting 
to a revolution has taken place in our midst and in the 
country at large. The old appeal does not meet with any 
response and no new form of appeal has Ijeen generally 
adopted. The result is a widespread indifference to reli- 
gion and something worse than indifference. Faith is 
visibly decaying and there is no endeavour to fill its place 
by rational belief. Attempts to promote the philoso- 
phical study of religion are not encouraged by many of 
us and institutions established for the systematic teach- 
ing of Brahmaism languish for want of support and 
patronage I fear that if this state of things continues 
for half a century more, nay even a quarter of a cen- 
tury, the Brail nut Samaj will become practically, if not 
theoretically also, a secularistic body of social reformers. 
1 have met with men among the members of the Samaj 
who have frankly told me they have no faith in the 
existence of God. Others are more cautious and shrink 
from an open avowal of Unbelief from considerations of 
polky ; but their utter indifference to practical religion 
in any form betray their scepticism,-— a scepticism not 
the result of earnest inquiry and study, but of the loss 
of faith in popular Hinduism owing to the liberal educa- 
tion they have received and the absence of any system 
of religious teaching favourable to the growth of 
rational faith. In Hindu circles outside the Brahma 
Samaj the state of things is even worse. The open 
avowal of.atheism and the unchecked pursuit of a purely 
secular life bring no unpopularity there and mar no 
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prospects and affect no interests as they do here to some 
extent, la the case of earnest men there seems to be a 
slow but steady return to old methods, — to the accept- 
ance of orthodox saaydsis or gosditis as religious guides 
and the uncritical extolling of the ancient sdstras. For 
all this the Sadharan Brahma Samaj, which stands 
at the fore-front of Indian reform and to which the 
country directly or indirectly looks for guidance, is 
more or less responsible. If we had devised a rational 
system of religious study and education, graduated 
according to age and capacity and thus suited alike 
to old people, youths and children, it our old and 
advanced people had followed such a system in their 
endeavours alter the higher life and if they had striven 
after training their children in a similar way, the state 
of things we see around us would have been impossible. 
1 entreat you all, young and old, to realise the import- 
ance of the matter and do the needful before it is too late. 
To me it has always seemed an anomaly that a free 
church like ours, which rejects the authority of sctstras 
and gums is yet without any reasoned system about 
which at least a large number of grown up men and 
women, if not all, are agreed and a graduated course 
of religious teaching for its young. In my own humble 
wa 3 - 1 have endeavoured throughout m\' life to present 
such a system and suggest such a course of teaching, 
but mine has been mostly a cry in the wilderness. 

In another very important matter we have, it seems 
to me, failed in reading the signs of the times. We have 
not taken an adequate notice of the growing tide of 
patriotism and nationalism in the great Hindu popula- 
tion of the country. We are not sufficiently awake 
to the f.ict that the rampant Anglicism of the days 
of Dcrozio and his. pupils is gone for ever and that 
even the modified Anglicism of the earlier days of Kesav 
and his followers is dead except for a small number 
of people here had there whb are too indolent to open 
their eves. In speaking of ‘our growing patriotism 
and nationalism 1 am not thinking so much of bur 
political aspirations as of our religious ideals and end- 
eauours. 1 have my own political creed, but this is 
neither the time nor the place to speak of it. The^ great 
revival of Sanskrit learning which has been going on 
jin»tbe country for over a century, specially for the 
last balf-century, the life-time of the Sadharan Brahma 
Samaj, has been both the effect and the cause of this 
nationalism. -4. genuine love for one’s own country must 
lead one to an earnest study of its literature, and such 

U 
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a study must, in the case of a great literature like 
ours, reveal its glories,— its depth, beauty and swset- 
ness. 1 more than doubt the patriotism of an educated 
man who merely professes to love his country, but takes 
no pains to study its literature. The ignorance of Sans- 
krit is no excuse. Many of our ancient books, specially 
our sacred books, have been translated into English 
and into several of the Indian vernaculars, and it is open 
to every man vvho has received a fair education, not to 
speak of the highly educated, to study them and 
master their teachings. Some of our ministers and mis- 
sionaries have a superficial acquaintance with our sacred 
books, mostly perhaps through compilations like the 
Brdbmadbarma Grantba and the Slokasangraba, — an 
acquaintance which enables them to pick up texts in 
support of what they preach in the course of their 
addresses and discourses. I do not speak of this skin- 
deep learning. It does not meet the requirements of the 
case in question. The country is now Hooded with editions 
of the G(t&, the Upanishads, the systems of Indian 
philosophy, the Yoga and the Bhakti Sdstras anil so 
on. A general acquaintance with the teachings of such 
works is very common, and learned men who have 
written profound works on them are not few. A com- 
plete change has come over the religious atmosphere of 
the country. In this atmosphere the old and still- 
prevailing form of Brahma preaching, with its appeals 
and references to the Christian scriptures and to the 
English poets and essayists, is quite ineflectual. Edu- 
cated India has discovered the value of our ancient 
scriptures, the rich grain which lies hidden in them and 
on which the soul can feed and grow if it is separated 
from the husk in which it is enclosed. And modern 
science and philosophy have taught her to separate the 
husk from the grain. It has bi en found out that not 
only the Prastbdaatrayam, but even the higher Puranns 
and Tantras also are not polytheistic arid idolatrous, 
that Idolatry has been devised, unwiselj’ indeed, only 
for the ignorant and unlefirnrd and not for the wise. It 
has also been discerned that the Theism of the Hindu 
scriptures is a far more rational and profound system 
than current Christian and Islamic Theism and the Deis- 
tic Monotheism which many Brahmas imbibe from the 
English literature which usually feeds their intellectual 
life. All this has brought about a complete change of 
attitude towards the Brahma Samaj ort the part of edu- 
cated Indians. Brahraaism, as professed b;^ ordinary 
Brahmas„is not supposed to be a higher religion than 
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the religion taught in the Hindu scriptures. It is rather 
supposed to be a faith far less rational and elevating 
latter. The visits of Brahma missionaries to 
munussil towns create no enthusiasm among the educa* 

. ’I'hey are supposed to be a comparatively ignorant 
and ill-informed set of men and are not expected to teach 
anything very deep and edifying. Among the half-educa- 
ted their denational and unpatriotic attitude and man- 
— the sharp distinction they draw between Hindus 
and Brahmas, between Hinduism and Brabmaism, — 
generates a feeling of repulsion and alienation. This is 
Iiartly the case in Calcutta also. The general ability and 
eloquence of our preachers draw's a large, at any rate a 
fair, audience in our Mandir week after week and in our 
occasional public addresses, — an audience of which more 
than three-fourths belongs to the orthodox fold though 
accepting Monotheism and at least theoretically reject- 
ing Idolatry. If they cared for the latter, they would be 
repelled by our repeated attacks on it, but evidently 
they are not so repelled. There is, however, no gesture 
on the part of this body habitually receiving our minis- 
trations towards closely mixing with us religiously pro- 
fiting by our advice and helping us with donations and 
subscriptions in our mission and propagandist work 
There may be other causes also of this coldness and ind’- 
fference to us on its part. But one of the causes — to mie 
it seems the chief cause — is our denational mode of prea- 
ching and our unpatriotic attitude towards Hindus 
outside the Brahma Samaj. In my long life I have seen 
better days in this respect. There was a time when 
anusthdnic and tion-a nusthdnic Brahmas were not so 
divided and separated as they are now'. In fact, in those 
days the great mass of educated peoplg' were non-dnas- 
tbdaic Brahmas, glorying in the ‘Brahma’ name and 
contributing largely to the funds of the Brahma Samaj. 
Why is it nob so now ? What has produced the present 
state of alienation ? I havd already answered this ques- 
tion. It is our growing denationalism and the growth 
of self-consciousness and self-respect in the orthodox fold* 
It is not our distinction of (umstbdnic and aon-anusibd- 
nM for this distinction is as old as the days of the 
Maharshi, when this alienation did not exist. A similar 
distinction exists in the Arya Samaj, The great mass of 
its members conform to idolatrous practice, but this 
does not interfere with their enthusiasm for the Arya 
cause and their large and ever-increasing donations in 
support of it. The same relation may again exist bet- 
ween us, Brahmas, and those who prefer to call them- 
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selves Hindus ; nay, the Brahma name itself will lose its 
unpopularity if we give up our unpatriotic and dena- 
tional attitude and method of preaching. Orthodox 
Hindu society is slowly but surely following us. Those 
who have eyes to see must notice what progress it has 
made during the last quarter of a century, specially 
during the last ten years in educating its women, in abo- 
lishing untouchability, that is, promoting interdining 
among the different castes, and to a certain extent in 
encouraging intermarriage. If the Brahma Samaj could 
shake off its denationalism and exclusiveness and place 
itself at the head of this reform movement as its natural 
leader, the progress of Hindu society towards Brahma- 
ism would be immensely accelerated, our mission work 
would receive a tremendous moral support from that 
society and our economic problem would be solved. 
What we have to do in bringing about this state of 
things is briefly this ; 1. Our old men should form 

themselves into reading circles and with or.c another’s 
help acquire a thorough knowledge of the Hindu scrip- 
tures and Indian systems of philosophy. 2. A graded 
system of teaching the si'istrns should he devised for our 
young people and they should be encouraged to go 
through this system by the grant of scholar.sbips and 
the award of prizes to successful students. 3. A system 
of missionary training should be promulgated, — a system 
in which a knowledge of all th.e scriptures respected in 
the country should form a prominent part, but the 
knowledge of the Hindu scriptures, as tho.se of the 
major portion of the Indian population and as the 
deepest and most comprehen.sive of ethnic scriptures, 
should be made the basis of instruction in the other 
scriptures. It is only bj’ efforts like these, that we can 
hope to correct the mistakes of a century, specially of 
the last half-century. At apy rate, In the beginning of 
our next fifty years’ life we should put our heads toge- 
ther and by calm deliberation try to come to a clear 
decision as to the futUre methods of conducting the work 
of the Samaj. 

On one other point, though as important ns, if not 
more so than those I have dealt with, 1 shall speak 
rather briefly before I close. It cannot be doubted that 
during the last few years a strong tendency to practi- 
cally ignore the spiritual side of the Samaj work and un- 
duly emphasise its social and constitutional aspect has 
made itself felt in certain quarters. This is visible on 
the one hand in the growingly thinner and thinner atten- 
dance at the Sunday services and the Students’ Service 
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and the languishing of all the Samaj institutions for pro- 
moting our spiritual improvement like the Sangat, the 
1 heological Society, the Brahma Young men’s Associa- 
tion and the Dharma Sikshalaya, and on the other hand 
in the crowded attendance at social gatherings and 
garden parties and in the eagerness to enter the several 
Committees of the Samaj and thus having a hand in 
controlling its affairs. 1 have often said and I said so 
in my last presidential address, that the remedy for this 
lies in the rallying of all who care for spiritual life, in 
the constant exchange of thoughts, feelings and experi- 
ences among them and in making their influence felt by 
those who are indifferent to the higher side of our 
religion. And I go farther. It has lately dawned on me 
that the constitution of the Samaj is not safe unless 
such men, — men of advanced age, of superior learning 
and deep spiritual experience, — form something like a 
Council of Elders in the Samaj constitution and exercise 
a controlling influence on the decisions of ordinary mem- 
bers. The addition of such a Council would not interfere 
with the constitutional character of the Samaj. It 
would rather give to our constitution a more truly repre- 
sentative character than it possesses at present. It 
would represent and safeguard interests neglected and 
not at all represented in it now. The rate at which the 
membership of the Samaj is increasing year after year, — 
a membership consisting mostly of young people of 
immature views, is a real danger to its future. Any day 
an ovcrwhelining majority of such members may carry 
resolutions detrimental to the spiritual aims of the 
Samaj and to the expansion and deepening of its mission 
work! This can be prevented only by the provision hat 
the decisions of the general meetings of the Samaj, at 
any rate those on tfle mattei;s referred lo, should be con- 
flnned and revised by a body of elders. In all healthy 
states, however democratie, the interests of landed pro- 
perty, wealth, commerce, and highec education are safe- 
guarded against their possible (danger at the hands of 
ordinary commoners who have little or no stake in the 
country, but who, on the strength of a minimum qualifi- 
cation, have a voice in its administration. In a religious 
community like ours, do not worship, wisdom, scholar- 
ship, devotional fervour and spiritual experience stand 
in need of being safeguarded against their rough hand- 
ling by young people of eighteen who have nothing more 
than a' subscription of Re. 1 to qualify them as gover- 
nors of thelSamaj ? 1 hope I shall not be misunderstood. 
Young people are the most valuable assets of d commu- 
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nity, but not merely because of their youth. They are 
valuable for the promise they give of noble and well- 
directed activity. Their growth into useful members of 
their community depends to a great extent on making 
their own its accumulated experience and their being 
guided, — not blindly, but with discriminating reverence, 
— by the.old fand experienced. At present there is no 
provision in the constitution of the Samaj for promoting 
and ensuring the proper relation of the young and the 
old, the inexperienced and the experienced. I hope that 
in the very beginning of our next half-century’s life, some 
such provision will be made, because on it depends our 
healthy growth as a community charged with leading 
the future destinies of this country, perchance those of 
the whole world. 

Before I sit down I would make a request which, I 
hope, you will take seriously. As I have, during the 
year closing, undertaken fresh literary labours besides 
those already in hand, I feel that at this time of my life 
it is too much for me to be equally faithful to the two 
sides of my activity, the literary and the official. Spe- 
cially, as two such solemn celebrations as the Jubilee and 
the Centenary both falling in the course of the year just 
beginning, will tax to the utmost the time and energy of 
your office-bearers, I entreat you not to re-elect me your 
President for the year, if it is at all your intention to do 
so. You should rather look out for a man who can give 
bis time and energy more freely and willingly to Samaj 
work than I can possibly do.

Rules for the Association of mofussil Brahmo

7. Arrangements shall be made for keeping up corres* 
pondence with office-bearers and other members of the 
Associated Samajes.

KUMARKHALI BRAHMO SAMAJ. 

In the beginning of tte year* 1255 B. S. the first 
principles of Brahmoism were explained to the influential 
gentlemen of Kumarkhali in the palatial building known 
as *'Shitalkotbba" by Maharshi Debendranath Tagore 
wtio was then there to look after his Zamindari busi- 
ness for a few days. The first congregational meeting 
was held on the 30th Ashar 1266 B. S. corresponding 
to the 16th June 1848 by Pandit Bayalchand 
Siromoni, an Upacharyya, sent by the Rev. Maharshi. 

The Samaj has a Pacca Mandir of its own in the 
heart of the town. It was consecrated on* a day of 
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Ashwin 1278 B- S. by the Rer. Sadhu Aghornath Gupta. 
Though the building requires a thorough repair yet no 
active steps have yet been taken. 

The Samaj has a Jote (landed property) gifted on 
the 13th Chaitra 1300 B. S. corresponding to the 3rd 
April 1894 by the late Joges A’ar Kundu, a member, and 
its annual income is about Rs. 37-. Owing to continual 
absence of-Babu Atulkrishna tSaha, in charge of the Jote, 
from Kumarkhali, the rents could not be regularly 
realised. Under the resolution, passed at the special 
meeting held on the 18th December, 1925, the Jote 
has been leased f>ot to B'ibu IJerambachandra Roy of 
Agrakunda for nine years from 1332 B. S. ter 1340 B. S. 
under a registered deed executed by both the parties 
on 17-2-26. at an annual income of Ks. 20 after deduct- 
ing all expenses. Now we hope, we shall henceforth 
be able to celebrate our usual anniversary. There are 
two more permanent funds amounting to Ks. 200 at 
an interest of 6 per cent per annum under the custody 
of Babu Atulkrishna Saba, a trustee. One stands in 
the name of Annadamayee Dasi charity fund and the 
other Kumarkhali Brahmo Samaj Library Fund. 

The Samaj is affiliated to the Sadharan Brahmo 
Samaj, Calcutta, so it gets the “ Pattwa Kaumudi’ and 
the “Indian Messenger free. It ha.s got a library of about 
300 volumes of English and bengali Books. We are 
thankful to Babu Haridas Saha, Asst. Secretary, of the 
Samaj, who has presented an almirah with books, as 
a token of remembrance of his late father, Kadhagobinda 
Saha, one of the former trustees of the Samaj. 

The land with the building, the landed property and 
also the permanent funds arc vested in a body of 
trustees by a deed that was duly registered on the 31st 
Jaista 1296 B. S. corresponding tf) I3ti) June 1889, At 
present the following gentlemen arc trustees for life : —

The last^ mentioned three gentlemen are elected under 
rule 7 of the Trust Deed. 
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There lire 11 members on the list and a few sympa- 
thisers, Almost all ot them are out of the town, 
so the regular weekly services were not held. Occasional 
services were only held whenever one of the members 
happened to be present. Oaring the year under report 
Babu Abinashcliandra Lahiri came down here from 
Kajbari and conducted divine service in the Mandir.

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its sttperinteadent. The Neeti Vidyalajn, whicl^ is aided 
by the Government, is being directly managed by the 
“Reform and Service League", a central organisation 
of the members of the Brahma and Prarthana Samajes 
of Ganjam District. Surla Brahmo Samaj worked as 
the working committee of the above mentioned leagues 
and looked after the improvement of the Neeti Vidyalaya 
Some Bengali and English books were added to the 
library. Homeopathic Medicines were distributed among 
the villagers. A campaign was started against animal 
sacrifice. Kumar Puroima Samudramela was celebrated 
against gambling which is very customary here. Regular 
weekly congregations were held.
